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PREFACE. 



T X 7 HEN a new publication appears, fome 

^ ^ prefatory account of the rcafons which 
lead to it, and the manner in which it Jias been 
condufted, is generally expcfted. 

The compiler of this hiftory was early impel- 
led by his natural curiofity to inquire into the 
original fettlement, progrefs, and improvement 
of the. country which gave him birth. When he 
took up his refidence in Ncw-Hampfliire his in- 
quiries were more particularly direfted to that 
part of it. Having met with fome valuable man- 
iifcripts Which were but little knQwn| he began 
to cxtraft and methodize the principfl things in 
them ; and this employment was (to fpeak in the 
ftyle of a celebrated mpdcrh author) his "^ hobby 
" horfe." 

The work, crude as it was, hp.ing communicated 
to foine gentlemen, to whofe judgment he paid 
much deference, he was perfuaded and encouraged 
to go on with his coUeftion, until the thing be- 
came generally known, and a publication could 
not decently be refufed. 

He owns himfelf particularly obliged to the 
public officers both in this and the neighbouring 
ftate of Maffachufetts, under the former as well as 
the prefent conftitutions, for their obliging at- 
tention in favouring him with the ufe of the pub- 
lic records or extrafts from them. He is under 

equal 
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equal obligation to a number of private gentlemen, 
who have either admitted him to their own col- 
leftions of original papers or procured fuch for 
Irim. In the courfe of his inquiry he has fre- 
quently had leafon to lament the lofs of many 
valuable materials by fire and other accidents : 
But what has pained him more fcverely is the in- 
attention of fome perfons in whofc hands original 
papers have been depolited, and who have fuffcr- 
cd them to he wafted and deftroyed as things of 
no value. The very great utility of a public re- 
politory for fuch papers under proper regulations, 
has appeared to him in the ftrongeft Kght, and he 
is perfuaded that it is an objeft worthy the atten- 
ti6n of an enlightened legfilature. 

The late accurate and indefatigable Mr, Prince 
of Boflon, (under whofe miniftry the author was 
educated and whofc memory he (hall always re- 
vere) began fuch a colle£Uon in his youth and 
continued *<§[ for above fifty years. By his will he 
left it to the care of the Old South Church, of 
which he was paftor, and it was depofited with a 
library of ancient books in an apartment of their 
jneeting-houfe. To this colledion the public 
are obliged for fome material hints in the pre- 
fent work, the author having had frequent accefs 
to that library before the commencement of the 
late war. But the ufc which the Britifh troops 
in 1775 made of that elegant building having 
proved fatal to this noble colleftion of manufcripts ; 
the friends of fcicnce and of America muft de- 
plore the irretrievable lofs. Had we fuffered it 
by the hands of Saracens, the grief had been 
lefs poignant I 

Hiftorians have mentioned the affairs of Ncw- 
Hampfliire only in a loofe and general mannen 

Ncalc 
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Koale and Douglas^ though frequeatly erroneous, 
hav^e given fome hints, which by the help of erig^ 
inal records and other flunufcripts, have in tkts 
work been carefully and largely purfued. Hutch- 
infen has faid many things which the others have 
omitted ; his knowledge of the antiquities of the 
tountry was extenfive and accurate, and the pub- 
lic aire much obliged by the publication of his 
hiftory ; but he knew more than he thought prop 
cr to relate. The few publications concerning 
New-Hampfhire axe fuftitve pieces dilated by 
party or intereft. No regular hiftorical deduc* 
lion haa ever ^ippeared. The late Mr. Fitch of 
Portfmoutb made a beginning of this fort about 
the year 1728 : From his papers fome things have 
been colle3:ed which have not been met with el&* 
where. The authorities from which information 
is derived are carefully noted in the margin* 
Where no written tefttmonies could be obtained^ 
recourfc has been had to the moft authentic tra* 
dition, fclcfted and compared with a fcrupuloua 
attention, and with proper allowance for the im- 
perfeftion of human memory. After all, the 
critical reader will doubtlefs find foroe chafms 
which in fuch a work it would be improper to fill 
by the help of imagination and conje£l;ure. 

The author makes no merit of his regard to 
truth. To have difguifed or raifrcprcfented fafts 
would have been abufing the reader. No perfon 
can take more pleafure in detecting miilakes than 
the author in correfting them if he fhould have 
opportunity. In tracing the progrefs of contro- 
verfy it is impoffible not to take a fide, though 
we are ever fo remote from any perfonal intcreft 
in it : Cenfure or applaufe will naturally follow 
the opinion we adopt. If the reader (hould hap- 
pen 
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pen to entertain different feelings from the writer, 
he has an equal right to indulge them ; but not 
at the expence of candor. 

The Mafonian controverfy lay fo direftly in the 
way that it could not be avoided. The rancour 
fliewn on both fides in the early ftagcs of it has 
now fubfidcd. The prefent fettlement is fo ma- 
terially connefted with the general peace and wel- 
fare of the people, that no wife man or friend to 
the country can at this day wifh to overthrow it. 

Mr. Hubbard, Dr. Mather and Mr. Pen- 
hallow have publilhed narratives of the feveral 
Indian wars : Thcfe have been compared with the 
public records, with ancient manufcripts, with 
Charlevoix's hiftory of New-France, and with 
the verbal traditions of the immediate fufFerers 
or their defcendants. The particular incidents 
of thefe wars may be tedious to ftrangers, but 
will be read with avidity by the pofterity of thofc 
whofe misfortunes and bravery were fo confpicu- 
ous. As the charafter of a people muft be col- 
leftcd from fuch a minute feries, it would have 
been improper to have been lefs particular. 

The writer has had it in view not barely to re- 
late fafts, but to delineate the cha rafters, the paf- 
fions, the interefts and tempers of the perfons who 
are the fubjeftsof his narration, and to defcribe 
the mod ftriking features of the times in which 
they lived. How far he has[Iucceeded, or where- 
in he is defcftive, muft be left to the judgment of 
every candid readery to which this work is moft 
refpeftfully fubmitted.

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IT is happy, for. America that its difcov- 
, cry and fettlement . by the Europeans 
happened at. a time, when they were 
crt\?rging frpm a Ipng period of ignorance 
and darknefs. The difcovery of the mag- 
netic needle, the invention of printing, 
the revival. of literature and the reforma- 
tion of religion, had caufed a> vaft altera-. 
tion intheir views, and taught them the 
true ufc of their rational and adtive pow- 
ers* To this concurrence of favourable 
cauies we are indebted for the precifion 
with which we are able to fix the begin- 
ning of this great American empire : An 
advantage of which the hiftorians of other 
countries almoftuniverfally are deftitutc; 
their firft aeras being either difguifed by 

fiftion 
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iiiflion and romance, or involved in . im- 
penetrable obfcurity. 

Mankind do not eafily relihquifti an- 
cient and eftabliftied prejudices, or adopt 
new fyftems of condudl, without fome 
powerful attradive. The profpeft of im-. 
menfe wealth, from the mines of Mexico 
and Peru, fired the Spaniards to a rapid 
conqueft of thofe regions and the deftruc- 
tion of their numerous inhabitants ; but 
the northern continent, prefenting no fuch 
glittering charms, was negledtcd by the 
European princes for more than a century 
1 496. after its difcovery • No effedlual care was 
^^1;^ taken to fecure to themfelves the poffeC 
Annals. £qjj ^f f^ exteufivc z territory, or the ad»- 
vantage of a friendly traffic with its na-V 
tives, orof the filhery on its coafts; till 
private adventurers at a vaft expence, with 
infinite hazard and perfevering zeal, eftab- 
lifhed fettlements for themfelves, and 
thereby enlarged the dominions of their 
fovereigns. 

Of the voyagers who vifited the north- 
ern cpafl of America, for the fake of its 
furs and filh, one of the moft remarkable 
was Captain John Smith ; who ranged the 
l^J^ Ihore from Pcnobfcot to Cape Cod, and in 
this route difcovered the river Pafcataqua ; 
which he found to bcafafe harbour with 

a rocky 
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m rocky (hore. He returned to England 
in one of his (hips^ and there publilhed a 
dcfcription of the country » vvitha tnapof 
the fea-coaft, which he prefented to Prince 
Charles, who gave it the name of New- 
England. The other ihip he left be- 
hind under the care of Thotrjas Hunt, 
who decoyed about twenty of the natives 
on board, and fold them for flaves at Ma- 
laga. This perfidious adlion excited a vi- 
olent jealaufy in the natives and bitter- 
ly enraged them againfl fucceeding ad- 
Venturers, Two of thofe favagcs having 
found their w ay back as far as Newfound- 
land, then under the government of Cap- 
tain John Mafon» were reftored to their 
native country by his friendly interpofi- 
tionp and reported the ftrong difappruba- 
tion, which the Englilh in general enter- 
tained of the mifchievous plot by which 
they had been carried off. By this means » 
together with the prudent endeavours of 
Captain Thomas Dermer, and afterward 
of the Plymouth fettlers, tranquillity was 
re-eftablifhcd between the hidians and the 
adventurers, which was tolerably preferv- 
ed for many years. However fond we 
may have been of accufing the Indians of 
treachery and inJSdelity, it muft be con- 
fefled that the example was firll fet them

Two of the moft affcive members of this 
council were Sir Ferdinando Gorges and 
Captain John Mafon. Gorges had been 

Hume. an officer in the navy of Queen Elizabeth, 
intimately conneded with Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, of whofe adventurous fpirit he had 
a large Ihare. After the peace which King 
James made in 1 604, he was appointed 
governor of the fort and ifland of Ply- 
mouth in Devonfhire. Whilft he refided 
there. Captain Weymouth, who had been 
employed by Lord Arundel in fearch of a 
northweft paflage, but had fallen Ihort of 
his Gourfeand put inatPemaquid, brought 
from thence into the harbour of Plymouth, 
five natives of America, three of whom 
were eagerly feized by Georges, and re- 
tained in his fervice for three years . F ind- 
ing them of a tradable and communicative 
difpofition, and having won their affec- 
tions by gentle treatment, he learned from 
them many particulars concerning their 
country, its rivers, harbours, iflands, fifh- 
eries and other productions ; and the num- 
bers, force, difpofition and government of 
the natives ; and from thi§ information he 
conceived fanguine hopes of indulging his 
genius, and making his fortune, by a tho-

ri3ug}i difcovery of the country. For this 
pyrpofe he, in conjundion with others, 
yeotured (everal Ihips, whereof lb me met 
with peculiar misfortunes i and others 
brought home accounts, which > though 
difcouragingto fome of his aflfociates , made 
\um determine upon farther attempts, 
wherein hi& rcfolution and perfcverancc 
were more con fpicuous than any folid gain • 
Thefe Iran fafl ions were previous to tlie 
eftablifliment of the council ; in fohciting 
which. Gorges was fo extremely adive, 
that he was appointed their prefident, and 
had a principal (liare in all their tranfac- 
tions. Mafon was a merchant of London » 
but became n fea-officer, and, after the 
peace, governor of Newfoundland, where 
heacquired a knowledge of America, which 
Jed him, on his return to England, into a 
clofe attachment to thofc wlio were en- 
gaged in its dilbovery ; and up^n fome 
vacancy in the council, he was elected a 
member and became tlieir fecretary i be- 
ing alfa govern or of Portfmouth in Hamp- 
fljire. He procured a grant from the coim- 
dU of all the land from the river Naum- 
pag [now Salem J round Cape Anne, to 
ic river Merrimack ; and up each of 
thofe rivers to the far theft head thereof ^ 
then to crofs over from the head of the one 

to 
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1 6a I. to the head of the other; with all the 
* — ^'■"^ iflands lying within three miles of the 
• coaft. Thisdiftriftwascalled Mariana. 
The next year another grant was made, 
to Gorges and Mafon jointly, of all the 
lands between the rivers Merrimack and 
Sagadehock, extending back to the greit 
lakes and river of Canada, ami this wis 
called Laconia. 

Under the authority of this grant. 
Gorges and Mafon, in conjunction with 
ieveral merchants of London, Briftol, 
Exeter, Plymouth, Shrewfbury andDor- 
cheftcr, who ftyled them (elves ** The 
Company of Laconia,** attempted the 
cftablifliment of a colony and fifhery at the 
river Pafcataqua ; and in the fpring of the 
following year fent over David Thomp- 
fon, a Scotfman, Edward and William 
flilton,fifhmongers of London, with a 
number pf other people, in two divifions, 
furniflied with all neceflaries to carry on 
their defign. One of thefe companies 
landed pn the fouthern (liore of the river, 
at its mouth, and called the place Little- 
Harbour: Here they eretfled falt-works, 
and built an houfe which was aftervvari 
called Mafon-Hall ; but the Hiltons fet 
up their ftages eight miles further up the 
river toward the northvveft, on a neck of

Thefc fcttlemetits went on (lowly for 
feveral years, but the natives being peace- 
able and feveral other fmall beginnings 
being made along the coaft as far as Ply- 
moutht a neighbourly intercourfe was 
kept up among them, each following 
their refpedlive employments of fiihing, 
trading and planting, till the diforderly 
behaviour of one Morton, at Mount 
Wollafton in the Bay of Maffachufetts, 
caufed an alarm among the fcattered fet-» ^620. 
tlements as far as Pafcataqua. This man 
had, in defiance of the king's proclama- 
tion, made a praiflice of felling arms and 
amittunition to the Indians, whom he 
employed in huntingand fowling for him ; 
fo that the Englilh, fteing the Indians 
armed in the woods, began to be in terror. 
They alfo apprehended danger of another 
kind ; for Morton's plantation was a re- 
ceptacle for difcontented fervants, vvhpfe 
defertipn weakened the fettlements, and 

who, 
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1 628* who, being there without law, were more 
"--^^^^ formidable tlian the lavages thcanfelves. 
The principal perfons of Paicataqua 
therefore readily united with their neigh- 
^\!i^l' hours, in making application to the col- 
ony of Plymouth, which was of more 
force than all the reft, to put a ftop to 
this growing mifchief ; which they hap- 
pily effeaed by fcizing Mortem and 
fending him prifoner to England.

By this deed the Englifli inhabitants 
within thefe limits obtained a right to the 
foil from the original proprietors, more val- 
uable in a moral view, than the grants of 
any European prince could convey. If we 
fmile at the arrogance of a Roman Pontiff 

in 
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in afiliming to divide the whole new world iSzg. 
between the Spaniards and Portuguefe, "'-^'-^ 
with what confiftency can we admit the 
right of a king of England, to parcel out 
America to his fubjedts, when he had nei- 
ther purchafednor cooquered it, nor could 
pretend any other title, than that fome of 
his fubjed:s were the firft Euroj^eans who 
difcovered it, whilft it was in poffeffion of 
its native lords ? The only validity w.hich 
fuch grants could have in the eye of rea- 
fpn was, that th(: grantees bad from their 
prince a permiflion to negotiate with the 
poQefTors for the purchafe of the foil, and 
thereupon a power of jurilHidion fubor-» 
dinate to his crown. 

The fande year Captain Mafon procured *^°^- 7» 
a new patent, under the common feal of 
the council of Plymouth, for the land 
** from the middle of Pafcataqua river and 
** UD the fame to the fartheft head there- 
•• of, and from thence north weft ward until 
•• fixty miles from the mouth of the bar- 
**bour were finiflicd; alfo through Mer- 
•* rimack river to the fartheft head there- 
' * of, and fo forward up into tlie land weft- 
'* ward, until fixty miles were finifhed ; 
** and from thence to crofs over land to ^^ .^^^^^ 
** theendof thefixty miles accounted from ^"^[^^^ 
** Pafcataqua river ; together with all

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* * iflands within five leagues of the coaft . " 
This trad ofland was called Nisw-H amp- 
shire : It comprehended the? whole of 
Whelewright*s purchafe ; and uftlefs Ma- 
fon*s intention was to fruftrate his title, 
it is difficult to affign a reafon for the pro- 
curement of this patent, as the fame land, 
with much more, had been granted to 
Gorges and Mafon jointly, feven years be- 
fore. If there was an agreement between 
them to divide the pro vincp of Laconia, 
and take out new patents from the coun- 
cil, in preference to the making a deed of 
partition ; it is not eafy to conceive why 
the weflem boundary ihould be contrav^- 
ed to fixty miles from the fea, when the 
G«rges'8 lakes and river of Canada were fuppoled 
a^ri€^, p." to be but ninety or an hundred miles froni 
^^' Pafcataqua. If this grant was intended ^ 

an equivalent for the patent of Mariana,' 
which the council had the preceding year 
included in their deed to the MafTachufctts 
company ; it is imppffible to account for 
the extenfion of New-Hamplhire to the 
river Merrimack, when the grant of Maf- 
llichufetts reached to ** thre6 miles north 
** of that river and of every part of it*."

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The weft country adventurers were not 1 630, 
kfs' attentive to their intcreft ; for in the 
following fpring they obtained a patent 
from the council whereby •* all that part

•• the f^dll^f Squamfcot, and three miles

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'FcrdinandoGorgcsv Captain John Mafon, 1 631 • 
John Cotton, Henry Grardncr, George ^— ^^-^ 
jGrifEthi Edwin Gay, Thomas. Wamejr-*' 
ton, Thomas Eyre and Eliezer Eyre, who, 
it is faid had already expended three 
thoufand pounds in the undertaking. 
They were to pay forty-eight pounds per 
annum by way of acknowledgement to 
the prefident and council, if demanded. 
Captain Camocke, a relation of the Earl Hubbafd»$ 
of Warwick, with Henry Jocelyn, who ^^' 
were then intending a voyage hither were 
appointed to put the grantees in poffeffion. 
Within this patent are comprehended the 
towns of Portfmouth, Newcaftlc,and Rye, 
with part of Newington and Greenland. 

The whole intereft being thus divided 
into two parts. Captain Thomas Wiggen 
was appointed agent for the upper, and 
Captain Walter Neal for the lower plan- 
tation; with him were aflbciated Ambrofp 
Gibbons , George Vaughan , Thomas War- ^^ lc^^^^, 
nerton, Humphry Chadbourne and one 
Godfrie as fuperintendants of the feveral 
bufineffes of trade, fifhery, falt-making, 
building and hufbandry. Neal refided at 
Little-Harbour with Godfrie who had th^ 
care of the fifliery. Chadbpurne built an 
houfe at Strawberry-bank, which was callr 
cd tJbe great houfe^ in which Warnerton 
C refided f 
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refided. Gibbons had the care of a Taw* 
mill, and lived in a palifaded feoufe at 
Newichwannockj where he carried on 
trade with the Indians. He afterward re- 
moved to Sander 's-point, where tiie ad- 
venturers gave him a fettkment for his 
faithful fervices. He was fucceeded at 
Newichwannock by Chadboxirne, whofc 
pofterity are perfons of principal figure 
and intereft there at this day. The pro- 
prietors were alfo careful to provide for 
the defence of their pkntatic«is, and fcnt 
over feveral cannon which they direfted 
their agents to mount in the moft conve- 
tiient place for a fort. They accordingly 
placed them on the northeaft point of the 
Great-Ifland at the mouth of the harbour, 
and laid out the ground ** about a bow- 
MS in the * ' fhot back from the water-fide to an high 
iiccordcrs ^^ fQck, on which it was intended in time 
" to build the principal fort.'* 

A great part of Captain NeaFs errand 
was to penetrate the interior part of the 
province of Laconia, concerning which 
the adventurers had formed very fanguine 
expedtations. It was defcribed as con- 
Hu?"f A- *^i^i^g divers lakes, and extending back 
merica, p. ^q a great lake and river in the country of 
the Iroquois. This river was faid to be 
fair and large, containing many fruitfuf 

iQands ^ 
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iflands ; the air pure and fdubrious ; the 1620. 
country pleafaht, having fome high hills ; ' — --^ 
fuJl of goodly forefts, fair vallics and fcr-» 
tile plains ; abounding in corn, vines, 
chefiiuts, walnuts, and many other forts 
of fruit ; the rivers well ftored with ififli, 
and environed with goodly meadows full 
of timber-trees* In the great lake were 
^id to be four iflands, full of pleafant 
woods and meadows, having great ftorc 
of ftags, fallow-deer, elks, roc-bucks, 
beavers and other game, and theie iflands 
were fuppofed to be commodioufly fituat- 
cd for habitation and traffic, in the midfl 
of a fine lake, abounding with the mofl 
delicate fifh. No one who is acquainted 
with the interior part of the country in its 
wildcrnefs flate, can forbear fmiling at 
this romantic defcription, penned in the 
true flyle of adventurers : yet fuch an im- 
preffion had the charms of Laconia made 
on the minds of our firft fettlers, that 
Neal fet out on foot, in company with 1692; 
Jocelyn and Darby Field, to difcover thefe ^— v— '. 
bcK^utiful lakes, and fettle a trade with the 
Indians by pinnaces, imagining the dif- 
tan^ to be fhort of an hundred miles. 
In the courfe of their travels, they vifited 
the white mountains, which they defcrib- 
ed in the fame romantic flyle, to be a 
C 2 ridge, 
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163a. ridge, extending an hundred leagues, ort 
"r^^ which fnow lieth all the year, and inac- 
rarities of ccflible but by the gullies which the dif- 
und." °^^ folved fnow hath made : on one of thcfe 
mountains they reported to have found a 
plain of a day's journey over, whereon 
nothing grows but mofs ; and at the fur-^ 
ther end of this plain, a rude heap of 
mafly ftones, piled up on one another a 
mile high ; on which one might afcend 
from ftone to ftone, like a pair of wind-' 
ing ftairs, to the top, where was another 
kvcl of about an acre, with a pond of 
clear water; This fummit was fiiid to be 
far above the clouds, and from hence 
they beheld a vapor like a vaft pillar, 
drawn up by the fun-beams, out of* a 
great lake into the air, where it was form- 
ed into a cloud. The country* beyond 
thefe mountains northward, was faid to 
be ** daunting terrible,'* full of rocky 
hills, as thick as mole-hills in a meadow^ 
and clothed with infinite thick woods. 
They had great expeiSation of finding 
precious flones on thcfe mountains ; and 
Hubbard's forticthing refembling chryflal being pick- 
ed up, was fufficient to give them the 
name of the Chrystal-Hills. From 
hence they continued their route in fearch 
of the lake; till finding their provifion 

ahnoft 
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almoftfpent, and the forefts of JLaconia 1632, 
yielding no fupply, they were obliged to ' — ' — ' 
return when they fuppofed themfclves fo 
far advanced, that ** the difcovery wanted 
•' but one day's journey of being finifli- 
*• cd*/' 

This expedition, being ended, was fqc^ 
ceededby one of another kind. The coaft 
was alarmed by the report of a pirate, one 
pixy Bull; who with fifteea others, be- 
ing employed in the Indian trade at the 
^aJftward had taken feveral boat$ and rifled 
the fojrt at Pemaquid. Neal, in conjuncr 
t^on with the others, equipped four pinr- 
mcesandfliallops,manncdwithfortymen, 
being all the force that both plantations 
cpu|d fpare, who, being joined by twenty 
more in abgrkfrom Bofton, proceeded to 
PemaquicJ ; but contrary winds and bad 
weather obliged them to return without 
ineeting the pirates, who iiciade their way 
farther to the eaflward, and at. length got 
to England ; where Bull nqiet with his de^ 
ferts. The company on their return 
hanged, at Richmond's ifland, an Indian 
who had been concerned in the murder of 
ap Englifhman. 

The 

• Mr. Hubbard, and after him Governor Hutchinfon, place this dif- 
cevery of the White Hills in 1642. But as Neal had pofitive ordera 
tDdiio>ver the lakes, and tarried but three years in the country, employ- 
ing gtett part of his time in fearching the woods, it is probably that 
f^r» HaUpd miftook one figure in his date. 
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1633. The next year Neal and Wiggen joined 
^-"•^' — ' in fur veying their refpeftive patents, and 
laying out the towns of Portfmouth and 
Northam^ and another which was called 
Hampton, though no fettlement had been 
made there. They alfo agreed with 
Whele Wright that the plantation which he 
had undertaken to make at Squamfcot falls, 
fliould be called Exeter ; and determined 
the bounds between his land and theirs. 
This furvey was made by order of the 
company of Laconia, who gave names to 
the four towns, and the tranfa<5lion was 
duly reported to them : foon after which 
Neal returned to England. 

From a number of letters that pafled 
between the adventurers and Gibbonstheir 
fadlor, and which are yet preferved, it ap- 
pears that their views were chiefly turned 
toward the difcovery of the lakes and of 
mines; the cultivation of grapes, and the 
advantages of trade and filhery; and that 
little regard was had to agriculture, the 
fureft foundation ofall other improvements 
in fuch a country as this. They often 
complain of their expcnces, as indeed they 
might with reafon; for they had not only 
to pay wages to their colon ids, but to fup- 
ply them with provifions, clothing, uten- 
iils, medicines, articles of trade, imple- 
ments 
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fncat$fof building, hufbandry and fifliing, 1 633, 
and to ftock theix plantations with cattle, ' — " — ' 
Jfwinc, and goats. Bread was either brought 
from England in med, or fr^m Virginia Prmcc^ 
an ^rain, and then fent to the wind-mill von.' p. 
at Bofton, there being none erefted here. ^*'' '** 
Very little improvement was made on the 
lands ; the lakes were not explored ; the 
vines were planted but came to nothing ; 
no nunes were found but thofe of iron, 
andthefe were not wrought; three or four 
houfes only were built within the firft fe- 
ven years j the peltry trade with the In- 
dians was of fome value, and the fifhery 
ferved for the fupport of the inhabitants; 
but yielded no great profit to the adven- 
.Uurers, who received but inadequate re- 
turns in lumber and furs. They faw their 
intereft finking apace, and grew difpirit- 
•ed; and the major part of them either re*, 
linquifhed the defign, or fold their fhares 
to Mafon and Gorges , who were more lan- 
^uine than the reft, and became (cither by 
purchafe or tacit confent of the others) the 
principal, if not fole proprietors. Thefe 
gentlemen renewed their exertions with 
greater vigour, fent over a frelh fupply of 
fervants, and materials for carrying on the ^ 634.^ 
fettlement,and appointed Francis WiUiams ' '"^ 
l^eir governor. He was a gentleman of 

good • 
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1 634. good fenfe and difcretion i and fo very 
^[^^^.^ acceptable to the people, that when thej 
*?sHift. combined in a body politic they continu- 
ed him at their head. 

The charter by which the council of 
Plymouth was eftablifhed, had been from 
the beginning difrelifhed by the Virginisi 
company ; who fpared no pains to get it- 
revoked. Their applications to the king 
proved fruitlefs j but when the parliament 
began to enquire into the grievances of 
KaTiStive, the nation, this patent was complained of 
y.za&44. as a monopoly. Sir Fcrdinando Gorge$, 
being fummoned, appeared before themi, 
and both in perfon and by his co\incil dcf 
fended it in a mafterly manner, but in 
vain ; for when the national grievances *" 
were prefented to the throne, the patent 
of New-England was the firft. The coun- 
cil alfo wa^ in difrepute with the high- 
church party, for having encouraged th$ 
lettlement of the Plymouth apd MalTachu- 
£btts cojonifts, who fled from their perfe- 
cutions. Thefe prejudices agaipft them, 
pperating as difcouragements to their un- 
dertaking, induced the council to refign 
their charter to the king ; having previ- 
oufly taken care to fecure fome portion of 
the expiring intereft to fuch of themfelves 
as \v?re difpofed to accept it. The fcheme 
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they had in view was to divide their ter- 163^* 
ritoiy into twelve provinces, under as ma- ' ' " 
ny proprietary governors, fubjedt to one 
general governor j and they went fo far 
as to nominate Gorges, then threefcore 
years of age, for the perfon, and build a 
Ihip of war, which was to bring him over 
and remain in the fervice of the country. 
But the fhip fell and broke in the launch- Hubi>arf«'i 
ing; and their proje<ft not being fuffi^ ^^ ^ 
ciently attended to by thofe in power, they 
Tvcre obliged to be content withfuch grants 
'as they could make, of thofe diftrids, in- 
to which they had divided the country. 
That which was made tp Mafon com- 
prehended both his former patents, ex- 
tended from Naumkcag to Pafcataqua, 
and fixty miles north weft ward within the 
land, together with the fouth half of the 
Ifles of Shoals, and t^n thoufand acres at 
Sagadahock ; faving to thofe already fet- 
tled within thefe limits, the property of Jiicsofthe

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council furrcndered their charter to the 
king ; and in September Gorges fold to 
Mafon a trad: of land on the northeaft fide 
of the river Pafcataqua, extending three 
miks in hreadth, and followii^g the courfe 
of the river from its mouth to its fartheft 
head, including the faw-mill which had 
been built at the falls of Newichwannock# 
But death, which puts an end to the 
faireft profpeds, cur off all the hopes 

which 

grants and tranfaftions of Capt. Mafon, it is faid " K. Charles I. 
<*by charter dated Aug. 19, 1^35* gives, grants and confirms unto 
** Capt. John Mafon, then called treafurer and paymafter of his 
" army, his heirs and affigns, all the aforefaid traft of land grant* 
<* ed to him by the council of Plymouth, hy the name of the pupu- 
*» vince of New-Hampihire ; xvitA foiver of government, and as am- 
«* pie jurifdi£tion and prerogatives as ufed by the bilhop of Dur- 
** ham ^ creating him and his aforefaids aifoluu lords and proprietors 
•* of the province of Ncw-HainpOiirc, with power of conferring 
** honours,'* &c. On this authority (I fuppofe ) Douglas has«f- 
fcrted the fame thing. On yvhich Hatchinfon remarks *« This is 
*' not probable. His heirs were certainly unacquainted with it, 
•* or they would have made mention of it before the king ia coun- 
**cil in 1691.'* The report oi the Lords Chief Juftices in 1677, 
wherein the feveral grants are recited, makes no mention of this : 
But on the contrary it is faid, <« As to Mr. Mafon's ri^bt ofgovern* 
*^ment within the foil he claimed, »heir lordfhips, and indeed hit 
«* own council, agreed he had none ; \h.t%xtzX co\xnc\\ ol Plymouth* 
•* under whT>m he claimed, having no power to transfer govern- 
«* ment to any." The Lords of Trade in a report to the king in 
^753* fay* " Itisalledged that this lad grant to Mafon was ratified 
<* and confirmed by the crown, by charter dated Aug. 19, 1635* 
'* with full power of civil jurifdidion and government, but nofucb 
♦* cbsirter as this appears upen record.'* 

None of Mafon's heirs ever attempted to afFume government by 
"virtue offuch a charter, as the heirs ofCorges did in the province 
•of Maine. Robert Mafon was appointed councellor by mandamus, 
and Samuel Allen, who purchafed the title, was governor by com- 
witffion from the crown. 

There is an original letter in the Recorder's files, written by 
•George Vaughan to Ambrofe Gibbons, Wh ,fa«5^ors for the compa. 
tiyof Laconia, April 10, 1636, long before any controverfy arofc 
•on this point, which may give more light to it than any thing that 
lias yet been publiflhcd . Sec AppcEdix . No XI . 
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tvhich Mafon had entertained of aggran- 163JP. 
dizing his fortune, by the fettlement of ' — "* — ' 
Ncw^Hampfhire. By his laft will, which 
he figned a few days before his death, he no?. »6. 
difpofed of his American eflate in the fol- 
lowing manner, viz. • To the corporation 

* of Lynn Regis in Norfolk the place of 

* his nativity, he gave twothoufand acres 

* of land in New-Hampftiire, fubjedt to 

* the yearly rent of one penny per acre to 

* his heirs, and two fifths of all mines

The Maffachufetts planters viewed Ma- 
fon as their enemy, becaufe he with 
Gorges had privately encouraged fomc 
pcrlons whom they had cenfured and fent 
home, to petition againft them as diffaffec- 
tcd to the government ; and had endea- 
voured to get their charter fet afide, to 
make way for the fcheme of a general

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But though Mafon andOorges had not 1635- 
the ikme religious views with the M^ffa- ' — ^^ — ' 
chiifetts planters, ytt their memory de- 
ferves refpeft. They were both heartily 
engaged in the fettlement of the country ; 
they funk their eftates in the undertaking, 
and reaped no profit to themfelves ; yet 
their enterprizing fpirit excited emulation 
in others, who had the advantage of im- 
ptoving their plans and avoiding their 
miftakes. Gorges accounted for the ill 
{uccefs of his adventures in the following 
mariner* i. He began when there was ^l^^l^^ 
no hope of any thing for the prefent but ^- 49- 
lofs ; as he had firll to feek a place ; 
which, being found, was a wilderncfs ; 
and fo gloomy was theprofped:, that he 
could fcarcely procure any to go, much lefs 
to refide in it ; and thofe whom he at 
length fent, could not fubfift but on the 
provifions with which he fupplied them, 
a. He fought not barely his own profit, 

but 

*< was known to be one of the greateft adverraries to the affairs cf 
**the Mstflachufetts, fell tick anvl died. In his ficknefs he fenb 
•* for the miniftcr, and bewailed his enmity againft them : And 
•* pmnifed if he rtwovered, he would be as good a friend to New- 
*^ Cngiandy as he had been an enemy ; but his fatal iiour bciug 
•'come, his purpofes of that nature were cut off. The paflage 
*' aforegoing was certified by letters from lord. Say and others t« 
•*the governor of New- Engl and about the year 1635." It appears 
from Governor Winthrop's Journal, that this was Morton, 
1636, " The laft winter Capt. Mafon died. He was the cliief 
** mover, in all attempts againft us ; and was to havs fe:.t the gen. 
*»enU governor; and for this end was providing (hips. But the 
"Lord in mercy taking him away, all Uie bufinefs fell onHeep.'*

^--^>' — ' try ; wherein he went fo far (with the help 
of his affociates) as to open the way for 
others to make their gain. 3. He never 
went in perfon to overfee the people 
whom he employed. 4. There was no 
fettled government to punifli offenders, 
or mifpenders of their miifters goods* 
Two otherthings cootributed tothcdifap* 
pointment in as great, if .not a gi^eater de- 
gree than what he has afligned. The one 
was that Jnftead of applying themfelves 
chiefly to huflbandry, the original fource 
of wealth and independence in fuch a 
country as this ; he and his affociates, 
being merchants, were rather intent on 
trade and fifliery as their primary objedls. 
Thefe cannot be profitable in a new 
country, until the foundation is laid in 
the cultivation of the lands. If the lum- 
ber trade and fifhery can not now be car- 
ried on to advantage, without the conflant 
aid of hufbandry in their neighbourhood, 
how could a colony of traders and fifher- 
men make profitable returns to their em- 
ployers, when the hufbandry necefTary 
for their fupport was at the diflance of 
Virginia or England ? The other miflake 
which thefe adventurers fell into was the 
idea of lordfliip, and the granting of lands

not as freeholds, but by leafes fubjedl to l6g$, 
quit rents. To fettle a colony of tenants '^"">' — ' 
in a climate fo far northward, where the 
charges of fubfiftence and improvement 
vreitt much greater than the value of the 
lands,afterthe improvements were made ; 
cfpecially in the neighbourhood of fo re- 
fpedablc and growing a colony as that of 
MafTachufetts, was indeed a, chimerical 
projeft j: and had not the wifer people 
amo% them fought an union with Maf- 
fachufetts, in all probability the fettle- 
tnents nuift have been deferted.

WHILST, the lower plantation on 
the river Pafcataqualayun^wdif- 
courageinent by the death of its principal 
pktron, the upper fet tlement, though car- 
ried on with more fuccefs, had peculiar 
difficulties to ftruggle with. Two thirds 
of this patent belonged to fome merchants 
of Briftol, the other third to fome of 
Shrewfbury ; and there was an agreement 
that the divifion ihould be made by indif* 
ferent men. Captain Wiggen who was 
fent over to fuperintend their affairs, af- 
ter about one year's refidence in the coun- 
try made a voyage to England, to pro- 
cure more ample means for carrying on 
the plantation. In the mean time thofe 
of Briftol had fold their intereft to the 
lords Say and Broke, George Willys and 
William Whiting, who continued Wig- 
gen in the agency, and procured a opn- 
fiderable number of families in the Weft 
of England, fome of whom were of good

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1 634. kig offence at the extravagancies of the 
** — "* — ' bifliops and fpiritiial courts, canie over; to 
New-England, and joined with the church 
in Salem, who employed him for a year 
or two as a preacher, being a good fchol- 
ar and plaufible in his behaviour. But, 
difgufted with the ftri<5tnefs of their diC- 

1636. cipline, he removed lo Dover ; and con- 
"•^"^^ — ' tinued for fome time in good efteem with 

the people as a preacher ; till by artful 
infinuations he raifed fuch a jealoiify in 
th^ir mSids againft Wiggen their gover- 
nor, that they deprived him of his office, 
and eleded Burdet in his place. 

During his rcfidence here, he carried 
on acorrefpondence with Archbifhop Laud 

1637. to the difad vantage of the MaiTachufetts 
' — ""^^ colony, reprefenting them as hypocritical 

and difaffedted, and that under pretence 
of greater purity and difcipline in matters 
of religion, they were aiming at indepen- 
. dent fovereignty : it being accounted per- 
jury and trcafon by their general court, to 
fpeak of appeals to the king. The pre- 
late thanked him for his zeal in the 
king's fervice, and alTured him that care 
fhould be taken to redrefs thofe diforders 
when leifure from their other concerns 
would permit. This letter of thearch- 
bifhop was intercepted, and fhewntothc 
governor of MaiTachufetts. Burdet 's vil- 
lainy 
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lainy was confidered as the more atro- 
cious, becaufc he had been admitted a free- 
man of their corporation, and had taken 
the oath of fidelity . A copy of his own let- 
ter was afterward found in his clofet. 

About this time, the Antinomian con- 
troverly at Bofton having occafioned the 
banifliment of the principal perfons of that 
led:, feveral of them retired to this fettle- 
ment, being without the jurifdidlion of 
Maflachufetts. When this was known. 
Governor Winthrop wrote to Wiggcn, 
Burdet and others of this plantation, * that 

* as there had hitherto been a good corre- 

* Ipondence between them it would be 

* much rcfented if they fhould receive the 
' exiles ; and intimating the intention of 

* the general court to furvey the utmoft 

* limits of their patent, and make ufe of 

* them.' To this Burdet returned a 
fcornful anfwer, refufing to give the gov- 
ernor his title. The governor thought 
of citing him to court to anfwer for his 
contempt ; but was difluaded from it by 
Dudley, the deputy-governor, who judg- 
ed it imprudent to exafperate him, left he 
fliould avenge himfelf by farther accufing 
them to their enemies in England. The 
governor contented himfelf with fending 
to Hilton an account of Burdet's behavi- 

D % our, 
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1658. our, inclofing a copy of his letter, and 
W-^ cautioning the people not to put thcm- 
felves too far under his power. His true 
charadlcr did not long remain fecrct ; 'for 
being detected in fome lewd anions lie 
made a precipitate removal to Agamenti- 
cus [now York] in the province of Maincy 
where he alfo affumed to rule, and contin- 
ued a courfe of injuftice and adultery till 
the arrival of Thomas Gorges, their gov- 
ernor, [1640] who had laid a fine on him, 
and feized his cattle for the payment of it*. 
He appealed to the king, but his appeal 
not being admitted, he departed for Eng- 
land full of enmity againft thcfe j^anta- 
tions. When he arrived, he found all in 
confufion ; and falling in with the royd- 
ifts was taken and imprifoned by the par- 
liamentary party, which is the laft account 
we have of him. 

One of the€xilcs on account of the An- 
tinomian coritrovcrfy, was John Whele- 
wright , brother to the famous Anne Hutch- 
infon. He had been a preacher at Brain- 
tree, whicfh was then part of Bofton., and 
was a gehtleman of learning, piety and 
zeal. Having engaged to make a fettle- 
ment within ten years, on the lands he 

had

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had purchafed of the Ipdians at Sq^uam- 1638. 
fcot falls, he with a number of his adhcr-* '— ^^ — ' 
ents began a plantation there, which ac« 
cording to the agreement made with Ma- 
fon's agents they called Exeter. Having 
obtained a difmiilioa from the church in 
JBofton*, they formed themfelvcs into a 
church; mid judging themfelvcs without 
the jurifdidtion of Maflachufetts, th^ 
combined into a feparate body politic, and 
chofe rulers and afliftants, who were 
fwom to the due difehargc of their office, ^^^^^ ^^ 
and the people were as folemnly fworn to "'^' 
obey tfacm. Their rulers were Ifaac 
Groflfe, Nicholas Needham, and Thomas 
Wflibn ; each of whom continued in of- 
fice the %ae€ of ^ year, having two^affift- 
anfs. The laws wei^ made in a popular 
affembly , and formally confented to by the 
jrulers* Treafon, and rebellion againft the 
king (who is ftyled *' the Lord's anoint- 
ed^*) osi the country, were made capital 
cfkn^ J and fedicion was punifliablc by a 
fin^ of ten pounds^ or otherwife, at the 
dikmkm of the court. This combina-* 
tioefubfifted throe yeafc^,

Ifaac Groffc, (Bofton Chh. Records.) 
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About the fame time a plantation was 
formed at Winnicumet, which was called 
Hampton. The principal inducement to 
the making this fettlement was the very 
extenfive falt-marfh, which was extreme- 
ly valuable, as the uplands were not cul- 
tivated fo as to produce a fufficiency of 
hay for the fupport of cattle. With a 
view to fecure thefe meadows, the general 
court of MafTachufetts had [in 1 636] em- 
powered Mr. Dummer of Newbury, with 
John Spencer, to build an houfe there at 
MaiTi. Re. the expence of the colony, which was to 
be refunded by thofe who fhould fettle 
there. Accordingly an houfe was built, 
and commonly called the Bound-houfe ; 
though it was intended as a mark of pof- 
feffion rather than of limits. The archi- 
, ted: was Nicholas Eafton, who foon after 
Century removcd to Rhode-Ifland, and built the 
"^3*°' firft Eiiglifli houfe in Newport. 

This entrance being made, a petition 
MS of Mr. was prefented to the court by a number 
Gookm. ^£ perfons, chiefly from Norfolk in Eng- 
Mafla. Re. l^nd, praying for liberty to fettle there, 
cord8^,^scp. which was granted them. They began 
the fettlement by laying out a townlhip 
in one hundred and forty-feven fhares ; 
and having formed a church, chofe Ste- 
phen Bitchelor for their minifter, with 

whom 



files. 
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wkom Timothy Dalton was loon after 
affociated. The number of the firft in- 
habitants was fifty-fix*. 

The authority of Maflachufetts having 
cftablifhed this fettlement, they, from the 
beginning, confidered it as belonging to 
their colony. Though the agent of Ma- Msoepo- 
fon's eftate made fome objection to their sup. cowt 
proceeding, yet no legal method being 
taken to controvert this extenfion of their 
claim, the way was prepared for one flill 
greater, which many circumftances con-, 
curred to eflablifh. 

After the death of Captain Mafon, his 
widow and executrix fent over Francis^ 
Norton as her * ^general attorney/* to whom [^'^^ 
fhe committed the whole management of ms nepo. 
the eftate. But the expence fo far exceed- s^!cSrt 
cd the income, and the fervants grew fo 
impatient for their arrears, that ihe was 
obliged to relinquifh the care of the plan- 
tation, and tell the fervants that they muft 
Ihift for themfelves. Upon which they 
Ihared the goods and cattle. Norton drove 
above an hundred oxen to Bofton, and

Netherlands, atud was brought twei^ to 
New-Eftgland by Governor Wimhr^, 
tb train Hthe people inmiiitaty difciplitte. 
Me ferved the country in the Pequod war, 
and was in fuch reputation in the towti of 

Prince's Boftott, thftt thtf had chofen him one of

MS. their deputies. Deeply tindured with 

Antinomian principles, ^nd poffefled of 

an 
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m high disgfee of enthufiafm^ he made a 1 638. 
fi*^ied %utfc in the controverfy ; being ^'^'-^r^ 
dftd sf tbi fubfciibers to a petition irt 
which ^ court was cenfured, with art 
ittdfettfftt feyerity* for their prdcecdingS 
%»inft Whtiewright. For this <)fifenccht 
wfrt dkfraiifehifed . He then madea y&fagt 
td fiftg4*nd ; and upoti hie return petitioned ^iZ'y!^^' 
thetouit fbt thre hundred acres of land 
TvhiA had becti^romifed him for his form- 
ed ftrViceSj intferidiftg to reiAoVe after 
Whdeivril^he. In his jpetition he acknowl- 
edged hiioffence in cotidemning the court, 
andd^darcd ••that the Lord had brought 
•* him to A ftnfe of his fin in that refpeft, 
** h thdt he had been in great trouble on 
** dCCtfaftt thereof." On this occafion the 
Ctbtitt thought proper to queftion him 
cdftCreaiittg an offetifive expreffion^ which 
heliad wtteited on board the fhip in which 
hfeaasfe from England, *• that the gov- 
*^oirtim»^ ^t Bofton were as zealous as 
** ihfr-Mbes and Pharifces, and as Paul 
*• bef©l<S his cohverfidn.'' Hexienicdthe 
cb»g^- ftnd it was proved to his fecc 
bjr * ^^dlftArl who was paffenger widi 
hkdi :«Sid whom he hid endeavdureld 
toriiiiijtedi^itp his ix:pdnions. He ivas 
al^ i^neHi^nddfor what he hid faid to 
lw|ioti<Jertting. tbe^titaner of his receiv- 
ing 
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1638. ing affurance, which was, ** that having 

'^^^ — ' •* long lain under a fpirit of bondage, he 

** could get no affurance j till at length as 

** he was taking a pipe of tobacco, the 

** fpirit fet home upon him an abfolule 

* * promifeof freegiacc, with fuch affurance 
** and joy that he had never fince doubt- 
** cd of his good eftate, neither fliould he, 

* * whatever fins he might fall into." This 
he would neither own nor deny; but ob- 
jeded to the fufEciency of a fingle tefti- 
mony. The court committed him for 
abufing them with a pretended retradlion, 
and the next day paffed the fentence of 
banifhment upon him. Being allowed 
the liberty of attending public worjQatip, 
his cnthufiaftic zeal broke out in a fpeecb 
in which he endeavoured to prove •* that 
•' as the Lord was pleafed to convert S^ul 
** while he was perfccuting, fo he might 

* * manifeft himfelf to him while making a 
•* moderate ufe of the good creature to* 
•* bacco ; profeffing withal that he knew 
** not wherein he had deferved the cen« 
** fure of the court/' The elders reprov- 
ed him. for this inconfiderate fpcech ; and 
Mr.»Gotton told him, ** that though God 
** often laid a man under a fpirit of bon- 
'* dage while walking in^n, as was the 
'' cafe with Paul,yct he never feat a fpir- 

•• it 
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*' of comfort but in an ordinance, as he 
•^ did to Paul by the miniftry of Anani- 
" as ; and therefore exhorted him to ex- 
** amine carefully the revelation and joy 
•* to which he pretended.** The fame 
week he was privately dealt with on fuf- 
picion of adultery, which he difregarded; 
and therefore on the next fabbath was 
queftioned for it before the church ; but 
tlie evidence not being fufficient to con- 
vict him, the church could only admon- 
ifh him. 

Thefe proceedings, civil and ecclefiafti- 
cal, being finifhed, he removed out of 
their jurifdi6lion ; and after a while came 
to Dover, where he procured the place of 
governor in the room of Burdet. Gover- 
nor Winthrop hearing of this, wrote to 
Hilton and others of this plantation, in- 
forming them of his charader. Under- 
hill intercepted the letter, and returned a 
bitter anfwer to Mr. Cotton ; and wrote 
another letter full of reproaches againft 
the governor to a gentleman of his family, 
whilft he addreffed the governor himfelf 
in a fawning^ obfcquious ftrain, begging 
an obliteration of former mifcarriages, 
and a bearing with human infirmities. 
Thefe letters were all fent back to Hilton ; 
but too late to prevent his advancement. 

Being 
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1 0^29- Being fettled in his gpveritmcftt^ hf pro-* 
'—y^ cuf cd a ehurcb to be gathereej at P^yep 
whachofc HaofcfdKiK>lly8fbrtheirrairv- 
ifter. He had come over from EagUnd 
the yeac before ; but being ail Anabapt- 
ift of the Antiiiomia» eaft, was sot 
well received in Madachu&tts, and caip^ 
hither while Burdet was ia office, whofor^ 
bad his preaching ; but Underhill, agree- 
ing betler with him, prevailed to have hinv 
chofert theiT minifter. Toingratiatehkn- 
felf with his new patron, Knollys wrote 
in his favour, to the church in Boftqn ; 
ftyling him '* The right worihipful their 
honoured governor/* Notwithftanding. 
which they cited him again to appear be- 
fore them ; the court granring him iafe 
condud:. At the fame time Complaint 
was made to the chief inhabitants on the 
river, of the breach of friendfhip in ad- 
vancing Underbill after his reje<3:ion ; aaad 
a copy of Knollys 's letter was returnedr 
wherein he had written that *' Underbill. 
** was an inftrument of God for their 
'* ruin,** and it was inquired whether 
that letter was written by the defire or 
confent of the people. The ](friiM:ipal per- 
fons of Portfmouth and Dover difclairacd 
his mifcarriages, and expre0ed their read- 
iness to call him to account when a pro- 
per 
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pier information Qiould be prefented ; but 
begged that no force might be fent againft 
him'. By his inftigttion KnoUys had al- 
{owtiuen Co his fiiendsin England^ a ca- 
lunoaious letter againfl: the Maflachufctts 
piantcrs, reprcfeattng them as more arbi- 
trary than the high commifli on court, and 
ttiat thcjx was no real religion in the coun- 
try. A copy of this letter being fent from 
l^igland to Governor Winthrop, KnoHys 
was fo aflijamed at the difcoverjr, that ob.- 
tdiaing a licence, he went to Boflon ; and 
at tJie public lecture before the governor, 
m^iflrates, minifters and the congrega- 
tion, made confeffion of his fault, and 
wrote a retradlion to his friends in Eng- 
larrf, which he left with the governor to 
he fent to them. 

Underbill was fo affedled with his friend's 
h]umiHajtic»i,andthedilafFeaion of the peo- 
ple of Pafcataqua to him, that he rerolvei 
to retrieve his charader in the fame way. 
Having obtained fafeconduft, he went to 
Bofton, and in the lame public manner ac- 
knowledged his adultery, his difreipeA to 
the government and the juftice of their 
proceedings againff him : But his confef- 
fion was mixed with fo many excufes and 
extcoiijations that.it gave no fatisTai9:ion ; 
a^d the evidence of his fcandalous deport- 
--: ment 
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ment being now undeniable, the chiireh 

palTed the fentence of excommunication, 

to which he fcemed to fubmit, and appcar- 

. edmuch dejefted whilft he remained there. 

Upon his return, to pleafe fome difaf-^ 
fedled perfons at the mouth of the rivcr^ 
he fent thirteen armed men to Exeter to 
refcue out of the officer's hand one Filh> 
who had been taken into cuftody for 
fpeaking againft the king. The people of 
Dover forbad his coming into their court 
till they had^confidered his crimes and he 
promifed to refign his place if. they 
Ihould difapprove his condu6l; but hear- 
ing that they were determined to remove 
him, he rulhed into court in a paffion, 
took his feat, ordered one of the magif- 
trates to prifon for faying that be would 
not fit with an adulterer, and refufcd to 
receive his difmiffion, when they voted it. 
But they proceeded to choofe another 
governor, Roberts, and fent back the 
prifoner to Exeter. 

A new fcene of difficulty now arofe. 
Thomas Larkham, a native of Lyme in 
Dorfetfliire and formerly « minifter at 
Northam near Barnftable, who had come 
over to New-England, and not favour- 
ing the dodtrine, nor willing to fubmit to 
the difcipline of the churches in Maffa- 

chufctts. 
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chufetts, came to Dover; and being a 
preacher of good talents, eclipfed Knollys, 
and raifed a party who determined to re- 
move him. He therefore gave way to the 
popular prejudice, and fufFered Larkham to 
take his place ; who foon difcovercd his li- 
centious principles by receiving into the 
church perfons of immoral charaders, and 
affuming, like Burdet, the civil as well as 
ccclefiaftical authority. The better fort of 
the people were difpleafed and rcftored 
KnoJJys to his office who excommunicated 
Larkham. This bred a riot irf which Lark- 
ham laid hands on Knollys taking away 
his hat on pretence that he had not paid 
for it j but he was civil enough afterward 
to return it. Some of the magiftrates 
joined with Larkham, and forming a 
court, lummoned Underbill, who was of 
Knollys's party to appear before them, 
and anfwer to a new crime which they 
had to alledge againft him. Underbill 
collefted his adherents ; Knollys was 
armed with a piftol, and another had a 
bible mounted on an halbert for an en- 
fign. In this ridiculous parade they 
marched againft Larkham and his party, 
who jkrudently declined a combat, and 
fent down the river to Williams the gov- 
ernor, at ^ Porfmouth, for aiTiftancc. 

He 
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1640. He came Up in a j^oat with jm^nf^wj 
' ^ " party , befet Knolly^ s houfe where Ua4ef -• 
hill was,gU3rded if night and day till a cowjpt 
was fummojoedf, and then, Wijliams fitting 
as judge, Underhill and his company 
were found guilty of a riot, and aftef tc- 
ing fined, were barjifhed the plantatipp. 
The new cripie which Iyvkham> pafty 
alledged againft UnderhiU w?s th^ Jh> 
had bew fecretly endeavouring to ppf- 
fuade the inhabitants to offer themfejve? 
to the govemn^ntof M^flachufettSjwbofe 
favor he wal defirpus to pyrchaj(f ^ . by 
thefe means, as he loiew that theif yi^w 
was to extend their jurifdiiflion as fsr a?, 
they imagined theif Uniit$ reached, wl^efj- 
ever they fhould find a favourable oppoir 
t unity. The fame policy led him with 
his party to fend a petition to Bpfton, 
praying for the interpofition of the gpve«*- 
ment in their cafe : In confequenee ^f 
which the governor and affiftants qora*^ 
milTioned Simon Bradftreet, Efq. with the. 
famous Hugh Peters, then minifter qf 
Salem, and Timothy Palton of Hampton, 
to enquire info the matter, and effeiSl ^ 
reconciliation, or certify the ftate pf things 
to them. Thefe gtjntl^nni^n traveled on 
foot to Dover, and finding botlji fides in 
fault, brought the inft<t^r to this iflue, 

that 
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rimt the one party revoked the excom- 1640. 
inuaication» and the other the fines and ^"^ * * 
baniflimcnt. 

In the heat of thefe difputcs, adifcoveiy 
was made of Knollys's failure in point of 
chaftity . He acknowledged his crime before 
ihe church; but they difmiired him and he 
returned to England^ where he fufFered 
by the fe verity of the long parliament in 
1644; and being forbidden ta preach 
in the churches, opened a feparate meet- 
ing in Great St. Helen's, from which he 
was foon diflodged, and his followers dif- 
perfed. He alfo buffered in the caufe of 
n on -conformity in the reign of King 
Charles the fecond, and at length (as it is 
faid) died ** a good man in a good old 
"age. (September 19, 1691, Mt. 93.) 

Underbill having finifhed his career in 
thefe parts obtained leave to return to 
Bofton^ and finding honefty to be the beft 
policy, did in a large afl'embly, at the 
public lefture^and during the fitting of the 
court , make a fullconfefTion of his adultery 
and hypocrify, his pride and contempt of 
authority, juflGfying the church and court 
in all that they had done againft him, de- 
claring that his pretended afliirance had 
failed him, and that the terror of his mind 
had at fome times been fo great, that he had 
E drawn 
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J 640. drawn his fword to put an end to his Hie* 
~**^ The church being now fatisfied, reftofcd 
him to their communion. The courts af- 
ter waiting fix months for evidence of his 
good behaviour, took off his fentcnce of 
banifhment, and releaied him from the 
punifliment of his adultery : The law 
which made it capital having been entft- 
cd after the crime was committed, c©uld 
not touch Jus life. Some oflfers being 
made him by the Dutch at Hudfon's riv- 
er, whofe language was familiar to him, 
the church of Bofton hired a veflel to traof* 
port him and his family thither, furaifli- 
ing them with all neceifaries for the voy*. 
age. The Dutch governed gave him the 
command ofa*:ompany of an hundred 
and twenty men, and he was very fervice- 
able in the wars which that colony had 
withtlKlndianSj having, it is faid, killed 
one hundred and fifty on Long-Hland,aod 
three hundred on the Main. He con- 
tinued in their fervice till his death. 

We find in this relation a ftriking in- 
ftancc of that fpecies of falfe religion, 
which, having its feat in the*imagination^ 
inftead of making the heart better and re- 
forming the life, inflames the paffions* 
ftupifies iieafon, and produces the wildeft 
effe^fts in the behaviour. The exceffesof 

enthufiafm 
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eflthufiafm have often been obferveil ro 
lead to fettfual gratifications i the lame na- 
tural fervour being fufficient to produce 
both. It cannot be ftrange that they who 
decry morality, fhouid indulge fuch groft 
and fcandalous enormities as are fufficient 
to invalidate all thofe evidences of their 
religious charadter on which tliey lay fo 
much ftreft. But it is not lo furprifing 
that men Ihould be thus mifled, as that 
fiich frantic zealots fiiould ever be reduced 
to an acknowledgment of their offences j 
which in this inftancc may be afcribed to 
the ftrift difcipline then pradifed in the 
chuTchei of New-England* 

The people of Dover and Portfmouth 
during all this time had no powerof govern- 
m^t delegated from the crown j but find- 
ing the neceffity of fame more determinate 
form than they had yet enjoyed > combined 
themfclves each into a body politic after 
the eXRmple of their neighbours at Ex- 
eter. The inhabitants of Dover, by a 
written inftrument, figned by forty one 
perfons, agreed to fabmit to the laws of 
England, and fuch others as ihould be 
enaded by a majority of their number, 
until the royal pleafure Ihould be known. 
The date of the combination at Portfmouth 
is uncertain, their firft book of records 
E 2 having 
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1640. having been deftroyed [in 1652,] after, 

^^Jtf^c. ^^Py^^S ^^^ ^hsit they then thought pro- 
per to preferve. Williams, who had been 
fent over by the adventurers , was by annual 
fufFrage continued governor of the placc^ 
and with him were affociated Ambrofc. 
Gibbons and Thomas Warnerton * in 
quality of affiftants. During this combi« 
nation, a grant of fifty acres of land for 

May 15. a glebe was made by the governor and in- 
habitants -f to Thomas Walford and Hen- 
ry Sherburne, church- wardens, and their 
fucceffors forever, as feoffees in truft ; 

iPortf. Rcc- ^y virtue of which grant the fame land 
is ftill held, and being let oh longleafes, 
a confiderable part of the town of Portf- 
mouth is built upon it. At this time they 
had a parfonage houie and chapel, and 
had chofen Richard Gibfon for their par- 
fon, the patronage being veiled in the 

parifhioners. 

* Warnerton had b«en a foldier. Upon the divifionof Mafon'd 
dock and goods he carried his (hare to Pbnobfcot, or foree part o£

Four diftinft governments (induding" 
one at Kittery on the north fide of the 
river) were now formed on the feveral 
branches of Pafcataqua* Thefe combi- 
nations being only voluntary agree- 
ments, liable to be broken or fubdivided 
on the firil popular difcootent, therecould 
be no fafety in the continuance of fbefTi. 
The diftradtions in England at this time 
had cut off all hope of the royal at ten tiODj 
and the people of the feveral fettlcments 
were too much divided in their opinions 
to form any general plan of government 
which could afford a profpedl of perma- 
nent utility. The more confideratc perfons 
among them, therefore thoiight itbeft to 
treat withMaffachufeits about taking them 
under their proteSion* That government 
was glad of an opportunity to realize the 
conftru(Sion which they had put upon the 
claufe of their charter wherein their nor- 
thcra limits are defined • For a line drawn 
from eaft to weft at the diftance of * ' three 
'• miles to the northward of Merrimack 
** river and of any and every part thereof/* 
wiU take in the whole province of New- 

Hamplhifc, 
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Hampftiirc , ?ind the greater part of the pro- 1 640. 
Vtnce of Maine, fo that both Mafon*8 and 
Gorges 's patents raufthave been vacated* 
They liad already intimated their intention 
to tun this eaft and weft line, and prefum- 
ing on the juftice of their claim, they rea- 
dily entered into a negotiation with the 
principal fettlers of Pafcataqua refpefling 
their in corporation with them. The affair 
was more than a year in agitation* and 
was at length concluded by aji inftrument 
fubfcribed in the prefence of the general 
court by George Willys, Robert Sal ton* 
ftall, WiUiam Whiting, Edward Holiock, 
and Thomas Makepeace, in behalf of 
themfelves and the other partners of the 
two patents ; by which inftrument they 
refigned the jurifdidlion of the whole to 
MaflkchufcttSjOn condition that the inhab- 
itants (hould enjoy the fame liberties with 
their own people, and have a court of 
juftice ere^ed among them. The proper- 
ty of the whole patent of Portfmouth, and 
of one-third part of that of Dover, and of 
all the improved lands therein, was re- J 
ierved to the lords and gentlemen propri- 
etors, and their heirs forever p 

The court on their part confentcd that 
the inhabitants of thefe towns fliould en- 
joy the fame privileges with the reft of the 

colony. 
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colony, and have the fame adminiftration 
of juftice as in the courts of Salem and 
Ipfwich ; that they Ihould be exempted 
from all public charges ,except what (houli^ 
arife among themfelves, or for their own 
peculiar benefit ; that they Ihpuld enjoy 
their former liberties of fiftiing, planting 
and felling timber; that they fhould fend 
two deputies to the general court : and 
that the fame perfons who were authorifed 
by their combinations to govern them, 
fhould continue in office till the commif- 
liomfrs named in this order fhould arrive 
at Pafcataqua. Thefc commiffionerswere 
invefled with the power of the quarter 
courts of Salem ahd Ipfwich, and at their 
arrival they conftituted Francis Williams, 
ThomasWarnerton and AmbrofeGibbons 
of Portfmouth, Edward Hilton, Thomas 
Wiggen and William Waldron of Dover, 
magiftrates, who were confirmed by the 
general court. 

By a fubfequent order a very extraor* 
dinary conceffion was made to thefe 
^p*- «• towns, which (hows the fondnefs that 
government had of retaining them under 
their jurifdidion. A teft had been efla- 
blifhed by law, but it was difpenfed with 
in their favor; their freemen were allowed

Such a ibetch of power, which would 
now be looked upon as an infringement 
of ehrlAian libe^, was agreeable to the 
principliis of thefirft fathers of New-Eng- 
land, who thought that civil go Vermont 
was eftabliflicd for the defence and fecu- 
rity of the church againft error bothdoc- 
trmal and mord* In this fentiment they 
were not Angular, it being univerfally 
adopted by the reformers, in that and the 
preceding Bgc^ as one of the fundamental 
principlies of their ieparation from the Ro« 
mifh diurch, and neceffary to curtail the 
claims of her Pontiff, who affumed a fu- 
premacy over ** the kings of the earth/' 
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'Oifervations on the principles andconduSi 
ofthejirjl planters of New-England. 
Caujes of their reinbval. Their forti^ 
tude: Religious fentiments. Care of 
their pojlerity . Jufiice. haws. T^heo^ 
cratic prejudices. Intolerance andper^ 
fecutions. 

AN union having been formed between 
the fettlements on Pafcataqua and 
the colony of Maffachufetts, their hiftory 
for the fucceeding forty years is in a great 
nieafure the fame. It is not my intention 
to write the tranfadlions of the whole col- 
ony during that period ; but, as many of 
the people in New-Hampfhirc had the 
fame principles, views and interefts with 
the other people of New-England, I Ihall 
make fome obfervations thereon, and in- 
tcrfperfe fuch hiftorical fads as may illuf- 
trate the fubjeft. 

In the preceding century the holy fcrip- 
tures, which had long lain hid in the rub- 
bi(h of monaftic libraries, were brought to 
public view by the happy invention of 
printing ; and as darknefs vaniflies before 
the riling fun, fo the light of divine truth 

began 
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began to diflipate thofc errors and fupcr- 
ftitions in which Europe had long been 
involved. At the fame time a remarkable 
concurrenccof circumftances gave peculiar 
advantage to the bold attempt of Luther, 
to roufe Germany from her inglorious 
fubjedion to the Roman Pontiff, and ef- 
fectuate a reformation, which foon Ipread 
into the neighbouring countries. But fo 
intimately were the political interefts of 
kingdoms and flates blended with relig- 
ious prejudices, that the work, though 
happily begun, was greatly blemiflied 
and impeded. 

Henry the Vlllthof England took ad- 
vantage of this amazing revolution in the 
minds of men, to throw ofFthe papal yoke, 
and aiTert his native claim to independence. 
But fo dazzling was the idea of power,and 
the example of the firft chriftian princes, 
who had exercifed a fuperinteudency in 
Spirituals, as well as temporals, that he 
transferred to himfelf th^t fpiritual power 
which had been ufurped and exercifed by 
the bifhops of Rome, and fet up himfclf 
as fupreme head on earth of the church of 
England ; commanding both clergy and 
laity in his dominions to fwear allegiance 
to him in this newly aflumed charader. 

This 
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This claim was kept up by his Con aflt! 
fucceffor Edward the Sixth, in whofe reign 
the reformation gained much ground ; and 
a fcrvice-book was publiftied by royal au- 
thority as the ftandard of worfhip and dif- 
cipline for his fubjefts. This excellent 
prince was taken out of the world in his 
youth i and his filter Mary, who then 
came to the throne, rcftored the fuprcmacy 
to^the pope, and raifed fuch fiery pcrfccu- 
tioh againft the reformers, that many of 
them fled into Germany and the Nether- 
lands ; where they departed from that 
uniformity which had been eftabiiihed in 
England, and became divided in their Sen- 
timents and prafiticc relpedting ecclcfiafti- 
cal affairs : the native eflfedt of that juiV 
liberty of confciencc which they enjoyed 
abroad, purfuing their own inquiries ac- 
cording to their refpedtive meafurcs of 
light ; uninfluenced by fecular power, or 
the hope of acquiring dignities in a Na- 
tional eflablifliment. 

The acceflSonof Elizabeth infpired them 
with new hopes ; and they returned home, 
refolving to attempt the reformation of the 
church of England, agreeably to the re- 
fpedive opinions whioi they had embrac- 
ed in their exile* But they foon found 
that the queen, who had been educated in 

the 
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the fame manner with her brother Ed- 
ward, was fond of theeftablifliment made 
in his reign, and was ftrongly prejudiced 
in favor of pomp and ceremony in rel ig* 
iou s worfhip . She aife r ted her fu prem my 
in the moft abfo!ute terms, and ere^aed an 
high-commiffion court with jurifdidion in 
ccclefiaftical affairs. Uniformity being 
rigoroufly enjoined and no abatement or 
allowance made for tender confcienccs 
(though it was conceded that the cercmo* 
nics were indifferent) a fepartion from the 
eftablilhnr^nt took place. Thofe who were 
defiroiis of a farther reformation from the 
Romilh fuperftitions, and of a more pure 
and perfe<fl form of Rehgion were deno- 
minated Puriianr ; whofe principles, as 
diftinguifhed from thofe ot the other re- 
formers who were in favor with the queen » 
, are thus reprefented. 

*• The queen and court- reformers held. 
It, That every prince had the fole author* 
ity to corre<ft all abufes of dodlrine and 
worfliip within his own territories, a. 
That the church of Rome was a true church 
though corrupt in fome points of dodrine 
and government i that all her miniftra- 
tioni were valid, and that the pope was a 
ime bifliop of Rome though not of the 
univerfAl church. 3. That the fcripturc^ 

wer^ 
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were a perfeft rule of faith, but hot » 
flandardofdifcipline; and that it was left 
to the difcretionof thechriftian magiftratc, 
to accommodate the government of, the 
church to the policy of the ftate, 4. That 
the pradice of the primitive church for the 
firft four or five centuries was a proper 
ftandard of church government and difci- 
pline; and in fome refpedts better than 
that of the apoftles, which was only ac- 
commodated to the infant ftate of the 
church, while it was under perfecution ; 
whereas the other was fuited to the gran- 
deur of a natiorial eftablifliment • 5 . That 
things indifFercsnt in their own nature as 
rites, ceremonies, and habits, might be 
fettled, determined and made neceffary by 
the command of the civil magiftratc, and 
that in fuch cafes it was the duty of the 
fubjedt to obferve them/' 

** On the other hand, the puritans, i. 
Difowned all foreign jurifdiiSlion over the 
church, but could not admit of that exten- 
five power which the crown claimed by 
^^ the fupremacy . However, they took the 
oath, with the queen's explication, as only 
reftoring her majefty to the ancient and 
natural rights of foverign princes over 
their fubjeds. 2. They held the pope to 
be antic^ift, the church of Rome a falfc 

church. 
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ehurch and all her miniHrations fuperfti- 
tious and idolatrous, 3. Thar the fcrip- 
tures were a Ilandard of difciplinc as well 
asdoftrine, and if there was need of a dif- 
crctionary power, it was veftednot in the 
niagjftrate but in the officers of the church, 
4. That the form of government ordained 
by the apoftles was ariftocratical, and de- 
iigncd as a pattern to the church in after 
ages, not to be departed from in its main 
principles, 5. That thofe things which 
Ch nil hath left indifferent ought not to 
be made necefTary 1 and that fuch rites 
and ceremonies as had been abufed to idol- 
atry and fuperftition, and had a manifeft 
tendency to lead men back thereto, were 
no longer indifferent but unlawful/* 

** Both parties agreed too well in affert^ 
ing the neceffity of uniformity in public 
worftiip, and of ufing the fword of the 
magiilrate for the fupport and defence of 
their refpedtive principles 1 which they 
made an ill ufe of in their turns, whenever 
they could grafp it in their hands- The 
ftandard of uniformity according to the 
bifliops, was the queen's fupremacy and 
the laws of the land ; according to the 
puritans, the decrees of national and pro- 
vincial fynods, allowed and enforced by 
the civil magiftrate. Neither party were 
F for 
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few admitting ihstl liberty of cbnfcieflctf 
and freedom of prpfeffion which is ev&ff 
rrian's light, as fkr sis is Gottfiftcnt with 
the peace Of civil government. tJpon 
this fjtal tock of Uniformity^ teas the 
peace of the church of England fylit/* 

It is melancJhdIy tm obfcrve what mif- 
chiefs were caufed by the want 6f a jufl dif- 
tindtion between Civil and ecdefiaftital 
powcr^and by thit abfurd zeal for uflifornW 
ity, which kept the nation in a long fer- 
ment, and at length burft out into A uiAl66^ 
the fury of which was never thoroughly 
quelled till thehappy genius of the revolu- 
tion gave birth f oa free and equitable totera^ 
tion , whereby every man was reilored to the 
natural right of judging and adting foif 
himfelf in matters of religion* Ail the 
celebrated wifdom of Elizabeth's govern- 
ment could not devife an expedient fo fuc- 
cefsful. Though her reign was long tod 
profperous, yet it was much ftained with 
oppreflion and cruelty toward many of hcc 
beft fubjeds ; who, wearied with irieffec- 
tual applications, waited theacceflion of 
James, from whoiti they expedled mofc 
favour, bccaufe he had been educated in 
the prelbyterian church of Scotland, and 
profeffed an high veneration for that cfla- 
bliihment. But they foon found that he 

he 
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hid changed hU religious principles with 
his climate, and that nothing was to be 
iCtpcdled from a prirtcc of (a bafc a char- 
ter, but infult and contempt. 

In the beginning of his reign a great 
number of the puritans removed into Hoi* 
hftd^ where they formed churches upon 
their own principles- But not reiilhing 
the manners of the Dutch, after twelve 
■yftara they piojefted a renrkoval to America^ 
and laid the foundation of tlie colony of 
Plymouth* The fpirit of uniformity ft ill 
prevailing in England, and being carried 
tot he greateft extent in the reigri of Charles 
the Firftby that furious bigot Archbifhop 
Laud ; many of the lefs fcfupulous, but 
confcientioMS members of the church of 
England » who had hitherto remained in 
h^oommunion, feeing no profpcd: of reft 
or liberty in their native country, follow- 
ed their brethren to America, and eftab- 
liOied the colony of Maffachufetts, from 
which proceeded that of Connect icut* 

By fuch men, influenced by fuch 
motives, were the principal fettlements in 
NcW'England efireCled, The fortitude 
and perleverance which they exhibited 
therein will always render their memory 
dear to their pofterity. To prepare for 
tbcir cnterprize. 
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cftates, fome of which were large and valu- 
able, and turn them into materials for a 
new plantation, with the nature of which 
they had noacquaimance,and of which they 
could derive no knowledge from the e^cpe* 
rience of others. After traverfing a wide 
ocean they found themfelvcs in a ceuntry 
full of woods, to fubduc which required 
immenfe labour and patience ; at a vaft 
diftance from any civilized people; in the 
neighbourhood ot none but ignorant and 
barbarous favages ; and in a climate, 
IV here a winter much more fcvcre than 
they had been accuftomed to, reigns for 
a third part of the year. Their flock of 
provifions falling fhort, they had the 
dreadful apprehcnfiun of perifhing by 
famine J one half of their number dyings 
before the firll year was completed j the 
ocean on one fide feparated them from 
their friend s» and the wildernefs on the 
other » prefcnted nothing but fccnes of hor- 
ror, which it was impoflible for them to_ 
conceive of before they endured them. 

But under all thefe difficulties, the/" 
maintained a fteady and pious refolutionj 
depending on the providence of the fuprcme 
ruler, and never repenting the bufinefs on 
which they had come into this wilderacfs, 
As purity in divine adminiflrations was the 

piofeiTec 
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profeffed objeft of their undertaking, fo 
they immediately fet themfelves to form 
churches, on what they judged the gof- 
pel plan. To be out of the reach of pre- 
latic tyranny, and at full liberty to pur- 
iue their own inquiries, and worfliip God 
according to their confciences ( which had 
been denied them in their own country) 
tvas efteemed the greateft of bleflings^ and 
fweetened every bitter cup which they were 
obliged to drink. They always profcffed 
that their principal defign was to eredt 
churches on the primitive model, and that 
the confideration of temporal intereftand 
conveniency had but the fecond place in 
their views.* 

In the doftrinal points of religion they 
were of the fame mind with their brethren 
of the church of England, as expreffed in 
their articles. The Maflkchufetts planters 
left behind them, when they failed, a re- 
/peAful declaration importing that they 
did not confider the church of England as 
Uichriftian, but only withdrew from the

had embraced the narrow principles of the 
Browntfts, the firft whofeparatedfmm the 
church of England ; but by the improve- 
ments which they madein religious know- 
ledge under the inftruftion of the renown^ 
ed John Robinfon, their paftor in Holland 
they were in a great mcafure cured bf that 
four leaven. The congregational fyftem 
of church government was the refult o(\ 
the ftudics of that truly pious, learned^ I 
humbk and benevolent divihei who feems 
to have had more of the genuine fpirit of 
the reformation, and of freedom from bi-j 
gotry, than any others in his day, His^ 
farewell charge to thofe of his flock who 
were embarking in Holland for America 
deferves to be had in perpetual remem- 
brance. '* Brethren (laid he) we are now 
'* quickly to part from one another, and 
* ' whether I may ever live to fee your fac^ 
** on earth any more, the God of heaven 
** only knows ; but whether the Lord hatli 
'* appointed that or no, I charge you be- 
** fore God and his bleffed angels that you 
** follow me no further than you have feen 
** me follow the Lord Jefus Chrift, If 
** God reveal any thing to you by any 
** other inftrumem of his, be as ready to 

** recei^^ 



^* ftativc it, as ever you were tQ receive 
*' any truth by my miniftry ; for 1 4m

It is nmcb to he r^ fc tteJ that 
diis excellent man did not live to come 
to New-England ^axi to diSufe dmr gen- 
erally ftxdi trulj catbe^ xni apoftolic 
principles. 

Many of the firfl planters of New- 
England wereperfons of good education, 
and fome of them eminent for their abil- 
ities and learning. Sudi men could not 
but fee the neceiEtjr of iecunng to their 
poflerity the advantages which thej had 
fodeariy purchaied. One of their firft 
concerns was to ^ have their children 
confidered, from theii earlieft years, as 
fubjedts of ecclefiaftical difcipline. This 
became a matter of controverfjr, and was 
largely diflcuffed in fermons and pam^ 
phlets, and at length determined by the au- 
thority of a fynod. A regular courie of 
academical learning was a point of equal 
importance, and admitted of no difpute. 
They faw that the reputation and happi- 

nefs 
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mk of the whole country depended great-* 
Ijr upon it. They therefore took early 
care for the eftablifliment of fchools, and 
within ten years from their firftfettlement^ 
founded a college at Cambridge*, which 
ffomfmallbeginnings, by the munificence 
of its patrons, has made a diftinguifhed 
figure in the republic of letters. Many 
eminent men luive there been formed for 
the iervioe of the church and ftate ; and 
without this advantage the country could . 
not have arrived » in fo ihort a time, at its 
preient refpedable Hate ; nor have been 
fumiiEed with men capable of filling the 
various ftations of ufefulnefs, and of de- 
fending our civil and religious liberties. 

Though the firft planters derived from 
the royal gnnts and charters a political 
right as fubjedts of the crown of England, 
f o this territory ; yet they did not think 
themfelves juftly entitled to the property 
of it till they had fairly purchafed it of its 
native lords, and made them full fatisfac- 
tion+t Nor did they content themfelves 

with

Grfipt car^ 
was token by the goveriunent to prtsvmt 
fraud and injuftice toward the Indiums ist 
trade, or violence to their persons, Tht^ 
near eft of the natives were fo feoJSii^ ^ 
the juft&ce of their English mighlbowSp 
that they lived in a ftate of peace with 
them, with but little interruption, for 
above fifty years. 

Slavery was thought fo inconfiAeot with 
the natural rights of mankiiu}^ and detri- 
mental to fociety, that anexprefs law was 
made, prohibiting the buying or fsHing 
of flaveSf except thoie taken in lawful 
war, or reduced to fervitude for tbcijr 

crimes

In foine parts of the couotr/ the lands purchafed of the Iiidijins fjt 
fubje^ to a quit* rent, which is annually paid to their pofterity. They 
have land? rererved to their ufe, which are not allowed Co be purchaM 
•f them V ;;hout the cosUimt of the legidature. 
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€|imc$ by a judicial fcnt^nce ; and tbefe 
were to have t\m fkm^ pr iyileges as were 
allowed by the UwSQfMofes, Th^rewas 
a remarkable inftaoce Qf juftice in the ejce- 
cution of this law in 1645, ^hm a Ne- 
gro who had been fraudulently brought 
irom the tooiA of Africa, and fold in the 
eouptfy, was by the fpecial interpofition 
of the general court taken from his mjtfter 
in ordei' to be fenl home to hits liative 
land*^. How long after this the importa»^ 
tion of blacks continued to be difallowed 
is uncertain ; but if the fame refolute jufr 
tice had always been obferved, it would 
Ime been much for the credit and interefl: 
of the country j and pur own ftrugglcs for 
liberty would not have carried fo flagrant 
an appearance of inconfiftency. 

Severe laws conformable to the princi- 
ples of the laws of Mofes were cnadled 
againfl: all kinds of imtiiorality . Blafphe- 
my, idolatry, adultery, unnatural lufts> 
rape, murder, man-ftealing, falfe witncfs,

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rebellion againft parents, and confpiracy 
agatnftthe commonwealth were madeca*'- 
pital crimes ; and becaufc fome doubted 
whether the magiftrate could punifh 
breaches of the four firft commands of the 
decalogue, this right was afferted in the 
higheft tone, and the denial of it ranked 
among the moft peftilent herefies, and pu- 
nifhed with banifliment. By the fevcrity 
and impartiality with which thofe laws 
were executed, intemperance and profane- 
nefs were fo efFeftually difcountenaaccd 
that Hugh Peters, who had refided in the 
country feven years, declared before the 
parliament that he had not feen a drunk- 
^M^^' en man, nor heard a profane oath during 
Parit. 1646. that period. The report of this extraor- 
dinary ftridlnefs, whilft it invited many of 
the beft men in England to come over, 
kept them clear of thofe wretches who fly 
from one country to another to efcapc the 
punifliment of their crimes. 

The profeflibd defign of the plantation 
being the advancement of religion, and 
men of the ftri(3:eft morals being appoint- 
ed to the chief places of government, their 
zeal for purity of every kind carried them 
into fome refinements in their laws which 
are not generally luppofed to come with- 
in thefphere of magiftracy, and in larger 

communities 
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immunities could fcarcety be attended to 
in a judicial way. The drinkingof healths, 
and the ufe of tobacco were forbidden, the 
former being cctaifidered as an heathenifh 
and idolatrous practice, grounded on the 
ancient libations; the other as a fpecies of 
intoxication and wafte of time. Laws were 
inftituted to regulate the intercourfe be- 
tween the fexes, and the advances toward 
xnatrimony: They had a ceremony of be- 
trothing, which preceded that of marriage. 
¥ride and levity of behavior came under 
the cognizance of the magiftrate. Not 
only the richnefs but the mode of drefs, 
and cut of the hair were fubjedt to ftate- 
regulations. Women were forbidden to 
expofe their arms or bofoms to view ; it 
was ordered that their fleeves Ihould reach 
doArn to their wrift, and their gowns be 
clofed round the neck. Men were obliged 
to cut (hort their hair, that they might 
fiot refemble women. No perfon not 
worth two hundred pounds was allowed 
to wear gold or filverlace, or filk hoods and 
fcarfs. Offences againft thefe laws were 
prefentable by the grand jury; and thofc 
who dreffed above their rank were to be 
afleffed accordingly. Sumptuary laws 
might be of ufe in the beginning of a new 
plantation; but thefe pious rulers had 

more 
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mott in view than the political godii. 
They tverei not only Gonceffied fof the cji- 
ternal appeai^nce of fobri^ty and good 
order, but thought fhemfelires obliged, ait 
far OS they were able to prottxGU retJ te* 
ligioii and enforce tht obkttitictdftht 
divine precepts. 

As they were fond of imagining i tiOtt 
refemblance between the circumftancn; of 
their fettlement in this country and tht 
redemption of tfrael from Egypt Ctf fioby ^ 
Ion ; it is not ftrange that they fhouldalfb 
look upon their '' commonwealth as aa 
loacaTe '' inftitution of Ood for the prei&rvattdft 
K'iV ** ^f **^^^^ churches, and the Civil nitett 
•• as both members and fathers of tbetA/^ 
The' famous John Cotton, fhe §ril ttiiAu 
fler in Boflon was the thief promoter of 
this fentiment. When be arrived fal i 633, 
he found the people divided in their opi« 
Mather's nions. Somc had been adnAift^d to the 
ftf^o. privilges of freemen at th* firil gfenWal 
court, who were not in communion with 
the churches ; after this an order wat 
paffed, that no^e bui members of the 
churches JJjould be admitted freemen; 
whereby all othei- pcrfon^ were exclttd^rd 
from every office or privilege civil or mik 
itary. This great man by his eloquence 
confirmed tbofe who had embrat^d thk 

opinion, 
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iteii> and earneftly pleaded •* that the 

government might be confide red as a 

1^' theocracy wherein the Lord was juuge* 

H' lawgiver md kingj thai the laws which 

F^' he gave Ifiael might be adopted, fa 

I ** far as they were of moral and perpetual 

•* equity ; that the people might be con fidcr- 

** ed as God's people tn covenant with him J 

** that none but perfons of approved piety 

•* and eminent gifts iTiould be chofenruler^a 

If ^ that the minifters fliould be confolted in 
f^ all matters o( religion j and that the 
f* magiflrate fhould have a luperintending 
•* ai^d coercive power over the churches/* 
At the defire of the court, he compiled 
a fyftem of laws founded chiefly on the 
ir laws of Mofes, which was confidered by 
Bthclcgiflat ive body as the general ftandard i 
^Rhough they never formally adc^ted it, 
^and in fome inftances varied from it* 

Thefe principles were fundamentally 
the fanne with thofe on wh ich were ground- 
ed all the perfecutions which tlicy had en- 
dured in England, and naturally led to 
^the fame extremes ofcondudT: which they 
Bhad fo bitterly complained of in thofe civ il 
and ecclefiaftical rulers ^ from whofe tyran* 
ny they had fled into this wildemefs. 
They had already proceeded a ftep farther 
:hc hierarchy had ever attempted. 

No 
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No tefi'/aw bad as yet been maA w^ 
England ; but they had at one blow cut 
ofFall but thofe of their own communion, 
from the privileges of civil offices, how.* 
ever otherwife qualified. They thought 
that as they had fuffered fo;much in lay- 
ing the foundation of a new ftate, which 
was fuppofed to be * * a model of the glori« 
** ous kingdom of Chrift on earth*/' they 
had an exclufive right to all the honours 
and privileges of it; and having the pow- 
er in their hands, they efFe£hially eiftab- 
lifhed their pretentions, and made all dif-^ 
fenters and difturbers feel the weight of 
their indignation. 

In confequence of the union thus form- 
ed between the church and ftate on the plan 
of the Jewifli theocracy, the minifters were 
called to fit in council, and give their ad- 
vice in matters of religion and cafes of 
confcience which came before the court, 
and without them they never proceeded, 
to any a6t of an ecclefiaftical nature. As 
none were allowed to vote in the eledion

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pf rulers "but freemen, and freemen muft 
be church members ; and as none could 
be admitted into the church but by the 
dders, who firft examined, and then pro- 
pounded them to the brethren for their 
vole, the dcfgy acquired hereby a vaft 
afcendcncy over both rulers and people^ 
and had in efFeft the keys of the ftate as 
well as the church in their hands, The 
magift rates, on the other hand, regulated 
the gathering of churches, interpofed in 
the fettlement and difmiflion of miniftcrs„ 
arbitrated in ecclefiaftical con t rover fies and 
controled fy nodical affemblies. This co- 
ercive power in the magiftrate was deem- 
ed abfolutely neceflary to prefervc ** the 
*' order of the gofpel/' 

The principle on which this power is 
grounded is exprcfTed in the Cambridge chip, tj, 
Platform in terms as foft as poffible, * ' The 
* * power and authority of magiftrates is not 
** for the reft raining of churches, or any 
*' other ^W works, but for the helping 
*' in and furthering thereof, and therefore 
** the confent and countenance of magi* 
** ft rates wAen it may he hai^ is not to be 
^* flighted or lightly efteemed; button the 
" contrary, it is a part of the honor due 
'* to chriftian magiftrates to defile and 
_** crave their con lent and approbation 
G " therein :

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**thertin: which being obtained, the 
*' churches may then proceed in their Way 
** with fhuch mdte encouragement and 
** comfort.** This artide (like divers o- 
thets ifi that work) is curioufly and artful- 
ly drawn Up, fo that there is anappearance 
of liberty stnd tendernfefs but none in reali- 
ty : For although the magiftrate was not 
to 'reftrain any good works, yet be was to 
be the judge of the good or evil of the 
iVorks to bfe rcttfained ; and what fecurity 
could churches have that they fhould not 
be reftrained in the performance of what 
/i&^j^ judged to be good works? They might 
indeed think themfelves fafe, whilft their 
rulers were fo zealous for the purity of the 
churches of which themfelves were mem- 
bers, and whilft their minifters were con- 
i ul ted in all ecclefiaftical affairs ; but if the 
civil powers had adted without fuch con- 
fultation, or if the minifters had been in- 
duced to yield to the opinion of the ffla- 
giftratcs, when contrary to the intereft of 
the churches, what then Would have be- 
come of religious liberty '^^-n^ 

The idea of liberty in matters^ relig- 
ion was in that day ftrangely underftaid, 
and myfterioufly expreffed. The venera- 
ble Higginfon of Salem in his fermon on 
the day of the eledlion 1 663^ fpeaks thus ; 

** The 

6: 
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i* The gofpd of Chrift hath a right para- 
** mount all rights in the world ; it hath 
*' a divine and fupreme right to be receiv-* 
** ed in every nation, and the knee of ma- 
*' giftracy is to bow at the name of Jefus. 
*• This right carries liberty along with it, 
" fcMT all fuchasprofefs the gofpel, to walk 
" according to the faith and order of the 
•* gofpd. That which is contrary to the 
* * g^fpel hath no right,and therefore fhould 
"have no liberty.'* Here the qucftion 
ari/es, Who is to be the judge of what is 
agreeable or contrary to the gofpel ? If the 
magiffarate, then there is only a liberty to 
believe and pracflife what the magiftrate 
thinks right. A fimilar fentiment occurs 
in the fermon of the learned Prefidcnt 
Qakes on the fame occafion in 1673 ^ 
•* The outcry of fome is for liberty of con* 
*• fcience. This is the great Diana of the 
■* libertines of this age. But remember 
•' that as long as you have liberty to walk 
•* in the faith and order of the gofpel, and 
** may lead quiet and peaceable lives in 
" all godlinefs and honefty, you have as 
•* much liberty of confcience as Paul de*. 
'* fired under any government. '* Here 
the queftion recurs. Would Paul have fub- 
mitted to walk according 10 the opinion 
which the magiftrate might entertain of 
Q% the 
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the faith and order of the gofpel ? Bu^ 
this was all the freedom allowed by the 
fpirit of thefe times. Liberty of confcience 
and toleration were ofFenfive terms, and 
they who ufed them were fiippofed to be 
the enemies of religion and governriient. 
•* 1 look upon toleration (fays the fame au- 
'* thor) as the firft-born of all abomiha- 
** tions ; if it fhould be bora and brought 
•' forth among us, you may call it Gad, 
•* and give the lame rcafon that Leah did 
** for the name of her fon, Behold a troBp 
^^ Cometh y a troop of all manner of abo- 
* * minations /* In another of thefe elcdUoit 
shcphard's fermons(which may generally be account- 
l!S ^^ ^^ ^^^ ^^ ^^ public voice, or the po- 
'^72- litical pulfe by which the popular opinion 
may be felt) it is flirewdly intimated thaf 
toleration had its origin from the devil, 
and the fpecch of the demoniac who cried 
out, ** what have wc to do with thee, let 
*• us alone, thou Jcfus of Nazareth,** is 
ftylcd ** Satan's plea for toleration/' The 
following admonition to pofterity, written 
by the Deputy-Governor Dudley, is 
another fpecimen.

The champion of thefe fentiments was 
Cotton, who though eminently meek, 
pla.cid and charitable, yet was ftrongly 
tindured with the prevailing opinion. 
That the magiftratc had a coercive power 
againft heretics. The banifhment of Ro- 
ger Williams, minifter of Salem, occafion- 
cd a vehement controverfy on this point. 
Williams having written in favour of lib- 
erty of confcience, and ftyled the oppofitc 
principle ** the bloody tenet ;'* was an- 
fwered by Cotton, who publifhed a treatife 
in 1647 ^'^^ ^^^ ftrange title, '* The 
** bloody tenet wa{hed,and made white in 
•• the blood of the Lamb.'* In this work 
he labours to prove the lawfulnefs of the 
magiftrate's ufing the civil fvvord to extir- 
pate heretics, from the commands givea 
to the Jews to put to death blafphemers 
and idolaters. To theobjedion, that per- 
fecution ferves to make men hypocrites,, 
he fays, '* better tolerate hypocrites and 
** tares than briars and thorns. - In fuck 
^* cafes the civil fword doth not {o much 
** attend the converfion of feducers, as the 
•'pre venting the fedu(5tion of honeft minds 

•* bv 
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** by their means/* He allows in^d 
that ** the magiftratc ought not to draw 
*• the fword againft feducers till he have 
• * ufcd all good means for their conviiflioii: 
•* But if after their continuance in obfti« 
** nate rebellion againft the light he fhaU 
*• ftill walk toward them in foft and gentle 
** commiferation, his foftnefsand gentle- 
•*nefs is exceffive large to foxes and 
** wolves ; but his bowels are miferably 
•'ftraitned and hardned againft the poor 
** fheep and lambs of Chrift. Nor is it 
** fruftraiing the end of Chrift*s coming/ 
** which was to fave fouls, but a direift ad* 
•* vancing it, to deftroy, if need be, the 
*' bodies of thofe wolves, whofeektode- 
•* ftroy the fouls of thofe for whom Chrift 
•* died/* In purfuing his argument he 
refines fo far as to deny that any man is 
to be perfecuted on account of confcicncc 
** till being convinced in his confcienceof 
** his wickednefs, he do ftand out therein, 
** not only againft the tmth, but againft 
•* the light of his own confcience, that fo 
** it may appear he is not perfecuted for 
** caufe of confcience, but punifhed for 
** finning againft his own confcience/* 
To which he adds, " fometimcs it may be 
•* an aggravation of fin both in judgment 
** and pradice that a man committeth it in 

'* confcience.** 
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'* cpnfcicjicc/* After having faid that 
" it wa? tohtmon ^yhich made the world 
** antichriftian/' be concludes his book 
with this Angular ejaculation, *' the Lord 
** kepp us from being bewitched with. the 
** whore's cwpjeft while we feem to rejed: 
**bcf with open face of profeffion, \ve 
•* \yrmg her in by a back door of tol^ra- 
** tipn ; and fo come to drink deeply of 
•*thecuppf the Lord's wrath, and be 
** filled with her plagues/' 

But the ftrangeft language that ever 
was ufcd on this or perhaps on any other 
fubji^ft, is to be found in a book printed 
Mi 1.645 by the humourous Ward of Ip- 
fwich entitled ** the Simple Cobler of A- 
*Vg3Lwam." ** My heart (lays he) hath 
** naturally detefted four things; the jftand- 
** ing of the Apocrypha in the bible r 
** foreigners dwelling in my country, to 
** croud out native fubjeds into the cor- 
*' ners of the earth : alchymized coins : 
** toleration of divers religions or of one 
** religion in fegregant (hapes. He that 
'* willingly aflents to the laft, if he ex- 
** aniines his heart by day-light, his con- 
** fciepce will tell him, he is either an 
*' atheift, or an heretic, or an hypocrite, 
** or at beft a captive to fome luft. Poly- 
^ piety is the greateft impiety in the 

** world. 
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' world. To authorize an untruth by to- 
' Icration of the ftatc, is to build a fconce 
' againft the walls of heaven, to batter 

* God out of his chair. Perfecution of 

* true religion and toleration of falfe are the 

* Jannes and Jambres to the kingdom of 

* Chrift,whereofthelaftisby far the worft. 

* He that is willing to tolerate any un- 
' found opinion, that his own may be to- 

* lerated though never fo found, will for 

* a need, hang God's bible at the devil's 

* girdle. It is faid that men ought to 

* have liberty of confcience and that it is 

* perfecution to debar them of it : I can 

* rather ftand amazed than reply to this; 
' it is an aftoniftiment that the brains of 
' men Ihould be parboiled in fuch imp;-. 

* ous ignorance/* 
From thefefpeci mens (of which thetfeader 

will think he has had enough )lf is eafy to 
fee how deeply the principl^of intolerancy 
was rooted in the minds of our forefathers. 
Had it flood only in their books as a fub- 
jed: of fpeculation, it might have been 
excufed, confidering the prejudices of the 
times ; but it was drawn out into fatal 
pradice, and caufed feyere perfections 
which cannot be juftified confidently with 
chriftianity or true policy. Whatever 
may be faid in favour of their proceedings 

againd 
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tgainft the Antinomians, whofc principles 
had fuch an cfFe<5l on the minds of the 
people as nnaterially afFcded the founda- 
tions of government, in the infancy of the 
plantation ; yet the Anabaptifts and Qua- 
kers were fo inconfiderable for numbers, 
and the colony was then fo well eftablifh- 
cd that no danger could have been rati- 
onally apprehended to the commonwealth 
from them, Rhodc-Ifland was fettled by 
fomc of the Antinomian exiles on a plan 
of entire religious liberty : men of every ccU^"^' 
denomination being equally proteded and ^"3^*^ 
countenanced, and enjoying the honours 
and offices of government. The Ana- 
baptifts, fined and baniflied, flocked to that 
new fettlemenf , and many of the Quakers 
alfo took refuge there ; fo that Rhode- 
Ifland was in thofe days looked upon as the 
drain or fink of New-England j and it has 
been faid that ** if any man had loft his 
*•* religion, he might find it there, among 
'* fuch a general mufter of opinionifts." 
Notwithftandingthis invedive, it is much 
to the honour of ihat government that 
there ncvcx was an inftance of pcrfccution 
for confcience fake countenanced by them. 
Rhode^Ifland and Pennfylvania afford a 
flrong proof that toleration conduces great- 
ly to the fettlement and increafe of an in- 
fant plantation. Ih. 
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The Quakers at firft were banifhed ; but 
this proving infufficient, a fucceffion of 
ianguinary laws were, cnadted againft 
them, of which imprifonmcnt, whipping* 
cutting off the cars, boring the tongue 
with an hot iron, and banifhn^ent on pain 
of death, were the terrible fandiions. In 
confequence of thefe laws fpur perfons 
were put to death at Boilon, bearing their 
punifhment with patience and fortitude ^ 
folemnly protefting that their return from 
banilhment was by divine direction, to 
warn the magiflrates of their errors^ 
and intreat them to repeal their cruel 
g^et-* liiws ; denouncing the judgments of 
f^""^ God upon them ; and foretelling that if 
^*^ they fliouldput them to death others would 

rife up in their room to fill their hands with 
work*. After the execution of the fourth 

perfon

er. Arofument and fcripture were in this 
cafe the proper weapons to combat them 
with j and if thefe had failed of fuccefs, 
they muft have been left to the judgment 
of an omnifcient and merciful God, They 
"were complained of as difturbers of the 
jpeace, rcvilersgf magiftracy, *' malignant

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'• and afliduous promoters of dodrinesdi- 
^' reftly tending to fubvcrt both church 
** and ftate ;'* and our fathers thought it 
hard, when they had fled from oppofition 
and perfecution in one fhape to be again 
troubled with it in another. But it would 
have been more to their honor to have 
fufFered their magiftracy and church order 
to be infulted, than to have flained their 
hands with the blood of men who deferv- 
ed pity rather than puniftiment. The 
Quakers indeed had no right to difturb 
them ; and fome of their condud: was ta 
an high degree indecent and provoking i 
but they were under the influence of a fpi- 
yit which is not eafily quelled by Qppo« 
lition. Had not the government appear- 
ed to be jealous of their principles, and 
prohibited the reading of their books be- 
fore any of them appeared in perfon, there 
could not have been fo plaufible a pretext 
for their reviling government. It was 
faid thaj the laws by which they were 
condemned were grounded on the laws in 
England againft Jefuits.. But the cafe. 
was by no means parallel , (as the Quakers 
kiftotry pleaded) their principles and praAices not 
^;' '"' being equally detrimental to fociety. It 
was moreover urged in excufe of the fe- 
verities exercifed againft the Quakers that 

the 
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th*magiftratcsthoughtthemfclves**bound 
inconfcience to keep the paflage with the 
point of the fword : this (it was faid ) could 
do no harm to him that would be warned 
hy it; their rufhing on it was their own 
aft, and they brought the blood on their 
own heads. Had they promifed to de- ' 
pSLXt the jurifdidion and not return with* 
out leave, the country would have been 
glad to have rid themfelves of the trouble 
of^ecuting the laws upon them j it was 
their |)refumptuous returning after banifli- 
ment that caufed them to be put to death.*' 
This was the plea which the court ufed in 
their addrefs to the king ; and in another ^^«lj ^ •• 
vindication publiflied by their order, the 
unhappy fufferers are ftyled ** felones de 
fe,** or felf-murderers. But this will not 
juftify the putting them to death, unlefs 
the original crimes for which they were 
banifhed had deferved it. The preamble ^ 199. 
to the adl by which they were condemn- 
ed charges them with * * altering the receiv- 
ed laudable cuftom of giving refpedt to 
equals and reverence to fuperiors ; that 
their adtions tend to undermine the civ- 
il government and deftroy the order of 
the churches, by denying all eftablilhed 
forms of worftiip, by withdrawing from 
orderly church fellowftiip allowed and ap- 
proved 
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proved by all orthodox profeffprs of the 
truth, and inftcad thereof, and in oppofi- 
tion thereto, frequently meeting them- 
felves, infinuating themfelves into tb? 
minds of the iimplc, whereby divers of our 
inhabitants have been infcdied.'* Did theip 
' offences deferve death ? had any gqycrn- 
ment a right to terrify with capital law^ 
pcrfons gtjiity of no a>ther crimes than 
thcte, cfpecially when they profeffed that 
they were obhged togothe greatcft length* 
in maintaining thofe tenets which they 
judged facred, and following the didkatcs 
of that fpirit which they thought divine ? 
Was not the mere ** holding the point of 
•* the fw^ord'* to them, really inviting them 
to *• rufh on it'' and feal their teftimony 
with their blood ? and was not this the 
moft likely way to ftrengthen and increafe 
their party ? Such punifliment for offences 
which proceeded from a mifguided zeal^ 
increafcd and inflamed by oppofition, will 
never rcfledt any honour on the policy or 
moderation of the government ; and can 
be accounted for only by the ftrong prc-i 
diledlion for coercive power in religion^ 
retained by moft or all of the reformetj 
churches ; a prejudice which time and ex-t 
pcrience were neceflary to remove*.

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The miftakes on which their condudi

••It were indeed ardently to be wilhed, that the LuraxaANS 
had btated with more mildnefs and charity tboTe who diffeied 
fnm them in religious opinions. But they had unhappily imbibed 
efj^rit ofpeHecution in their early education. This was too much 
die fpirif of the thnes, and it wa» even a kading maxim with our 
amceftors [this author was a Lutheran] that it was both lawful and 
etpedient to ttft feverity and force againft thofe whom they looked 
upon as heritict. ^kis mattim was derived from ROME; and 
titttk thttft who fcparated from that church did not find it eafy to 
thtowdfFall of a fudden that defpotic and uncharitable fpirit, that 
Ifad Co lone been the main fpring of its government and the general 
charaderiftk of its members.

The young king though 
in fuch tender years, had more fenfe than all his counfellors and 
preceptors ; and he long refufed to (ign the warran( f»r her exe- 
cution. Cranmxr^ with his fuperior learning; was employed to 
perftiade him to compliance, and he faid, that the prince, being 
Gdd'& deffxity, ought to re pre fs impieties iigainft God, in like man- 
ner as the king's deputies were bound to punifli offenders againft 
the Icing's perfon. He alfo argued from the prafticc of the Jewifn 
church in ftoning blafphcmers.

• It ought alfo to be remembered, that at the fame time that the 
Quakers fuffered in New-England, penal laws againft them were 
made and rigoroufly executed in England ; and though hone of 
them fuflTered capital executions, yet they were thrown into prifon 
and treated with other marks of cruelty, which in fome inftances 
proved th^ means of their deatfL And though the lenity of King 
Charles the lid in putting' a ftoip to capital executions here has been 
moch celebrated, yet in his letter to the Maffachufctts government' 
the next year, wherein he recjuires liberty for the church of Eng- 
land among them, he adds, ** Wee cannot be linderftood hereby 
«*to direft, or wifh, that any indulgence {hould be graunted to 
«« Quakers, whofe principles, being inconfiftent with any kind of 
"government, Wee have fouind it neceflary with the advife of our

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chriftian religion brings \i^ not into a 
temporal Canaan , it knows no weapons but 
what are purely fpiritual. He law that 
until perfecution be utterly banifticd out 
of the world, and Cain*s club takcti out 
of Abel's hand Jt is impoffible to refcuethe 
world from cndlefs confufions. He that 
has the power of the fword will alwkjrs be 
in the right and always affume the power 
of perfecuting. In his latter times there* 
fore he looked upon it as one of the ihoft 
hopeful among the figns of the times that 
people began to be afhamed of a pradtice 
which had bceiiH|.niother of abominations, 
and he came entirely into that goldttl 
maxim, Errantis poena doceri.** 

Divers others of the principal a<£tors 
and abettors of this tragedy lived to fee the 
folly and incompetency of fuch fangutna- 
ry laws, to which the fufferings of their 
brethren, the nonconformifts in England", 
did not a little contribute. Under the ar- 
bitrary government of King James the 
fecond, when he, for a lliew of liberty 
and as a leading ftep to the introdu(Slioh 
of popery, ifTued a proclamation of indul- 
gence to tender confcienccs, the principal 
men of the country fent him an addrefs of 
thanks, for granting to them what they had 
formerly denied to others. It is but juftice 

to 
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to add, that all thofc difgraceful laws were 
renounced and repealed, and the people 
of New-England are now as candidly dif- 
poied toward the Quakers as any other 
denominations of chriftians. To keep alive 
a ipirit of refentment and reproach to the 
country on account of thofe ancient tranf^ 
fidiQUS which are now univerfally con- 
demned, would difcover a temper not very 
confiftent with that mecknefs and forgive- 
neis which ought to be cultivated by all 
whoprofefs to.be influenced by the gofpel. 
But though our anceftors are juftly cen^ 
furable for thofe inftances of mifconduft, 
yet they are not to be copdemiied as un^ 
worthy the chriftian name, fince fome of 
thefir^ difciples of our Lord, in a zealous 
imitation of the prophet Elias,would have 
called for fire from heaven to confume a 
village of the Samaritans who refufed to 
receive him. Their zeal was of the fame 
kind j and the anfwer which the benevo-? 
leiit author of our religion gaye to his dif- 
ciples on that occafion, might with equal 
propriety be addreffed to them, and to all 
perftcuting chriftians, ** Ye know not 
** what fpirit ye are of, for the Son of man 
** is not come to deftroy men's lives bu| 
[^ to fave them.

Upper Clapboard Ifland. An eaft and 
JBVeft line, drawn through thefe points from 
the Atlantic to the South fca, was there- 
fore fuppofed to be the northern boundary 
of the MafTachufctts patent, within which 
the whole claim of Mafon, and the great- 
er part ©f that of Gorges were compre- 
hended. When this grand point was de- 
termined, the court were of opinion, that

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1 653 : ' ' river, were by agreement of Sir ^dt-

During the commonwealth, and the 
protcdorate of Crornwell, there could be 
no hppe of relief, as the family had always

But the refto- 
V-v-^' ration of King Charles the ferond encou- 
raged Tuftpn, who now took the furnamc 
of Mafon, to look up to the throne for 
f^ivorand afliftance.

the peace and other officers, with J)ower 
toa(ft iwxording to the laws of England, ^^^^^^j^ 
andr.fuch laws of their own as were not ^^pl'^gf 
J=cpugna*)t thereto, until the king^s plea- 
fure fliould be farther known^ 

Iticrehad always been a party here who 
were difafFeded to the government of 
Maflachufetts. One of the moft aa:ivc a- 
mcmgthem was Abraham Corbett of Portf- 
mouth, who^fince the arrival of the com- 
miflioners at Bofton, and probably by 
authority derived from them, had taken 
upon him to iffue warrants in the king*s 
name on feveral6ccafions, which was con- 
ftrued a high mifdemeahbr,as he had never 
been commiffioned by the authority of the 
colony. Being called to account by th6 
general courts he was admonifhed, fined \j«fla, rcc 

five 
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1665. five pounds, and committed till tKe^:fcn- 
* ' ' tence was performed. Irritated by^this 
fe verity, he was the fitter inftrument for 
the purpofe of the commiflSoncrs , who jem V" 
ployed him to frame a petition to the king 
in the name of the four towns, coniplain^ 
ing of the ufurpation of Maflachufctts oyer 
them, and praying tobereleafed from their 
tyranny. Corbett, in a fecret manner, 
procured feveral peribns both in Portf- 
mouth and Dover to fubfcribe this peti- 
tion, but the mpft of thofe to whom he 
offered it rcfufed. ' • ./ •• : 

The fenfible part of the inhabitantsnow. 
faw with much'concern that they: were.hv 
danger of being reduced to the famejiiim 
happy flate which tlicy Jbad been in bpfore 
their union with the colony. Awe4 by 
the fupcrcilious behaviour of the commiC- 
lioners, they knew not at firft^how tc)"|k(9: | 
for to oppofe the.king's authority wuscon- 
ftrued treafon, and it was faid that Sir^ 
Robert Carre had threatened a poor old 
man with death for no other crime than 
forbidding his grandchild to open a doqp, 
to them. But when the rumour was ipread 
that a petition was drawn, and that Corbett 
was procuring fubfcribers, the people, no 
longer able to bear the abuie, earaeftljr. 
t^pplicd to the general court, praying 

'' that

^Mhatin fome orderly way thqy might 1665. 
* 'have an opportunity to clear thcmfel ves """"^^^ 
" of fo greatand unjuft aiperfions, as were 
** by this petition, drawn in their name, 
**caftupon the government under which 
" thcyvwere fettled ; and alfo to manifeft 
** their teofe of fuch perfidious actions, left 
" by their filence it fhould be concluded 
*' they were of the fame mind with thofe 
" who* framed the petition/* In confe- 
quenceof this petition, the court commil- 
fioned Thomas Danforth , Eleazer Luflier , 
and Major General Leverett to inquire in- 
to the matter, and fettle the peace in thefe 
places according to their beft difcrction. 

Thefe gentlemen came to Portlmouth, ^^^ ^• 
and having aflembled the inhabitants, and 
publifhed their commiffion, they told them 
that they were informed of a petition fub- 
fcribed in behalf of that and the neigh- 
bouring towns, complaining of the gov- 
ernment ; and defired them if they had 
any juft grievances to let them be known, 
and report fhould be immediately made 
to the general court. The next day they 
afTembled the people of Dover and made 
the fame challenge. Both towns refpec- 
tively protefted againft the petition, and 
profefTed full fatisfaftion with tlie govern- 
ment, which they fignificd in aadreffes to 

the 
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1665. ^^^ court. Dudley, the miniikr of Eaoe- 
^^-^^ — ' ter, certified under his hand to the carti- 
mittee, that the people of that towa had 
no concern diredly nor indirecftly witf>tfee 
obnoxious petition. They received aifi> 
full fatisfaftion with regard to H^mptQQj- 
a certificate of which noight havebc^ftdb*- 
tained, if they had, thought it neeedj^. 

They then proceeded to fummon-Coir*^ 
bett before them for feditious behavidur ;• 
but he eluded the fearch that was made for 
him, and they were obliged to Idavea 
warrant with an officer to cite him to' the 
court at Bofton. The commifliioners hod 
now gone over into the province of Mam^t 
from whence Sir Robert Carre in theii? 
name fent a fevere reprimand to this ctom^ 
mittee, forbidding them to proceed agtdnft 
fuch perfons as hadfubfcribed the petition^ 
and inclofing a copy of a letter which the 
iaid commiffioners had written to the go- 
vernor and council on the fame fubjeft. 

The committee returned and reported 
their proceedings to the court, and about 
the fame time the commiffioners came 
from their eaftern tour to Bofton ; where 
the court defired a conference with them^ 
but received fuch an anfwer from Sir Ro- 
bert Carre as determined them not to re^- 
peat their recjueft. - A wartant was thea 

ifluccl 
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iiTued by the fccrctary, in the name of the i60 
whole court, to apprehend Corbett and *""^ 
bring him before the governor and ma- 
gift rates, ** to anfwer for his tumultuous 
** and feditious praftices agaiiift the go- 
** vemment/' The next fpring he was 
feized and brought before them ; and af- 
ter a full hearing was adjudged guilty of 
fedition, and exciting others to difcontcnt 
with the government and laws, and of 
keeping a diforderly houfe of entertain- 
ment, for which crimes he was fcntcnccd 
to give a bond of one hundred pounds 
with fecurity for his peaceable behaviour 
and obedience to the laws ; he was prohi- 
bited retailing liquors ; di fabled from 
bearing any office in the town or com- 
monwealth, during the pleafure of the 
court I and obliged to pay a fine of twen- 
ty pounds and five pounds for the cofts 
of his profecution. 

This feverity in vindication of their 
charter-rights they thought fit to temper 
with fomething which had the appearanceof 
fubmiiTion to the royal commands. The 
king's pleafure had been figaified to the 
commifrioners, that the harbours fhould 
be fortified. This inftruftion came to 
hand whilft they were at Pafcataqua, and 
they immediately iffued warrants to the 

four 
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1 666. four towns, requiring them to : meet at ^ 
^^"■^^"^ time and place appointed to receive his* 
raajefty *s orders. One of thefe warrants^' 
was fent by exprefs to Bofton, from 
whence two officers were difpatched by 
the governor and council to forbid the 
towns on their peril to meet, or obey the 
commands of the commiffioners. But by 
their own authority they ordered a com- 
mittee to look out the moft convenient 
place for a fortification, upon whofe report 
** the neck of land on the eaftward of the 
h^afla. Rec. ** Grcat Iflaud, where a fmall fort had 
^* been already built, was feoucflered^for 
** the purpofe, taking in the Great Rocki' 
** and from thence all the eafterly part of 
'' the faid ifland." The court of afFociatesf 
being impowered to hear and determine 
the claims of thofe who pretended any 
title to this land ; a claim was entered' by 
George Walton, but rejeded ; and the ap-t 
propriation confirmed. Thecuftoms and 
impofls on goods imported into the har^ 
hour were applied to the maintenance of 
the fort, and the trained bands of Great-. 
Ifland and Kittery-Point were difcharged 
from all other duty to. attend the fervice 
of it, under Richard Gutts, efq. who wa$ 
appointed captain^ 

The 
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IJThe people of MafTachufetts have, both i666* 
la former ^d latter times, been charged ^"^-^'^^ 
with difloyalty to the ifing in their con- 
dud: toward thefe commi^Qners,and theiir 
4ifire^ard of authority derived from the 
^mc fgurce with their charter. To ac- 
count fpr their conduct on this occaiion^ 
yre muft copfider the ideas they had of their 
pplitical connexion with the parent ftate. 
They had been forced from it by per?» 
leci^tion: they came at their own charges 
into a wildernefs, claimed indeed by the 
crown of England; but ri^allv in poffefliorx 
of its native lords ; from whom they had 
purchaled the foil and fovereignty, which^ 
^ve them a title, confidered in a moral 
view, lyperior to the grant of any Eurpj- 
pcanpripce. For convenience only, they 
had folicited and accepted a patent from the 
crown, which in their opinion conftituted 
the only bond of union between them and 
their prince, by which the nature and ex- 
tent of their allegiance to him was to be 
determined. This patent they regarded 
as a folemn compaiS, by which the king 
had granted then> uqdifturbed pQfleflion 
pf the foil, and power pf government 
within certain limits ; on condition that 
they fliould fettle the country, chrif:^ 
tianize the natives, yield a fifth pf all gold 
I and 
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andfilver mines tb the crown, and make 
no laws repugnant to thofe of England.: 
They had, ontheirpaft, facredljr perform- 
ed thefe conditions ; and therefore con- 
cltided that the grant of title, property and 
dominion which the crowrt had made to 
them was irrevocable . And although they 
acknowledged themfelves fubjedls of the 
ireigning prince^ and owned a depiendence 
on the royal authority ; yet they under- 
flood it to be only through the medium 
of their charter. 

The appointment of commiflioners who 
were to adt within the fame limits, inde- 
pendently of this authority, and to receive 
appeals from it ; whofe rule of conduct 
was no eftabliflied law, but their own 
** good and found difcretion," was regard- 
ed as a dangerous ftretch of royal power, 
militating with and fuperfeding their char- 
ter. If the royal authority was deflined 
to flow through the patent, it could not 
regularly be turned into another channel : 
if they were to be governed by laws made 
and executed by officers of their own 
choofing, they could not at the fame time 
be governed by the ** difcretibil^ of men in. 
whofe appointment they had no vdice,and 
over whom they had no control. Two 
ruling powers in the fame ftate was a fo- 

lecifm 
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Jkci/m which they could not digeft. The 
patent was neither forfeited nor revoked ; 
but the king had folemnly prom i fed to 
confirm it, and it fubfifted in full force. 
The commiflion therefore was deemed an 
lifurpationand infringement of thofe char- 
tered rights, which had been folemnly 
pledged on the one part, dearly purchafed 
and juftly paid for on the other- They 
regarded ** a royal donation under the 
great feal (to ufe their own words) **asthe 
greateft fecurity that could be had in hu- 
man affairs ;" and they had confidence in 
the juftice of the fuprenie ruler, that if 
they held what they in their confciences 
thought to be their rights, and performed 
the engagements by which they had ac- 
quired them, they Ihould enjoy the pro- 
te<3ion of his providence, * though they 
Jhould be obliged to abandon the country* 
which they had planted with fo much la- 
bour and expcnce, and feek a new fettle- 
men t in fome other part of the globe. 
Thefe were the principles which

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\666. had imbibed, which they openly ^ 
^ — ' — ' vowed and on which they adled. Policy- 
might have didated to them the fame 
flexibility of conduft, and foftncfs of cx^ 
preffion, by which the other colonies on 
this occafion gained the royal favour. But 
they had fo long held the fole and miin- 
terrupted fovcreignty, in which they hatd 
been indulged by the late popular govern* 
ment in England ; and were fo fully con- 
vinced it was their right ; that they cho& 
:rather (o rifque the lofs of all, than to 
make any conceffions ; thereby expofing 
themfelves farther to the malice of theit 
enemies and the vengeance of power. 

Thecommiffioners,havingiinifliedfhoir 
bufinefs, were recalled by the order of Ae 
king, who was much difpleafcd with the 
ill treatment they had received from the 
Maffachufetts government, which was the 
more heinous , as the colonics of Ply mouthy 
Rhode-Ifland and Connedicut had treated 
thecommiffionwithacknowledged refped:. 

April 10. By a letter to the colony he commanded 
Huteh. p, ^j^^j^ ^^ ^^^ J ^^^^ ^^y J. ^^ £^^ agents, pro- 

mifing ** to hear in perfon, all the allega- 
** tions, fuggeftions, and pretences to right 
** or favour, that could be made on behalf 
•'of the colony,'* intimating that he was 
far from defiring to invade their charter^ 

and 
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Aftd commanding that all thmgs ihould i666« 
jEcmain as the cpinnmiffioners had fettled *'— ^-^ 
•tfaem until his farther order ; and that 
thofe perfons who had been imprifoned 
Sot petitioning or applying to them 
ihould be relcafed. The court, however, 
continued to exercife jurifdidion, ap- 
-point officers, and execute the laws in 
thefe towns as they had done far twenty- 
five years, to the general fatisfadtion of 
the people, who were united with them in 
principles and affedion. 

Thisafife(5lion was demonflrated by their 1 669. 
leady concurrence with the propoial for a ' — ^"^ 
^general colled ion, for the purpofeof ered- 
inganew brick building* at Harvard col- 
lege, the old wooden one being fmall and 
decayed* The town of Portfmouth, which 
was now become the richeft, made a fub- 
fcription of fixty pounds per annum for 
feven years ; and after five years paffed a 
town vote to carry this engagement into 
cflFed. Dover gave thirty-two, and Ex- SiTrL. 
•cter ten pounds for the lame laudable 
purpofe. 

The people of Portfmouth, having for 1 67 r . 
fbme time employed Jofhua Moody as a ^— vr-' 
preacher among them, and eredted a new 

meeting- 

♦ This building was ercacd in 167a, and confumed by fire in 1764; 
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1 67 1 . mccting^houfe, proceeded to fettle him Ift 
^""^"^^^ regular order. A church confifting of nine 
porif chh ^^^^^^J^^" + was fiift gathered ; then, the 
^^^' ' general court having been duly informed 
of it, and having fignified their apprdba^ 
tion, according to the cftabliftied prafticc. 
Moody was ordained in the prefence of 
Governor Leverett and fevcral of the ma- 
gift rates. 

The whole attention of the government 
in England being at this time taken up 
with things that more immediately con- 
cerned themfelves,nothingof moment re- 
lating to Mafon's intereft was tranfad:ed« 
He became difcouraged, and joined with 
the heirs ot Gorges in propofing an alie- 
nation of their refpedive rights in the pro- 
vinces of New-Hampftiire and Maine to 
the crown, to make a government for the 
Duke of Monmouth • The duke himfelf 
was greatly pleafed with the fchcme, as he 
had been told that an annual revenue of 
five thoufand pounds or more might Jbe 
cou'Jftion colle6led from thefe provinces. But by 
•f Papcn, the more faithful reprefentations of ibmie 
^ * ^ perfons who were well acquainted with the 
country, he was induced to lay afide tht 

projeft.

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projed. Many complaints were made 1674. 
againft the government of Maflachufetts ; '^-^'~' 
and it was thought to be highly expedi- 
ent that more fevcre meafures Ihould be 
ufed with them ; but the Dutch wars» 
and other foreign tranfadtions, prevented 
any determination concerning them, till 
the country was involved in all the horrors 
of a general war with the natives. 



CHAP. 
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Hemarks on the temper and manners of the 
Indians, ^he Jirjl general war ipitb 
them called Philip's war. 

AT the time of the firft difcovcry of 
_^ the river Pafcataqua by Captain 

""^ Smith, it was found that the native inlia- 

bitants of thefe parts differed not in lan- 
guage, manners, nor government, from 
their eaftem or weftem neighbours. 
Though they were divided into feveral 
tribes, each of which hada diftindlfachem, 
yet they all owned ftibjoftion to a fovc- 

Vw* ^^^.g" prince, called Bafliaba, whofe refi- 
dchce was at Penobfcot. It was foon af- 
ter found that the Tarratcnes, who lived 
farther eaft ward, had invaded his country, 
furprized and flain him, and all the people 
in his neighbourhood, and carried off his 
Women, leaving no traces of his authority. 
Upon which the fubordinatefachems, hav- 
ing no head to unite them, and each one 
driving for the pre-eminence, made war 
among them felves; by which means many 
of their people, and much of their provifion 

Gorges^s were deflroyed. When Sir Richard Haw- 

K^.ra^ p. j^j^^ vifited the coafl in 1 6i 5 ,this war was 

at 
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at its height i and to this fucceeded a pet 
tiletice, which carried th^m off in fuch 
humbers that thd living were not able to 
bury the dead ; but their bones remained *^'^ 
zi tbt places of theirliabitations for feveral 
y^rs. During this peftilence, Richard 
Vitit'9 and feveral others, whom Sir f'er* 
dihahdo Gorges had hired, at a great ex- 
peiice, to tarry in the country through the 
winter, lived among them and lodged in 
their cabbins, without receiving the leaft 
itijuty in their health, •* not fo much as 
*' feeling their heads to ach the whole f^^"" 
♦' time/* By fuch Angular means did di- 
vine Providence prepare the way for the 
jieaceable entrance of the Europeans into 
this land. 

When the firft fettlements were madc^ 
th6 remains of two tribes had their habi- 
tations on the feveral branches of the river 
Pafcataqua ; one of their fachems lived at 
the falls of Squamfcot, and the other at 
thofc of H^wichwannock ; their head quar- 
tets being generally featcd in places con- 
venient for fifliing. Both thefe, together 
with feveral inland tribes, who refided at 
Patuckct and Winnipifeogee, acknowl- 
edged fubjedlion to Faflaconaway the great 
fagamore of Pannukog, or (as it is com- 
monly pronounced) Penacook. He excel- 
led 
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led the other fachems in fagacity. duplic* 
ity and moderation ; but his principal 
qualification was his fkill in feme of the 
fecret operations of nature, which gave 
him the reputation of a forcerer, and ex- 
tended his fame and influence among all 
the neighbouring tribes. They believcMl 
that it was in his power to niake water 
burn, and trees dance, and to metamor^ 
S?Ma(r P^^^^ himfelf into ftame ; that in wmter 
vbh^^.' he could raife a green leaf from the alhes 
^^ of a dry one, and a living ferpent from the 

fkin of one that was dead. 

An Englifti gentleman who had been 
much con verfant among the Indians was 
invited, in 1 660, toa great dance and feaft j 
on which occafion the elderly men, in ibngs 
or fpeeches recite their hiftories, and deliv- 
er their fentiments, and advice, to the 
younger. At this folamnity PafTaconaway^ 
being grown old, made his farewell ipeech 
to his children and people ; in which, as 
a dying man, he warned them to take heed 
how they quarrelled with their Englilh 
neighbours ,- for though they might ,do 
them feme damage, yet it would prove 
the means of their own deftru^ion* 
He told them that he had been a bitter 
enemy to the Englifli, and by the arts of 
forccry had tried his utmoft to hinder 

their 
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riicir fcttlemcnt and increafc : but could by 
flo means fucceed. This caution perhaps 
often repeated, had fuch an effect, that, 
upon the breaking out of the Indian war 
fifteen years afterward, Wonolanfet, his Kubbardj 
ion and fucceffor, withdrew himfelf and G'"" 
his people into fome remote place, that 
they might not be drawn into the quarrel. 
Whilft the Britifli nations had been dif- 
traded with internal con vulfions, and had 
endured the horrors of a civil war, pro- 
duced by the famecaufes which forced the 
planters of New-England to quit the land 
of their nativity ; this wildernefs had been 
10 them a quiet habitation. They had 
(faruggled with many hardfliips ; but Pro- 
vidence had fmiled upon their undertak- 
ing, their fcttlcments were extended and 
their churches multiplied. There had been 
no remarkable quarrel with the favages, 
except the (hort war with the Pequods, 
who dwelt in thefouth-eaft part of Con- 
nedtiCut : They being totally fubdued in 
1637, *^^ dread and terror of the Englifti 
kept the other nations quiet for near forty 
years. During which time the New- 
England colonies being confederated for 
their mutual defence, and for maintaining 
the public peace, took great pains to pro- 
pagate the gofpel among the natives, and 

bring 
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bring them to a civilized way of living, 
which, with rcfpeft to fome, proved cf-* 
fedlual j others refufed to receive the miC« 
iionaries, and remained obflinately prejiu 
diced againft the Englifti. Yet the objed: 
of their hatred was at the fame time the 
(bbjedt of their fear ; which led them to 
forbear adls of hoftility, and to prcferVQ 
an outward Ihew of friendfhip, to their 
mutual intereft. 

Our hiftorians have generally reprefenu 
ed the Indians in a moft odious light, 
cfpecially when recounting the efiedts of 
their ferocity. Dogs, caitiffs, mifcreants 
and hell-hounds, are the politeft names 
which have been given them by fome wri* 
ters, who feem to be in a paffion at the 
Hubbard's mentioning their cruelties, and at other 
* arrative (jj^^g f pealcof thcm with contempt, What« 
M^ail ever indulgence may be allowed to thofb 
who wrote in times when the mind was. 
vexed with their recent depredations and 
inhunaanities, it ill becomes us to cheriih 
an inveterate hatred of the unhappy na«- 
tives. Religion teaches us a better tenw ; 
per, and Providence has now put an end 
to the controverfy, by their almoft total 
extirpation. We fliould therefore proceed 
with calmnefs in recoUedling their paft in- 
juries, and forming our judgment of their 
charader. It 
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It muft be acknowledged that human 
depravity appeared in thcfe unhappy crea^ 
turcs in a moft (hocking view. The prin- 
ciples of education and the re6nements of 
civilized life, either lay a check upon our 
vicious propenfities , ordilguifc our crimes ; 
but among them human wickedncfs was 
fcen in its naked deformity. Yet, bad as 
they were, it will be difficult to find thera 
guill?|rof any crime which cannot be par- 
alleled among civilized nations. 

They are always defcribed as remarka- 
bly cruel ; and it cannot be denied that 
this difpofition indulged to the greateft ex- 
cefs, ftrongly marks their charadler. We 
are ilruck with horror, when we hear of 
their binding the vidlim to the flake, biting 
off his nails, tearing out his hair by the 
roots, pulling out his tongue, boring out 
his eyes, flicking his (kin full of lighted 
pEttch-wood, half roafting him at the fire, 
and then making him run for their diver- 
£on, till he faints and dies under the 
biowswhich they give him on every part 
of his body. But is it not as dreadful to 
it;^d of a;fii unhappy wretch, fewed up in 
a fack f^ of ferpents and thrown into the 
fca, 6x broiled in a red hot iron chair ; or 
mangled by lions and tygers after having 
fpent his ftrcngth to combat themforthedi- 

verfion 
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verfion of the fpedators in an amphithea^ 
trc ? and yet thcfe were puniflinieats a* 
mong the Romans in the politeft ages of 
the empire. What greater cruelty isnhere 
in the American tortures, than in confining 
a man in a trough, and daubing hint with 
honey that he rway be ftung to death bjr 
wafps and other venomous infcdls ; or flca- 
inghim alive and ftretching out his Ikin 
before his eyes, which modes of punilh-* 
mentvvere not incenfiftent with the foft- 
nefs and elegance of the ancient court of 
Perfia ? or, to comedown to modem times; 
vvhat greater mifery can there be in the 
Indian executions, than in racking a prif- 
oneron a wheel, and breaking his bone$ 
one by cne with an iron bar ; or pladng 
his legs in a boot and driving in wedges 
one after another ; which tortures arc ftUl, 
or have till lately been ufed in foroc Euro- 
pean kingdoms ? I forbear to name the, 
torments of the inquifition, bec^ufe they 
feem to be beyond the ftretch oi human in- 
vention. If civilized nations, and thole 
who profefs the moft merciful religkm. 
that ever bleffed the world, have pradbifcd 
thefe cruelties, what could be expedted of 
men who were ftrangers to every degree 
of refinement either civil or mental ? 
The Indians have been reprefented as 

revengeful. 
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rtoengeful. When any perfon was killed, 
die neareft relative thought himfclf bound 
to be the avenger of blood, and never left 
&eking, till he found an opportunity to 
execute his purpofe. Whether in a ftate.

where government is confeffedly fo feeble c^- 35 



as among them, fuch a condudl is not juf- neuter^ 
tifiable, and even countenanced by the ^x^Vxl. 
Jcwiih law may deferve our confideration. 

The treachery with which thefe people 
are juftly charged, is exadlly the fame dif- 
pofition which operates in the breacli of 
fblemsi treaties made between nations 
which call themfelves chriftian. Can it be 
more criminal in an Indian, than in an 
European, not to think himfelf bound by 
promifes and oaths extorted from him 
when under durefs ? 

Thtit jealoufy and hatred oi their En- 
gliih neighbours may eafily be accounted 
for^ if we allow them to have the fame 
feelings with ourfelves. How natural is 
it for us to form a difagrceable idea of a 
whole nation, from the bad conduct of 
fbtne individuals with whom we are ac- 
quainted } and though others of them may 
be of a different charafter, yet will not 
that pradence which is efteemed a virtue, 
lead us to fufped the fairell appearances, 

as 
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as ufed tp cover the moil frauduknt de* 
iigijs, efpecially if pains are taken by the 
jnoft politic among us, tp foment fucl^ 
jealouties to fubferve their own ambitipu; 
purpofes ? 

Though the greater part of thp EpgUjP^ 
fettlers came hither with religious viewjBji 
and fairly purchafed their lands of tha Iq-f 
dians, yet it cannot be denied that fomc^ 
cfpecially in the caftern parts of Npw- 
England, had lucrative views gnly ; an4 
from the beginning ufed fraudulent metli^ 
cds in trade with them. Such things 
were indeed difallowed by thegoyer|inrijMit^ 
and would always have been puni(hed if 
the Indians had made complaint : but they 
knew only the law of retaliation, ^ndl 
v when an injury was received, it was never 
forgotten till revenged. Encroachments 
made on their lands, and fraud committed 
in trade, afforded fufEcient grounds for 4 
quarrel, though at ever fo great 4 lengtl| 
of time ; and kept alive a perpetual jeal^ 
ouiy of the like treatment again*,

* Monf. d'd Prate gives nearly the fame accouat of the Indiaip 
on the MilTiiippi. «« There needs nothing but prudence and goo^ 
'* fenfe to perAiade thefe people to what is reafoaablc, and to pt«f»

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Such wa5 the temper of the Indians of 1675. 
Kew-England when the firft general war ^''^•'*^^ 
began. It was thought by the JEnglifli in 
that day, that PhUip, fachemof the Worn- 
panoags, a crafty and afpiring man, partly 
by intrigue, and partly by example, excit- 
cdthemtofuch a general combination. He 
wasthefonofMafrrtflbietjthencarcftfacheai . 
to the colony of Plymouth , with whom he 
Kadconduded a peace, which he maintained 
more through fear than good will, as long 
as he Jived. His fon and immediate fuc- 
ceilbr Alexandetj preferved the fame ex- 
ternal fhew of friendlhip ; but died with 
choler on being deteded in a plot againfl: 
them. Philip, it is faid, difTembled his 
hoftile purpofes i he was ready, on every 
fuipicion of his infidelity, to renew his 
fulmiiilion, and teftify it even by the de- 
livery of his arms, till he had fccretly in-^ 
fu^ a cruel jealoufy into many of the 
jicighbouring Indians ; which excited them 
io attempt the recovering their country by 
extirpating the new polTefTors. ' The plot, 
it is faid, was difcovered before it was ripe 
nr execution ; and as he could no longer 
promife himfclf fecurity under the mafk of 
friendfhip,he was conftrained to (how him- 
ielf in his true charadter, and accordingly 
began hoftilities upon the plantation of 
K' Swanzy, 
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1675. Swanzy, in the colony of Plymouth, ul 
"""^""^ the month of June 1 675 . 

Notwithfianding this general opinion, 
it may admit of fome douht, whether a 
fingle fachem, whofe authority was linndt- 
ed, could have fuch an extenfive influence 
over tribes ib remote and unconne&ed with 
him as the eaftem Indians ; much more 
improbable is it, that thofe in Virginia 
HMu^-s fliould have joined in the confederacy, as 
Narndfc. it hath bceu iutimatcd. The Indians nev- 
er travelled to any greater diftance than 
their hunting required ; and fo ignorant 
were they of the geography of their coun- 
Neai's ^^» ^^^^ ^^^y in^agined New-England 
H^. N. E. to be an ifland, and could tell the name of 
' * ** an inlet or ftreight by which they fup- 
pofed it was feparated from the main land. 
But what renders it more improbable that 
Philip was fo active an inftrument in ex- 
citing this war, is the conftant tradition 
among the pofterity of thofe people who 
lived near him, and were familiarly cott- 
verfant with him, and with thofe of his 
Indians whofurvived the war; which isj;; 
that he was forced on by the fury of bis 
young men, forely again ft his own judg- 
ment and that of his chief counfellors ; and 
that as he forefaw that the Englifh would, 

in 
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in dme, eftablifh themfelves and extirpate 
the Indians, fohe thought that the mak- 
ing war upon them would only haften the 
deftrudion of his own people. It was al- 
ways a very common, and fometimes a 
juft excufc with the Indians, when charg- 
ed with breach of faiths that the old men 
were not able to reftrain the younger from 
iignalizing their valour, and gratifying 
their revenge, though they difapproved 
their rallmefs. This want of reft rain t was 
owing to the weaknefs of their govern- 
inent j their fachems having but the fha- 
dow of magiftratical authority. 

The inhabitants of Briftol fhew a parti- 
cular fpot where Philip received the news 
of the firft Englifhmen that were killed. 
ivith fo much fbrrow as to caufe him to 
weep; a few days before which he had 
refcued one who had been taken by his 
Indians, and privately fcnt him home. 
Whatever credit may be given to this ac- 
count, fo different from the current opin- 
ion, it muft be owned, that in fuch a fea- 
fon of general confufion as the firft war 
occafioned, fear and jealoufy might create 
many fufpicions, which would foon be 
formed into reports of a general confede- 
racy, through Philip's contrivance ; and 
it is to be noted that the principal hiftories 
Ka of 
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of this war, [Increafe Mather^s and Hubu 
bard^s] were printed in 1676 and 1677, 
when the ftrangeft reports were eafily cre- 
dited, and the people were ready to be-. 
Heve every thing that was bad of fo formi- 
dabk a neighbour as Philip. But as dw 
faft cannot now be precifely afcertaincdt 
I (hall detain the reader no longer from 
the real caufes of the war in thefc caftem 
parts. 

There dwelt near the river Saco a Ik- 
chcm named Squando, a noted enthufiaftt 
""2S. ^ leader in the devotions of their religion, 
and one who pretended to a familiar inter^ 
courfe with the invifible world. Thefc 
qualifications rendered him a perfon of 
the higbeft dignity' importance and ii>flu-« 
ence among all the eaftern Indians. His 
fquaw pafling along the river in a canoe, 
with her infant child, was met by feme 
rude failors, who having heard that the 
Indian children could fwim as naturally as 
the young of the brutal kind, in a thought-* 
lefs and unguarded humour overfet the 
canoe. The child funk, and the nether 
inftaritly diving fetched it up alive, but 
the child dying foon after, its death was 
imputed to the treatment it had received 
from the feamen ; and Squando was fo 
provoked that he conceived a bitter anti* 

pathy 
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pathy to the Engliih^ and employed his 1675. 
great art and influence to excite the Indi- ' — ^^"^ 
ans againft them« Some other injuries 
were aJledged as die ground of the quarrel ; MagnaUa, 
and, confidering the interefted views and ^'^' ^' ^' 
iiregular lives of many of the eaftern fet- 
tlers, their diftance from the feat of gov- 
ernment, and the want of due fubordi- 
nation among them, it is not improba- 
ble that a great part of the blame of the 
caftem war belonged to them. 

The firft alarm of the war in Plymouth 
colony fpread great confternation among 
the diftant Indians, and held them a while 
in fufpence what part to adl ; for there had 
been a long external friendftiip fubfifting 
between them and th8 Engliih, and they 
were afraid of provoking fo powerful 
neighbours. But the feeds of jealoufy and 
hatred had been fo effecftually fown, that 
the crafty and revengeful, and thofe who 
were ambitious of doing fome exploits, 
ibon found means to urge them on to an 
open rupture ; fo that within twenty days 
.after Philip had begun the war at the 
ibuthward, the flame broke out in the Hubbard, 
mofl: northeafterly part of the country, at ^' ^^• 
the diftance of two hundred miles. 

The Engliih inhabitants about the river 
Kennebeck, hearing of the infurredion in 

Plymouth 
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1675. Plymouth colony, determined to make 
^~^' ' trial of the fidelity of their Indian neigh- ' 
hours, by requefting them to deliver their 
arms. They made a (he w of compliance 5 
but, in doing it, committed an aft of vio- 
lence on a Frenchman, who lived in an 
Englifli family ; which being judged an 
offence, both by the Englifh and the elder 
Indians, the offender was feizcd; but up- 
on apromife, with fecurity, for his future 
good behaviour, his life was fpared, and 
fomc of them confcnted to remain as hoC 
tages ; who foon made their efcape, and 
joined with their fellows in robbing the 
houfe of Purchas, an ancient planter at 
Pechypfcot. 

The quarrel being thus begun, and 
theirnatural hatred of the Englifh, and 
jealoufy of their defigns, having rifen 
to a great height under the malignant 
influence of Squando and other leading 
men ; and being encouraged by the ex- 
ample of the weflern Indians, who were 
daily making depredations on the colonics 
of Plymouth and MafTachufetts ; they j^. 
took every opportunity to rob and murder 
the people in the fcattered feitlements of 
the province of Maine ; and having dif- 
perfed themfelves into many fmall parties, 
that they might be the more extenfively^ 

inifchievous. 
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mischievous, in the montlj of September 1675. 
they approached the plantations at Paf- * — * — \ 
cataqua,and made their firft onfet at Oyfter 
river then a part of the town of Dover, 
but now Durham. Here they burned two 
S^ufes belonging to two perfons named 
Chefly, killed two men in a canoe, and 
carried away two captives; both of whom ^f"^!^* 
foon after made their efcapc. ' About the 
fame time a party of four laid in ambulh 
near the road between Exeter and Hamp- 
ton, where they killed one, and took an- 
other, who made his efcape. Within a 
few days an affault was made on the houfe 
of one Tozer at Newichwannock,where- 
in were fifteen women and children, all of 
whom,except two, were faved by the intre- 
pidity of agirl of eighteen. She firft feeing 
the Indians as they advanced to the houfc, 
ihut the door and ftood againft it, till the 
otheisefcapedtothenekt houfe, which was 
better Iccured. The Indians chopped the 
door to pieces with their hatchets, and then 
entering, they knocked her down, and 
. leaving her for dead, went in purfuit of 
'the others, of whom two children, who 
could not get over the fence, fell into their 
hands. The adventurous heroine recov- 
ered, and was perfedly healed of her 
w^ound.

in the vrood.*, a ihriU pvirtj- of them difco* 
verei £ve Indiai^s in a field near a defert- 
ed houfe, fome ct whom were gathering 
com, and others kindling a fire to roaft it. 
The men were at fuch a diftance from their 
fellows that they could make no fignal to 
them without danger of a difcovcry ; two 
of them, therefore, crept along filendy^. 
near to the houfe, from whence they fud* 
denly ruihed upon thofe two Indians, who 
ivere bufy at the fire, and knocked them 
down with the butts of their guns ; the 
other three took the alarm and efcaped. 

AU 
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All the plantations at Pafcataqua, with 1 675, 
the whole eaftern country , were now filled * — ^^^ 
with fear and confufion : Bufinefs was 
fufpended, and every man was obliged to 
provide for his own and his family's fafe- 
ty. The only way was to defcrt their ha- 
bitations, and retire together within the 
larger and more convenient houfes, which 
ihcy fortified with a timber wall and flank- 
arts, placing a centry-box on the roof. 
Thus the labour of the field was exchang- 
ed for the duty of the garrifon, and they 
who had long lived in peace and fecurity 
were upon their guard night and day, 
fubjcdt to continual alarms, and the moft 
fearful apprehenfions. 

The feventh of Od:ober was obferved 
as a day of faftingand prayer; and on the 
iixteenth the enemy made an aflault upon 
the inhabitants at Salmon falls, in Berwick. 
Lieutenant Roger Plaifted,being a man of 
true courage and of a public fpirit, imme- 
diately fent out a party of feven from his 
garrifon to make difcovery. They fell 
mto an ambufh ; three were killed, and 
the reft retreated. The Lieutenant then 
difpatched an exprefs to Major Waldron 
and Lieutenant Coffin at Cochecho, beg- 
ging moft importunately for help, which 
they were in no capacity to afford, con- ' 

fiftently 
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1675. fiftcntly with their own fafety. Theecxt 
^^^ ' day Plaifted ventured out with twenty men, 
and a cart to fetch the dead bodies of their 
friends, and unhappily fell into another 
ambufh. The cattle affrighted ran back, 
and Plaifted being deferred by his mc/^ 
and difdaining either to yield or fly, was 
killed on the fpot, with hiseldeft fonand 
one more; his other fon died of his wound 
in a few weeks • Had the heroifm of this 
worthy family been imitated by the reft 
of the party, and a reinforcement arrived 
in feafon, the enemy might have received 
fuch a fevere check as would have prevent- 
ed them from appearing in fmall parties. 
The gallant behaviour of Plaifted, though 
fatal to himfelf and his fons, had this good 
efFed:, that the enemy retreated to the 
woods ; and the next day Captain Froft 
came up with a party from Sturgeon creek, 
and peaceably buried the dead : But be- 
fore the month had expired a mill was 
burned there, and an aflault made on Froft *s 
garri fon, who though he had only three 
boys withhim,kept up aconftanl fire, and^ 
called aloud as if he were commanding a 
body of men, to march here and fire there ; 
the ftratagemfucceeded, and the houfe was 
faved. The enemy then proceeded down 
the river, killing and plundering as they 

found 



Hubbard, 
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found people offtheir guard, till they came 1 675. 
oppofite to Portfmouth; from whence fome ^ — ^^ 
cannon being fired they difperfed, and were 
purfued by the help of a light fnow which 
^ in the night, and Were overtaken by 
mS fide of a fwamp, into which they threw 
themfelves, leaving their packs and plun- 
der to the purfuers. They fooi;i after did 
more mifchief at Dover, hmyprcy river 
and Exeter; and with thefe fnialU but ir- 
ritating aifaults and (kirmifhes, the autumn 
wasr fpent till the end of November ; 
when the number of people killed and 
taken from Kennebeck to Pafcataqua a- 
mounted to upwards of fifty. 

The Maffachufetts government being 
fully employed in defending the fouthcrn 
and weftern parts ^ could not feafonably 
fend fuccours to the eaftward. Major 
General Denifon,who commanded the mi- 
litia of the colony, had ordered the majors 
ivho commanded the regiments on this 
iide of the country, to draw out a fuflScient 
number of men to reduce the enemy, by 
attacking them at their retreat to their 
icad-quarters at Oflapy and Pigwacket. 
But the winter fetting in early and fiercely ,- 
iind the men being unprovided with rack- 
ets to travel on the fnow, which by the 
tenth of December was four feet deep in 

the 
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1 675 . the woods , it was impoflible to execute the 
"^ ^ defign. This peculiar feverity of thefea- 

fon however proved favourable. The la- 
dians were pinched with famine, and hav^ 
ing loft by their own confeflion about 
ninety of their number, partly by the wsBEi 
and partly for want of food, they were re- 
duced to the neceffity of fuing for peace* 
With this view they came to Major Wal- 
dron,expreffing' great forrow for what hac| 
been done, and promifing to be quiet and 
fubmiffive. By his mediation a peace vras 
concluded with the whole body ofeaftcm 
Indians,which continued till the next Au- 
guft ; and might have continued longer^ 
if the inhabitants of the eaftern parts had 
not been too intent on private gain, and 
of a difpofition too ungovernable to be a 
barrier againft an enemy fo irritable and 
vindidlive. The reftoration of the captives 
made the peace more pleafant : A return 
from the dead could not be more welcome 
than a deliverance from Indian captivity. 

1676. The war at the fouthward, though rc- 
^ — '^ — ' newed in the fpring,drew toward a cloft^ 

Philip's affairs were defperate ; many of 

his allies and dependents forfook him ; 

Church's ^"^ ^^ ^^^ month of Auguft he was flain 

Memoirs, ^y a party under Captain Church. Thofe 

wcftern Indians who had been engaged in 

the 
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ihc war, now fearing a total extirpation, iS'jS^ 
endeavoured to conceal themfelves among * — ^^ 
dicir brethren of Penacook who had not 
joined in the war,and with thofe of Offapjr 
and Pigwacket who had made peace. But 
ihsy could not fo difguife themfelves or 
their behaviour as to efcape the difcern- 
xnent of thofe who had been converfant 
with Indians . Several of them were taken 
at difierent times and delivered up to pub- 
lic execution. Three of them, Simon ^ 
Andrew andPeter,Vho had been concern- 
ed in killing Thomas Kimbal of Bradford , 
and captivating his family, did, within fix 
weeks voluntarily reftore the woman and 
five children^ It being doubted whether 
this ad: of fubmiffion was a fufficient atone- 
ment for the murder, they were commit- 
ted to Doverprifon till their cafe fliouldbe 
confidered . Fearing that this confinement 
was a prelude to farther punifliment,they 
broke out of prilon,and going to the eaft- 
ward, joined with the Indians of Kene- 
bcck and Amorifcogin in thofe depreda- 
tions which they renewed on the inhabi- 
tants of thofe parts, in Auguflr, and were 
afterward adive in diftreffing the people 
at Pafcataqua. 

This renewalof hoftilitiesoccafioned the 
fending of two companies to the eaftward 

under 



i4« HISTORY OF 

1676. under Captain Jofeph Syll, and Captaiit 
^"->^ — ' William Hawthorne. In the courfe of 
their march they came to Cochecho, on 
the fixth of September, where four hun- 
dred mixed Indians were met at the houfe 
of Major Waldron, with whom they had 
made the peace, and whom they confider- 
cd as their friend and father. The two 
captains would have fallen upon them at 
once, having it in their orders to feizc all 
Indians, who had been concerned in the 
war. The major diffuaded them from that 
purpofe,and contrived the following ftra-. 
tagem. He propofedto the Indians, to 
have a training the next day, and a Iham 
fight after the Englifh mode ; and fum- 
moning his own men, with thofe under 
Captain Froft of Kittery ,they, in conjunc- 
tion with the two companies, forr^ed one 
party, and the Indians another. Having 
diverted them a while in this manner, and 
caufed the Indians to fire the firft volley ; 
by a peculiar dexterity, the whole body 
of them (except two or three) were fur- 
rounded, before they could form a fufpi- 
cion of what was intended. They were 
immediately feized and difarmed, without 
the lofs of a man on either fide. A fepa- 
ration was then made :' Wonolanfet, with 
the Penacook Indians, and others who 

had 
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badjoined in making peace the winter be- 
fore, were peaceably difmifled ; but the 
ftrange Indians (as they were called) who 
had fled from the fouthward and taken re- 
fuge among them, were made priloners, 
to the number of two hundred ; and be- 
ing fent to Bofton, feven of eight of them, 
who were known to have killed any 
Engliftimen, were condemned and hanged; 
the reft were fold into flavery in foreign 
parts. 

This a<flion was highly applauded by 
the general voice of the colony; as it gave 
them opportunity to deal with their ene- 
mies in a judicial way, as rebels, and, as 
they imagined, to extirpate thofe trouble- 
fonje neighbours. The remaining Indi- 
ans, however, looked upon the eondud; of 
Major Waldron as a breach of faitk; inaf- 
much as they had taken thofe fugitive In- 
dians under their prote6lion,and had made 
peace with him, which had been ftridly 
obferved with regard to him ^and his 
neighbours, though it had been broken 
cllewhere. The Indians had no idea of 
the lame government being extended very 
far, and thought they might make peace 
in one place, and war in another, without 
any imputation of infidelity ; but a breach 
of hofpitality andfriend(hip,as they deem- 
ed 
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1 676, ed this to be, merited, according to thek 
^— "^^ — ' principles , a fevere revenge, and was never 
to be forgotten or forgiven. The major's 
fituation on this occafion was indeed ex* 
tremely critical ; and he could not have 
aded either way without blame. It » 
faid that his oivn judgment was againft 
any forcible meafure, as he knew xh$t 
many of thofe Indians were true ftimdt 
to the colony ; and that in cafe of h\\w» 
he (hould expofe the country to their re- 
ientment; but had he not afTifted the forces 
in the execution of their commiffion (which 
was to feizc all Indians who had been com^ 
cerned withPhilip in the war)hc mufthave 
fallen under cenfure, and been daeiBed 
acceflary, by his negled:, to the mifcbMi^ 
which might afterward have been pie^pe- 
tratedbythem. In this dilemma he fiaaHy 
determined to comply with the orders aod 
cxpedations of government ; imagining 
that he (hould be able to fatisfy thofe «f 
the Indians whom he intended to diihaftt 
and that the others would be renwved 0iJ^ 
of the way of doing any further miff- 
chief j but he had no fufpicion that he waf 
laying a fnare for his own life. It was 
unhappy for him, that he was obliged ia 
deference to the laws of his country, ?u^ 
the orders of government, to give pfFcncc 

to 
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*o 4 people who^ having no puWic judica- 1 6^6. 
Writs and penal laws among themfelves, ^**-v-*^ 
Were unable to diftinguifh between a le- 
gal punifliment and private nnalice*. 

Two days after this furprifal the forces 
proceeded on their route to the eaftward, 
ocing joined with fome 5f Waldron^s and 
Froft^s men; and taking with them Blind 
Will, a fagamore of the Indians who lived 
aboiit Cochecho, and eight of his people 
for pilots. The eaftern fettlements were 
all cither deftroyed or deferted, and no 
enemy was to be feen ; fo that the expe- 
dition proved fruitlefs, and the compa- 
nies returned to Pafcataqua* 

It was then thought advifeable,that they 
ihould march up towardtheOffapy ponds; 
tvhcre the Indians had a ftrong fort of 
timber fourteen feet high, with flankarts ; 
^which they had a few years before hired 
ibme Englifh carpenters to build for them, 
«s a defence againft the Mohawks, of whcwn 
they were always afraid. It was thought 
that if the Indians could be furprized on 
their firft return to their head-quarters, at 
L the 



* The above iccount of the feizure of the Indians is given from the 
moftaothentic and credrble tradition that could be obtained within fizteta 
years, preceding 17^4 from the pofterityof thofeperfons who were con- 
cemod in the afiair. It is but ju0 aientioned hy Hubbard su)d Mather, 
and not in connexion with its confequences. Neal, for W«lt of better 
inforaiatio&i his given a wrong turn to the relation^ and fo has Wy'lint 
^ho copies from him, Hutchinfon has not mentioned it at all. 
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1676. the beginning of winter, fomeconfickrabk 
^"""^'"^ advantages might be gained againft them; 
or if they had not arrived there, that the 
provifions, which they had laid in for their 
winter fubfiftence, might be deftroyed* 
Accordingly, the companies being well 
provided for a march at that fcafon, fet off 
on the firft of November ; and after tra- 
velling four days through a rugged, moui»- 
tainous wildernefs, and croffing feveral 
rivers, they arrived at the fpot ; but found 
the fort and adjacent places entirely de-- 
ferted, and faw not an Indian in all the 
way. Thinking it needlefs for the whole 
body to go further, the weather being f&- 
vere,and the fnow deep, a feledt party was 
detached eighteen or twenty miles above; 
who difcovered nothing but frozen ponds, 
^id fnowy mountains ; and fuppofing the 
Indians had taken up their winter quarters 
nearer the fea, they returned to Newich- 
wannock, within nine days from their 
firft departure. 

They had been prompted to undertake 
this expedition by the falfeaccounts brought 
by Mogg, an Indian ofPenobfcot, who had 
come in to Pafcataqua, with a propofal of 
peace ; and had reported that an hundred 
Indians w^re affembled at Offapy. This 
Indian brought with him two men of 

Portfmoutbv 
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Portf mouth, Fryer and Kendal, who had 1676. 
been taken on board a vcffel at the caft- ' — ^"^ 
ward. He was deputed by the Pcnobfcot 
tribe to confent to articles of pacification j 
and being fent to Bofton, a treaty was 
drawn and fubfcribed by the governor and 
magiftrates on the one part, and by Mogg 
en the other ; in which it was ftipulated, 
that if the Indians of the other tribes did 
not agree to this tranfadlion, ^dceafeho- 
ftilities, they (hould be deemed and treat- 
cdas enemies by both parties. This treaty 
was figned on the fixth of November ; 
Mogg pledging his life for the fulfilment 
of it. Accordingly, vcfTels being fent to 
Pcnobfcot, the peace was ratified by Mado- 
kawando the fachem, and two captives 
were reflored. But Mogg, being incau-^ 
tioufly permitted to go to a neighbouring 
tribe, on pretence of perfuading them to 
deliver their captives, though hepromifed 
to return in three days, was feen no more. 
It was at firfl thought that he had been 
facfificed by his countrymen, as he pre- 
tended to fear when he left the veffels ; 
but a captive who efcaped in January gave 1 677 ♦ 
a different account of him ; that he boafl- ' — ^—^ 
cd of having deceived the Englifh, and 
laughed at their kind entertainment of him. 
There was alfo a defign talked of among 
L 2 them 
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1 677. them to break the peace in the fpring, and 
"— >^— ' join with the other Indians at the eaft ward 
in mining the fifhcrjr. About the taahc 
time it was difcovered that fome of the 
Narrhaganfet Indians were fcattercd in the 
eaftem parts ; three of them having been 
decoyed by fome of the Cochecho Indians 
into their wigwams, and fcalped, weie 
known by the cut of their hair. This 
laifed a fear in the minds of the people,* 
that more of them might have found their 
way to the eaftward, and would profe- 
cute their revenge againft them. 

From thefe circumftances it was fufpcc^ 
ted, that the truce would be but of fhort 
continuance. The treachery of Mc^gt 
who was furety for the performance of 
the treaty, was deemed a full juflificarion 
of the renewal of hoftilities ; and theftate 
of things was, by fome gentlemen of Paf- 
cataqua, reprefented to be fo dangerous, 
that the government determined upon a 
winter expedition. Two hundred men^ 
including fixty Natick Indians, were en- 
1 ifled and equipped , and failed from Boflon 
the firft week in February, under the 
command of Major Waldron ; a day of 
prayer having been previoufly appointed 
for the f uccefs of the enterprize. 

At 
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At Cafco the major had a fruiilefs con- 1 677 . 
ferencc, and a (light (kirmifh with a few ' — "^"^ 
Indians, of whom fome were killed and 
wounded. At Kennebeck he built a fort, 
and left a garrifon of forty men, under the 
command of Captain Sylvanus Davis. At 
Pcmftquid he had a ccHiference with a com- 
pany of Indians, who promifed to deliver 
their captives on the payment of a ranfom : 
Part of it being paid, three captives were 
delivered, and it was agreed that the con- 
ference fhould be renewed in the after- 
noon, and all arms be laid a(ide. Some 
fttfpicion of their infidelity had arifen, and 
when the major went afliore in the after- 
noon with five men, and the remainder 
of the ranfom, he difcovered the point of 
a fence hid under a board, which he drew 
out and advanced with it toward them ; 
charging them with treachery in conceal- 
ing their arms {o near. They attempted 
to t^kc it from him by force ; but he 
threatened them with inftant death, and 
waved his cap for a fignal to the veffels. 
Whilft the reft were commg on fhore, the 
major with ^is five men fecured the goods : 
Some of the Indians fnatching up a bun- 
dle of guns w^iich they had hid , ran away : 
Captain Froft, who was one of the five, 
fc^2c4 an Indian, who was well knbwn to 

be

1677. ^ ^ rogue, and with Lieutenant Nutter, 
**■"'' ' carried him on board. The major fearch- 
ing about found three guns, with which 
be armed his remaining three men ; and 
the reft being come on (hore by this time, 
they purfued the Indians, killed feveral of 
them before they could recover their ca- 
noes, and after they had pufhed off, funk 
one with five men, who were drowned ; 
and took four prifoners, with about a 
thoufand pounds of dried beef, and fome 
other plunder. The whole number of the 
Indians was twenty-five. 

Whether the cafual difcovery of their 
arms, which thejr had agreed to lay afide, 
was fufficient to juftify this feverity, may 
be doubted ; iince, if their intentions had 
really been hoftile, they had a fineoppor-- 
tunity of ambufliing or feizing the major 
and his five attendants, who came afhoxe 
unarmed ; and it is not likely that they 
would have waited for the reft to come 
afhore before they opened the plot. Pofii- 
bly, this fuddenfufpicion might be ground- 
lefs, and might inflame the prejudice 
againft the major, which had been alrea- 
dy excited by the feizure of their friends 
at Cochecho fome time before. 

On the return of the forces, they found 
fome wheat, guns, anchors and boards at 

Kennebecki

Kennebeck, which they took with them. 1677. 
They killed two Indians on Arrowfick ' — ^ — ' 
lilandt who, with one of the prifoncrs 
taken at Pemaquid, and (hot on board, 
made the number of Indians killed in 
this expedition thirteen. They returned 
to Bofton on the eleventh of March, with- 
out the lofs of a man, bringing with them 
tte bones of Captain Lake, which they 
found entire in the place where he was 
killed*. 

There being no profped: of peace at the 
caftward, it became neceffary to maintain 
great circumfpedlion and refolution, and 
to inake ufe of every poffible advantage 
againft the enemy. A long and invete- 
rate animofity had fubfifted between the 
Mohawks and the eaftern Indians, the 
original of which is not mentioned, and 
perhaps was not known by any of our 
hiftorians ; nor can the oldeft men among 
the Mohawks at this day give any account 
of it. Thefe Indians were in a ftate of 
fricndftiip with their Englifli neighbours; 
and being a fierce and formidable race of 
men, their name carried terror wherever

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it was known. It was now thought, that 

if they could be induced to profecute their 

ancient quarrel with the eaflem Indians, 

the latter might be awed into peace, 6r 

incapacitated for any farther mifchief^ 

The propriety of this meafure became a 

fubjcdl of debate ; fome queftioning the 

lawfulnefs of making ule of their help, 

** as they were heathen 5 "but it was urged 

in reply, that Abraham had Altered into 

cenefis, a Confederacy with the Amorites, among 

whom he dwelled, and made ufe of their 

affiftance in recovering his kinfnMn Lot 

from the hands of their common enemy. 

With this argument the objedors were 

fatisfied ; ahd two meffengers, Major 

Pynchon of Springfield, and Richards of 

Hartford were difpatched to the countty 

of the Mohawks ; who treated thera widh 

great civiHty, expreflfed the moft bitter 

Hubbard'8 hatred againft the eaftem enemy, ami 

ry. ' "^ promiled to purfue the quarrel to the ut- 

moft of their power. 

Accordingly fome parties of them otme 
' down the country about the middle of 
March, and the firft alarm was given at 
Amufkeeg falls ; where the Ion of Wono- ' 
lanfet being hunting, difcovered fifteen 
Indians on the other fide, who called to 
him in a language which he did not toi- 

derftand ; 
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dcrftand ; upon which he fled, whilil th^ ^^77* 
.fired near thirty guns at him without cfFcd* ^■^•v-*^ 
Frefently after this they were difcovered 
in the woods about Cochccho. Major 
"Waldron fcnt out eight of his Indians 
whereof Blind Will was one, for farther 
information* They were all furprifed to- ms iour- 
•gcther by a company of the Mohawks ; 30/ "^ 
-twoor three efcapcd, the others were either 
killed or taken : Will was dragged away 
by his hair ; and being wounded, periflied 
in the woods, on a neck of laod^ formed 
hf the confluence of Cochecho and iflng- 
gbfs rivers, which iftlllbear^ the name of 
Hind Willis Neck. This iellow was 
■judged to be aiecret enemy to theEngiifli, 
though he pret>cnded much iricndlhip and 
TefpeA • fo that it was impoffible to have 
^f^unifbed him, without provoking the 
-other neighbouring Indians, with whom 
•he lived in amity, and of nvhofe fidelity 
*htt?e was no fufpicion. It was H foft Stui'» 
uiotight a fortunate circttmitance tnat he 
was killed in this manner ; but the con- 
fequence proved it to be otherwifc ; for 
two of thofe who were taken with him 
^fcaping, reported that the Mohawks MSjour. 
threatened dcftrudion to all the Indians "*^' 
m fhefe parts without drftin(^on : 80 that 
"^fe who Mved in finbjet^iotx to the En- 

glifli 
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1 677 • glilh grew jealous of their Gncmtj^ondimsL'^ 
*""*' ' gined, not without very plaufible ground, 
that the Mohawks had been perfuaded or 
hired to engage in the war, on purpoic 
to deftroy them; fince they never actually 
exercifed their fury upon thofe Indians 
who were in hoftility with the Englilh, 
but only upon thoie who were in fincnd- 
ihip with them ; and this cmly in fuch a 
degree as to irritate, rather than to weak- 
en or diflrefs them. It cannot therefore 
be thought ftrange that the friendly In- 
dians were alienated from their EnghQx 
neighbours, and difpofed to liften to the 
reducing ftratagems of the French ; who 
in a few years after made ufe of them, in 
conjundion with others, forely to fcourgp 
thcfe unhappy people. The Englifh, in 
reality, had no fuch defign ; but the event 
proved < that the fcheme of engaging the 
Mohawks in our quarrel, however lawful 
in itfelf, and countenanced by the exam- 
ple of Abraham, was a pernicious fource 
of innumerable calamities. 

The terror which it was thought this 
incurfion of the Mohawks would ftrike 
into the eaftem Indians was too fmall to 
prevent their renewinghoflililies very early 
in the fpring. Some of the garrifon who 
had been left at Kennebec^ were furprized 

by 
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byanambufh, as they were attempting 1677* 
to bury the dead bodies of their friends, ' — ^ — ' 
who had been killed the fummer before, 
and had lain under the fnow all winter. ^^^'^*' 
The remainder of that garrifon were then 
taken off and conveyed to Pafcataqua ; 
whither a company of fifty men and ten 
Natick Indians marched, under Captain 
Swaine, to fuccour the inhabitants, who 
were alarmed by fcattered parties of the 
enemy, killing and taking people, and 
burning houfes in Wells, Kittery, and 
within the bounds of Portfmouth*. A 
young woman who was taken from Raw- 
Hng*s houfe, made her efcape and came 
into Cochecho, informing where the enemy 
lay : Three parties were difpatched to am- Apru %t, 
bufli three places, by one of which they 
muft pafs / The enemy appearing at one 
of thefe places ,'were feafonably difco vered ; 
but by the too great eagemefs of the party 
to fire on them, they avoided theambulh 
and efcaped. 

Soon after this the garrifons at Wells 
and Black Point were befet, and at the lat- May ti. 
ter place the enemy loft their leader Mogg, 

who

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1677. who had proved fo freaeherous anegocU- 
"-^-^ tor. Upoa his death they fled in their 
canoes, feme to the caftward and others 
toward York, where they alfo did fonae 
w«y*7. mifchief. On a fabbath morning, a party 
of twenty^ under the guidance of Simon, 
furprifed fix of our Indians, who lay drunk 
in the woods, at a fmall diflance from 
Portfniouth ; they kept all day hovering 
about the town, and if they had taken ad- 
vantage of the people's abfence from home 
in attending the public worfhip they might 
MS Letter ^^1/ havc plundered and burned the outv 
jj^'y moft houfcs ; but they were providentially 
reftrained. At night they crofled the riv- 
er at the Long Reach/ killed fome fhcep 
at Kittery , and then went toward Wells ; 
but being afraid of the Mohawks, let their 
June 13. prifoners go. Four men were foon after 
killed at North Hill, one of whom was 
Edward Colcott, whofe death was mudi 
regretted. 

More mifchief being expeded, and the 
eaftcrn fettlements needing affiftance, the 
government ordci^d two hundred Indians 
of Natick, with forty Englifli foldiersy 
under Captain Benjamin Swett of Hamp- 
ton, and Lieutenant Richard fon, to march 
to the falls of Taqonick on Kennebeck 
river; where it was faid the Indiums had 

fix 
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ilk forts, well fumifhed with ammunition. 1 6774 
The vcflfels came to an jmchor off Black ^^^^^ 
Pbint ; where the captain being informed 
that fome Indians had been feen, went on 
Ihore with a party ; and being joined by 
fome of the inhabitants, fo as to make a- 
bout ninety in all, marched to feek the 
cftemy ; who fhowed themfelves on a plain 
in three parties. Svvctt divided his men 
accoirdingly, and went to meet them. The 
enemy retreated till they had drawn our 
people two miles from the fort, and then 
turning fuddenly and violently upon them, 
tHrew them into confiifion, they being 
nnoftly young and unexperienced loldiers. 
Svvctt, with a few of the more refolute, 
fought bravely on the retreat, till he came 
near the fort, when he was killed ; fixty ms Letter 
rnore Were left dead or wounded, and the cookinaf 
reft got into the fort. The vidorious fav- "*"^'"" 
^gcs then furpriled about twenty fi(hing 
v^effels, which put into the eaftera harbours 
l>y night ; the crews, not being apprehen- 
five of danger on the water, fell an cafy 
prey to them . Thus the fummer was fpent Hubbard'. 
W'ith terror and perplexity on our part ; ^^ "'''* 
^vhilft the enemy rioted without control, 
^"I they had fatiated their vengeance, and 
greatly reduced the eaftern fettlements. ^

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At length, in the month of Auguft, 
Major Androfle, governor of New^York/ 
fcntafloop with fome forces to take pof- 
feflion of the land which had been granted 
to the Duke of York, and build a fort at 
Pemaquid, to defend the country againft 
the encroachment of foreigners. Upon 
their arrival the Indians appeared friendly; 
and in evidence of their pacific difpofition^ 
reftored fifteen prifoners with the fifliing 
veffels. They continued quiet all the fuc- 
ceeding autumn and winter, and lived in 
harmony with the new garrifon. 

In the fpring. Major Shapleigh of Kittc- 
ry, Captain Champernoon and Mr. Fryer 
of Portfmouth, were appointed commifli- 
oners to fettle a formal treaty of peace 
MS Jour, with Squando and the other chiefs, which 
?».'^^"^ was done at Cafco, whither they brought 
the remainder of the captives. It was fti- 
pulated in the treaty, that the inhabitants 
Ihould return to their deferted fettlements, 
on condition of paying one peck of com 
annually for each family, by way of zc^ 
knowledgment to th^e Indians for the pof- 
feflion of their lands, and one bufhel for 
Major Pendleton, who was a great pro- 
prietor. Thus an end was put to a tedious 
and diftreffing war, which had fubfified 
three years. The terms of peace were dif- 

gracefulf 
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graceful, but not unjuft, confidering the 1678. 
former irregular condudl of many of the '"*"^* 
caftern fettlcrs, and the native propriety of 
the Indians in the foil : Certainly they 
were now matters of it i and it was entire- 
ly at their option, whether the Englifli 
jQiould return to their habitations or not. 
It was therefore thought better to live 
peaceably, though in a fort of fubjedlion, 
than to leave fuch commodious fettlements 
and forego the advantages of trade and 
fifhery, which were very confiderable,and 
by which the inhabitants of that part of 
the country had chiefly fubfifted. 

It was a matter of great inquiry and 
fpeculation how the Indians were fupplied 
with arms and ammunition to carry on 
this war. The Dutch at New- York were Hubbaid'f 
too near the Mohawks for the eaftern In- NarruiTc, 
dians to adventure thither. The French 
in Canada were too feeble, and too much 
in fear of the Englifli, to do any thing 
which might difturb the tranquility ; and 
^ere was peace between the two nations. 
It was therefore fuppofed that the Indians 
had long premeditated the war, and laid 
in a flock beforehand. There had for- 
merly been fevere penalties exaded by the 
government, pn the lelling of arms and 
ammunition to the Indians ; but ever 

fince 
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167S. fince 1657, licences had been granted to 
^—^ particular perfons to fupply them occafion- 
ally for the purpofe of hunting, on pay- 
ing an acknowledgment to the publictrea- 
fury. This indulgence, having been much 
abufcd by fomeof the eaftern traders, wh6i 
N^Jfadvefn ^^^ fr^^n the fcat of government, were im- 
fi^n/f!' patient of the reftraint of law, was fup- 
49*. pofed to. be the fource of the mifchief. 

But it was afterward difcovered that the 
Baron de St. Caftine, a reduced French off 
ficer, who had married a daughter of Ma- 
dokawando, and kept a trading houfe at 
Penobfcot, where he confideredhimfelfa^ 
independent, being out of the limits of any 
eftablifhed government, was the perfon 
from whomthey had their fupplies; whidi 
needed not to be very great as they always 
hufbandxid their ammunition with much 
iwd,p.562. care, and never expended k but when 
they were certain of doing execution. 

The whole burden and expence of this 
war, on the part of thecolonies, werebornp 
by themfelves.lt was indeed thought ftrangfc 
by their friends in England, and refented 
by thofe in power, that they made no ap- 
plication to the king for afTiftance. It was 
intimated to them by Lord Anglefey ' that 
Hutch.Hift. * his maiefty was ready to affift them with 
* lliips, troops, ammunition or money, II 

* they 



• tibcy would butaflc it ;^ and their fileace 1678* 
tvas oonftrucd to their diraxivantagc, as if ^-v-** 
tbey wtre proud^ znd Dbilinate, nnd de^ 

iired to h& confidered as an independent 
ftstc. They had indeed no inclination to 
«lk favours fronl thence ; being well aware 
of the confequcncc of laying themfelves 
imder obligations to thofe who had been 
ftxkin^ to Undermine theireftabliihnient; 
tod remembering how they had, been ne* 
gledicd in the late Dutch wars, when they 
ttood in much greater need of afliftance t 
The king had then fdnt ammunition to 
New- York, but had fent word to New- ^^^^^ 
England, * that they muft fhift for them* ^1. pait 

• felves and make the beft defence they ^" ^"^ * 
•could** It was therefore highly injuri- 
ous to blame them for not making ap- 
plication for help. But if they had not 
been fo ill treated, they could not be charg- 
ed with difrefpcdt, fince they really did not 
need foreign afliftance. Ships of war and 
regular troops muft h^ve Iv^en altogether 
tifelefs ; and no one who knew the nature 

rf an Indian war could be ferious in pro- 
pofing to fend them. Ammunition and 
money were neceflary, but as they had 
long enjoyed a free trade^and had coined 
the bullion which they imported, there 
Was no fcarcity of money , nor of any ftores 
M ' ' which 
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which money could purchafe. The mcdvv 
od of fighting with Indians could be leam'<- 
cd only from themfdvcs : After .a lit-* 
tie experience, few men in fcattered par* 
ties were of more fer\'ice than the la^geft 
and beft equipped armies which Europe* 
could have afforded. It ought ever to b« 
remembered for the honor of New Exkg^, 
land, that as their firft fettlement, fo that 
prefervation, increafe, and defence, even, 
in their weakeft infancy were not owing 
to any foreign affiftance, but under Gbd^ 
to their own magnanimity and perfeve- 
rance. 

Our graveft hiftorians have recorded 
many omens, predidlions, and other alarm- 
ing circumftances, during this and the Pc- 
quod war, which in a more philofophical 
and lefs credulous age would not be wor- 
thy of notice. When men's minds were 
rendered gloomy by the horrors of a fur- 
rounding wildemefs, and the continual 
apprehenfion of danger from its favage in* 
habitants ; when they were ignorant « 
the caufes of many of the common ap? 
pearanccs in nature, and were difpofed to ^ 
rcfolve every unufual appearance into pro- 
digy and miracle, it is not to be wonder- 
ed that they Ihould imagine they heard 
the noife of drums and guns in the air# 
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iilnd faw flaming fwords and fpears iii the 1678* 
heavens*, and Ihouldeven interpret eclipfes ' — "^ 
as omninous. Some old Indians had inti- 
mated their aj^prehenfions cdncerning the 
incrcafe of the Englifh, and the diminu- 
tion, of their own people, which any ra- 
tional obfervel* in a courfe of forty or fifty 
years rinight eafily havd fofetdd, without 
the leaft pretence to a fpirit of prophecy ; 
yet thefe fayings were recollefted, and re-* 
<!6rded, as fo many predidlions by force of 
& fupematural impulfe on their minds, and 
many perfons of the greateft diftindioil 
Were difpofed to credit then! is fuch. 
Thefe things would not have been men- 
tioned, but to give a juft idea of the age : 
If mankind are now better enlightened, 
fuperftition is the lefs excufeable in its re* 
taiaining votaries^

Captains Daniel and St;ileman 
to draught and forward it. 

When Randolph returned to Boflon, hci 
had a fevere reproof from the governor, 
forpublifliiinghis errand, and endeavour- 
ing to raife difconte^t among the people. 
To vv hich he mad^b qther anfwer thaa 

liiitchm. ^hat * if he had done amifs, they might 

voi.^pap. * complain to the king.' 

After about fix weeks flay, he went back ^ 
to England and reported to the king, that*

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^ he had found the whole country com- 1 676. 
*' plaining of the ufurpation of the magif- ""^"^ 
" trates ofBofton; earneftly hoping and 
**€Xpedking that his majefty would not 
** permit them any longer to be oppreflfed ; 
?* but would give them relief according 
** to the promifes of the commiffioners in 
"1665." With the fame bilternefs ot 
temper^ and in the fame ftrain of raifre- 
prclentation , he inveighed againft the gov- 
ernment in a long report to the Lords of 
Trade ; which farther inflamed the pre- 
judice that had long been conceived againft 
the colony, and prepared the way for the 
Reparation which was meditated* 

After his departure, a Ipecial council 
hdtig fummoned, at which the elders of 
the: churches were prefent, the queftion 
was propofed to them ** whether the beft 
** way of making anfwer to the complaints 
•* of Gorges and Mafon about the extent 
♦* of their patent, be by fending agents, 
**orby writing only?*' To which they 
anfwered, ** That it was moll expedient 
** to fend agents, to anlwer by way of in- 
'' formation, provided they were inftrudt- 
'* ed with much care arid caution to nego- 
**ciatethe affair with fafety to the coun- 
** try, and loyalty to his majcfly, in the 
*♦ prefervation of their patent liberties/*

* ictts/ This report was accepted and ' ' ' 
confirn^ed by the king in council • 

After this, at the requeft of the agents, , g«Q^ 
Sir William Jones the attorney general ^ — ^— ^ 
dfcw up a complete ftat? of the cafe to be ^'^* '^* 
tranfinitted to the colony ; by which it 
feems that he had altered his opinion (ince 
the report which he gave to the kine in 
1.675, concerning the validity of Malon's ""^^j^^^ 
tilifi. It was alf^ admitted that the title 
could be tried only on the place, there be* 
ing no court in England that had cogni*. 
^anceofit. 

It became neceflary then to the eftablifli- 
meat of Mafon's title, that a new jurif- 
di^ion ihould be ere6lcd, in which the 
king might dired the mode of trial and 
appeal at his pleafure 2 This being refolved 
upon, the colony of Maffachufetts was in- 
formed, by a letter from the fecrctary of ^^ 
ftate, of the king's intention to feparate 
New^Hampfhire from their government, ^^^l"^ 
and required to revoke all commiflions 5". 
which they had granted there, and which 
were hereby declared to be null and void. 
To prevent any extravagant demand, the 
king obliged the claimant to declare, un- 
<3er his hand and feal, that he would re^ 
quire no rents of the inhabitants for the 

time 
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time pafled, before the twentjr fourth of 
June 1679, nor moleft any in their pof- 
feflions for the time to come ; but would 
make out titles to them and their heirs for- 
ever, provided they would pay him fix- 
pence in the pound, according to the year- 
ly value of all houfes which they had built 
and lands which they had improved. 
Things being thus prepared, a eommif- 
cianmi©. {^q^ paflcd the great feal on the eighteenth 
of September for the government of New*- 
Hamplhire ; which ' inhibits and reftrains

* to continue one year and till another be

* Thomas Daniel of Portfmouth, John 

* Oilman of Exeter, Chriftopher Hufley of 

* Hampton and Richard Waldron of Dov- 

* er,efquires, to be of the council, who were 

* authorifed to choofe three other qualified 

* p(?rrons out of the fevcral parts of the 

' province 
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* province to be added to them. The faid 1 679. 
^ prefident and every fucceeding one to ap« '—-—-^ 
^ point a deputy to prefide in his abfence j 

* the prejfident or his deputy with any five 
-* to be a quorum. They were to meet at 

* Portfmouth in twenty days after the ar-^ 

* rival of the commiflion and pubUfli it. 

* They were conftituted a court of record 
^ fbrtheadminiftration of jufticc, accord-f 
^ing to the laws of England, fo far as cir- 

* eumftances would permit ; referving a 

* right of appeal to the king in council for 

* aiflions of fifty pounds value. They 
' were impowered to appoint military offi- 
^ cers, and take all needful nieafures for 

* defence againft enemies. Liberty of 

* confcience was allowed to all proteftants, 

* thofe of the church of England to be

The form of government defcribed in 

this fommiffion confidered abflradcdly 
from the immediate intentions, charadcrs, 
and connexions of the perfons concerned, 
appears to be of as fimple a kind as the 
nature of a fubordinate government and 
the liberty of the fubjedt can admit. The 

people* 
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people^ who are the natural and Original 1679* 
iource of power, had a reprefentation in ^^^^"^ 
ft body chofen by themfel ves ; and the king 
was reprefented by a president and coun« 
cil of his own appointment ; each had the 
right of inflfud;ing their reprefentative^ 
and the king had tht fuperior prerogative 
of diiannulUng the a6ts cf the whole at 
hUpleafare. The principal blemifh ift the 
coiluniilion was the right claimed by the 
kmg of difcontinuing the reprefentation 
of the people, whenever he (hould find ic 
inconvenient y after he had folemnly en- 
gs^ged to continue this privilege. The 
daufe, indeed, is artfully worded, and 
might be confti-ued to imply more or left 
at ^afurc. Herein Charles was coniift- 
cnt with himfelf, parliaments being his 
averiion. However, there was in thi& 
plan as much ef the fpirit of the Britifh 
conftitution as there could be any founda- 
tion for in fuch a colony ; for here \vas 
no third branch to form a balance between 
theking orhis reprefentative, and the peo- 
ple. T^ieinftitution of an houfe of peers 
in Britain was the refult of the feudal fyf- 
tem : 'the barons being lords of the foil 
and enjoying a fovereignty within their 
own territories and over their own vaflals ; 
the conftitution was formed bv the union 

of 
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1679. of thefe diftinift eftates under one cotntrioM 
^^""^^•^ fovereign. But there was nothing finnilaf 
to this in New-England, The fettlementS 
began here by an equal divifion of pro- 
perty among independent freemen . Lord-* 
fhip and vaffalage were held in abhorrciice^ 
The yeomanry were the proprietors of thd 
foil and the natural defenders of their own 
rights and property ; and they knew no 
fuperior but the king. A council, whethrf 
appointed by him or chofen by the people 
could not form a diftiridl body, becaufe 
they could not be independent. Had fuch 
a fimple form of colony government becil 
more generally adopted, and perfevering- 
ly adhered to, and adminiftered only by 
the moft delicate hands, it might have 
ferved better than any other, to perpetu* 
ate the dependence of the colonies on the 
Britifh crown. 
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CHAP. VIL 

^he adminijlration ofthejirji council. Op- 
pojition to the a£ls of trade. Mafons 
arrival. Oppojttion to him. - His de^ 
parture. State of trade and navigation. 

THE commiffion was brought to Portf- 
mouth on the fird of January by Ed- 
wardRandoIph,than whom there could not 
bca more unwelcome meflenger. It was re- 
ceived with great reluftance by the gentle- 
men therein named ; who, though they 
were of the firft charadter, intereftand in- 
ffuence, and had fuftained the principal offi- 
ces civil and military under the colony go- 
vernment* ; yet eafily faw that their ap- 
pointment 

* The prefident John Cutts was a principal merchant, of great 
^bity and efteem in Ponfmouth ; but then aged and infirm. 

Richard Martyrtt was of good charadler, and great influence He 
had been very aftive in procuring the fetriemcnt of a minifter in the 
town of Portfmouth. 

tViUiam Vaughan^ was a wealthy mercliant, generous and public 
fpirited, and of undaunted refolution. Ht was of Welch extradlion* 
but was bred in London under Sir Joliah Child, who had a great regard 
fbr him, and whofe intereft he made ufe of for the good of the province. 

76omas Daniel vns a perfon of fuch note and importance, that when 
he died in a time of general fickneft and mortality, Mr. Moody preach- 
ed his funeral femton from 2 Sam. ii. jo. •♦There lacked of David*s 
•'fervants, nineteen men and y^/a^*"/." (Fitch's MS.) 

yohn Gilman was a principal man in Exeter, as was Cbrifiopber Hujfey^ 
in Hampton. 

Richard JValdro/tj was a native of Somerfetfhire, and one of the flrll 
fettlers in Dover. He was much refpeded and eminently ufcful, having 
fuftained divers important offices civil and military, and approved his 
courage and fidelity in the moft hazardous enterprizts. 
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1680. pointment was not from any refped to 
'^'"*v--* th||lh or favour to the people ; ^ut merely 
to obtain a more eafy introdudlion to a 
new form of govern nftent, for a particul^ 
purpofc, which they knew would be a 
Khirce of perplexity and diftrefs. They 
would gladly have declined adling in theif 
aew capacity* but confidering the temptf 
of the government in England, the uAH^ 
voidable neceffity of fubipitting to the 
change, and the danger (upon their refufal) 
of others being appointed who would bt 
, inimical to the country, they agreed to 
qualify themfelves, determining to da 
what good, and keep off what harm thgf 
Counca were able. They therefore took thfe oaths 
on the twenty firfl day of January, which 
was the utmoft time limited, and publifhed 
the commiffion the next day. Agreeably 
to the royal diredtion they choTe three 
other gentlemen into the coimcil ; Eliaii 
Stileman of Great Illand who had been 
a clerk in the county courts, whom they 
now appointed fecretary, Samud Daltoa 
of Hampton and Job Clements of Do vet. 
The prefident nominated Waldron to be 
his deputy or vice prefident, Martyn viti 
appointed treafurer, and John RobertSi 
marlhal. 

This 
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i^This change of government gratified i68o* 
the difcontentcd few, fcut was greatly dif- ^— v— ». 
relifhed by the people in general ; as they 
(aw themfelves deprived of the privilege 
of chooiing their own rulers, which wsu^ 
jftill enjoyed by the other colonies of New- 
England, and as they expeded an invafion 
of their property foon to follow. 

When writs were iflued for calling a ge- 
neral aflembly the perfons in each town 
who were judged qualified to vote were 
named in the writs*; and the oath of al- 
legiance was adminiftered to each voter* 
A public faft was obferved, to afk the di- ^^^"•*** 
vine bleilrng on the approaching aflembly 
and ** the continuance of their precious 
*• and pleafant things/* The aflembly-f- 
met at Portfmouth on the fixteenth of 
March, and was opened with prayer and 
a fermon by Mr. Moody.

** Icdging the kindnefs of that colony irt 
*' taking them under their protedlion and 
** ruling them well t affuring them, that 
** it was not any diffatisfadtion with their 
* * government) but merely their fubmiffion 
** to divine providence and his majcfty^

Their next care was to frame a code 
of laws, of which the firft, conceived in a

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'*a<%f impoiition, law or ordinance ihould 1 68o» 
*' be made or impofed upon them, but *^«-v— ' 
•• fuch as (hould be made by the aflennbly 
" and approved by the prefident and coun- 
** cil/* Idolatry, blafphertiy, tieafon, re- 
bellion, wilful murder, mandaughter^ 
poifoning, witchcraft, fodomy, beftiality, 
perjuiy, man-ilealing, curHng aud rebel- 
ling againft parents, rape and arfon were 
made capital crimen. The other penal 
laws were in their main principles the fame 
which are now in force . To prevent con ten- 
tioiis that might arife by reafon of the 
'irte change of government, all townfhips 
9Dd grants of land were confirmed, andi 
ordered to remain as before ; and contro- 
▼erfies about the titles of land wer^ to be 
determined by juries chofen by the feveral 
towns, according to former cuftom. The 
prefident and council with the aflembly 
were a fupreme court of judicature, with 
a jury when defired by the parties ; ^nd 
three inferior courts were conHituted at 
Dover, Hampton and Portfmouth. The 
military arrangement was, one foot com-- msuw*, 
pany in each town, one company of artil- 
lery at the fort, and one troop of horfe, 
all under the command of Major Wajdron. 
During this adminiftration, things went 
ML as nearly as poffible in the old channel , 
N 2 41)4 
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1 680. and with the fame fpiric, as before the feJ 
^"■"'^ ' paration. A jealous watch was kept over 
their rights and privileges, and every en- 
croachment upon them was vvithftood to 
the utmoft. The duties and reftridtioiis 
eftablifhed by the a6ts of trade and navi- 
gation were univerfally difguftful, and the 
more fo as Randolph was appointed col- 
led:or, furveyor and fearcher of thecuftomJ& 
throughout New-England. In the exe- 
cution of his commiffion he feized a ketch 
belonging to Portfmouth, but bound from 
Maryland to Ireland, which bad put ij^o 
this port for a few days. The malter " 
March 23. Mark Hunking, brought an adlion againft 
him at a fpecial court before the prefidcnt 
^nd council, and recovered damages and 
cojfls to the amount of thirteen pounds. 
Randolph behaved on this occafion with 
fuch infolence, that the council obliged 
him publickly to acknowledge his offence 
wdJtnd ^"^ ^^ ^^^^^ pardon. He appealed from 
'i^«»- their judgment to the king; but what the 

iflue was doth not appear. Having con- 
ftituted CiEiptain Walter Barefoote his dep- 
uty at this port, an advertifement was 
publifhed requiring that all veffels fhould 
be entered and cleared with him. Upon ' 
which Barefoote was brought to examina- 
tion, and afterward indidted before tlie 

prefideat

prcfidcnt and council, for, * having in an ' — ^--^ 
\ high and prefumptuous n>anner fet up ^^^" 
*his majefty's ofSce of cuftoms without 

• leave from the prefident and council ; in 

• contempt of his majefty*s authority in 
•this place; for difturbing and obftrudl- 

• ing his majefty*s fubjeds in paffing from 
•■harbour to harbour, and town to town; 

• and for his infolencc in making no other 

• anfwer to any.^ queftion propounded to 
•him but ** my name is Walter/' He was 
fentenced to pay a fine of ten pounds, and 
flsmd committed till it was paid. But 
'though Randolph's authority was denied, 

yet they made an order of their own for 
the obfervation of the ads of trade, and 
appointed officers of their own to fee them 
executed. They had been long under the 
Maflachufetts government, and learned 
their political principles from them ; and 
as^ they had been ufed to think that^all * 
royal authority flowed in the channel of 
the charter, fo they now thougl^that no 
authority derived from the crown could 
be regularly exercifed in the province but 
through thf^T commiifion. In this they 
reafoned agreeably not only to their former 
principles, but to their fundamental law, 
to which they fteadily adhered, though 
they had no reaion to think it would be

NIafon or his agents at their peril to re- 
peat fuch irregular proceedings, and de- 
claring their intention to tranfmit the 
grievances and complaints of the people 
to the king. Upon this, Mafon would no 
longer fit in council, though defired, nor 
appear when fent for ; when they threat- 
ened to deal with him as an offender, he 
threatened to appeal to the king, and pub- 
liflied a fummons to the prefident and fe- 
Vcral members of the council, and others 
to appear before his majefty in three 
ftionths. This was deemed •• an ufurpa-^ 
** tion over his majefty's authority here 
** cftabliflied,** and a warrant was iffued 
ibr apprehending him ; but he got out of 
their reach and went to England. 

During thefe trunfadions Prefident 
Cutts died, and Major Waldron fucceed-. "^^^^^'J- 
^d him, appointing Captain Stileman for 
his deputy, who had quitted his place of 
Secretary upon the appointment of Rich- 
ard Chamberlayne to that office by royal ^^ ^^^ 
commifiSon. The vacancy made in the »^«<>- 
council by the prefident's death was filled 
by Richard Waldron, junior. On the death 
<iO)alt0D, Anthony Nutter was chofen.

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1 68 i . Henry Dow was appointed marfhal in the 
* — ^^ room of Roberts who refigned* 
1 68a. During the remainder of the council's 
* — , — » adminiftration, the common bufinefs went 
on in the ufual manner, and nothing re- 
markable is mentioned, excepting another 
profecutionofBarefoote,withhisafliftants» 
March 10. William Halkins and Thomas Thurton 
for feizing a veffel ** under pretence of 
** his majefty*s name, without theknow- 
•* ledge of the authority of the province, 
** and without Ihowing any breach of 
** ftatute though demanded.** Barefoofe 
pleaded his deputation from Randolph ; ' 
but he was amerced twenty pounds to 
be refpited during his good behaviour, 
and his two affiftants five pounds each i 
the complainant being left to the law 
for his damages. This affair was carried 
by appeal to the king : but the iffuc is 
not mentioned. 

It will be proper to clofe the account of 
this adminiftration with a view of the^ 
ftate of the province as to its trade, im- 
provements and defence, from a repre- 
fentation thereof made by the council to 
the lords of trade, purfuantto their order. 
** The trade of the province (fay they) 
is in mafts, planks, boards and ftaves and 
all other lumber, which at prefent is of 

litde 
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little value in other plantations, to which i68t. 
they are tranfportcd ; fo that we fee no * — " — ' 
othei* way for the advantage of the trade, 
iinlcfs his majcfly pleafe to make our river 
a free' port. 

' •• Importation by ftrangers is of little 
value ; (hips commonly felling their car- 
goes, in other governments, and if they 
come here, ufually come empty to fill 
with lumber: but if haply they are at 
any time loaded with fifh, it is brought 
from other ports, there being none made 
in our province, nor likely to be, until 
his'majefty pleafe to ^make the fouth part 
of the Ifles of Shoals part of this govern- 
ment, they not being at prefent under 
any*.

of the land, (feveral of the youth being 
killed alfo) that they even groan undei( 
the tax or rate, affeffed for that fervicc, 
which is, great part of it, unpaid to this 
day*.

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CHAP. VIIL 

The adminiftration of Cranjield. Violent 
7neajures. Infurre£lion atrial and impri-^ 
fonmentofGove^ Mafon^sfuits. Vaughn 
an^s imprifonment. Profecution ofMoom 
dy and his imprijonment. Arbitrary 
proceedings. Complaints. Tumults. 
Wearers agency in England. CranfieHs 
removal. Barefoofs adminijltation. 

Tj^XPERIENCE having now con- 
l^2l JLLi vinced Mafon, that the government 
which he had procured to be eredked, was 
not likely to be adminiftered in a manner 
favourable to his views, he made it his 
bufinefs, on his retufti to England, to fo- 
licit a change ; in confequence of which 
it was determined to commiffion Edward 
Cranfield, efq. lieutenant-governor and 
commander in chief of New-Hamp(hirc, 
By a decfrcnrolled in the court of chan- 
j«. 25. eery, Mafon furrendered to the king one 
fifth part of the quit-rents, which had or 
Ihould become due : Thefe with the fines 
and forfeitures which had accrued to t|^ 
crown fince the eftablifliment of the pro- 
vince, and which (hould afterwards arifc, 
were appropriated to the fupport of the 

governofi

governor. But this being deemed too 1682. 

precarious a foundation, Mafon by ano- ""^ — ' 

ther deed mortgaged the whole province 

to Craofield, for twenty-one years, as fe- ^sinthe^ 

curity for the payment of one hundred 

and fifty pounds per annum, for the fpace 

of (even years. On this encouragement 

Cranficld relinquilhed a profitable office 

at home, with the view of bettering his 

femine here. 

By the commiffion, which bears date 
the ninth of May, the governor was im- 
powered to call, adjourn, prorogue and 
difTolve general courts ; to have a nega- 
tive voice in all ads of government ; to 
fufpend any of the council when he fhould 
fee juft caufe (and every counfellor fo fuf- 
pended was declared incapable of being 
dcdled into the general affembly ;) to ap- 
point a deputy.govemor, judges, juftices, 
and other officers* by his fole authority ; 
and lo execute the powers of vice-admiral. 
The cafe of Mafon was recited nearly in 
the fame words as in the former commif- 
fion, and the fame dircdions were given 
to the governor to reconcile differences, or 
feswi cafes fairly flated to the king in 
council, for his decifion. The councellors 
named in this commiffion were Mafon, 
who is fly led proprietor, Waldron, Daniel, 

Vaughan, 
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1682. Vaughan, Martyn, Oilman, Stilcman and 
' — ^'-^ Clements : Thefe were of the former 
council, and to them were added Walter 
Barefoote and Richard Chamberlayne. 
Council Cranfield arrived and publiihed his com- 

^^^' miffion on the fourth of Odober, «id 
within fix days Waldron and Martyn were 
fufpended from the council, on certain ar-* 
tides exhibited againft them by Ma(bn< 
This early fpecimen of the exerciie of 
power muft have been intended as a pub- 
lic affront to them, in revenge for their 
former fpirited condudl ; otherwife their 
names might have been left out of the 
commiffion when it was drawn. 

The people now plainly faw the dan- 
gerous defigns formed againft them. The 
negative voice of a governor, his right of 
fu^ending counfellors, and appointing 
officers by his own authority, were wholly 
unprecedented in New-England ; and they 
had the Angular mortification to fee the- 
crown not only appointing two branches 
of their legiflature, but claiming a nega«— - 
tive on the elcdlion of their reprelentativcs^ 
in a particular cafe, which might fome^-— 
times be effentially neceflary to their owa.-^ 
fecurity. They well knew that the fok^ 
defign of thefe novel add extraordinajr — 
powers was to facilitate the entry of thes^ 

claiaiMC 
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dWmant on the lands which fome of them 1 68a. 
held by virtue of grants from the fame '—^''^ 
authority, and which had all been fairly 
purchafed of the Indians ; a right which 
they believed to be of more validity than 
any other. Having by their own labour 
and cxpenfe fubdued a rough wilderncfs, 
defended their families and eftates againft 
the favage enemy, without the leaft affift- 
ancc from the claimant, and held pof- 
ieiiion for above fifty years ; they now 
thought it hard and cruel, that when they 
had juft recovered from the horrors of a 
bloody war, they Ihould have their liberty 
abridged, and their property demanded, to 
£itisfy a claim which was at beft difputablc 
and in their opinion groundlefs. On the 
other hand it was deemed unjuft, that 
gf%ints made under the royal authority 
ihould be difregarded ; and that fo great 
a fum as had been expended by the ancef- 
tor of the claimant, to promote the fettlc- 
ment of the country, Ihould be; entirely 
loft to him ; cfpccially as he had foregone ^^^^"^ 
ibme juft claims on the eftate as a condi- 
tion of inheritance. Had the inhabitants 
tgr any fraudulent means impeded the de- 
ifigns of the original grantee, or embezzled 
his intereft, there might have b^en a juft 
demand for damages ; but the unfiicccfs* 

fulnefs 
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582. fulnefs of that adventure was to be fouglfit, 
"^' — ' for in its own impradlicability ; or the 
negligence, inability or inexperience of. 
thofe into whofe hands the management 
of-it fell after Captain Mafon's death, and. 
during the minority of his iuccefTor. 

An aflembly, being fummoned, met 
on the fourteenth of November ; witt 
whofe concurrence a new body of laws 
was enadted, in fome reipc&s difierent_ 
from the former ; the fundamental la\r=~ 
being omitted and an alteration made 

MS uwf. the appointment of jurors, which was no 
ordered to be done by the flieriflF, after tl 
cuftom in England. 

vanghan'8 Cranfield, who made no fecret of his in- 
tention to enrich himfelf by accepting th-^ 
government, on the firft day of the afTem^ ^ 
bly reftored Waldron and Martyn to thef x 
places in the council ; having, as he faic^j 

councu examined the allegations againft them anc/ 
found them infufficient. In return for this 
fliew of complailance, and taking advan- 
tage of his needy fituation, the aflembly 
having ordered an affeflment of five hun- 
dred pounds, appropriated one half of it 
as a prefent to the governor ; hoping here- 
by to detach him from Mafon, who they 
knew could never comply with his en- 
gagements to him. Prefering a certainty 

to 
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ism uncertainty, hcpaffed thcbill, though 1 683;« 
it was not prefented to him till after he ^j";^;;^,^ 
had given order for adjourning the court, 
and after Mafon, Barefoote and Chamber- Files.'" 
lajne were withdrawn from the council. 

This appearance of good humour was 1683. 
but (hort-lived ; for at the next feffion of 
the afTembly, the governor and council 
having tendered them a bill for the fup- 
port of government, which they did not 
approve, and they having offered him fe- 
veral bills which he faid were contrary to 
law, hiei diflblved them ; having previoufly 
fufpended Stileman from the council and 
difmiflcd him from the command of the 
fort; for fufFering a veflel under feizure to 
go out of the harbour. Barefoote was made R«« 
captain of the fort in his room. 

The diffolution of the Aflcmbly , a thing 
before unknown, aggravated the popular 
dikontent, and kindled the refentment of 
fome rafh perfons in Hampton and Exe- 
ter; who, headed by Edward Gove, a 
member of the diflblved affembly, declare 
ed by found of trumpet for ** liberty and 
** reformation." There had been a town 
meeting at Hampton, when a new clerk 
wis chofen and their records fecured. Gove 
v/eat from town to town proclaiming what 
bad been done at Hampton, carrying his 
O arms. 



Council 
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arms, declaring that the governor was i 
traitor antd had exceeded his commiffion^ 
and that he would not lay down his arms 
till matters were fet right, and endeavour- 
ing to excite the principal men inihe prov- 
ince to join in a confederacy to overturn 
the govertiment. His projeiS appeared 
to them to wild and dangerous, that they 
not only difapproved it, but informed a- 
gainfl him and afTiAed in apprehending 
him. Hearing of their defign he coilcd;- 
cd his company, and appeared in arms ; 
but on the perfuafion of fome of his friends 
he furrendered. A fpecial court was im- 
mediately commiffioned for his trial, ot 
which Major Waldron fat as judge, with 
William Vaughan and Thomas Daniel 
afliftants. The grand jury prefented a 
bill in which Edward Gove, John Gove, 
his fon, and William Hely, of Hampton; 
)ofeph, John and Robert Wadleigh, three 
brothers, Thomas Rawlins, Mark Baker 
and John Sleeper, of Exeter, were charge 
ed with high-treafon. Gove, who behav^ 
cd with great infolcncc before the court, 
and pretended to juftify what he had done, 
was convidled and received fentence of 
rcb. X. death in the ufual hideous form ; and hii 
eftate was feized , as forfeited to the crowni 
Record, of jj^^ others were conviiSed of being ae 
Courts. complic»»F 
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unplices, and refpitcd. The kirig*s 1683., 
eafure being fignified to the governor ^""^ ' 
at he ihould pardon fuchas he judged 
jed^s of mercy ; they were all fet at lib- 
ty but Gove, who was fent to England, 
d imprifoned in the tower of London 
out three years. On his repeated peti- 
ins to the king, and by the intercft of 
mdolph with the Earl of Clarendon, 
en lord chamberlain, he obtained his 
rdon and returned home in 1686, with 
order to the then preii dent and council 
New-England to reftore his eftate* 
Gove in his petitions to the king plead- p^^^^' 
"adiftemper of mind*' as thecaufe of 
ofe adlions for which he was profecuted. 
ealfofpeaks in fomeofhis private let- 
's of a drinking match at his houfe, and 
It he had not flept for twelve days and 
yhts, about that time. When thefe 
ingsareeonfidered, it is not hard toac- 
unt for his condudl. From a letter 
iich he wrote to the court whilft in prif- us infiiet.

His punifhment 
IS by much too fevere, and his trial was 
trried on too faft, it being only fix days 
:er the commiffion of his crime. Had 
been indicted only for a riot there would 
ve been no difficulty in the proof, nor

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3(583. hardfliip in inflidling the legal penalty, 
*^->^--^ Waldron, it is faid, died tears when pro- 
nouncing the lentcncc of death upon him. 
On the fourteenth of February the gov- 
ernor, by advertifement, called upon the 
inhabitants to take out leafes from Mafon 
within one month, otherwife he muft» 
purfuant to his inftrucSlions, certify the rc- 
fufal to the king, that Mafon might bo 
difcharged of his obligation to grant them. 
Upon this iummons and within the time 
fet, Major Waldron, John Wingett and 
Thomas Roberts, three of the principal 
landholders in Dover, waited on the gov- 
ernor to know his pleafure, who direded 
them to agree with Mafon. They their 
retired into another xoom where Mafon 
was, and propofed to refer the matter to 
the governor, that he might according to 
his commiffion, ftate the matter to the 
king for his decifion. This propofal Ma- 
fon rejeded, faying that unjefs they would, 
own his title, he would have nothing to 
weare'a ^^ ^ith them. Whilft they were in dif- 
ws- courfe the governor came in and defiitd 

them to depart. 

This piece of condud is difficult to be 
accounted for, it being diredly in the face 
of the commifiion. Had the method there- 
in prefcribed, and by thefe men propofed* 

bestt 
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been adopted, it was natural to cxpc6t 1683. 
that the king, who had all along favoured * — ^^ 
Mafon*s prctenfions, would have deter- 
xnined the cafe as much to his wilh as upon 
an appeal from a judicial court; befides, 
lie had now the faireft opportunity to have 
it decided in the fliorteft way, to which 
his antagonifls muft have fubmitted, it 
being their own propofal. His refufal to 
accede to it was a capital miftake, as it left 
both him and Cranficld expofcd to the 
charge of difobedience. But it afforded 
a powerful plea in behalf of the people ; 
whole confidence in the royal juflice would 
bavc induced them to comply with the di- 
xed:ions in thecommiflion. It being now 
impoffiblc to have the controverfy thus 
decided they determined to hearken to 
none of his propofals. As he generally 
met with oppofition and contradi<3:ion he 
was induced to utter many irafli fayingS 
in all companies. He threatened to feize 
the principal eftates, beggar their owners, 
and provoke them to rebellion by bring- 
ing a frigate into the harbour and procur- 
ing foldiers to be quartered on the inhabi- 
tants. Thefc threats were fo far from in- ]J[|*"'' 
timidating the people that they ferved 
the more firmly to unite them in their de- 
termination not to fubmit ; and each par- 
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1683. ty was now warm in their oppoiition and 
*^^ ' refentmcnt. 

The governor on fome frefh pretence 
fufpended Waldron, Marty n and Gilman 
from the council. The deaths of Daniels 
and Clements made two other vacancies. 
Vaughan held his feat the longeft, but 
was at length thruft out for his non-com- 
pliance with fome arbitrary meafures. So 
that the governor had it in his power to mo- 
del the council to his mind, which he did by 
appointing at various times Nathanael Fly- 
er, Robert Eliot, JohnHinckes, James 
Sherlock, Francis Champemoon and Ed- 
ward Randolph, efquires. The judicial 
courts were alfo filled with officers proper 
for the intended bufincfs. Barefoote, the 
deputy governor, was judge ; Mafon was 
chancellor; Chamberlayne was clerk and 
prothonotary ; Randolph was attomey-ge- 
R^rdl. neral, and Sherlock provoft marfhal and 
flieriff. Some who had always been difaf- 
fecSled to the frountry, and others wbo 
had been awed by threats or flattered hf 
promifcs took leafes from Mafon ; and 
thefe ferved for under fheriffs, jurors, 
evidences and other neceffary perlbns. 

Things being thus prepared, Mafon be- 
gan his law-fuits by a writ againft Majcr 
Waldron, (who had always diftinguifhcd 

himfclf 
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himfelf in oppofition to his claim) for 

holding lands and felling timber to the 

amount of four thoufand pounds. The 

major appeared in court, and challenged 

every one of the jury as intereftcd per- 

fons, fomeofthem having taken leafes of 

Mafon, «ind all of them living upon the 

lands which he claimed. The judge then 

caufed the oath oi voire dire to be admini- 

ftered to each juror, purporting *• that. he 

*• was not concerned in the lands in quef- 

'* tion, and that he (hould neither gain 

' * nor lofe by the caufe.'* Upon which the 

n:iajor faid aloud to the people prefent, 

* *. That his was a leading cafe, and that 
** if he were caft they muft all become te- 
** Hants to Mafon ; and that all perfonsin 
** the province being intereiled, none of 

* * them could legally be of the j ury . " The ms in the 
<^a.yfe however went on ; but he made no 
defence, aflerted no title, and gave no evi- 
dence on his part. Judgment was given 
^^ainfthim and at the next court of feffi- 
^t>s he was fined five pounds for ** muti- 
** nous and feditious words.** 

.Suits were then inftituted againft all the 
P^rincipal landholders in the province, who, 
following Waldron's example, never made 
^-riy defence. Some, chiefly of Hampton, 
^^vcin writing their reafons for not join- 
ing 



files. 
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1683. ing iffiie ; which were, the refufal of Mi» 
' — ' — ' fon to comply with the diredions in the 
commiflion I the impropriety of a jury's 
determining what the king hadcxprcfcly 
referved to himfelf ; and the incompetency 
of the jury, they beiog all interefted pcr- 
ibns, one of whom had faid that ••he 
** would fpend his eftatetomakc Mafon's 
** right good." Thefe reafons were irri- 
tating rather than convincing to the court* 
The jury never hefitated in their verdidtSa 
From fe ven to twelve caufes were di fpatch- 
ed in a day, and the cofts were multiplied 
from five to twenty pounds. Executions 
wereiffued, of which two or three only 
w^cre levied ;but Mafon could neither keep 
Mssin pofleffion of the premifes nor difpofe of 
\ve arc's them by fale, fo that the owners ftill enjoy- 
ed them. Several threatened to appeal to 
the kmg but Major Vaughan alone made 
the exjieri^ment. 

A fuit was alfo commenced againft 
Martyn who had been trealurer, for thfr- 
fines and forfeitures received by him, 
during the former adminiftration ; and 
judgment was recovered for feventy one 
pounds with cofts. Martyn petitioned 
Mafon as chancellor, fetting forth, that 
he had received and difpofed of the mon- 
ey according to the orders of the late prc- 
fident and council, and praying that the 

^vhole 
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idtde burden might not lie ^upon him. 
A decree was. then HTued for the other 
lurviving members pf the late council, 
and the heirs of thofe who were dead, to 
bear their proportion. This decree was fiics. 
afterward revcrfed by the king in council. 

'Cranfield with his council had now af- 
fumed the whole legiflativc power. They 
prohibited veffels from Maflachufetts to 
enter the port, bccaufe the afts of trade 
were not obfcrved in that colony : They 
fixed thcdimenfions of merchantable lum- 
ber 5 altered the value of filvcr money, 
which had always paffed by weight at 
fix (hillings and eight-pence per ounce : 
and ordered that dollars fhould be receiv- 
ed at fix (hillings each, which was then 
a great hard (hip ; as many of them were 
greatly deficient in weight : They alfo 
changed the bounds of town(hips ; efta- 
bli(hed fees of office ; made regulations 
for the package of fi(h, and ordered the 
eonftablcs to forbear colledting any town 
or parilh taxes till the province tax was 
paid, and the accounts fettled with the council 
treafurer. ^"' 

The. public grievances having become 
infupportable, the people were driven to 
the neceflfity of making a vigorous (land 
for their liberties. The only regular way 

was 
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1683. was by complaint to the king. Having 

^^''•"^^" privately communicated their fentiments 
to each other, and raifed money by fub- 
fcript ion , they appointed Nathaniel Weare, 
efq. of Hampton their agent; and the four 
towns having drawn and fubfcribed diftind 
petitions of the fame tenor, Wcarc pri- 
rately withdrew to Bofton from whence 
he failed for England. Major Vaughan 
who accompanied him to Bofton, and was 
appointed to procure depofitions to fend 
after him, was upon his return to Portf- 
mouth, brought to an examination, treated 
with great infolence and required to find 

Mssin fureties for his good behaviour ; which, 
having broken no law, he refufed*; and 
was by the governor's own warrant im- 
mediately committed to prifon ; where he 
was kept nine months to the great damage 
of his health, and of his own as well as 
the people's intereft. 

Amidft thefe multiplied oppreflions, 

1 604. Cranfield was ftill difappointed of the gains 
he had expected to reap from his office ; 
and found to his great mortification, that 
there was no way of fupplying his wants, 
but by application to the people, through 

an

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ah^ffembly. He had already abufed them 1 684. 
fo much that he could hope nothing from * ' — ' 
their favour ; and was therefore obliged 
to have recourfe to artifice. On a vague 
rumour of a foreign war, he pretended 
much concern for the prefervation of the 
province from invafion ; and prcfuming 
that they would (how the fame concern 
for thcmfelves, he called an affembJy at 
Great-Ifland where he refidcd, to whom January 14. 
he tendered a bill, which in a manner to- 
tally unparliamentary, had been drawn 
and pafied by the council, for raifing mo^ 
iiey to defray the expence of repairing the 
fort, and fupplying it with ammunition, 
and for other neceflary charges of govern- 
ment. The houfe* debated a while, and 
adjourned for the night, and the tide ferv- 
ing, the members went up tQ the town. 
In the morning they returned the bill with 
rheir negative ; at which the governor 
was highly enraged, and telling them that 
they had been to confult with Moody, 
and other declared enemies of the king

Rat^- 
dolph having feized a vefleU (he was i Mi 
the night carried out of the harbour. Th».c 
owner, who was a member of the churrfrm, 
fwore that he knew nothing of it ; but 
upon trial there appeared ftrong fufpiciora*^ 
that he had perjured himfelf. He foun^ 
means to make up the matter with the 
governor and colleftor ; but Moody, be- 
ing concerned for the purity of his church, 
requefted of the governor copies of the 
evidence, that the offender might be called 
to account in the way of ecclefiaftical dif- 
cipline. Cranfield fternly refufed, faying 

that 
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that he had forgiven him, and that neither 1 684* 
the church nor minifter Ihould meddle ""^^-^^ 
with him ; and even threatened Moody 
incafehelhould. Not intimidated, Moody 
confuhed the church and preached a fer- 
xnon againft falfe fwearing ; then the ^^^^^ ^^^ 
cfiender, being called to account wascen- Recoi*. 
lured, and at length brought to a public 
confeflion. This procedure extremely dif- 
gufted the governor who had no way then 
in his power to Ihew his refentment. But 
malice, ever fruitful in expedients to at« 
tain its ends, fuggeiled a method, which 
to the fcandal of the Englifh nation, ht& 
l>een too often pra<^ifed. The penal laws 
againft nonconformifls were at this time 
executing with great rigour in England ; 
and Cranfield, ambitious to ape his royal 
mafter, determined to play off the ecdefi-* 
aftical artillery here, the diredion of 
which he fuppofed to be deputed to him 
with his other powers. He bad attempt- 
ed to impofe upon the people the obfer- 
vation of the thirtieth of January as a 
faft, and to reftrainthem from manual la- 
bour at Chriflmafs ; but his capital ftroke 
was to iflue an order in council ** thataf- 
•• ter the firft of January, the minifters 
• ' fhould admit all perlons of fuitablc years 
•* and not vicious, to the Lord's fupper, 

•*and 
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1684. " and their children to baptifm ; and that. 

"•— ^'-^ •* if ^ny perfon fliould defire baptifm or 
•' the other facrament to be adminiftered 
•* according to the hturgy of the church 
" of England, it Ihould be done, in pur* 
** fuance of the king's command to the 
•* colony of Maflachufetts*; and any mi- 
•* nifter rcfufing fo to do (houldfufFerthe 
*• penalty of the ftatutes of uniformity/* 
The fame week in which he diflblve 
the affembly, he fignified to Moody ir 
writing, by the hands of the (herifF, thaOBS 
himfelf, with Mafonand Hinckes, intend^— 
ed to partake of the Lord's fupper th(°^ 
next Sunday ; requiring him to admin if 
ter it to them according to the liturgy _^ 
and, as they juftly expcd:ed, he at onci^s 
denied them. The way was now opencc — I 
for a prolecution ; and the attorney gencr —

To compel minifters to ufe it, and leatr 
all others at liberty, was a conftrudtioa that malice alouc cou'i 
iuggeft.

ral Joieph Rayn, by the govcmor^s order 1684* 
exhibited an information at the next court ^^^^ 
of ieflions, before Walter Barefoote judge, 
Nathanael Fryer and Henry Greene affift- 
ants, Peter Coffin, Thomas Edgerly and 
Henry Robie juftices, fetting forth, ** that 
" Joihua Moody clerk, being minifter of 
•* the town of Portfmouth within the do- 
•• minions of King Charles, was by the 
" duty of his place and the laws of the 
** realm, viz. the ftatutes of the fifth and 
" fixth of Edward VI, the firft of Eliza- 
" beth, and the thirteenth and fourteenth 
•* of Charles II, required to adminifler the 
•* Lord's fupper in fuch form as was fet 
•* forth in the book of common prayer, 
•* and no other. But that the faid Moody 
•• in contempt of the laws had wilfully 
•* and obflinately refufedtoadminiflerthe 
■• fame to the Honourable Edward Cran- 
•* field , Robert Mafon , and John Hinckes , niss in 
*• anddid obftinately ufe fome other form." 
Moody in his defence pleaded that he was 
not cpifcopally ordained as the flatutes re- 
quired; nor did he receive his maintenance 
according to them ; and therefore was not 
obliged to the performance of what had 
been commanded ; that the alleged fta- 
tutes were not intended for thefe planta- 
tions, the known and avowed end of their 

fettlement

ietdement being the enjoyment of freedotti 

from the impofition of thofe laws which 

freedom was allowed and confirmed by 

1. the king, in the libeity of confcience grant* 

ed to all proteftants, in the governor's^ 
'• commiffion. Four of the judiceSt viai. 
Greene, Robie, Edgerly and Fryer wcrfe 
at firft for acquitting him ; but the nriatter 
being adjourned till the next day, Cian- 
field found means before morning to gain 
Robie and Greene, who then joined with 
Barefoote and Coffin, in fentencing biiB 
to fix months imprifonment, without bafl 
or nuinprize. The otlier two perfifted ift 
their former opinion, and were foon after 
removed from all their offices. Moodf 
was immediately ordered into cuftody, 
without being permitted firft to fee his fa- 
mily ; and he remained under confinement, 
in company with Major Vaughan, at tho 
houfe of Captain Stileman, with liberty rf 
the yard, for thirteen weeks ; ** his bene 
**fice*' being declared forfeited to tb 
crown. The next week after Moody 
trial, ihe governor in a profane brava 
lent word to Seaborn Cotton minifter 
Hampton, that ** when he had prep? 
•* his foul, he would come and denr 
jcTraa?!'* ** thefacrament of him as he had 
* • at Portfmouth, " Upon which C 

witl 
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''wnthdrcw to Bofton. The minifter of 
I>Dver, John Pike, was (as far as I can 
find) unmolefted. Exeter had then no 
fettled minifler. 

During Moody's imprifonmjent, Cran* 
field would neither fufFer him to go up to i 

the town to preach, nor the people to af- 
femble at the ifland to hear, nor the neigh- 
bouring minifters to fupply his place i on- 
ly the family where he was confined wer^ 
permitted to bfc prefent with him at fab- 
bath exercifes^ But whilft the governor 
was abfent on a tour to New- York, Ma- 
fon gave leave for opening the meetings 
houfe twice, when they obtained a mini- vtiighin** 
fter to officiate ; he alfo allowed both 
Moody and Vaughan to make a (hort vi- 
fit to their families. At length* by thi 
interpofition of friends. Moody obtained 
a releafe, though under a ftridt charge to 
preach no more within the province, on 
penalty of farther imprifgnment. He 
then accepted an invitation from the fitft 
church in Bofton ; where being out of the 
reach of his perfecutors, he was employed 
as a preacher, and was fo highly efteemed 
that upon the death of Prefident Rogers ^^^^ 
he was invited to take the ovcrfight of the couege 
college, which he modeftly declined, and 
continued his miniftrations at Bofton, fre- 
P quently 
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1684. quently vifiting his deftitute chucch :it 
' — "^ — ' Portfmouth, at their private meetings^ tiD 
1 69a ; when, the government beiiig in 
other hands, andtheeaflem country undea: 
trouble by the Indians, at the cameft re- 
Originai queft of his people, and by the advice of 
an ecclefiaftical council, he returned to his 
charge at Portfmouth, and fpent the reft 
of his days there in ufefulnefs, lovc^ aod 
peace*. 

Upon a calm review of this profecutioH^ 
one can hardly tell which is moil deteil»- 
ble, the vindidive temper which gave it 
birth ; or the profanenefs and bypocfify 
with which it was condud:ed. The pre- 
tended zeal of the profecutors was totally 
inconfiftent with a due regard to thofe 
laws, and the principles of that churdi, 
for which they made themfelves fuch ot»- 
feniptible champions. For it had bfcft 
long before this time , a received opixudn 
in the church of England, that the vrfl- 
dity of all the facramcntal adminiftrattons 
depends on authority derived from the 
apoftles, by epif copal ordination, in aa 
uninterrupted fucceffion ; and one of the 
ftatutes on which the profecution was 

grounded

^pricftby epifcopal ordination, on pain 

• of forfeiting for every offence one hun- 
•dred pounds/ The miniders then in 
dbe province, being deftitute of the grand 
pic-requiiite, were incapable by the aiS, 
ofdoing what was fo peremptorily requir* 
ed of them ; and had they complied with 
the governor's order, muft have expofed 
tfaemfelves to the penalty, if he had pleaf*- 
ed to txzA it from them. But the extend- 
bkg thefe penalties to the king's Ameri- 
can fubjedis, who had fled hither from 
the rod of pielatic tyranny, was a moft 
^pwarrantable ftretch of power ; fince the 
laft of thefe ads, and the only one which 
had been made fince the fettlement of the 
colonies, was cxprefsly reftridtcd in its ope- 
ration, to** the realm of England, domi- 
**nion of Wales, and town of Berwick 
•^ upon Tweed/' 

Disappointed in all his fehemes for raif- 
tng mcmey by anafTembly, Cranfield next 
ventured on the projc&t of taxing the peo- 
ple without their content. The pretext 
for this was a claufc in the commiflion, 
impowering him, with the council, ** to 
*^ continue fuch taxes as had been former- 
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** ly levied, until a general affembly could 
* * be called.*' This had been done, with- 
out offence, at the beginning both of this 
and the former adminiftration, when the 
change of government rendered it necef- 
faiy. But the council, though too much 
devoted to him, were not eafily perfuad- 
ed into the meafure at this time ; till fear 
at length accompliflied what reafon could 
/not approve ; for, letters being received 
from the eaftward, informing of the dif- 
covery of a plot among the Indians, who 
were inftigated by Caftine the Frenchman 

Feb. 14. ^^ renew the war early in the fpring, the 
council were fummoncd in hafte, and pre- 
lently agreed to the governor's propofil* 
for continuing fuch taxes as had beenfcnr* 
merly laid, which he told them was ncc- 
eflary for the immediate defence and fc- 
curity of the province. This affair how- 
ever, was kept fecret for the prefent i and 
the people were firfl to be convinced of the 
governor's paternal care and kindnefs in • 
taking the neceffary precautions for their 

March 13. fafety. It was ordered that the meetiiig- 
houfes in each tow;\ fliould be fortified, 
and bye garrifons were eftablifhcd in con- 
venient places: Supplies of ammunitton 
were ordered to be provided : Circulai 
letters were difpatclied to the governors* 

of 
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of the neighbouring colonies, informing 1684.. 
them of the danger : and, to crown the ' — ^ — ' 
whole Cranfield himfelf, at the requeft of 
the council, undertook a tour to New- 
York to folicit the governor, Dongan, for 
a number of the Mohawks to come down 
and deftroy the eaftern Indians ; promifing Rccoril. 
to pay them for their fervices out of the y^^ j^^,^ 
money which was thus to be railed. J°""*»^- 

At his return from this excurfion, he 
found himfelf under fome embarraffment 
in his favourite views, from a letter of the 
lorditof trade, which direfted him to make 
ule of an aflembly, in raifing money on 
the people. He could not, therefore, avoid 
calling one, though he immediately dif- ^'^ *7- 
folved it, becaufe fcveral of the members 
were thofe whom he had formerly order- 
ed to be made conftables. At the fame 
time, in his letters to the fecretary of ftate, 
he reprefented the aflembly as perfons of 
fuch a mutinous and rebellious difppfition, 
that it was not fafe to let them convene ; 
that they had never given any thing to- 
ward the fupport of government; that he 
was obliged to raife money without them ; 
and that it was impoflible for him to ferve 
jiis majefty's intereft without a (hip of war 
to enforce his orders ; and finally he dcr 
/ifed leave to go to the Weft-Indies for the 

recovery 
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1684, recovery of his health. When thisbuii- 

^""■^^"^ nefs was difpatched, warrants were iffued 
for colledling the taxes ; which caufed 
frefti murmurings and difcontent among 
the people. 

But however difafFeded to the governor 
and his creatures, they were always ready 
to tcftify their obedience to the royal or- 
ders ; an inftance of which occurcd at 
this time. The feas of America and the 
Weft-Indies being much infefted with 
pirates, the king feni orders to all the gov- 
ernors and colony aflemblies, directing 
aits to be made for the fuppreffing of pi- 
racy and robbery on the high feas. Ccan- 
field, having received this order, fummon- 

^^> "• ed an affembly ; and though it confiftcd 
almoft entirely of the fame perfons who 
were in the laft ; he fuffcred them to pafs 
the a<5t, and then quietly diffolved than:

Mssit his efforts ineffecftual, and his authority 

■ contemptible, was obliged to defifl. 

The agent had been a long time in 
England, waiting for the depofitions, 
which were to have been tranfmittcd to < 
hin in fupport of the complaint which 
he was to exhibit. Cranfield and his crea- 
tures here did all that they could, to retard 
the bufinefs ; firft by imprifoning Vaughan, 
and then by refufing to fumraon and fwc» 
witnefTes when applied to by others ; who 
were obliged to go into the neighbouring ^ 
governments to get their depofitions au- • 
thenticatcd ; and after all, the proof was 
defedtive, «is they had no accefs to the 
public records. The agent, however, cx^ 
j4iy n. hibited his complaint againft Cranfield in 
general terms, confifling of eight articles. 
* That he had engroffed the power of crcd: ^ 
f ing courts, and eflabliftiing fees, cxclur

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•five of the affembly : That he had not i684# 
•ioljowed the directions in his commiffion ^-^— '

* This complaint was , in courfe, referred July tj. 
to the board of trade ; who tranfmitted 
copies of it, and of the feveral proofs, to 
Cranfield, and fummqned him to make his 
defence ; direfting him to deliver to the 
adverfe party copies of all the affidavits 
which (hould be taken in his favour ; to 
Jet all perfons have free accefs to the re^ 
cords ; and to give all needful affiftance to 
them in coUed:ing their evidence againft iwd. 
J>im« When 
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1 684. When he had received this letter he fuf. 
"-"^^"^ pended Mafon^s fuits, till the queftion 

concerning the legality of the courts (hould 
be decided. He alfo ordered the fecreta- 
ry to give copies to thofe who (hould ap- 
ply for them. At the fame time it was 
complained that the people, on their part, 
had been equally refer ved, in fecreting the 
records of thft feveral (owns, fo that Mafon 
upon inquiry could not find where they 
weredepofited : and the town clerks, whta 
fummoned, had folemnly fworn that they 
knew neither where the books were eftii- 
M^swthc ^pgi^j^ j^Qj. ^vho had taken them out of 

their pofleflion. 

1685. The neceffary evidence on both fides

' were commonly compelled to enter iiito 
' bonds of great penalty, to appear and an-

* them, when no crime was alleged: 

* That they had few laws but thofe made 

* by the governor and council, when his 

* commiffion diredled the general aflembly 

* to make laws : That the courts were 

■ kept in a remote corner of the province ; 
Wearers * ^"^ ^^^ ftierifF was a ftranger and had^ 
Mss. f no vifible eftate, and fo was not refponfi-^ 

■ ble for failures/ 

Upon this complaint, an hearing was 
had before the Lords of Trade on Tuefday 
the tenth of March j and their lordfhips 
reported to the king, on three articles on- 
ly of the complaint, viz. * That Cranfield 

* had not purlued his inftruftions with re- 

* gardtoMafon*scontrov5fiy; butinftead 
^ therepf had caufed courts to be held and 

* titles 
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* tides to be decided, with exorbitant cofts ; 

* and that he had exceeded his power in 

* regulating the value of coins.* This re- 
port was accepted, and the king's pleafure 
therein iignified to him. At the fame 
time, his requeft for abfence being grant- 
ed, he, on receipt of the letters, privately Neai'sHift, 
embarked on board a veffel for Jamacia ; ms. 
and from thence went to England, where 

he obtained the colledtorfhipof Barbadoes. 
At his departure, Barefoote the deputy- 
governor took the chair ; which he held 
till he was fuperfeded by Dudley^s com- 
miflion, as prefident of New-England. 

CranfieWs ill contluft muft be afcribed 
in a great meafure to his difappointment 
of the gains which he expedled to acquire, 
by the eftabliftiment of Mafon*s title ; 
which could be his only inducement to ac- 
.ijept of the government. This difappoint- 
ment inflaniing his temper, naturally vin- 
div^ive and imperious, urged him to ac- 
tions not only illegal, but cruel and un- 
manly* A ruler never degrades his.cha- 
rader niore than when he perverts publifc 
juftice to gratify perfonal refentment ; he 
fhould punifh none but the enemies of the 
laws, and difturbers of the peace of the 
conimunity over which he prefides. Had 
there been the leaft colour, either of zeal 

or 
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1685. or policy, for the feverity exercifed iq the 
^ — ' — ' profecution of Moody, candour would 
oblige us to make fomc allowance for hu- 
man frailty. His ordering the members 
of the aflembly to be made conflables, was 
a mode of revenge difgraceful to the cha* 
radler of the fupreme magiftrate. From 
the fame bale difpofition, he is faid to have 
» ^ 39- ' employed Ipies and pimps, to find matter 
of accufation againft people in their clubfr, 
and private difcourfe. And his deceit was 
equal to his malice ; for, being at Bofton 
when the charter of that colony was call- 
ed in queftion, and the people were foli^ 
citoils to ward off the danger ; he advifed 
them to make a private offer of two thou- 
fand guineas to the king, promifing to rc- 
prefent them in a favourable light ; but 
when they, not fufpeding his intention, fol- 
lowed his advice, and fhewed him the l6% 
ter which they had written to their agents 
for that purpofe , he t reacheroufly reprei^nt- g 
ed them as ** difloyal rogues ;** and made * 
Hutchin. them appear fo ridiculous that their agents 
VOL 1. page ^^^^ alhamed to be feen at court. How- 
ever, when he had quitted the country* 
and had time for refledion he grew a- 
fhamed of his mifconduA, and whilft be < 
was colledlor at Barbadoes, made a point 
Fitch'i MS. of treating the matters of vcflek, and other 

perfons 
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pcrfons who went thither from Pafcataqua, 1 685* 
with particular refped:. ' — ^"^ 

Although the decifion of titles in Cran* 
fold's courts had been reprefented, in the 
report of the lords, as extrajudicial, and a 
royal order had been thereupon iffued to 
iuilpcnd any farther proceedings in the cafe 
of Mafon till the matter (hould be brought 
before the king in council, purfuant to the 
dirc&ions in the commifTion ; yet Bare- 
fioote fuffered executions which had before 
been iffued to be extended, and perfons to 
be imprifoned at Mafon^s fuit. This oc- 
Cftiioned a frelh complaint and petition to 
the^king, which was fent by Weare, who 
about this time made a fecond voyage to 
England, as agent for the province and 
attorney to Vaughan, to manage an ap- 
peal from feveral vcrdids, judgments, mss?' 
j||ecrees and fines which had been given 
t^[ainft him in the courts here, one of which 
was on the title to his eflate. An attempt 
being made to levy>one of the executions 
in JDover, a number of perfons forcibly 
refifled the officer, and obliged him to re- 
linquiih his defign. Warrants were then mss in 
iffued againft the rioters, and the fherifF 
with his attendants attempted to feize them , 
ivkilft the people were alTcmblcd for di- 
vine fcrvice.

That nothing might be wanting to 
Ihew the enmity of the people to thefe 
meafures, and their hatred and contempt 

Mss m for the authors of them ; there are ftill pre- 
ferved the original depofitions on oath^ 
of Barefoote and Mafon, relating to an 
aflault made on their perfons by Thomas 
Wiggeii and Anthony Nutter, who had 
been members of the affembly. Thcfe 

i^c. 30. ^y^Q jr^^Yi came to Barefoote*s houfe wl^ere 
Mafon lodged, and entered into difcourfe 
with him about his proceedings ; denying 
his claim and ufing fuch language as pro- 
voked him to take hold of Wiggen w^ith 
an intention to thruft him out of thedoc^ 
But Wiggen being a ftronger man feized 
him by his cravat, and threw him into 
the fire ; where his clothes and one of hi* 
legs were burned . Barefoote, attempfiiig 
to help him, met with the fame fate, an4 
had two of his ribs broken and one of lu^ 
teeth beaten out in the ftruggb. The 
noife alarmed the fervants, who at Mafon*s

Nothing elfeoccured during Barcfpote's 
Ihoft adminifbation, exce][)t a treaty of 
£riendihip, between the Indians of Pena- 
cook and Saco, on the one part ; and the 
people of New-Hampfhireand Maine on 
the other. The foundation of this treaty 
^ms to have been laid in Craifieid's pro- 
jcift of bringing down the Mohawks on the 
&tSttm Indians ; which had once before 
proved a pernicious meafure ; as they made 
no diftin<3;ion between thole tribes which 
were at peace with the Englilh, and thofe 
which wefe at war. Some of the Pena- 
cook Indians who had been at Albany af- 
tet Cranfield*s journey to New- York, re- 
}K>Tted on their return, that the Mohawks 
ibfeatened deftrudion to all the eaftera 
i Q^ Indians,

^""^^^ ' Hagkins, a chief of the tribe, had inform^- 
ed Cranfield in the fpring of the danger 
he apprehended, and had implored affift^ 
ance and protection, but had been treated 
with negledl. In Auguft the Penacook 
and Saco Indians gathered their corn, and 
removed their families ; which gave an 
alarm to their Englifli neighbours, as if 
they were preparing for war. Meffengers 
being fent to demand the reafon of their 
movement, were informed that it was the 
fear of the Mohawks, whom they daily 
expedled to deftroy them ; and being afked 
why they did not come in among tbic 
Englilh for protedtion, they anfweicd, 
left the Mohawks Ihould hurt the Englifli 
on their accotmt. Upon this they were 
perfuaded to enter into an agreement; and 
accordingly their chiefs being aflembliii 
with the council of New-Hamplhire, and 

Septemb. 8. a deputation from the province of Maine, 
a treaty was concluded, wherein it was 
ftipulated, that all future perfonal injuries

xnies. The danger was but imaginary, 
and the peace continued about four years. 

Though Mafon was hitherto difappoint- 1 686.

a foundation for realising his claim to the 
wafte lands. A purchafe having been made 
from the Indians, by Jonathan Tyng and 
nineteen others, of a tradl of land on both 
iides the river Merrimack, fix miles iri 
breadth, from Souhegan river to Winni-^ 
pifeogee lake ; Mafon by deed confirmed 
the fame, referving to himfelf and his heirs 
the yearly rent of ten (hillings.

I'he adminijiration of Dudley as prejid^tp 
and Androjfe as governor oj New^Eng^ 
land. Mafon^s farther attempt. lUs 
difappointment and death. Revofutionm 
Sale to Allen. His commijjion for the 
government. 

WH E N an arbitrary govemmwit w 
determined to infringe the liber- 
ty of the people, it is eafy to find preten- 
ces to fupport the moft unrighteous 
claims . King Charles the fecond in the lat« 
tcr part of his reign was making large 
ftrides to wards defpotifm. Charters , whidj 
obftrudlcd his pernicious views, were by 
a perverfion of the law decreed forfeited. 
The city of London, and moft of thcCK- \ 
porations in England, either fufFered the ; 
execution of thcfe fentences, or tamdy : 
furrendered their franchifes to the all- 
grafping hand of power. It could not be 
expeded that in this general wreck of 
privileges the colonies of New-England 
could efcape. The people of Maffachu- 
fetts had long been viewed with a jealous * 
^^^^ eye. Though the king had repeatedly 
col. pap. affured them of his protection and fol- 

emnly^ 
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cmnly confirmed their charter privileges j 
yet their fpirit and principles weie fo to- 
tally diffonant to the corrupt views of the 
«mrt,that intriguing men found cafy ac- 
cefs to the royzl ear, with complaints 
againft them. Of thefe the moft invete^ 
rate and indefatirable was Randolph, who "ytch. 
mgiac no Itis than eight voyages m nine 3*9. 
ye«s acrofs the Atlantic, on this mifchiev- 
ous bufinefs. They were aecufed of ex- 
tending their jurifdiAion beyond the 
bounds of their patent ; of invading the 
prerogative by coining money ; of not al- 
iotving appeals to the king from their 
courts ; and, of obftruding the execution 
of the navigation and trade laws. By the 
^kifig's command agents were fent over to 
anfwer thefe complaints. They found 
the prejudice againft the colony fo ftrong, 
■dbat it was in vain to withftand it ; and 
Solicited inftnK^ions whether to fubmit to 
•the king's pleafure, or to let the proceed- 
ings againft them be iffued in form of law. 
A folemn confultation being held, at which 
the clergy affifted, it was determined '* to 
** die by the hands of .others rather than 
** by their own.'* Upon notice of this, 
the agents quitted England ; and Ran- ^ gg 
dolph, as the angel of death foon followed ^^^^^ 
them, bringing a writ of ^uo warranto ^^^^*

' — ^ — ' be no hope of favour from his fucceiTor, 

who inherited the arbitrary principles of 

his brother, and was publickly known to 

be a bigoted papift. 

The intended alteration in the govern- 
ment was introduced in the fame gradual 
manner as it had been in New-Hampfhire. 
A commiflion was iflued, in which Jofcph 
Dudley, efquire, was appointed prcfidcnt 
of his majefty's territory and dominion of 
New-England ; William Stoughton, dep- 
uty prefident ; Simon Bradftrect, Robert 
Mafon, John Fitz Winthrop, John Pyn- 
chon , Peter Bulkeley , Edward Randolph, 
Wait Winthrpp, Richard Warton, John 
' Uflier, Nathaniel Saltonftall, Bartho- 
lomew Gedney, Jonathan Tyng, Dud- 
ley Bradftreet, John Hinckes, and Ed- 
ward Tyng, CQunfellors. Their jurif- ' 
didtion extended over Maflachufetts, Ncw- 
Hampfhire, Maine and the NarrhagaA- 
ff^ or King*s province. Thefe gentle- 
men 
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fncn were moftly natives of the country, 1686. 
ibnie of them had been magift rates, and ' — ^ — * 
one of them govemor under the charter. 
No fioufe of deputies was mentioned in 
the Q>mmiiIion. 

The new form of government took place 
on the twenty-fifth day of May ; and on 
the tenth of June an order of council was 
liTued for fettling the county courts, which 
con^fted of fuch members of the council as 
refided in each county, and any others of 
them who might be prefent ; with fuch 
juftices as were commiffioned for the pur- 
pofc. Thefe courts had the power of try- 
ing and ifTuing all civil caufes, and all 
criminal matters under life or limb ; from 
them an appeal was allowed to a fuperior 
court held three times in theyearatBpfton, 
for the whole territory ; and from thence 
appeals, in certain cafes, might be had to 
*'the king in council. Juries were pricked 
by the marfhal and one juftice of each 
county, in a lift given them by the feled- 
men of the towns. A probate court was 
held at Bofton, by the prefident, and **in 
*• the other provinces and remote counties" 
by a judge and clerk appointed by the 
prefident. The territory was divided into 
four counties, viz. Suffolk, Middlefex, 
Eflcx arid Hampfhire ; and three provinc.^ 
cs, viz. New-Hampftiire, Maine, and

Things were conduced with tolerable 
decency, and the innovations were render-^ 
ed as little grievous as poffible ; that tht 
people might be induced more readily ta 
fubmit to the long meditated introdu&ioil 
of a governor-general, 
tjec. 30. in December following, Sir Edmund 

AndrofTe who had been govefnor of New* 
York, arrived at Bofton with a commiifHon 
appointing him captain-general and g»y-» 
ernor in chief of the territory and domin- 
ion of New^England, in which the col-^ 
oily of Plymouth was now included. Bjr 
this commiflion, the governor with his 
council, five of whom were a quoxum», 
were impowercd to make fuch laws, imn 
pofe fuch taxes, and apply them to fuch 
purpofes as they fhould think proper. 
Ms Copy They were alfo empowered to grant 1^8 
Commif- pn fuch terms and fubjedt to fuch quitr^ 
rents, as fhould be appointed by the king. 
Inverted with fuch powers, thefe men were 
capable of tbe moft extravagant adtions.

To particularize the many inftances of 
tyranny and oppreffion which the country 
iu&red from thcfc men, is not within the 
defign of this work. Let it fuffice to ob* 
fcrve, that the prefs was reft rained ; libera 
ty of confcience infringed ; exorbitant fees 
and taxes demanded, without the voice or 
conientof the people, who had no privi- 
lege of reprefentation . The charter being 
vacated, it was pretended that all titles to 
land were annulled ; and as to Indian deeds, 
Aiidrofle declared them no better than j^^nI^^eS^. 
- the fcratch of a beards paw." Land- if '^'' ^• 
holders were obliged to take out patents 
for their eftates which they had poflefled 
forty or fifty years ; for thele patents ex- 
tiavagant fees were exaded, and thofewho

^""v-^ writs of intrufion brought againft them, 

and their land was patented to others . To 
hinder the people from confulting about 
the redrefs of their grievances, town- 
meetings were prohibited, except one in 
the month of May for the choice of town 
officers ; and to prevent complaints being 
carried to England, no perfon was permit- 
ted to go out of the country without ex- 
prefs leave from the governor. But not- 
withftanding all the vigilance of the gov- 
ernor, his emiffaries and his guards, the 
hfe^*^J ' ref olute and indefatigable Increafe Mather, 
minifter of the fecond church in Bofton, 
and prefident of the college, got on board 
a Ihip and failed for England, with com- 
plaiiits in the name of the people againft 
the governor, which he delivered with his 
own hand to the king; but finding no 
hope of redrefs, he waited the event of the 
revolution which was thenexpedted. 

1688. When the people groaned under fo many 
<--,y— ' real grievances, it is no wonder that their 

fears and jealoufies fuggefted fome that 
were imaginary. They believed Androflc 
to be a papift ; that he had hired the In- 
dians, and fupplied them with ammuni- 

itcvoiution ^^on to deftroy their frontier fettlements ; 

i^?^?' P- and that he was preparing to betray the 

country 
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country into their hands of the French. At 1 688. 
the lame time, the large ftrides that King ^•"v^ 
j[ames the fecond was making toward the 
eftablifhment of popery and defpotifm, 
raifed the moft terrible apprehenfions j fo 
that the report of the landing of the Prince 
of Orange in England was received here 
.with the greatcft joy. Androffe was fo 
alarmed at the news, that he imprifoned 
the man who brought a copy of the prince's 
declaration, and publiiheda proclamation 
commanding all perfons to be in readinefs 
to oppofe ** any invafion from Holland,*' 
which met with as much difregird as one 
he had iflued before, appointing a day ot 
thankfgiving for the birth of a Prince of 
Wales. 

The people had now borne thefe ii|$no- i689* 
vations and impofitions for about three ^ — ^— ' 
years : Their patience was worn out, and 
their native love of freedom kindled at 
the profped of deliverance. The news of 
a complete revolution in England had not 
reached them ; yet fo fanguine were their 
fixpedations, fo eager were they to prove 
that they were animated by the fame fpirit 
with their brethren at home, that upon 
the rumour of an intended maffacre in the 
town of Bofton by the governor's guards, 
they werp wrought up to a degree of fury. 

On 
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i 689. On the morning of the eighteenth of April • 
' — ^ — ' the town was in arms, and the coaatry 
flocking in to their affiftance. The j^v- 
ernor, and thofe who had fled with him 
to the fort, were feized and committed to 
prifon. The gentlemen who had bcca 
magifl:rates under the charter, with Brai- 
ftreet, the late governor, at their heaii^ 
afTumed the name of a council of fafely^ 
and kept up a form of government, in the 
exigency of affairs, till orders arrived from 
England ; when Androfle and his accom- 
plices were fent home as prifoners of ftatc, 
to be difpofed of according to the king's 
pleafure. 

The people of New-Hamp(hirehad tiicir 
ih?.re of fufferings under this rapacious 
adminiftration : and Mafon himfclf did 
not efcape. Having attended the hearifig 
of Vaughan's appeal to the king which 
was decided in Mafon's favour: thejudg^ 
Nov. 6, ment obtained here, being affirmed ; and 
*^^^" having now the faireft profpedl of realiz- 
ing his claim, he returned hither in the 
fpring of 1687, but found his views ob- 
ftru(fted in a manner which he little ex- 
pe(3:ed. The government was in the hands 
of a fet of hungry harpies, who looked

^^^^^^ p*- which Mafon claimed, and were for par- 
celing 
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celing it out among themf elves. The new 
judges delayed ifTuing executions on the

-would not allow that he had power to 
^rrant lands by leafes. Thi,s confirmed the 
people in their opinion of the invalidity 
cf his claim, and rendered them (if poffi- 
Wc) more averfe to him than ever they 
had been. At length, however* he ob- 
tained from Dudley the chief juftice, a cln^ 
writ oi certiorari J directed to the late judges 
of Ncw-Hampfliire, by which his caufes 
were to be removed to the fiipreme court juiy 13. 
of the whole territory, then held at Bofton ; *^*^' 
but before this could be done, death put 
an end to his hopes and relieved the peo- 
ple for a time of their fears. Being one 
of Sir Edmund's council, and attending ^"p?;768t. 
him on a journey from New- York to Al- ""^''J)"; 
bany ; he died at Efopus, in the fifty ninth 365.^ 
year of his age i leaving two fons, John p*^"'^ 
and Robert, the heirs of his claim and 
controverfy. 

The revolution at Bofton, though ex- 
tremely pleafing to the people of New- 
Hampfhire, left them in anunfettled ftate. 
They waited the arrival of orders from 
England ; but none arriving, and the peo- 
ple's minds being uneafy, it waspropofed

by fome of the principal gentlemen, that 
a convention of deputies from each of the 
towns fhould confider what was heft to be 
done. The convention-parliament in Eng- 
land was a fufficient precedent to author- 
ize this proceeding. Deputies were ac*. 
cordingly chofen ♦and inftruaedtorefolve 
upon fome method of government. At 
their firft meeting they came to no con- 
clufion ; but afterward they thought it 
beft to return to their ancient union with 
Maffachufetts. A petition for this pur- 
pofe being prefented, they were readily 
admitted ; till the king's pleafure (hould 
be known and members were fent to the 
general court which met there in that and 
the two following years. The gentlemen 
who had formerly been in commiffion for 
the peace, the militia and the civil offices, 
were by town votes, approved by the gen-

'T was the misfortune of this countrjr to 
have enemies of different kinds to tcoii- 
tend with at the fame time. Whilft the 
changes aboVe related were taking piKe 
in their government, a freih war broke 
out on their frontiers, which, though as- 
cribed to divers caufes, was really kindled 
by the raflinefs of the fame perfons: who 
were making havock of their liberties. 

The lands from Penobfcotto NovaMSco- 
tia, had been ceded to the French^ by the 
ttutchin. treaty of Breda, in exchange for the iiknd 
M4r of St. Chriftopher. On thefe lands the 
Baron de St. Caftine had for, many years 
refided, and carried on a large trade with 
the Indians ; with whom he was intimate- 
ly connected ; having fe veral of their wom- 
en, befide a daughter of the fachem Ma- 
dokawando, for his wives. The lands 
which had been granted by the crown of 
England to the duke of York (now King 
James the fecond) interfered with Caftinc's 
plantation, as the duke claimed to the riv-» 
er St. Croix. A fort had been built by 

his 



hh drder at Pemaquid, and a garrifon fta-:^ 
tioned there to prevent arty intrufion on 
hk property. In 1686 a Ihip belonging 
to Fafcataqua landed fome wineS at Penob- 
fcot, fuppofing it tb be within the French 
territory. Palmer and Weft, the duke's 
agents at Pemaquid, wfent and feized the 
-wines i but by the influence of the French 
ambaffador in England an order ivas ob- 
tained for the reftoration of them. Here- 
upon a new line was riin which took Caf- 
tine^s plantation into the duke's territory. 
In the fpring of 1688, Ahdroffe went in i688* 
the Rofe frigate, and plundered Caftine^i '"""'' ' 
houfe and foirt • kaVing only the ohia- 
ments of his chapel to confole hini foi^ th6 
lofs of his arms itid goods. This Bsife ac- Hutchin. 
tion provoked Caftlne to excite thd In- lf^^\y 
dians to a ncrtr wai^, pi*etences for which 
Were not wanting on th^iir pirt. Yhey 
COniplaiiied tliat the tribute of corn which 
had been promifed by the treaty of 1678, 
had been withholden ; that thefilhery ofthe 
river Saco had been obftrudlfed by felines j 
that their ftanding corn had been devour- 
ed by cattle belonging to the Eriglifl'i ; that 
their lands at Perriaquid had been patent- 
ed without their confent ; arid that they 
had been fraudulently dealt with in trade. 
Some of ihefe complaints were dbubtlefs 
R 2 ' well 
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1688. well grounded ; but nona of them wgrtf 
' — ^'-^ ever inquired into or redrefled. 

They began to make r^prifals at North 
Yarmouth by killing cattle. Juftke Blacks 
man ordqyed lixteen of^them to be f^ized 
and kept under gqard at Falmouth j hut 
others continued to rob and eaptiyatQ the 
inhabitants . AndrojGfe, who pretended tp 
treat the Indians withmi^dnefs, cprnonm^^*- 
ed thofe whpm Blackma^ had fe4?ed tQ^h^ 
fet at liberty* But this puildn^f^ had uoit 
the deiired efFe^ ; the Indians k£ipt thcitf 
prifpners, and murdered ibme of th^|:pjb| 
their barbarous froUcks. Androffe then 
changed his meafures, ^nd thought to 
frighten them, with an army of fevw hviflr 
dred men, which he led into their cc^W^ 
try in the month of November. The i*ig9? 
of the feafon proved fatal to fome of h^ 
men ; but he never faw an Indian in his 
whole march. The eqeniy were quirt 
during the winter. 

After the revolution, the gtmhm^ 
who aflumed the government took fpme 
precautions to prevent the renewal of bP^ 
tilitics. . They fent meflengers gnd pr?- 
Hutchinfon, fents to fcvcral tribes of Indians, who an- 
M?thcr. fwered them with fair promifes jj but their 
prejudice againft the Englifli was top in- 
veterate to be allayed by fuch means as 
thefe. Thirtcea 
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Thirteen years liad almoft clapfed fince 1689. 
th^^iziitfe bf the four huiidtccl Indians^ ^— ^r-' 
dt Obchecho, by Major WaldrtJh ; during; 
all which time, Sh inextittgtiifhable thirft 
ofttVengehadbebticherilhedatilcJftgthem, 
tdllch neVtr till ribw foiihd opportunity for 
gt^tilicatibh*. Wbhdlanfet, one of thq 
ladhems of PeiiaGobk, who was difmifled 
with his people at the time of the feizure^ 
always obferved his father*s dying charge 
not to quarrel with the Englifli ; but Hag- 
kins^ another fachem, who had been treated 
with hegleft by Cranfield, was more ready 
to liften to the feducing invitations of 
Caftine's emiflaries. Some of thofe In- 
dians, who were then feized and fold into 
flavery abroad, had found their way home, 
and could not reft till they had revenge. 
Accordingly a confederacy being formed 
between the tribes of Penacook and Pig- 
1*'4cket, and the ftrange Indiaqs (as they 
Were called) who were incorporated with 
them, it was determined to furprife the 
ihajbr arid his neighbours among whom 
fhey had all this time been peacably con- 
yerfant. In

H^ HISTORY OF 

In that part of the tovvTi of Dover whidi 
lies about the firft falls in the river Co-, 
checho, wefe five garrifoped houfes; three 
on thp Nortli fide, viz, \yaldron*s, Otis's 
and Heard's ; and two on the fouth fide, 
viz. Peter Coffin's and his fon's. Thefe 
houfes wercfurrpunded with timber- walls, 
jhe gates of which, as well the houfe 
doors, were fecured with bolts and bars. 
The neighbouring families retired to thefe 
houfes by night; but by an unaccountable 
pegligence rio watch was kept. The In- 
dians who were daily pafling through the 
town vifiting and trading with the inhab- 
itants, as i^fual in times of peace, viewed 
their fituation with an attentive eye. Some 
hints of a mifchievous dcfign had been 
given out by their fqua ws ; but in fuchdark 
^nd ambiguous terms that no one could 
comprehend their meaning. Some of the 
people were uneafy ; but Waldron whp^ 
from a long courfe of experience, was in- 
timately acquainted with the Indians, an4 
on other occafions had been ready enough 
to fufpeft them, was now fo thoroughly 
fecure, that when fome of the people hint- 
ed their fears to him, he merrily bade 
them to go and plant their pumpkins, 
faying that he would tell them when th^ 
Indians would break out. The very even- 

W8 
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iiJg before the milchief was done, being 1 689* 
wld by a youijg man that the town w^s 
fiiU of Indians and the people were much 
concerned ; h^ aiifwered that he knew the 
Indians very well and there Was no danger^ 
The plan which the Indians had pre- 
concerted was, that tvp> fqiiaws (houldgo 
tp each of the garrifoned houfes in the 
evening, and a{k leave to lodge by the 
fire ; that in the night when the people 
wctc afleep they (hould open the doors 
and gates, and give the fignal by a whittle ; 
upon which the flrange Indians, who 
were to be within hearing, fhouldrufli in, 
and take their Ipng meditated revenge. 
This plan being ripe for execution, on the 
evening of Thurfday the twenty-feventh 
of June, two fquaws applied to each of 
thegarrifons for lodging, as they frequent- 
ly did in time of peace. They were ad- 
mitted into all but the younger Coffin 's> 
and the people, at their requeft, fliewed 
them how to open the doors, in cafe they 
fhould have occafion to go out in the night. 
Melandowit, one of their chiefs, went to 
Waldron's garrifon, and was kindly enter- 
tained , as he had often been before. The 
fquaws told the major, that a number of 
Indians were coming to trade with him 
fjip next day, and Mefandowit whilft at

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16^9. fupper, with bis ufual familiarity, iaAd^^ 

* Brother Waldron^ wh* #Guld ydudoif 

* the ftnlhgc Indians flboukt come ?* The 
major cafelefsty anfwdrcK^ that he could 
affembte an hundred men by lifting up 
his finger. In this unfu^Sting confidence 
the family retired fir reft. 

When all was quiet the gates were Gpea-^ 
cd and the fignal was given. The Indkns 
entered, fet a guard at the door, and rufk^ 
ed into the major's apartment, which was 
an inner roofti, Awakened by the noife, 
he jumped out of bed, and though now 
advanced in life to the dge of eighty years^ 
he retained fo much vigour as to drive 
f hem with his fwofd, through two or three 
doors; but is he was returning for hid 
other arms, they came behind him, fttirt-* 
ned him with^ hatchet, drew him intd 
his hall, and feating him in aft elb«w chai* 
on a long table, infultingly aiked himi 
** Who (hall judge Indians now V^ They 
theft obliged the people in the houfe to 
get thetn fomc vi<ftuals ; and when they 
had done eating, they cut the major acrofs 
the breaft and belly with knives, each oilc 
with a ftfoke, faying, • * I crofs out rtiy ac* 

* * count/' They then cut off his nofe and 
ears, forcing them into his ftlouth; and 
when fpent with the lofs of blood he was 

falling 
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£dl»^ down fibm the tabic/ one of them 1 689^ 
fadd hb own fMtofd' under hitn » which put 
an irid to his mifcry. - Thcj alfo killed 
ftis fat% in law AAmiham Lee ; but took 
his daughter Lee w:ith feveral others, and 
faavihg pillagdl the houfe, left it on fire. 
Otis's garrifon, whidb was next to the 
major's, met with the fame fate ; he was 
killed, with feveral others, and his wife 
and child were captivated. Heard's was 
fared by the barking of a dog juft as the 
Indians were entering : Elder Wentworth, 
i¥bo ^Vas awakened by the noife pu(hed 
them out, and falling oh his back, fet his 
feet againft the gate and held it till he had 
alantied the people ; two balls; were fired 
through it, but both miffed him. Coffin^s 
hoUfe was furprized, biit as the Indians had 
no particular enmity to him, they fpared 
his life, and the lives of his family, and 
contented themfelves with pillaging the 
houfe. Finding a bag of money, they* 
made him threw it by handfuls on the 
floor, whilft they amufed themfelves in 
fcrambling for it. They then went to the 
houfe of his fon who would not admit the 
fquaws in the evening, and fummoned him 
to fiiirender, promifing him quarter : He 
declined their offer and determined to de- 
fend his houfe, till they brought out his 

father 
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1^89. father and threatened to kill him befom 
^'^v^ his eyes : Filial afFcftioiwthen overcame 
his refolution, and he furrendered. They 
put both families together into a deferted 
houfe, intending to referve them for pris- 
oners ; but whilft the Indians were bufy 
in plund^ing, theyS?ttll cfcaped. 

Twenty three people were killed in this 
furprifal, and twenty nine were captivate 
ed ; five or fix houfes, with the mills » 
were burned ; and fo expeditious were the 
Indians in the execution of their plot, that 
before the people could be collected from 
the other parts of the town to oppofe them, 
they fled with their prifoners and booty. 
As tliey pafled by Heard's garrifon in their 
retreat, they fired upon it ; but the people 
being prepared and refolved to defend it, 
and the enemy being in hafte, it was pr&- 
ferved. The prefervation of its owner was 
more remarkable. 

Elizabeth Heard, with her three fons 
and a daughter, and fome others, were re- 
turning in the night from Portfmouth. 
They pafled up the river in their boat un^ 
perceived by the Indians, who were then 
l!^^ in poflfeflion of the houfes ; but fufpedUng 
danger by ihe noifc which they heard, 
after they had landed they betook them- 
felves to Waldron*s garrifcn, where 

thej 
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thty faw lights, which they imagined 1689, 
were fet up for direAion to thofe who ^^-v^ 
might be feeking a refuge. They 
knocked and begged earneftly for admif-. 
lion ; but no anfwer b^ing given, a young 
man of the company climbed up the wall, 
and fawj to his inexprelTible furprizc, an 
Indian ftanding in the door of the houfe, 
with his gun. The woman was fo over- 
come with the fright that fhe was unable 
to fly j but begged her children to fhift for 
themfelves ; and they with heavy hearts, 
left her. When flie had a little recovered 
flie crawled into fome bufties, and lay 
there till day-light. She then perceived 
an Indian comiqg toward her with a piftol 
in his hand ; he looked at her and went 
away ; returning, he looked at her again ; 
and (he afked him what he would have ; 
he made no anfwer ; but ran yelling to 
the houfe, and Ihe faw him no more. She 
Jcept her place till the houfe was burned, 
and the Indians were gone ; and then re- 
turning home, found her own houfe fafe. 
Her prefervation in thefe dangerous cir- 
cumftances was the more remarkable, if 
(as it is fuppofed) it was an inftance of 
juftice and gratitude in the Indians. For 
at the time when the four hundred were 
fei^^d in 1.676, a young Indian efcaped 

and 
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1689. and took refuge lA her houfe, where (he 
^ ^ concealed him ; in return for which kkid- 
nefs he promifed her that he would ncvtff 
kill hfer, nor any of her family in any fu- 
ture war, and that he would ufe his influ- 
ence with the other Indians to the fim6 
purpofe. This Indian was one of the 
party who furprifed the place, and fhc 
was well known to the moft of them« 

The fame day, after the mifchicf was 
done, a letter from Secretary AddiiigtcHi» 
written by order of the government^ di-* 
redled to Major Waldron, giving him lid- 
tice of the intention of the Indians to fut'-' 
prize him Under pretence of tiade/fell in- 
to the hands of his fon. This defigii was 

**^- ^- communicated to Governor Bradftreet by 
Major Henchman of Chelmsford, who 
had learned it of the Indians. The letter 

Appendix was dlfpitched from Bbfton, the daly-^ 
fore, by Mr. Weare ; but fome delay wdkh 
he n^et with at Newbury ferry prevehttid 
its arrival in feafon. 

The prifoners taken at this time Ivcfe 
moftly carried to Canada,' and fold (6 the 
French ; and thefe, as far as I can leahl, 
were the firft that ever were carried thither*.

^QOi one to another feveral times. An Indian girl opce pufhed 
fttr into a river; but; catching by the buflies. Sbt efca^drown- 
iag^ yet durft not tell how (he came to be wet. Qnce (be was fo 
weafy with travelling that (he he did aok awake » thtmomiBg till 
tiie hfA^ were gnae, and th^ fiound Jieiitplf al<^ iff the lyoods, 
covered with fnow and without iway food ; having found their 
jlRM^ lie went c«yiqg ^iter ihfm I^U ^J h^9t4 hfran4t9d(her 
vrafh them. At another time they kindled a great firei and the 
7«»ng Indiana told her (be was to be roaAed. She burft into tears, 
tbr$v h$r arms round her maker's i^e^k* and begg^ l)i)nt to fjive 
fc^, wfatcli he promifed to do if (he would behave weH, Being 
•nifpd in Caiu4a«- (he waa bought 1^ the Int^od^'a ladbr, who 
treated heir courteoufly, and fent her to a nunnery for education. 
Ibf fAm Sir William Phlpi Wat at Quebeck flw wai pzc))i«)ec|lt 
and returned to her friends, with whom (he lived till (he was fix.

The wiie pf Richard Otis was t^ken at t}^ tuxpc time, yrith 
an infant daughter of three months old. The Fiench priefts took 
IhifrCfiUd under their care, bli^^d her by thf na|me of,Chriftfi)a, 
apd educated her in the Romi(h religion. She pafled (o{ne time in 
« Bttiery, but declined taking the veil, and was married to a 
JPicnphman, by whom (U had two children. ^u£ h^r 4cfire to fee 
Kew- England was fo (hong, that upon an exchange of prifoncra 
il ^7^4f bdi^theA a widow, (he left both her chikireq, wl)o nyere 
not peoqitted to come with hsr, and returned home, where (he 
abjured the RoBH(h fa)th. M. Siguenot, her former «onfefibr, 
Wrote her a flattering letter, warning her of her dan^d inyiting 
her to return to the bofom of the catholic church, and repeating 
saaf grpfs calumnies which h^ formerly been vented againil Lur 
Cher and the other reformers. This letter being (hewn toGover* 
stor Qunxt, he wrote her a (enfible and mafterly anfwer, refuting 
the arg^mfnts, and dete^iqg the falfehooda it contained : ik)th 
Chefb' letters ' were printed. She was , married afterward to Capt. 
Tbofias t^fy who had beti^ taken at Peerfiica^ in i7Q4* >nd 
lived in iDover, where (he was born, till the year 1773. 

Mr. John Emerfon, by declining to lodge at Major Waldroo*s 
on the fatal night, though ftrongly urged, met wiih an happy 
efttpe; He was afterward a mioifter at New-Caftle and Portf- 
aoutk. 

Jj:3* Some of the crrcumibinces relating to the deftru£tit>n of 
CogherhP W« takfn.fipiii. Mother's Magnali^. The ©then from 
the tradition of the fuffcren and their iefccndauts. 
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168^. had began to fafcinate them with their 
* — ^-*^ religious and national prejudices. They 
had now learned to call the Englifh here- 
ticks, and that to extirpate them as fuch 
was meritorious in the fight of heaven. 
When their minds were hlled with religi- 
ous phrenzjr, they became more bitter and 
implacable eneqpiies than before ; and find- 
ing the fale of fcalps atid prifoneifs turn t6 
good account in Canada, they had ftill 
farther incitement to continue their de- 
predations, and profecute their vengeance. 
The neceffi ty of vigorous meafures wa$ 
now fo prefling, that parties were imme- 
diately difpatched, one under Captain 
Noyes td P^daCook, wh6re they deftrbycd 
the corn, but the Indians efcaped ; another 
from Pafcataqua, under Captain Wincal, 
toWinnipifeogee, whithef thelndiarfs had 
retired, as John Church*- who had been ta-fc 
ken at Cochecho and efcajDed from them, 
reported t One or tivo Indians were killed 
there, and their com cut down ; But thefe 
excurfions proved of fmall fervice,- as 
the Indians had little to lofe, and could 
find an home wherever they couM find 
game and fifli. 

In the month of Auguft Major Swainc, 
with feven or eight companies raifed by 
the MalTachufetts government, marched 

to 
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to the eaftward ; and Major Chnrch, wiih i6Sg^ 
another party, confifting of Englilh and '~^ ' 
Indians from the colony of Plymouth, 
foon followed them. Whilftthefe forced 
were on their march, the Indians, who 
lay in the woods aboutOy iter river, obferv- 

how many men belonged to Huck- 
ing^s garrifon i and feeing them alt go out 
one morning to work, nimbly ran between 
them and the houfe, and killed them all 
(being in number eighteen) except one 
who had paffed the brook. They then 
attacked the houfe, in which were only 
two boys (one of whom was lame) with 
fome women and children . The boys kept 
them off for fome time and wounded fever- 
al of them* At length the Indians f^ 
die houfe on fife, and even then the boys 
would not furrcnder till they had promifcd 
them to fpare their hves. They perfidi- 
oufly murdered three or four of the chil- 
dren ; one of them was kt on a (harp 
(ilake, in the view of its diftreffed mother, 
twho with the other women and the hoys 
I were carried captive. One of the boys 
efcaped the next day. Captain Garner 
with his company pui ilied the enemy, but 
did not come up with them. 

The Maflachufetts and Plymouth com- 
panies proceeded to the call ward, fettled 

garrifons 
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.1689. girrifons » convenient plgces, an4 'b^i 
"^ -' " fome Ikirmifhes with the cncmjr af C^cp 
and Bliie Point. On their return, Majgr ' 
Swaine (enta party of the Indian auxUi^n^ 
Aonder Lieutenant Flagg toward Winni- 
ffifcogeeto make difcoveries.* ThefeJa- 
4ians held a confultation in their birt^ 
Jianguagt ; and having perfuaded tlnax 
lieutenlimt v/kh two men to return* ninei- 
teeii of them tarried out eleven days longer ; 
in which time they found the cnemy^ ftaid 
witbtheni two nights/and informed them 
of eyery thing which they defired to know; 
Magntiia« ^P^^ which the enemy retired to their 
^;7P- inacceflibic defarts ; the forces returofid 
without finding them, and in Novemka: 
weredifbandcd. 

Nothing was more welcome to the d& 
treffed inhabitants of the frontiers dban 
the approach ot winter, as they then 
expected a refpite from their fufferings. 
The deep fnows and cold weather wcit 
commonly a good fecurity againft an attack 
from the Indians ; but when refblutely fct 
on mifchief, and inftigatcd by popifli cn- 
thufiafm, no obftacles could prevent the 
execution of their purpofes. 
1 600 ^^^ Count de Frontenac, then governor 

i-.^^ of Canada, was fond of diflinguilhing 
himfclf by fome enterprizes ags^inft the

^ivbam his cnafler was ii war in Europe, ' — '^^ 
For this purpofe be detached three parties 
^f Firenchaod Indians frora Canada in the 
[ivinferp who we^e tQ take thr« d liferent 
>uies imo the Englilh territories- One of 
fe partie$ marched frara Montreal and 
fpyed Schenedlada, a Dutch village oa 
le Mohawk river, in the province of New. 
fork. This adiion whicir happened af an 
lufual time of the year, in the montii of 
J^ebruaiy , alarmct^ the wlKjle country 1 and 
'le eaftern fettle meats were ordered ta be 
In their guard.. On tlic eighteenth day 
rf March, another party which came from 
; rois Riviares, under the command of the 
Jieur Hcrtel, an officer of great repute in 
"Canada, found their way to Salmon Mk^ 
iettiemcnt on the river which divides 
New-Hamplhire from tlie province of 
Maine, This party confiftcd of fifty twa 
men, of whom twenty five were Indians 
nader Hoophood a noted warrior. They 
^^gnn the attack at day-break, in three 
Bifierent places* The people were fur- 
prized ; but flew to arms and defended 
themfelves in the garrifoned houfcs, with 
a bravery w^hich the enemy themfelves 
Applauded- But as in all fuch onfets the 
j^^mts have the greatcft stdvantagc, fo 
S they 
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tfipa fhey here proved too ftfdng^i for the defch^ 
""""''^ cknts; about thirty of the teaveft were 
killed, and the reft furrendered at difcrc- 
tion, to the number of fifty four, of whoia 
the greaterpart were women and children. 
After plundering, the. enemy burned the 
houfefr, mills and bam&,* with the caWlc^ 
which were wilhin doors, and thenretieat-i 
ed into the woods, whith'fer they were pur- 
ftic'd by ajbout one lilindred and fortjr hicn, 
fuddenly coUedled from the neighbouring 
toWnS', whocame up with them in the after- 
noon at a narrow bridge on Wbofter's rhrcr. 
[Berwick.] Hertel exp^iflif^ apurluit^had 
poftedhi& men advantageoufly on theop- 
pofite bank. The purfufers advanced with 
great intrepidity, and a warm engage- 
ment cnftied, whicblaft^ till night, wten 
they retired with the Ibfs of four or five 
Charlevoix killed > thc cnemy by their own account 
^iv. 7. p. loft two>, one of whoni was Hertel's ne- 
phew ; his fon was wounded in the knee; 
another Frenchman was taken prifonei', 
Nbinaiia who was fo tcndcrly treated that he cm- 
braced the proteftam faith, and remained 
in the country. Hertel on bis way home- 
ward met with a third party who had

iMay. Thus the three expeditions plan- 
ned by Count Frontenac proved fuccefs- 
fiil ; but the glory of them was much 
'iami(hed by adts of cruelty, which chrift- 
iaas (hould be afhamed to count^Qaace, 
ibough perpetrated by favages*.

l|^ Hcd hm to a tree jttd danced roond him till they had kindled 
m fire. They gate him time to pray, and take leaye of his fello^- 
^oMTt %lfo were plactd round the 6re to fee hit death. Thtfy 
fbihcd the fire toward him, and when he was alm^Aifted, took 
It aWay to gire him time tb breathe, and thus prolonged his mifery ; 
they ^vimei his dying groans with their hideovt fioging and 
yelling ; all the while dancing round the fire, cutting off* pieces of 
hit^fleih and thfoWing them in his face. When he was dead th^ 
lek hi^ body broiling on the coals, in which ftate it was found by 
his friends, and buried. 

Mchetabel Goodwin was taken with her child of five monAis olJ. 
When it cried they threatened to kill it, which made the mother 
gd afioe aind fit for hours together in the fnow to lull it to fteep; 
her maOer feeing that this hindered her from travelling, took the 
child, ftruck its bead againft a tree, and hung it on one of the 
branches ; (he would ha?e buried it but he would not let her, telling 
iter that if fhe came again that way (he might have (he pleafure 6t* 
feeing it. She was carried to Canada, and after five yean retum- 
cd home. 

Mary Plaifted tNras taken oat bt h^r bed, having lain in but 
three weeks." They made her travel with them through the fnow, 
and** to eafe her of her burden^" as they faid, ftnick the child's 
head againft a tree, and threw it into a river. 

An anecdote of another kind may relieve the reader after tliefe 
tragical accounts. Thomas Toogood was purfued by th^e Indians 
^nd overtaken by one of them, who having incited his name 
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After the deftrudlion of Cafcotheeaffc- 
em fetdements were all deferted, and th^ 
Jieoplcretiiwl to the fort at Wclk. tThc 
Indians then came up weftward, awlft 
party of them under Hoophood fbmetime 
in May made an afTault on Fox Point* [in 
Newingtott] where they burned ievod 
houfe^t killed about fourteen people, and 
carried away fix: They were purftied by 
w-g-Hb.7. the Captains Floyd and Greenlcaf, who 
came up with them and recovered lome or 
the captives and fpoil, after a fkirmifii in 
which Hoophood was wounded qnd loft 
his gun. This fellow was foon after kill- 
ed by a party of Canada Indians who 
miflookhim for one of thelroquois^wkH 
whom they were at war. On the fourth 
day of July eight pcrfons were killed 89 
they were mowing in a field near Lam- 
prey river, and a lad was carried captive. 
The next day they attacked Captain Hil- 
ton's garrifon at Exeter, which was reliev- 
ed by Lieutenant Rmcroft with thelofsof 
a few of his men ; one of them, Simon

was pieparing things to bind him» hoIdiDg his gMf under hit snh 
whiv:h Toofsood fci^ea and wcot. iMckward, keeping the gva pfr 
iciitcd at hiatf and protelling that he would <hoot him if )iet{ft«« 
cd the others who had ftopped ou the oppoiics fide «if the hUL 
Py this dexterity be efcapcd and gos fjte iuio Cccbecha; wUIft 
'.us aJverfary hid no recompence in his power but to call aStorkhi 
by the name oi ^'3 gzcJ, Whim he returoed to his cooipaokoi 
without guaor priftmcr, their deri lion made his mifudveoture the 
v..^x2 grievous. 
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Stone, received nine wounds with fllot, 
and: two ftrokes of a hatchet;: when his 
fiiiitfds came to bury him they perceived, Mag.iib.7. 
life in him, and by the application of cor- 
dials he revived- 10 th^ amazemient of all. 
:.:.Twa companies under the Captains 
iloyd and Wifwal w^re now fcouting, and 
oovthc jCxth d»y of July difcovered an In- 
dian track,; which they purfued till Jthcy 
ctakic up with the eneniiy at Whelcwf ight's 
Foodv [in Lee] where a bloody engage- 
ment enfued for fome hours ; in which 
Wifwal, bis lieutenant Flagg, and fergeant 
Walker, with twelve more, were killed, 
and feveral wounded. It was not known 
how many of the enemy fell, as they al- 
ways carried off their dead. Floyd main- 
tained the fight after Wifwal's death, fill 
hi« men, fatigued and wounded, drew off; 
which obliged him to follow. The enemy 
retreated at the fame time ; for when 
Captaift Convers went to look after the 
wounded, he found feven alive, whom be 
bfOQ]^ in by funrife the next morning, 
and then returned to bury the dead. The 
enemy then went weft ward, and in the 
courfe of one week killed, between Lam- 
prey river and Almibury, not Icfs than 
forty people.

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1690. ■ The cruelties excrcifed upon thecap^f 

' — ^-^ ti ves in this war exceeded , both in number 
and degrpe, any in former times. The 
moft hcahhy and vigorous of them were 
fold in Canada, the weaker weiTe £icrificed 
and fcalped ; and for every fcalp they had 
a premium. Two inftances only are re-? 
membered of their releafing any without 
a ranfom ; one was a woman taken from 

Mag' 73. Fox Point, who obtained her liberty by 
procuring them fome of the neceffarics of 
life ; the other was at York ; where, after 
they had taken many of the people, they 
reftored two aged women and five children, 
in return for a generous adion of Major 
Church, who had fpared the lives of a$ 
many women and children when they fdl 

MS letter, into his hands at Amarifcogin. 

The people ot New-England now look- 
ed Qln Canadaasthe fourceof their troubles, 
and formed a defign to reduce it to fubjcc- 
tion to the crown of England, The eo- 
terprize was bold and hazardous ; and had 
their ability been equal to the ardour of 
their patriotifm it might probably haw 
been accomplifhed. By ftraining cvciy 
nerve, they equipped aq armament in fomc 
degree equal to the fervifp. What was want- 
ing in military and naval difcipline WW 
fpade up ii) rcfolutioti ; and the command 
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n'gs given to Sir William Phips, an honeft 1690. 
map , and a friend to his country ; but by no * — ^"^ 
iQieans qualified for fuch an attempt. Una- 
voidable accidjents retarded the expedition,* 
ib that the fleet 4||d not arrive before Quebec 
till 0<9:oberi when it was more than time to 
return. It being impoflible to continue there 
to any purpofe. j and the troops growing 
&;kly and difcouraged, after fojue inef- 
fe&ual parade, they .abandoned 4:he enter- 
prizQ. 

This difappomtment was fever-ely felt. 
The equipment of the fleyet and army re- 
quired a fupply of jnoney which could not 
jreadily be collc(5ed, and occafioned a pa- 
per currency ; which has often been drawn 
into precedent on like occaiions, and has 
provdd a fatal fource of the moft complin- 
cated and e^ctenfiye mifchief* The peo- 
ple were ^ilmoft difpiritcd with the prof- 
peift of poverty and ruin. In this melan- 
choly ftate of the country, it was an hap- 
py circumftaijce that the Indians volunta- 
rily came in with a flag of truce, and de- ngv. 29. 
fired a ccflation of hofl:ilities. A conference 
being held at Sagadahocjc, they brought 
in teg captiycs, and fettled a truce till the 
firft day of May, which they obferved till 
the ninth of June ; when they attacked 1 691 . 
Storer*s garrifon at Wells, but were brave- ' — ^^ 
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1691. ly repulied. About the fame timettief 

J^-^ killed two men at Exeter, and on the 

tM^enty -ninth of September, a party oi 

them came from the eaftward in canoes to 

o/yotT Sandy Beach [Rye] whert*hey killed and 

loPriacc. captivated twenty *one perfons. Captain 

Sherburne of Portfmoutb, a worthy officer, 

Fitch's MS. was this year killed at Macquok. 

The next winter the country being 
alarmed with the deftrudtion of York, 
fome new regulations were made for the 
general defence. Major ElifhaHutchinfon 
was appointed commander in chief of the 
militia; by whofe prudent condu<ft the 
frontiers were well guarded, and fo con- 
ftant a communication was kept up, bf 
ranging parties, from one poft to another, 
that it became impoffiblc for the enemy to 
attack in their ufual way h^ furprize. 
The good efFedl of this regulation was 
prefently feen. A young man being Jft 
the woods near Cochecho, was fired at by 
fome Indians. Lieutenant Wilfon imme* 
diately went out with eighteen men i and 
finding the Indians, killed ox wounded 
the whole party excepting one. This 
ftruck a terror and kept theth quiet the 
Remainder of the winter and fpring. 
But on the tenth day of June, an army of 
French and Indians made a furious attack 

on. 
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ggi Stprcr'fl garrtfon'tit Wells,. wber^ Gap- 
fcwi; (^ivyer3 coffin^ndcil ; who aft^r a 
hr^ve and. refoluce defence, was fi> happy 
a^ t^ drive them off with great Ipfs. 

Sir W:illiam#hip$, being now governor 
of Mafiachufetts, continued the fame me* 
thod of defence ; keeping out continual 
fcouts under braveand experienced officers. 
Thi6 kept the Indians fo quiet that, ex* 
€cpt one poor family which they took at 
Oy^er river, and fome Imall mifchief at 
Quaboag, there is no mention of any def- 
trudion made by them during the year 
4^3* Thfeir aniraofity againft New-Eng- ^^93* 
land was not quelled j but they needed a 
fpact to recruit; foinaebttheirprincipalmcn 
were in taptivity , and they could notbope to 
redeem them without a p(^ce. To obtain 
it,: they came into the fort at Pemaquid ; ^"«- "• 
and there entered into a f olemn covenant ; 
wherein they acknowledged fubjedion to 
the crown of England ; engaged to aban- 
don the French intercft ; promifed perpet- 
ual peace ; to forbear private revenge ; to 
reftore all captives ; and even went fo far 
•as to deliver hoftages for the due perform- 
ance of their engagements . This peace, 
or rather truce, gave both fides a refpite, 
which both eameftly defired. 

The people of Ncw-Hampfliire tvere 
much reduced ; their lumber trade and 

hufbandry 
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5-693. hufbandry being greatly impeded by the 
^—^'^^ war. Frequent complaints were made of 
the burden of the war, the fcarcity of pro- 
vifions, and the di^piritednefs of thfc peo- 
ple. Once, it is faidin thefcouncilnnuinutes 
that they were even ready to quit the po- 
vince: The governor was obliged to im- 
pf els -men to guard the outpofts ; they 
were fometimes difrtiiffed for want of pro- 
viiions,and then thegafrifoned officers were 
called to account and feverely punilhed : 
Yet all this lime the public debt did not ex- 
ceed four hundred pounds . In this lituationi 
they were obliged to apply to their neighs 
hours for affijftance ; but this was granted 
with a fparing hand. The people of Maf- 
fachufctts were much divided and at vari- 
ance among th^mfelves, both on account 
of the new charter which they had receiv* 
cd from King William, and the pretaid<- 
cd witchcrafts which have made fo loud 
a noife in the world. Party and pafli&a 
had ufurped the place of patriotifm 1 and 
tlie defence, not only of their neighbours, 
but ofthemfelves was negledted to grati- 
fy their malignant humours. Their gov^ 
ernor too had been affronted in this prov* 
ince, on the following occafion. 

Sir William Phips, having had a quar- 
rel with Captain Short of the Nonfuch fri- 
gate

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g^ about the extent of his power as vice 1 693 1 
admiral, arrefted Short at Bofton, and put "^--^—^^ 
him on board % merchant (hip bound tor 
England, commanded by one Tay, with 
a warrant to deKver him to the fecretary 
of ilatq. The (hip put into Pafcataqua, 
an4 the Nonfuch came in after her. The 
lieutenant, Cary, fent a letter to Hinckes, 
prefident of the council threatening to im,- 
prefsf fcamen if Short was not releafed. 
Cary was arrefted and brought before the 
council, where he received a reprimand 
for his infolence. At the fame time Sir 
William came hither by land, went on 
board Tay's (hip, and fcnt the cabbin^boy 
with a meffage to the prefident to come to 
him there ; which Hinckes highly refcnt- 
ted 3nd refiifed, Phips then demanded of 
Tay his former warrant, and iffued anoth-r 
a commanding the re-delivery of Short 
to him, broke open Short's, cheft, and 
feize4 his papers* Thisadlion was looked 
upon by fome as an exertion of power to 
which he had no right, and it was pro- 
pofed to cite him before the council to an- March so. 
iwer for affuming authority out of his ju- 
rifijijftion. The prefident was warm ; but 
ft majority of the council, confidering Sir 
William's opinion that his vice admiral's 
fpttxmiffion ejctepded to tbi§ province^ 

(though 
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(though Uftier had one,but was notprefent) 
and that no perfon belonging to the province 
had been injured, advifed the prefident td 
take no farther notice of the matter. Socm 
after this Sir WiUiam drew off the me« 
whom he had ftationed in this province 
as foldiers ; and the council advifed ihe 
lieutenant governor to apply to the colony 
of Conne6ticut for men and provifion« j 
but whether this requeft was granted does 
not appear. 

The towns of Dover and Exeter being 
more expofed than Portfmouth or Hamp* 
ton fufFcred the greateft (hare in the coitt- 
mon calamity. Nothing but the hope of 
better times kept alive their fortitude. 
When many of the «aftem fettlemeiits 
were wholly broken up, they ftood their 
ground, and thus gained to themfdves a 
reputation which their pofterity boaft of 
to this day. 

The engagements made by the Indiani 
in the treaty of Pemaquid, might Iwye 
been performed if they had been left to 
their own choice. But the Frcnth miffioOr 
aries had been for fome years very affidu^ 
ous in propagating their tenets amon|[ 
them, one of which was * that to break 
* faith with hereticks was no fin.* The 
Sicur de Villieu, who had diftit>gui(faed 

himfcif 
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himfclf in defence of Qjiebec wh«n Phips 1 694* 
was before it, and had contraiSed aiUong "^^^^^ht^^ 
antipathy to the New-Englanders, being 
then in command: ^t Penobfcot, he: with 
M.rThury, themiffionary, diverted Ma- 
dokawando and the other ftchems irom 
complying with, their engagementSL^ fo 
thatf pretences: w*ere found for distaming 
thrfinglifli captives, who were mpre, in 
hiittd)eir» and o£ more confeqmfcnceithaa'^ 
therhpfbges whom the Indians/had given, 
idflu^ced by the lame perhici^w.CQuncils, 
theyi kept a watchful eye. on the, frontier 
towns^'to fee what >place was molt fecurc 
and alight: be attacked. to the greaiell: ad- 
vtht|^gc*r;rThefettlemcnt atOyfter. river; 
within the town of Dover, was pitched 
iqpDd as the moft likely place ; .and it is 
faid : idaat the defign of furprizjihg it was 
pabHckly talked of at Quebec two months 
be&re itwas put in execution. Rumours 
o£ Jbdikns lurking in the \voods there- 
ahwrt: ixiadc fonie of the people apprehend 
daoKgkrri : hot-no mifchief being, attempted , 
they imagined them to be hunting parties , ul'^"p.86> 
amtfetumedio their fecurity. At length, 
the l^peccflaiy preparations being made; 
ViUieu,^ with a body of two hundred and

Oyfter river is a ftrcam which runs 
into the weftern branch of Pafcataqua ; 
the fettlemcnts were oft both fides, of 
it, and the houfes chiefly near the waters 
Here were twelve garrifoned houfes fuf-* 
ficicnt for the defence of the inhabitants, 
but apprehending no danger, fome faini-» 
lies remained at their own unfortified 
houfes, and thofe who were in the garri-^ 
fons were but indifferently provided for 
defence, fome being even deflitute of pow*" 
der. The enemy approaclied the place un^ 
difcovered, ai)d halted near the fails on 
Tuefday evening, the feventeenth ofjviji 
Here they formed two divifions, one 
of which was to go on each fide of ^ 
river and plant themfelves in ambu(h;in 
fmall parties, near every houfe, fo as to be 
ready for the attack at the'rifing of the fun; 
and the firftgun was to be the fignal. = John 
Dean, whofe houfe flood by the faw«'null ^ 
at the falls, intending to go from.liDfne | 
very early, arofe before the dawn of diyj 
and was fhot as he came out of his doon 
This firing, in part, difconeerted their plan} 
feveral parties who had fome diflanoe to 
go, .had not then arrived at their flations ; 
the people in general were immediate^ 

alarmed^ 
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scfimned, fome of them had time to make 1694^ 
rhcir efcapc, and others to prepare for '^"^v^ 
their defence. The fignal being given, 
the attack began in all parts where the 
enemy was ready. • 

Of the twelve garrifoned houfes five 
were deftroycd, viz. Adams's, Drew*^, 
Edgerly's, Medajr's and Beard's. They 
entered Adan\s's without refinance, where 
they killed fourteen perfons ; one of them, 
being a woman- with child, they ripped 
open. The grave ;is ftill to be fccn in 
i^^iudh they were all.buried. ; Drew fur- 
rendered bis garrifon on the promife:of 
. fecuhty, but was murdered when he fell 
into their hands ; one of his children, a 
boy of nine years old, was made to run 
through a^ lane of Indians, as a mark for 
fhem to throw their hatchets at, till they 
had difpatched hipi . Edgerly *s was eva- 
cuated j the prople took their boat, and 
one* of them was mortally wounded before 
they got out of reach of the enemy '« (hot. 
Beard's and Medar's were alfo evacuated 
aad the people efcaped. 

The dcfencelefe houfes- were nearly alJ 
fet^a fire,' the inhabitants being either 
killed .OF taken in^ them, or elfe in endeav- 
oaring to fly to the, garrifon s. Some ef- 
caped by hiding in the bufhes and other 

fecret 
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1694. fccrct places, Thomas Edgcrly, hyflBohf 
^"-^'-^ cealing himfelf in.his cellar, prefenred ban 
houfe, though twice fet oa fixe*!; The 
houfe of John Bufs, the tninifferi w» de- 
ftroyed, with a valuable library. ;Hc was 
abfcnt, his wifeand family fiedtothe woods 
andefcaped. The wife of John Dean» at 
whom the firil gun was fired, was takeft 
with her daughter, and carried about, two 
miles^up the river, where they were kft 
under the care of an old Indian whiiilthi 
others returned to their bloody woiki 
The Indian complained of apalninhif 
head, and aiked the woman whatwonld 
be a properrcmcdy : fheanfwered^ Occ(^% 
which is the Indian word for rurn» of 
which (be knew he had taken a hoVdH 
from her houfe. The remedy bciof 
agreeable, he took a large dofe and iA 
aileep ; and.fhe took thjit opportunity to 
make her efcape, with he/ child, into tfao 
woods, and kept herfelf concealed till they 
were gone. 

The other fevcn garrifon^, viz. Bmu | 
ham's, Bickford's, Smith's, Bunkcr'Sr 
Davis's, Jones's, and Woodman's wcrcrc- 
folutely and fuccefsfuily defended. At 
Bumham^s the gate was left open : The 
Indiana, ten in number, who were ap* 
pointed to furprize it, were afleep uncbf 

the 
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ink of the river, at the time that the 1694, 
llarra was given* A man within, who * — ^' 
had been kept awake by the tooth-ach, 
bearing the fifft gun, roufed the people 
and fecured the gate, juft as the Indians 
who were awakened by the fame noife 
Were entering. Finding themfelves dif- 
appointed, they ran to Pitnfiari*$, a defence- 
left houfe, and forced the door at the mo- 
ment that he had burft away through that 
end of the houfe which was next to the 
^arrifon, to which he with his family, 
taking advantage of the fliadc of feme 
trees, it being moonlight, happily efcaped. 
Still defeated, they attacked the houfe of 
John Davis, which, after fome refiftance^ 
he furrendef ed on terms j but the terms 
[Were violated, and the whole family was 
either killed or made captives. Thomas 
Bickford preferved his houfe in a fmgular 
manner. It was fituate near the river, 
and furrounded with a palifade. Being 
alarmed before the enemy had reached the 
houfe, he fent off his family in a boat, and 
then lliut ting his gate, betook him felf alone 
ro the defence of his fortrefs, Defpifing 
alike the promiles and threats by which 
the Indians would have perfuaded him to 
furrendcr, he kept up a conftant fire at 
fheni, changing his drcfs as often as he 
T could* 
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1694. could, (hewing himfelf. with a difierenb 
^""^'^ cap, hat or coat, and fometimes without 
either, and giving directions aloud as if 
he had had a number of men with him. 
Finding their attempt vain, the enemjr 
withdrew, and left him fole matter of the 
houfe which he had defended with fuch 
admirable addrcfs. Smith's, Bunker's, and 
Davis's garrifons, being feafonably appriz* 
ed of the danger, were refolutely defended; 
one Indian was fuppofed to be killed and 
another wounded by a (hot from Davis's.; 
Jones's garrifon was befet before day; Capt. 
Jones hearing his dogs bark, and imagin- 
ing wolves might be near, went out to 
fecure fome fwine and returned unmolefted. 
He then went up into the flankart and fat 
on the wall. Difcerningthefla(hofagun, 
he dropped backward ; the ball entered 
the place from whence he had withdrawn 
his legs. The enemy from behind a 
rock kept firing on the houfe for fome time 
and then quitted it. During thefctraiif^, ^ 
actions the French priefl took poffeflion of \ 
the meeting-houfe, and employed himfelf ^ 
in writing on the pulpit with chalk ; but 
the houfe received no damage. 
^ Thofe parties of the enemy who were 
on the fouth fide of the river having com- 
pleted their deflrudive work, collededin 

a field 
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afidd adjoining to Burnham's garrifdrij 1694.4 
wlicre they infultingly ijaevved their pri- '^-->r-' 
ioners, and derided the people, thinking 
thcmfelves out of reach of their fhot. A 
young nian from the centry-box fired at 
one who was making fome indecent figns 
of defiance, and wounded him in the heel : 
Him they placed on a horfe and carried 
away. Both divifions then met at the falls, 
where they had parted the evening before, 
and proceeded together to Capt. Wood* 
man's garrifon. The ground being un- 
even, they approached without danger, 
and from behind a hill kept up a long and 
jeverefireat the hats and caps which the 
people within held up on fticks aboye the 
walls, without any other damagb than 
galling the roof of the houfe. At length, 
apprehending it was time for the people 
in the neighbouring fettlements to be col- 
Icdled in purfuit of them, they finally 
withdrew; having killed and captivated 
between ninety and an hundred perfons, 
and burned about twenty houfes, of which 
five were garrifons*. The main body of 
thenri retreated over Winriipifedgee lake, 
tvheie they divided their prifoners, fepa- 
rating thofe in particular who were moft 
T % intimatelv

WO hundred and thirty people, and burned fifty or iuty houfes.

About forty of the enemy under T<s«- 
os, a Norridgwog chief, refolving on feu^• 
ther mifchief , went weftward and did eae- 
eeution as far as Groton* A ^aU^ par- 
ty having croffed the river Pafcataqua, 
came to a farm where Urfula Cutt^, wid- 
ow of the deceafed prefident, refided^ 
who imagining the enemy had done wfaa^ 
mifchief they intended for that time, coull 
not be perfuaded to remove into town till 
^^.^ her haymaking (hould be finifhed. As 
lib. 7. p 86- fhe was in the field with her labourers, the 
enemy fired from an ambufli and killed 
her, with three others.

{t;3r Thefe .particular circumibnces «f the deftni£lion at Ovibf 
river were at my defire colledie^ from the iTiformation of agedfC^" 
pie by Joha Smith, Efq. a d^ndont ctf om of the fufferhj|fe» 
ilies. -r 
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Waldron and his wife with their infant 
fon (afterward fecfetary) had almoft fliar- 
od the fame fate; they were taking boat 
to go and dine with this lady, when they 
were flopped by the arrival of fome friends 
at theii houfe ; whilft at dinner they were 
IBfarmed of her death. She lived about 
two miles above the town of Portfmouth, 
and had laid out her farm with much ele- 
gance. The fcalps <aken in this whole 
expedition were carried to Canada by Ma- 
dokawando, and prefented to Count Fron- 
tentc, from whom he received the reward 
of bis treacherous adventure. 

There is no mention of any more mif- 
chief by the Indians within this province 
till the next year, when, in the month of 
Jtdy, two men, were killed at Exeter. The 
following year, on the fcrenth day of 
May, John Church, who had been taken 
and efcaped from them feven years before, 
was killed and fcalped at Cochecho, near 
kis own houfe. On the twenty-fixth of 
Juite an attack was made at Portfmouth 
-plain, about two miles from the town. 
The enemy came from York-nubble to 
Swdy-beach in canoes, which diey hid 
there among the bufbes near the fhore. 
Some fufpicion was formed the day before 
by rcafon of the cattle runping out of the 

woods 
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1 696. woods at Little-harbour; but falfe alarms 
' — ^^■~' were frequent and this wa3 not much re- 
garded. Early in the morning the attack 
w^as made on five houfes at once ; fourteen 
perfons were killed on the fpot, one was 
fcalpedand left for dead, but recovered, and 
four were taken • The enemy having plun- 
dered the houfes of what they could carry, 
fct them on fire, and made a precipitate 
retreat through the great fwamp. A com-r 
pany of militia under Captain Shack- 
ford and Lieutenant Libbey purfued, and 
difcovered them cooking their breakfaft, 
at a place ever fince called Breakfaft hill. 
(Rye]The Indians were on the farther fide, 
having placed their captives between thcm- 
felves and the top of the hill, that in cafe 
of an attack they might firft receive th^ 
iire. The lieutenant pleaded to go round 
the hill, and come upon ihem below to 
cut off their retreat ; but the captain fear- 
ing that in that cafe they would, accord- 
ing to their cuftom, kill the prifoncrs, 
rufhed upon them from the top of the hill, 
by which means they retook the captives 
and plunder, but the Indians, rolling dawn 
the hill, cfcaped into the fwamp and got to 
their canoes- Another party, urider anoth- 
er commander, Gerrifh, was thenfent outln 
fhallops to intercept them as they fhoiild 

crofs 
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crofs over to the eaftward by night. The 1 696. 
captain ranged his boats in a line, and or- * — '' — ' 
rdered his men to referve their fire till he 
^ve the watch- word. It being a calm 
night the Indians were heard as they ad- 
vanced ; but the captain, unhappily giving 
■the word before they had come within 
gun-fliot, they tacked about to the fouth* 
ward, and going round the Ifles of Shoals, 
by thefavour of their light canoes efcaped. 
■^he watch-word was Crambo, which the 
captain ever after bore as an appendage 
to his title*. On the twenty-fix th day of 
July, the people of Dover were waylaid 
as they were returning from the public 
worfhip, when three were killed, three Magnaiia, 
wounded, and three carried to Penobfcot, ^'^' ^'^*^^' 
from whence they foon found their way 
home. 

. The next year on the tenth of June, 
the town of Exeter was remarkably pre- 
fcrved from defl:rudion. A body of the 
enemy had placed themfelves near the 
town, intending to make an aflault in the 
morning of the next day. A number of 
wonsen and children contrary to the advice 
o£i]&:ir friends went into the fields, with- 
out a guard, to gatherllrawberries. When 

they

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1 697. they were gone, fome perfons, to fright^ri 
^'''■"''' — ' them, fired analarm ; which quickly fpread 
through the town, and brought the people 
together in arms. The Indians fuppofing 
that they were difcovered, and quickened 
by fear, after killing one, wounding ano* 
ther, and taking a child, made a hafty le* 
tr^ and were fecn no more there. But 
pn the fourth day of July they waylaid 
and kOled the worthy Major Froft at Ktt# 
Mag.iib.7. tery, to whom they had owed revcng* 
Msjournai. evcr fince the feizure of the four hundred 
at Coehecho, in which he was concerned* 
The fame year an invafion of the Cftuor^ 
try was projeftfed by the French. A fleet 
was to ^il from France to Newfoundknd 
and thence to Penobfcot, where being joiii^ 
ed by an army from Canada, an attempt 
was to be made on Boflon, and the ^* 
coaft ravaged from thence to Pafcataqua. 
The plan was too extenfive and complin 
cated to be executed in one fummer. The 
fleet came no further than NewfouncHttMla 
when the advanced feafon, and fcanttuds 
©f provifions obliged them to give ofcr 
the defign. The people of NeW'-Eng^^MKi 
were apprized of the danger, and vikk 
the Ifcft preparatfons in their power. 
They ftrengthened their fortifications on 
the coafl, and raifed a body of jnen to de« 

defend 
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fmd the frontiers agaiaft the tndians who i697* 
were expeded tp co-operate with the '■^— ' 
FMncfa* SQi»e mifchief was done by 
lurking parties at the eaft ward ; but New- 
JHamplhirc wasunmoleftedby tbemduring 
tfae.*6maindcr of this, and the whole of 
the following year. 

After the peace of Ryfwick, Count 1698. 
FiWitenac informed the Indians that he ' ^"*^ 
could not any longer fupport them in a 
*witr with the Englilh, with whom his na- 
lion was then at peace* He therefore ad- 
vifed them to bury the hatchet and rcftorc 
thci§ captives. Having fuflfered much by 
famine, and being divided in their opinir 
0Q8 about^^profccuting the war, after a lang 
time they were brought to a treaty at 
Cafco ; where they ratified their fomier jaw^y. 
cogagements; acknowledged fubjedion to 
the crown of England ; lamented their 
former perfidy, and promifed future peace Mag. m, 7, 
and good behaviour in fuch terms as the ^' ^^ 
cxHnmiffioners di^latedt and with as much 
iinoertty as could be expe(Sted. At the 
fame tifne they reftored thofe captives who 
wei)c able to travel from the places of their 
detention to Cafco in that unfavourable 
feafon of the year 5 giving aflurance for 
the return of the others in the fpring ; but 
many of the younger fort, both males and 

females 
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fpart of their terrors. The young Indiant 

often (ignalized their cruelty ia trcat«» 

ing captives inhumanly out of fight of the 

elder, and when inquiry was made into 

the matter, the infuhed captive muft either 

be fiknt or put the beft fare on it, to pre* 

vent worfe treatment for the future. If 

a captive appeared fad and dejefled he was 

fure to meet with infult ; but if he oould 

iing and dance and laugh with his mafters, 

he was careffed as a brother. They had a 

ftrong averfion to negroes, and genoally 

killed them when they fell into their handi. 

Famine was a common attenda)|t on 

thefe doleful captivities ; the Indians when 

they caught any game devoured it aH at 

one fitting, and then girding themfelves 

round the waift, travelled without fuften- 

ance till chance threw more in their w«qr. 

The captives, unufed to fuch canine »• 

pads and abfi:inances, could not fupport 

the furfeit of the one nor the craving of 

the other. A change of matters, thwgh 

it ibmetimes proved a relief from mifeiy, 

yet rendered the profpedt of a return to 

their home more difiant. If an Indiaii hid 

loft a relative, a prifoner bought for aguOi 

a hatchet, or a few (kins, muft fupply the 

place of the deceafed, and be the £itber» 

brother, or fan of the purchafer ; and thofc 

who 
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iPifitoCGuWaGcommockfethemielvcs to fach 
barbarous adoption, were treated with the 
&m€ kindnefs as the perfons in whofe 
place they were fubftituted* Afitleamong 
the French of Canada was the moO: hap^ 
fy event to a captive, efpecially if he be- 
ca«Ma fervatrt in a familf ; though fomc*' 
times cvm there a prifon was their lot^ 
titt opportunity prefentedfor their redemp-^ 
tie» ; whilft thepriefts employed every fe- 
diietng art to pervert thcrt to the popifh 
ftHgion, arnl induce them to abandon their 
country • Thefecircumftances, joined with 
fl)ie||nore obvious hardfhips of travelling 
haltnaked and barefoot through pathlefs 
deikrts, over craggy mountains and deep 
ftramps, through froft, rain and fnow, 
expofed by day and night to the inclemcnc}'^ 
ef the weather, and in fummcr to the ven- 
omous fttngs of thofc numbcrlcfs itifefts 
with which the woods abound 5 the reft- 
le& imxiety 6f mind, the retrofpcdt of paft 
femes of pleafure, the remembrance of 
diftant friends, the bereavements experi- 
enced at the beginning or during the pfo- 
•giPilik of the captivity, and the daily ap- 
pidienfion of death either by famine or 
the (avagccnemy ; thefe were the horrors . 
0f an Indian captivity. 

On 
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. On the other hand, it muft be acknoifr*- 
ledgcd that there have been inftances of 
juftice, geneiofity and tendernefs during 
thefc wars, which would have done honor 
to a civilized people. A kindnefs (hewn 
to an Indian was remembered as long as 
an injury ; and perfons have had their lives 
fpared for ads of humanity done to the 
anceftors of thofe Indians into whofe hands 
they have fallen*. They would fometimcs 
•* carry children on their arms and (houl- 
•* ders, feed their prifoners with the bcft 
** of their provifion, and pinch themfelvcs 
•* rather than their captives fhould ypnt 
** food." When fick or wounded they 
would afford them proper means for their 
recovery, which they were very well able 
to do by their knowledge of fimples* In 
thus preferving the lives and health of 
their prifoners, they doubtlefs had a view 
of gain. But the moft remarkably fa- 
vourable circumftance in an Indian captiv- 
ity, was their decent behaviour to women. 
I have never read, nor heard, nor could 
find by inquiry, that any woman who fdl 

into

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into their hands was ever treated with the 
Icaft immodefty ; but teflimonies to the 
contrary are very frequent*. Whether 
this negative virtue is to be afcribed to a 
natural frigidity of coftftitution, let phi- 
lofophers inquire : The fadl is certain ; 
and it was a mod happy circumftance for 
our female captives, that in the midft of 
all their diftreffes, they had no reafon to 
fear from a favage foe, the perpetration 
pf a crime, which has too frequently dif- 
graced, not only the perfonal, but the na-. 
tional character of thofe, who make large 
pretences to civilization and humanity. 

* Mary Rowlandfon who was captured at Lancaftcr, in 167^, 
has this paflage in her narrative^ (p. 55.) *« I have been in the 
midft of Chefe roaring lions and favage bears, that feared neither 
God nor man nor the devil, by day and night, alone and in com- 
pny; deeping all forts together, and yet not one of them ever 
offered me the lead abufe of unchaftuy in word or adtion." 

Elizabeth Hanfon who was taken from Dover in 1724, teftifies 
wa her narrative, (p. 28.) that** the Indians are very civil toward 
their captive women, not offering any incivility by any indecent 
carriage." 

William Fleming, who was taken in Pcnnfylvania, in 17 > 5, f^ys 
the lodiani told htm « he need not be afraid of their abuiing his 
wife, for they would net do it, for fear of offending their God 
(pointing their hands toward heaven) **for the man that affronts 
his God will furclj be killed w-hen he goes to war.'* He farther 
fays, that one of them gave his wife a (hift and petticoat which he 
had among his pliuider« and though lie v/m alone with her, yet 
««hfe turned his back, and went to lome diftance whilrt Ihe put 
thew on." (p. 10.] 

Charlevoix in his account of the Indians of Canala, fays, fletter 
7.) ** There is no example that any have ever taketi the Icaft li- 
berty with the Ficnch waaien, even wh?n they were their pi>- 
Xoners. "

^be civil affairs of the province during the 
admin^fatims of UJher, Partridgey 
Allen, the Earl ofBellamount and Dudley, 
comprehending the whole contr&verfif 
with Allen and his heirs. 

JOHN Uflicr^ Efquipe, was a native of 
Bofton, and by profeffion a ffesitioncr. 
He was poffeffed of an handfomc fortimeg 
and fuflained a fair charadter in trade. We 
had been employed by the Maffachirictta 
government, when in England, to nego- 
ciate the purchafe of the province of Maine, 
from the heirs of Sir iferdinando Gorges, 
and had thereby got a tafle for ipeculating 
in landed intereft. He was one of tfcc 
partners in the million purchafe, and had 
fanguine expedlations of gain from that 
quarter. He had rendered himfelf unpop- 
ular among his countrymen, by accepting 
the office of treafurei , under Sir Edmund 
Androffe, and joining with apparent zeal 
in the meafures of that adminiftratlMi^ 
cfter'f and he continued a friendly coniiexioii 
^'*"* with that party, after they were difplaced. 
Though not illnatured, but rather of 
an open and generous difpofition, yet he " 

|pnte4 
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waflted thofe aeeomplifhmeilts which he 
might have acquired bf a leatned and ()olite 
education. He had but little of the ftatef- 
maiii andlefs of th^ courtier. Inftead bf 
a» ^iigaging affability he afiedted a feveri- 
tjr in his deportrtient, was loud in conver- 
sation, and ftern in command. Fond of 
prefiding in government, he frequently 
jtterhied into the province, (though his 
ftfidente was at Boftoh, where he carried 
Oft his bufinefs as ufual,) and often fum- 
mon^ the council when he had little or 
nothing to lay before them. He gave or- 
ders p and found fault like one who felt 
himfelf independent, and was determined 
to be obeyed. He had an high idea of' 
his authority and the dignity of his com- 
miffioni and when oppofed and infulted, 
ad he fometimes was, he treated the of- 
fenJders with a feverity which he would 
not relax till he had brought them to fub- 
Hiiffion. His public fpeeches were al- province 
ways incorrcd:, and fometimes coarfe and 
rejwoachfuL 

He feems, however, to have taken as 
nJildb care for the intereft and prefervation 
of the province ^ one in his circumftanc- 
es could have done. He began his ad- 
miniftration in the height of a war which 
greatly diftreffed and impoverifhed the 
U country » 



files. 
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country, yet his views from the beginning 
were lucrative*. The people perceived 
thefe views, and were aware of the danger. 
The transfer of the title from Malon ta 
Allen was only a change of names : They 
cxpeiSted a repetition of the fame difficuU 
ties under a new claimant. After the op- 
pofition they bad hitherto made, it could 
not be thought ftrange that n>en whoie 
pulfe beat high for freedom, fhould refufe 
to fubmit to vaffalage ; nor, whilft they 
were on one fide defending their poffeffions 
againft a favage enemy, could it be ex- 
pelled, that on the other, they fhould 
tamely fuffer the intrufion of a landlord. 
Uftier's intcreft was united with theirs in 
providing for the defence of the country, 
and contending with the enemy } but 
when the propriety of the foil was in quef- 
tibn, they flood on oppofite fides; and as 
both thefe controvcrfies were carried on 
at the fame time, the condudl of the peo^ 
pie toward him varied according to the 

exigency

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«igencjr of the cafe; they fometimes vot- 
ed him thanks for his fervices, and at other 
times complained of^his abufing and op- 
preffing them. 

Some of them would have been content 
to have held their eftates under Allen's 
title*, but the greater part, including the 
principal men were refolved to oppofe it 
to the laft extremity. They had an aver- 
fion not only to the proprietary claim 
on their lands, but their feparation from 
theMaffachufetts government, under which 
ihey had formerly enjoyed fo much free- 
dom and peace. They had petitioned to 
be re-annexed to them, at the time of the 
revolution ; and they were alwiays very 
fond of applying to them for help in their 
difficulties, that it might appear how un- 
able they were to fubfift alone. They 
knew alfo that the Maflachufetts people 
were as averfe as themfelves to Allen's 
claim, which extended to a great part of 
their lands, and was particularly noticed 
in their new charter. 

Soon after Ufhcr's arrival, he made en- 
(qpiry for the papers which contained the 
tranfadlions relative to Mafon's fuits . Du- 
ring the fufpenfion of government in 1 689, 
U a Captain

Uihcrto AUeD» Oaober 1695. 
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Captain John Pickering, a man of a rougb 
and adventurous fpirit, and a lawyer^ had 
gone with a company of armed men to 
the houfe of Chamberlayne, the late fecrc- 
tary and clerk, and demanded the records 
and files which were in his poffcflion. 
Chamberlayne refuled to dcUver them 
without fome legal Warrant or fecurity ; 
but Pickering took them by force, and 
conveyed them over the river to Kittcry* 
Pickering was fummoned before the gov- 
ernor, threatened and imprifoned, but for 
fometime would neither deliver the books^ 
nor difcover the place of their conceal- 
ment, unlefs by order of the affembly and 
to fome perfon by them appointed to re- 
ceive them. , At length, however, he was 
conftrained to deliver them, and they w^tre 
put into the hands of the fecretary, by the 
lieutenant-govcrnor*s order. 

Another favourite point with Uflier was 
to have the boundary between New- 
Hampfhireand MafTachufetts afcertained: 
There were reafons which induced fomeaf 
the people to fall in with this defire. Tl^ 
general idea was, that New-Hampfli^ 
began at the end of three miles north of 
the river Merrimack j which imaginary 
line was alfo the boundary of the adjoin- 
ing townfhips on each fide. The people 

who 
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wtvo lived, and owned lands near thefe li- 
mits, pretended to belong to either pro- 
vince, as beft fuited their conveniency ; 
which caufed a difficulty in the colleding of 
taxes, and cutting of timber. The tqwn of 
Hampton was fenfibly affedcd with thefe 
difficulties, and petitioned the council that 
the line jnight be run. The council ap- 
pointed a committee of Hampton men to 
do it, and gave notice to Maffachufetts 
of their intention ; defiring them to join Prov.fiics. 
in the affair. They difliked it and declin- 
ed to a6l. Upon which the lieutenant- 
governor and council of New-Hampfhire 
caufed the boundary line to be run from 
the fea-fhore three miles northward of fatofN!^* 
Merrimack, and parallel to the river, as Mafffchu."* 
far as any fettlements had been made, or ^^itgt & 
lands occupied. frssr^j. 

The only attempt made to extend the 
fcftlement of the lands during thefe times, 
was, that in the fpring of the year 1694, 
whilft there was a truce with the Indians, 
Ufher granted a charter for the townftiip 
Cif Kingft<^n, to about twenty petitioners 
ftom Hampton. They were foon dif- 
couraged by the dangers and difficulties of . 
the fucceeding hoftilities, and njany of 
•them returned home within two years. 
After the war they refumed their enter- , 

prize ; 
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pri^e ; but^lhnras not till the year I72^» 
that they were able to 6btain the fcttlement 
of a minifter. No alterations took place 
in the old towns, except the iepara- 
1693, tion of Great Ifland, Little Harbour, and 
"^ — ^ Sandy Beach, from Portfmouth, and their 
eredion into a town by the name of New- 
caftle ; together with the annexation of 
that part of Squamfcot patent wnich now 
bears the name of Stretham, to Exeter, 
it having before been connedted with 
Hampton. 

The lieutenant-governor was very for- 
ward in thefe t ran fa<5t ions, thinking them 
circumftances favourable to his views, and 
being willing to recommend himfelf to the 
people, by feconding their wifties, asfaras 
was confiftent with the intereft he meancd 
to ferve. The people, however, regarded 
the fettling and dividing of townfhips,and 
the running of lines, only as matters of 
general convenience, and continued to be 
difgufttd with his adminiftration. His re- 
peated calls upon them for money were 
anfwered by repeated pleas of povert]^ 
and requefts for affiftance from the neigl? 
bouring province. Uflier ufed all hisin-^ 
fluence with that government to obtain a 
fupply of men to garrifon the frontiers ; 
and when they wanted provijfidns for the 

garrifons, 
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garrifons, and could not readily raife the 1693. 
money, he would advance it out of his *— v— 
own purfe and wait till the treafur}' could 
reimburfe it. 

During the two or three firft years of his 
adminiftration the public charges were 
provided for as they had been before, by 
an €xcife on wines and other fpirituous 
liquors, anad an inipoil on merchandife. 
Tfaefe duties being laid only from year to 
year, U(her vehemently urged upon the i5g^. 
affembly a renewal of the adl, and an ex- «— >^ 
tenfion of the duty to articles of export; J^^-^-n* 
and that a part of the money fo raifed 
might be applied to the fupport of govern- 
ment. The anfwer he obtained was, that 

* confidering the expofed ftate of t^e prov- 
' ince, they were obliged to apply all the 
^ money they could raife to their defence; 

* and therefore they were not capable of 

* doing any thing for the fupport of gov- 

* erament, though they were fenfible 

* his honour had been at confiderable ex- 

* pence : They begged that he would join 

* ^with the council in reprefenting to the 

* king the poverty and danger of the prov- 

* ince, that fuch methods might be taken 

* for their fupport and prefervation as to 

* the royal wifdom fhould feem meet.' 
Being further prefled upon the fubjc<5t, 

they 
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i6g^. they paffcd a vote to lay the propofed dUf 
^~*^' — ' ties for one year, * provided he ^nd the 

* council would join with them in pcti* 

* tioning the king to annex them to Maf. 

* lachufetts.' 

He had the mortification of being difap<« 
pointed in his exped:aMons of gain,noton]jjr 
from the people, but from his employer. 
Allen had promifed him two kundred apd 
fifty pounds per annum for executing h» 
commiffian ; ^nd when at the end of the 
third year, Ufherdrew on him for tbp 
payment of this fum, his bill came hack 
proteftcd*. This was the more mortify- 
ing, as he had affiduoufly and faithfi»lly 
attended to Allen *s intereft, and acquaint- 
ed him from time to time with the means 
he had ufed, the difficulties he had fw- 
countered, the pleas he had urgisd, the 
time he had fpent, and the expence he had 
incurred in defence and fupport of his 
tirtier's let- claim. He now defired him to come over 
and aflume the government himfdf, Qt 
get a fucceflbr to him appointed in the of- 
fice of lieutenant-governor. , He did fiot 
fcnow that the people w^re before hand 
of him in this latter reqveft. 

On

Letter of Ufhcr to Sir Matthew Dudley, Sept. i7jS. 
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On a pretence of difloyalty he bad re- 1695. 
moved Hinckcs,Waldron, and Vaughan ^~>r:-' 
from their feats in the cpuncil. The fofm- 
cr of thefe was a man whp cpuld change 
with the times ; the two latter were flieady. 
Gppofers of the proprietary claim. Their 
lufpcnfion irritated the people, who, by 
their influence, privately agreed to recom- 
mend WiHiam Partridge, Efq. as a prop- 
er perfon for their lieutenant governor 
in Ufher's ftead. Partridge was a native 
ef Portfmouth, a (hipwright, of an extra- 
ordinary mechanical genius, of a politic 
turn of mind, and a popular man. He 
was treafurer of the province, and hacj 
been ill ufed by Ufher. Being largely 
concerned in trade he was well known it\ 
England, having fupplied the navy with 
Hiafts and timber. His fudden departure 
foF England was very furprifing to Uflier, 
■who could not imagine he had any other 
bufinefs than to fettle his accounts. But 
the furprife was greatly increafed when 
he returned with a commiflion appointing j gg,.^ 
him lieutenant-governor and commander ^— >^-r^ 
in chief in Allen's abfence.

Immediately on his arrival, his appoint*^ 
meat was publickly notified to the people; 
though, either from the delay of making 
out his inftrudtions, or for want of the 
form of an oath ncceffary to be taken, the 
commiffiori was not puWiflied in the ufu- 
al manner : But the party in oppofitioa 
to Ufher triumphed. The fufpended 
counfeUors refumed their feats, Pickering 
was made king's attorney, and Hinckcs 
as prefident of the council, opened the af- 
junes. fembly wuth a fpeech. This affembly or- 
Ms. Laws, dercd the records which had been taken 
from Pickering to be depofited in the 
hands of Major Vaughan, who was ap- 
pointed recorder : In confequence of which 
they have been kept in that office ever 
lince. 

Uftier being at Bofton when this altera- 
tion took place, wrote to them, declaring 
that no commiffion could fupcrfede his till 
duly publiflied ; and intimated his inten- 
tion of coming hither ** if he could befafe 
** with his life.'* He alfo difpatched his 
Wmi. 20. fecretary, Charles Story, to England, with 
an account of this tranfadion, which in 
one of his private letters he ftyles ** the 
** Pafcataqua rebellion;'* adding, that ** the 
** militia were raifed, and forty horfe fent 
'* to feizehim j** and intimating that the

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confufion was fo great, that ** if but three 1 697.

** fummons.'* The extreme imprudence 

offending fuch a l,etter acrois the Atlan^ 

tic in time of war, was ftill heightened by 

an apprehenfion which then prevailed , that 

the French were preparing an armament 

to invade the country, and that ** they ll^^^""- 

** particularly defigned for Pafcataqua ton'*jeitcr 

** river." Tafiics. 

In anfwer to his complaint, the lords of 
trade directed him to continue in the place ^"s^ft s- 
of lieutenant-govcmor,till Partridge {hould 
qualify himfelf, or till Richard, Earl of 
Bellomont, (hould arrive ; who was com- 
miflioned to thegovernment of New- York, 
Maflachufetts Bay and New-Hamp(hire ; 
but had not yet departed from England. 
Uflier received the letter from the lords 
together with the articles of peace which 
h^ been concluded at Ryfwick, and im- 
mediately fet off for New-Hampihire, 
(where he had not been for a year) pro- 
claimed the peace, and publilhed the or- ^«"- '^^ 
dcrshe had received, and having proceed- 
ed thus far, ** thought ail well and quiet/' 
But his oppoiers having held a confulta- 
tion at night. Partridge's commiflion was 
the next day pubUftxed in form ; he took 

the 
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the oaths, and entered on the adminiftra« 
tion of government, to the complete vex- 
ation and difappointment of Uflier who 
had been {o elated with the confirmation 
of his commiflion, that as he paffed through 
Hampton, he had forbidden the miniftcr 
Council of that placc to obferve a thankfgiving daj^ 
which had been appointed by Prefident 
Hinckes. 
1698. -^^ afTembly being called, one of their 

^~v — ' firft ads was to write to the lords of trade, 
januaiys. ^ acknowledging the favour of the king 

* in appointing one of their own inhabi- 

* tants to the command of the province, 

* complaining of Ulher, and alleging that 

* there had been no difturbances but what 
^ he himfelf had made ; declaring that 

* thofe counfellors whom he had fufpcnd- 

* ed were loyal fubjedls, and capable of 

* ferving the king ; and informing their 

* lordfliips that Partridge had now quail-*

They alfo deputed Ichabod Plaifted to

• publifhed , and to a(k his advice how they oL Z fiU# 

* ihould behave in fuch a cafe/ The prin- 
cipal dcfign of this meffage was to riiakc 
their court to the earl, and get the ftart of 
Uffaer or any of his friends who might 
prfepofTefs him with an opinion to their 
difadvantage. But if this fhould have hap- 
pened ^ Plaifted was directed * to obferve 

* what reception they met withi If his 

* lordfhip was ready to come this way, he 

* was to beg leave to attend him as far as 
' Bc^bn, and then a(k his permiffion to 

* letum home ;' and he was furniflied with 
a letter of credit to defray his expenfes. 
This meffage, which (hews the contrivers 
to be no mean politicians, had the deiired 
effea. 

The earl continued at New- York for 
fhe firft year after his arrival in America ; 
during which time Governor Allen came x;,^, ^^^ 
*ver, as it was cxpedted, and his com- 
miffion b^ing ftill in force, he took the 
oaths and affumed the command. Upon sept. x^ 
Ivhich Ufhcr aga;in made his appearance ^^^ ^

1699. pacific and condefcending difpofitidn; 

^v^ The fame ill temper continued during the 
remainder of this fhort adminiftiHtions 
The old coun fellers, excepting Fryaf , re- 
fufed to fit. Sampfon SheafFe and Peter 
Weare made up the quorum. Shea£k 
was alfo fecretary. Smith treafurer, and 
William Ardel, fherifF. The conftables 
refufed to colledl the taxes of the precede 
ing year, and the governor was obliged to 

MS in files, revoke his orders, and commiflSon the for- 
mer conftables to do the duty which hebad 
forbidden. 

In the fpring the earl of Bellomont fct 
out for his eaftern governments. The 
council voted an addrefs, and fept a com- 
mittee, of which Uflier was one, to pre^ 
fent it to him at Bofton ; and preparations 
were made for his reception in New^Hamp* 
(hire ; where he at length came and pub* 

jjiyji. liflied his commiffion to the great joy of 
the people, who now faw at the head rf 
the government a nobleman of diftinguifli- 
ed figure and polite manners, a firm friend 
to the revolution, a favourite of King Wil»* 
liam, and one who had no intereft in' op- 
prefl[ingthem. 

During the controverfy with Allen, Par- 
tridge had withdrawn ; but upon this , 
change he took his feat as lieutenant-gtiV^ j 

emor, ^ 
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iremor, and the difplaced counfellors 1699. 
wcrqagaincalledto the board. A petition *""^^ 
was prefented againft the judges of the 
fuperior court, and a proclamation was 
iiTued, for juilices of the peace and confVa^ 
bles only, to continue in office, whereby 
tbejudgescommiffions determined. Riclv 
ard Jofe was m^de IherifF in the room of 
Ardell, and Charles Story fecretary in the 
jroom of SheafFe. 

The government was now modelled in 
favour of tl>c people, and they rejoiced in 
the change, as they apprehended the way 
was opened for an cffecaual fettlement of 
their long continued difficulties and dif- 
putes. Both parties kid their complaints 
bei^re the governor, who wifely avoided 
ceo£iring either, and advifed to a revival 
ofthe courts of juftice, in which the main 
controverfy might be legally decided. This 
was agreed to, and the neceffary adls be- 
ing paffed by an affembly, (who alfo pre- 
fented the earl with five hundred pounds 
which he obtained the king's leave to ac- 
cept) after about eighteen days ftay he 
quitted the province, leaving Partridge, 
now quietly feated in the chair, to appoint 
thcjudges ofthe refpedtive courts . Hinckes 
wasmadechiefjufticeof the fuperior court, ^oundj 
with Peter Coffin, John Gerrilh and John

thecoft and tranfportation of materials, 
amounting to above fix thoufand pound?. 
They were amazed at the propofal ; and 
returned for anfwer to the governor, that 
m their grcateft difficuhies, when their 
lives and eftates were in the moft immf- 
nent hazard, they were never able to raifc 
one thoufand pounds in a year* ; thatt

England than the intrinfic value of theit 
efhtes, and that the fortifying of the har-^ 
bourdid as much concern Maffachufetts as 
themfelvc^s; but they concluded with 
afTuring his lordfhip, that if he were

They were alfo required to furnifh their ms infill. 
quQlft of men to join with the other colo- 
nies in defending the frontiers of New- 
York in cafe of an attack*. This they 
thought extremely hard, not only becaule 
they had never received the leaft afliftance 
from New- York in the late wars, but be- 
caufc an opinion prevailed among them

108. I75/ affiftance, as the New-Yorkers took care 
to maintain a good underftanding with the 
French and Indians, for the benefit of trade. 
But to return to Allen : He had as lit* 
tie profpe(ft of fuccefs in the newly cfta- 
blifhed courts, as the people had when 
Mafon^s fuits were carried on under Cran» 
Printed field*s govcmmcnt. On examining ihc 
iuicn'sii. records of the fuperior court it was found 
that twenty-four leaves were miffing, in 
wliich it was fuppofed the judgments re- 
covered by Mafon were recorded. No 
evidence appeared of his having obtained 
poffeffion. The work was to begin anew; 
and Waldron, being one of the primsipal 
landholders and moft ftrcnuous oppo&rs 
of the claim, was fingled out to fland foic- 
moft in the controverfy with Allen, as his 
father had with Mafon. The caufe went 
through the courts, and was invariably 
given in favour of the defendant with caftfi. 
Allen *s only refuge was in an appeal to 
the king, which the court, followingpthe 
example of their brethren in the Mafla- 
chufetts, refufed to admit. He thenpe-* 
titioned the king, who by an order fli 
council granted him an appeal, allowing 

him 
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hitxi eight months to prepare for its pro- 
fecution. 

. The refufal of an appeal could not fail ap"^^^. 
of being highly refented in England. It 
was feVerely animadverted on by the lords 
of trade, who in a letter to the Earl of April 29. 
Bcllomont upon this occafion, fay, * * This 
•* declining to admit appeals to his majefty 
•♦ kk council, is a matter that you ought 
** y^ry carefully to watch againft in all 
•* your governments. It is an humour 
*• that prevails fomuch in proprieties and 
** charter colonies, and theiNDEPEN- 
** D E N c Y they thirft after is now fo noto- 
•* rious, that it has been thought fit thofe 
*' confiderations, together with other ob- 
*• jedtions againft thofe colonies, Ihould be 
^*»lftid before the parliament ; and a bill 
••'has thereupon been brought into the 
**.houfeof lords for re-uniting the right 
•* of government in their colonies to the MSinfiies. 
^* crown." 

Before this letter was written the earl died March 5. 
at New- York, to the great regret of the 
people in his fcveral governments, among 
whom he had made himfelf very popular. 
A copy of the letter was fent to New- 
Hampftiire by the council of New- York ; 
but the bill mentioned in it was not paffed 
intoan adt ofparliament. For fome reafons

Partridge gave his confeilt 

to thefe adls ; but Allen had the addrcfs 

to get them d {fallowed and repealed be- 

caufe there was no referve made in them 

MS Laws, of ^hc proprietor's right. 

Thecontroverfy being carried beforctbe 
king, both fides prepared to attend the 
fuit. Allen's age, and probably want of 
calh, prevented his going in perlon ; he 
therefore appointed Ulher to ad: for htm, 
having previoufly mortgaged one half of 
the province to him, for fifteen hundred 
pounds; Vaughan was appointed agent for 
the province, and attorney to Waldroo. 
It being a general intereft, the affembly 
bore the expence, and notwithftandiog 
their pleas of poverty on other occafions 
provided a fund , on which the agent might 
draw in cafe of emergency. 

In the mean time King William died 
and Queen Anne appointed Jofeph Dud^

When Allen's appeal came before ihe 
queen in council, it was found that his 
attorney had^not brought proof that Ma- ^[^^^ 
fan had ever been legally in poffeflion ; ^^^""'^ ^^- 
for want ot this, the judgment reco- 
vered by Waldron was affirmed ; but 
the order of council directed that the

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I '7oa . Whilft this appeal was depending a p«- 
'-A — ' tition was presented to the queen* pray-* 
ing that Allen might be put in pofleffion 
of the wafte lands. This petition was re- 
ferred to Sir Edward Northey attorney ge- 
neral, who was ordered to report on three 
queftions. viz. i . Whether Allen had a 
right to the waftes ? a. What lands oug^t 
to be accounted wafte ? 3. By what meth-^ 
od her majefty might put him into pof- 
feflion ? At the fame time Uftier was mak- 
ing interefl to be re^appointed lieutenant* 
governor of the province. Upon this, 
Vaughan entered a complaint to the queen, 
fetting forth * that Allen claimed as waftc 

* ground not only a large tradl of unoc- 

* cupied land, but much of that which had 

* been long enjoyed by the inhabitants, »

Ufher's intereft however prevailed. The 1 703 . 
attorney general reported* that * Allen's "^^^^^ 

* daim to the waftes was valid ; that ail

* be reputed wafte ; that he might enter 

* into and take pofleffion of them, and if 

* difturbed migh| aflert his right and pro- 

* fecute trefpaflers in the courts there ; but 

* that it would not be proper for her maje-

Soon after this Ufher obtained a fecond 
commiflion as lieutenant-governor ; but 
tvas exprefsly reftrided from intermedling 
•* with the appointment of judges or juries, 
•* or otherwife, in matters relating to the

"— ^^-^ *• ants/* The people did not relilh this 
re-appointnient, nor did his fubfequent 
condud: reconcile them to it. Upon his 

prober 27. firft appearance in council Partridge took 
his feat as counfellor ; but the next day 
defired a difmiffion on account of a (hip 
in the river which demanded his conftant 
attentidn. This requeft was granted, and 
he foon after removed to Newbury, where 
he fpent the reft of his days in a mercan- 
tile department, and in the btifinefs of his 
profeffion.* 

It had always been a favourite point 
with Ulher to get the ly)oks and files, 
which had been taken fromChamberlayne, 
lodged in the fecretary*s office. Amongf 
thefe files were the original minutes of liKf 
fuits which Mafon had carried on, and the 
verdifts, judgments and bills of coft he had 
recoveried. As they were committed to 
the care of the recorder who was appoint- 
ed by the general court and removeaUc 
only by them , no ufe could be made of thefe 
papers but by confent of the afifembly. 
When Ufher produced to the council an

Penhallow, the recorder, who was a mem- ^ — ^^"^ 
bcr^of the council, refufed to deliver them 
without an adl of the general aflembly 
authorizing him to do fo. 
. Uftier fucceeded but little better in his 
applications for money. He alleged that 
he had received nothing for his former 
Hbrvices, though they had given hundreds 
to Partridge ; and he complained that no 
houfe was provided for him to refide in, 
which obliged him to fpend moft of his 
time at Bofton. The plea of poverty al- 
ways at hand, was not forgotten in an- 
fwer to thefe demands. But at length, 
upon his repeated importunity and Dud- 
ley's carneft recommendation, after tlie 
adSnnbly had refufed making any provifion 
for him, and the governor had exprefsly 
directed him to refide at New-Caftle, and 
cxercife a regular command, it being a time J*i7 7. 
of war ; the council were prevailed upon 
to allpw him two rooms in any houle he 
could procure ** till the next meeting of 
♦• the affembly,'* and to order thirty eight 
jhillings to be given him for the expence 
of his ** journey to ^nd from Bofton.** 

When Dudley acquainted the affembly 
with the royal determination in Allen's 
iuits, they appeared tolerably fatisfied rcb. 10. 

with 
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1704. with the equitable intention difcovered 

*"""^' ' therein ; but begged him to reprefcnt to 

her majefty that ** the province was, at 

* leaft lixty miles long and twenty wide, 

* containing twelve hundred fquare milest

Kotwithftanding this plea, which was 
often alleged, Allen, by virtue of the nee. 22, 
queen's permiffion, had entered upon and 
taken poffeffion, by turf and twig, of the 
common land in each townfhip, as well as 
of that which was without their bounds. 
He brought his writ of ejedtment de novo 
agsinfi: Waldron, wid when the trial was 
coming on, informed Governor Dudley 
of it, that he might come into court 
and demand a fpecial verdidl agreeably 
to the queen's inftrudlions. Dudley fr6m 
Bofton informed the court of the day 
when he intended to be at Portfmouth, 
and dircfted the judges to adjourn the 
court to that day. Before it came, he heard 1 704. 
of a body of Indians above Lancafter, 
which had put the country in alarm, and 
ordered the court to be again adjourned. 
At length he began his journey ; but was ^ 
taken ill at Newbury, with zfeafonabU fit . 
of the gravel, and proceeded no farther. 
The jury in the mean time refufed to bring l'^^^ 
in ^ fpecial verdi<5t ; but found for (ne Aiicnstific, 
defendant with cofts. Allen again Ap- 
pealed from the judgment.

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1704. Perplexed, however, with thcfe repeaf- 
* " ' ed difappointments, and at the fame time 
being low in purfe, as well as weakened 
with age, he fought an accommodation 
with the people, with whom he was defi- 
rous to fpend the remainder of his days 
in peace. It has been faid that he made 
very advantageous offers to Vaughan and 
Waldron, if they would purchafe his title ; 
but that they utterly rcfufed it. The peo- 
ple were fenfible that a door was ftill open 
for litigation; and that after Allcn*s death 
they might, perhaps, meet with as much 
or more difficulty from his heirs, among 
whom Ufher would probably have a great 
influence. They well knew his indefiiti- 
gable induftry in the purfuit of gain, that 
be was* able to harrals them in law, and 
had great intereft in England. They 
therefore thought it beft to fall in with 
Allen's views, and enter into an accom- 
modation with him. A general meeting 
of deputies being held at Portfmouth, the 
following refolutions and propofals were 
drawn up, viz. * That rhey had no claim 

* or challenge to any part of the province 

* without the bounds of the foufr towns 

* of Portfmouth, Dover, Hampton and 

* Exeter, with the hamlets of New-Caftlc 

* and Kiogfton, which were all comprc- 

* handed 
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* hended within lines already known and 1705* 

* laidf out, and which fhould forthwith ' ''^ 

* \fC revifed ; but that Allen and his heirs 

* might peaceably hold and enjoy the faid 

* great wafte, containing forty miles in 

* length and twenty in breadth^ or there- 

* abouts, at the heads of the four towns 

* aforefaid, if it (hould fo pleafe her ma- 

* jefty;. and that the inhabitants of the 

* four towns would be fo far from inter- 
' rupting the fettlement thereof, that they 
^ defired the faid wafte to be planted and 
'filled with inhabitants, to whom they 

* would give all the encouragement and 

* alfiftancc in their power. That in cafe 

* Allen would, for himfelf and heirs^ for- 

* ever quit claim, to the prefent inhabitants 

* and their heirs, all that tradtof land com^ 

* prehendcd within the bounds of the fcve- 

* ral towns, and warrant and defend the 

* fame againft all perfons, free of mort^ 

* gage,, entailment and every other incum^ 

* braiiqe, and that this agreement (hould 

* be accepted and confirmed by the queen ; 

* then they would lot and lay out to hian 

* and his heirs five, hundred acres within 

* the town of Portfmouth and Ne w*Caftle, 

* fifteen hundred in Dover, fifteen hundred 

* in Hampton and Kingfton, and fifteen 

* hundred in Exeter, out of the common-

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1705. ' ages of the faid towns, in fuch placed,

' town, as fhould bed accommodateJum 

* and be lead detrimental to them ; ind 

* that they would pajr him or his heirs two 

* thoufand pounds current money of Nev- 

* England at two payments, one within a 

* year after receiving the royal confirma- 
' tion of this agreement, and the tidier 
' within a year after the firft payment. 
' That all contracts made either by Mafoa 
' or Allen with any of the inhabitants, or 

* others, for lands or other privileges in 

* thepoffcffion of their tenants in their own 

* juft right, befidc the claim of Maibn 
'and Allen, and no other, fhould be fo- 

* counted valid ; but that if any of thepw- 

* chafers, Icflees or tenants fhould refufc 

* to pay their juft part of the fums agreed 

* on, according to the lands they held, their 

* fhare fhould be abated by Allen out of

* agreement. That upon Allen's accepf-

liMrtdl to Allen for his acceptance : But fo ^s^cT^ 
ddbriable an iffue of the controvefy was ^[^^j^^ 
prevented by his fuddcn death, which hap- Trade, 
pened on the hext day. He left a fon and 
four daughters, and died inteftate. 
: Colonel Allen is reprefcnted as a gentle- 
man of no remarkable abilities, and of a 
folitary, rather than a focial difpofition ; Atkinfon*. 
but mild obliging and charitable. His "-^"^^ ^'^ 
diiuraiaer, whilft he was a merchant in Lon- I'^^l^x^ll 
don, was fair and upright, and his domeftic f^" «™* 
deportment amiable and exemplary. He Mr. Prmce^ 
Ivas a member of the church of England 
by profeffion, but conftantly attended di- 
viae worftiip in the congregation at New- 
Caftle, and was a ftri6t obferver of the 
chriftian fabbath. He died on the fifth 
of May 1705, in the feventielh year of 
his age, and was buried in the fort. 
■ After his death his only fon, Thomas i«o6* 
Allen, Efq. of London, renewed the fuir> ^..«-,, — ' 
by petitioning the queen, who allowed 
him to bring a new writ of ejedmcnt, and 
ordered a revival of the direftions given ^^7- »«• 
fo the governor in lyoj^ with refped: to 
the jury's finding a fpecial verdidl. Ac- 
cordingly Allen, having previoufly con- 
veyed one half of the lands in New-Hamp- 
fliire by deed of fale to Sir Charles Hobby ^"^^ *^' 
Y and 
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a:ii appointed his mother Elizabeth ADcti 
' 7^7- ^^ attonie\\ broughthii v%Tit of ejedntBr 
A^.TT^, againil Waldron in the interior covrtoC 
common pleas, where he was ofL He 
then removed it by appeal to the lupcihoc 
court, where it hid been tried three jears 
before. As this was the lall trial, axul as 
all the. (Irength of both parties was fiiUy 
difplayed on the occafion, it will be prop* 
er to give as juft a view of the cafe as cm 
now be collected from the papers oa fik 
in the office of the fuperior court. 

On Allen's part were produced copies 
of the charter by which King James I. coo- 
flituted the council of Plymouth j their 
grants to Mafon in 1629 and 1635 ; \fis 
laft will and teftament i an inventory of 
artillery, arms, ammunition, provificms^ 
merchandize and cattle left in the care of 
his agents here at his death ; depofitions 
of fcVeral ancient perfons taken in 1685, 
who remembered the houfcs, fields, forts, 
and other polTcffions of Capt. Mafon at 
PortfmouthandNewichwannock,andwtfC 
acquainted with his agents^ fte wards, fac- 
tors and other fervants, who divided tho* ^i 
cattle and merchandize among them after ' 
his death ; the opinions of Sir GeoflSfjr 
Palmer, Sir Francis Winnington and Sir 
William Jones in favour of the validity o£ 

Mafon's 
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Mafon*s title ; King Charles's letter to the 
prcfident and council of New-Hani pth ire 
in 1680 J the paragraph of Cranfield*s 
commiflion which refpeds Mafon's claim 
in 1682 ; the writ, verdi<5t> judgment and 
cxecvitionagainft Major Waldron in 1683 ; 
the decifion of the king in council againft 
Vaughan in 1686 ; Dudley's writ of cer^ 
iiorari in 1688 ; the fine and recovery in 
Wcftminfter-hall xv hereby the entail was 
cut olF, and the confequent deed of kle to 
Allen in 1691 1 Sir Edward Northey^s re- 
port in 1703 ; and evidence of Allen's 
taking pofleffion of the waftes» and of his 
indofing and occupying fome land at Great 
Ifland* On this evidence, it was pleaded 
that the title derived from Mafon, and his 
pofleffion of the province, of which the 
lands in queftion were part, was legal j 
that the appellee's poflTeiTion had been in- 

tterruptedby the appellant and thofe Ixom 
whom he derived his title, more efpccially 
by the judgment recovered by Robert Ma- 
ion againft Major Waldron ; and a fpecial 
1 verdidl was moved for, agreeably to the 
■jroyal direftions. The council on this fide 
were James Meinzies and John Valentine* 
On Waldron 's part were produced the 
deed from four Indian fachcms toWhele^ 
Wright and others in 1629 1 and depofir* 
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1707. tibns. taken from feveral ancients pccfonS 
'•^^-v— ' who teftificd that they had lived Mrifch Ma* 
jor Waldron when he bejgan his ^isgator 
tion at Cochecho, about the year i640«fU[Kl 
aflifled him in building his hou&s^and 
mills t and that no perfon had difturbed 
him in the poflfeffion thereof for above 
forty years. To invalidate the evidence 
of the title produced on the oppofite fide» 
it was pleaded. That the grant from 
the council of Plymouth to Mafonin 
1629, was not figned; that livery and 
feizin were not endorfed on it as on other 
of their grants, and as was then the legal 
form ; nor was it ever. enrolled according 
to ftatute : That the falc of part of , the 
fame lands in 1628 to the Maifachufetts 
company, by an inftrumcnt ligned and 
executed according to law, renders tliis 
fubfequent grant fufpicious; and that his 
pretending to procure another grant of part 
of the fame lands in 1635, was. an argu- 
ment that he himfelf could not rely on the 
preceding one, nor was it credible: t'hat the 
fame council Ihould grant the fame lands 
twice, and to the fame perfon: That the' ' 
grant in 1635 was equally defecaivc ; and 
that he mull reliquilh one or the other, it 
being contrary to the reafbn and ufage of 
Uw to rely on two iievcral titles at once. 

It 
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Itrwks urged, That Waldron's pofTeflt 1709:: 
iori'was grounded on a deed from the ^-^^r-^ 
natate lords of the foil, with whom his 
fether had endeavoured to cultivate a 
friendly connexion ; that he had tak- 
eft up his land with their confent, when 
the country was a wildernefs ; had cul- 
tivated it, had defended it in war at a 
grtfW cxpenfe, and at the hazard of his 
Hfe, which he finally loft in the attempt ; 
thaf the Indian deed was legally executed 
itt the prefence of the fadors and agents 
of tiiecompany of Laconia, of vvhich Ma- 
fori was one ; that this was done with the 
toleration of the council of Plymouth, arid 
in purfuance of the great ends of their 
incorporation, which were to cultivate the 
lands, to people the country and chriftian- 
izc the natives, for the honour and intereft 
of the crown and the trade of England, 
all which ends had been purfued and at- 
tained by the appellee and his anceftor. 
It wasalfo alleged, that the writ againft 
Major Waldron in 1683 was for ** lands 
" and tenements,'* of which the quantity, 
iituation and bounds were not defcribed, 
for want of which no legal judgment could 
be given 1 that no execution had ever been 
levied, nor was thepoflefTor ever difturbed 
or amoved by reafon thereof; and that 

the 
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X 7py. the copies produced were not attcfted, no 
' ' book of records being to be found. To 
invalidate the evidence of Mafon's poflcf* 
fion, it was obfcrved, that he himfelf was 
never here in perfon ; that all the fcttk-- 
ment made by his agents or iucceflbrs wis 
only a f^dory for trade with the Indians, 
and principally for the difcovery of a coun- 
try called Laconia; and that this was dciie 
in company with feveral other merchant- 
adventurers in London, who, for the fee** 
rity of their gbods ereded a fort ; but that 
this could not amount to a legal poiTeflion 
nor prove a title to the countiy, efpccially 
as upon the failure of trade,.tne obje^ ci 
their enterprize, they quitted their fadory 
after a few years ftay in thefe parts. 

As to the motion for a (]pecial verdid:, 
it was faid that a jury could not find one, 
if they had no doubt of the law or fad, 
for the reafon of a fpecial verdid is a doubt 
either in point of law or evidence j nor wa» 
it confiftent with the privileges of Englifli- 
men that a jury fhould be compeUed tp 
find fpecially . In addition to thefe pleaSi it 
was further alleged, that by the ftatute 
law no adion of ejedment can be mau» 
tained except the plaintiff, or thofe under 
whom he claims, have been in pofiefficm 
within twenty years ; and if they have 

bccJi 
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beto out of poiTeffion fixty years , then not 1 707 . 
Qnl|r an, eje<ament, but a writ of right, ^~>r^ 
^(iitU other real adions are barred in re-^ 
ipeia of a fubjeiSp and that in fuch cafes the 
xtght of the crown is alfo barred : and that 
by. the ftatutc of 32 Hen, 8. cb. 9. it is 
ejiA^ed, that i>operfon fhall purchafe any 
laniids or tenements, urjefs the feller, or 
th^y.by whom he claims, have been in 
poffeiSpn of the fame or the reveriion or 
iieraainder thereof, or have taken the rents 
qr profits thereof by the fpace of one 
wbole. year next before fuch bargain is 
made ; and that the appellee and his an^ 
ceftor, and no other perfon whatever had 
been in poffcfTion of the premifes, nor was 
it ?ver pretended by 'the appellant that the 
Mafons, of whom the purchafe was ipade^ 
were in poffeffion within one year, or at 
any time before the alleged purchafe ; 
that all the mifchiefs provided againft by 
the above ftatute have been experienced 
by the people of New-Hampfliire from 
the purchafe made by the appeHant*s fa- 
ther, of the bare title of the propriety of 
the proiince. The council en this fide 
were John Pickering and Charles Story. 

A certificate from the lieutenant-gover- 
nor refpeding the queen's diredions was ^^^ ^^ 
delivefcd to the jury who returned the fol- 
lowing 
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1 707. lowing verditft : ' * In the caufc depending' 
'--*-^ ** between Thomas Allen, Efq. appellant 
** and Richard Waldron, Efq. defendants 
** the jury finds for the defendant a con- 
* ' firniation of the fornwr judgment and- 
** coft of courts. MarkHunJcingfof^man.** 
The court then fent out the jury again, 
with this charge, ** Gentlemen, you are 
** further to confider this cafe and obferve 
* * her majefty 's diredions to find fpeciallf , 
** and your oaths.'* They returned the 
fecond time with the fame vcrdidl ; upon 
which the court ordered judgment to fee 
entered, and that the defendant recover 
cofts of the appellant. The council for the 
appellant then moved for an appeal to her 
majefty in council ; which was allowed on 
their giving bond in two hundred pounds 
to profecute it. 

But the loyalty of the people, and the 
ciuncii & diftreffes under which they laboured hf 
kccwdJ * reafon of the war, prevailed on the queen's 
miniftry to fufpend a final decifion ; and 
fulTofhu ^^fore the appeal could be heard, Allen's 
icnstitic. death, which happened in 171 5, put an 
end to the luit, which, his heirs lying mi- 
nors, did not renew.

THE peace which followed the treatjf 
; of. Ryfwick was butoffhort duration, 
foftjiefeedsofwar w.qrealrcady fownboth 
ioEMXQpe and America. Louis had proclaim- 
ed the pretender king of England, and his 
Governpr Villebon had orders to extend his 
province of Acadia to the river Kennebeck, 
though the Englilh court underftood St. 
Croix to be the boundary between their 
territories and thofc of the French. The 
fifliery was interrupted by French men of 
war, and by the orders of Villebon, who 
fuflfered no Engliflx veffcls to filh on the 
banks of Nova-Scotia. A French miffion 
was eftabhfhed, and a chapel crcdted at 
Norridgwog, on the upper part of Kcnne- 
beck, which ferved to extend the influence 
of the French among the Indians. The 
governor of Canada,^ alTuming the cha- 
ra(5ler of their father'^ind pfq||ftor, in- 
ftigated them to prevent the fcttlement of 
the Englilh to the eaft of Kennebeck, and 
found fome among them ready to liften 

to

fa his advice. The people in thofe parts 
were apprehenfive of danger and meditat-? 
ed a removal, and thofe who had enter- 
tained thoughts of fettlmg there were te^ 
iUained* 

Things, were in this pofture when Dud^ 
ley entered on his government. He had 
particular orders troni England to rebuild 
the fort at Pemaquid ) but could not prcs 
vail on the Maffachufetts affembly to bear 
thecxpence of it. However he determine 
ed on a vifit to the eaftern country, and 
havingnotified his intention to the Indians, 
tpok wMth him a number of gentlemen of 
both his provinces*, and held a conference 
I ?o?* ^^ Cafco with delegates from the tribes of 
v.-^^* Norridgwog, Penobfcot,Pigwacket,Pena- 
Iw %o. cook and Amarifcoggin ; who aflured him 
that * * as high as the fun wasabove theearth, 
♦* fo fardiftant wa& their defign of making 
*^ the lead breach of the peace." They pre- 
fented him a belt of wampum in token of 
their fincerity, and both parties went to 
two heaps of ftones which had formerly 
been pitched and called the Twa Brcthers^f 
where the fiiendfhip. was further ratified 
by the addj^ion of other ftones. They al- 
fo declared, that although the French emif- 
Ibries aeiong them liad been endeavouring 

-*' Mt. W^jtcbinfo? ha-^naifplaccdthis tra^faftipn. by ^ ycar^ 
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td break the unipn^yet it was ** firm as a 1703, 
** mountain, and (hould continue as long ^-"^-^'-^ 
**. as. the fun and moon.'* Notwithftand- 
iog thcfe fair appearances, it wa|S obferved 
thjBLt when the Indians fired a felytc their 
guns were charged with (hot ; and it was 
fufpe^ed that they had then formed a de- 
fign , to. feize the governor and his atten-*- 
dams, if a party which they expeAcd from 
Canada,' and which arrjved two or three 
days lafter, had come in proper feafon to 
thdr affiftance. However this might be, 
it is certain that in the fpace of fix weeks, a Auguft xo. 
body of French and Indians, five hundred 
in number, having divided themfelves into 
ieveral patties, attacked all the fcttlements 
fromCafcotoWells,andkilled and took one 
hundred and thirty people, burning and 
deftroying all before them.* 

The next week (Auguft 17) a party of 
thirty Indians under Capt. Tom killed 
five people at Hampton village ; among 
whom was a widow MufTy , a noted fpeak- 
cr among the friends, and much lamented 
by them ; they, alfoplundeitd two houfes; 
.but the people being alarmed, and purfu- . 
-jngthem, they fled.

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^793' The country was now in terror and 

'^^— ^ confufion. The women and children re- 
tired to the garrifons. The men *w€rit 
armed to their work, and poftcd centiilels 
in the fields. Troops of horfe were quar- 
tered at Portfmouth and in the province of 
Maine. A fcout of three hundred and 
fjxty men marched toward Pigwackct, and 
another" to OffapyPond^; but made no 
difcoveries. Alarms were frequent, and 
the whole frontier country from Deer- 
field on the weft, to Cafco on the eaft was 
kept in continual terror by fmall parties of 
the enemy. 

In the fall Col. March of Cafco made a 
vifit to PigWacket, where he killed fix of 
the enemy and took fix more ; this encou- 
raged the government to offer a bounty of 
forty pounds for fcalps. 

As the winter came on, the frontier 
towns were ordered to provide a large num- 
ber of fnow-fhoes ; and an expedition was 
planned in New-Hampfhire, againft the 
head quarters of the Indians. Major 
Winthrop Hilton, and Captain John Gil- 
man of Exeter, Captain Chefley and Cap- 
tain Davis of Oyfter river, marched with 
their companies on fnow-fhoes into the 
woods ; but returned without fuccefs. This * 
is called in the council books ** an honour- 

** able 
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'Vablc fervice :'* Hilton received 5 gf^tu- 1 70^, 
ity o£ twelve, 2tfid each of the qapfcains '""""''^ 

five pounds. . , 

With the return pf fpring there was a ^ 7^4* 
returu- of hoftilities i . for notwithftanding """ ' 
the. polling a few.foUithern Indians in the 
garrifons at Berwick, the enemy appeared 
at Pyjfter river, and fttot Nathaniel Me- ^p"^*^- 
dar near his own field, and the. next day 
]|^kd Edward Taylor near Lamprey river, 
and .captivated his wife and fon. Thefc 
loftances of mifchief gave colour to a falfe 
dftirn at Cochecho, where it was faid they 
lay :mi wait for Col. Waldron a whole day, 
llMt miffing him by reafon of his abfence 
ffoin home, took: bis fervant maid as 
lla?..went to a fpring for water ; and hav- 
ing examined her a$ to the ftate of the 
garrifon, ftunned her with an hatchet but 
did not fcalp her. . The girl invented this 
ftory to palliate her, too long abfence. 

In May Col. Church, by Gov^nor Dud- 
ley*s.order, having planned an expedition 
to the eaftern. (hofe, failed from Bofton 
with a ; number of. tranfports, furniflied 
with whale-boats for going up rivers. In 
his way he ftofpt ^t Pafcataqua, where he 
was joined by abody.of meniinder Major 
Hilton, who was' of eminent ftfvice to 
him in this expedition*, <vhich lafted the 

whole

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J ^0^. whole fummer, and in which they dcfkrayJ 
'"""''^'^ cd the towns of Minas and Chicgnefto, 
and did confiderable damage to the French 
and Indians at Penobfcot and Paffaquod- 
dy, and even infultpd Port- Royal. Whilft 
chey were at Mount Defart, Church leam« 
cd from nine of his prifoners that a body 
of * fix hundred Indians were preparing 
for an attack on Cafco, and the head of 
Pafcataqua river ; and fcnt an exprcfs tq 
Portfmouth which obliged the people to 
be vigilant • No fuch great force as this 
appeared ; but fmall parties kept hoverin^f 
on the out fkirts. At Oyfter river they 
wountled William Taflcer ; and at Dovei 
they laid, in Ambufli for the people on 
their return from public worftiip, but hap- 
pily miffed their aim. They afterward 
Au^ftix. mortally wounded Mark Gyles at that 
place, and foon after killed feveral people 
in a field at Oyfter river, whofe names 9xc 
not mentioned.

In the winter, Col. Hilton with two i^^^^ 
hundred and feventy men, including the v.-^^ 
twenty Indians, were fent to Norridgwog 
on fnow-flioes. They had a favourable 
leafpn for their march, the (how being 
four feet deep* When they arrived there^ 
finding no enemy to contend with, they 
burnt the deferted wigwam*^ and the cha^ 
pel. The officers who went on this ex«* 
pedition complaifted that they had only 
the pay of private .foldier?.

aiEftance, under the direftion of Col, 
Romer; and when they were completed, 
m petition was fent home for a fnpply of 
cantwjn, ammunition andftores. 

The next fu miner was chiefly fpent in 
ttegotiating an exchange of prifonersj and 
Dudley had the addrefs to protratl the ne* 
gotiatioOp under pretence of confulting 
with the other governments about a neu» 
frailty propofed by the governor of Cana- 
da; by which means, tlie frontiers in ge- 
neral were kept tolerably quiet » although 
the enemy appeared once or twice in the 
town of Kittery. The line of pickets* 
which indofed the town of Portfmouth 
was repaired, and a nightly patroleella* 
Wi(hed on the fea fliore, from Rendezvous 
Point to the bounds of Hampton, to pre- 
vent any furprize by fea ; the coafts being 
at this time infefted by the enemy's pri- 
vateers. 

During this truce, the inhabitants of 
Kingfton who had left the place, were en- 
couraged to petition for leave to return to 
their lands which the court granted on 
condition that they fliould build a fort m 
ihe center of the town, lay out a parfon-

ticable by the renewal of hoftilities. 

The governor of Canada had encourage 
cd the Indians who inhabited the borders 
of New-Englund to remove to Canada, 
where being incorporated with the tribe 
of St. Francis, they have ever fincc re- 
mained. By this policy they became more 
firmly attached to theintereftpf thcFrench, 
and were more eafily difpatched on their 
bloody bufinefs to the frontiers of New-* 
England, with which they were well ac- 
quainted. Dudley, who was generally 
apprized of their movements, and kept a 
vigilantcye upon them, apprehended arup- 
ture in the winter; and gave orders for acir- 
cular fcouting march, onoe a month, round 
theheads of the towns from Kingfton toSaf- 

t-06. ^^^ ^^^'^ ' ^°^ ^^^ enemy did not appear 

J^^ till April ; when a fmall party of them 

attacked the houfe of John Drew at Oyftcr 

river, where they killed eight afldwoxind- 

cd twor. The garrifon was near, but nc* 

a man m it : The women, however, feeing 

nothing but death before them, fired -aft 

alarm, and then putting on hats, and

pear like men, they fired fo brilkly that. 

the enemy, apprehending the people were 

alarmed 
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akhncd, iled without burning or even t706> 
{ilundering the houfe which they had at- '**^'— ^ 
tacked. John Wheeler, meeting this par- 
ty and miftakingthcm for friendly Indians, 
unhappily fell into their hands and was 
killed with his wife and two children. 
Four of his fons took refuge in a cave by 
the bank of the Little Bay, ind though 
puffiued by the Indians efcaped unhurt. 

In July Colonel Schuyler from Albany* 
gave notice to Dudley that two hundred 
atid feventy of the enemy were on their 
march toward Pafcataqua, of which he im<^ 
Riediately informed the people, and or* 
dcred them to clofe garrifon, and one half 
ef the militia to be ready at a minute's 
warning. The firft appearance of this 
htdy of the enemy was at Dunftable ; 
whence they proceeded to Amefbury and 
Kifigfton, where they killed fpme cat*. 
tie. Hilton with fixty four men march- 
ed from Exeter ; but was obliged to r«- 
tui^n without meeting the enemy. The 
sealbn he gave to the council for return* 
ing fo foon was the want of provifion, 
there being none in readinefs at the gar*^ 
nfonSi notwkhflanding a law lately enad^ 
ed^ ei^ining it on* every town to have 
ftores ready^and depofited in the hands of 
their captains^ Forthefamereafonhchad 
Z a been 
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1706. been obliged to dilcontiaue a fmall ioMit 
'"•^'"^ which he had for fomc time kept up. 

Hilton was fo brave and z&ivc an officer 
that the enemy had mariced him for de- 
flru(5tion ; and for this purpofe a party of 
them kept lurking about his houfe, whelt 
they obierved ten men to go out one mom^ 
ing with their fcythes, and lay afide their 
arms to mow ; they then crept betwMi 
the men and their guns and fuddetily 
ruihingon them killed tour, wounded one^ 
and took three ; t^'o only of the whole 
number efcaped . They miffed the major 
for this time, and two of their prifoners 
efcaped ; but fuffered much in their It^ 
turn, having nothing to fubfift cwi foriAfec 
weeks but lilly roots and the rinds of trM. 
A».guii ic. After this they killed William Pearl add 
took Nathaniel Tibbets isit Dover. It 
was obferved during this war that the ene- 
my did more damage in fmall bodies than 
in larger, and by frittering along the 
frontiers kept the people in continual «p- 
prehcnfion and alarm ; and fo very fei^of 
them fell into our hands, that in comput- 
ing the expencc of the war it was judged 
Penhaiiow that cvcry Indian killed or taken coft^^thc 
^*'^°' country a thoufand pounds. "W 

1707. ^^ ^^^ following winter Hilton made 
»— y— > another excurfion to the eaftward, and t 

fhallop 
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fliaHop was lent to. Gjtfco with ftdres and f7<57. 
provifions for his jparty confifting of two '===v==^ 
hundred and twenty men. The winter 
heingmild, and the weather unfettled, pre- 
vented their marching fo fir as they in- 
tended : Cold dry weather znd deep fnow • - 
being moft favourable to winter expedi- 
tions^ However they came on an Indian 
track near Black Point, and purfuing it, 
killed four, and took a iquaw who con- 
dud:ed them to a party of eighteen, whom Jan. 21 
tbey furprized as they lay afleep on a neck 
of iand at break of day, and of whom they 
killed feventeen and took the other. This 
^vas matter of triumph confidering the dif- 
£icuity of finding their haunts. It was 
TCmarked that on the very inorning that 
likhis affair happened it was reported with 
■but little variation from the tmth, at Portf- 
mouththoughat thediftance of fixty miles. 
When Church went to Nova-Scotia he 
very earneftly foHcited leave to make an 
!«tenapt on Port Royal ; but Dudley would 
rbt confent, and the reafon he gave was, 
tbat he had written to the miniftry in 
•Enghind and expected orders and naval 
help to reduce the place. His enemies 
however affigned another rearfon for his 
refiifel ; which was that a clandeftinc trade 
Aras carried on by his connivance, and to his 

emolument, 
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yjoj* emolument, with the French there. Thi* 

^■^"^^ report gained credit and occafioned a loud 

call for j uftice. Thofc who were dixt£tly 

Hotch. concerned in the illegal traffick were pro* 

M.fft. fecuted and fined ; and the governor fuf- 

j.'*li4. fered much in his reputation. To wipe 

ofFthefe afperfions he now determined to 

make an attack in eameft, on Fort-Rojral, 

even though no ailiflance fhould come 

from England. It was intended that ia 

armament fhould he fcnt to America, 

and the commander was appointed ; but 

the (late of affairs in Europe prevented 

their coming. 

Early in the fpring the governor appli- 
ed to the afTemblies of both his provinces, 
and to the colonies of Rhode-Ifland and 
Connedicut, requefting them to raife oom 
thouland men for the expedition. Coiv 
pedlicut declined but the other three raiC- 
ed the whole number, who were difpofed 
into two regiments, of which Colcnel 
Wainwright conimandcd the onc^ and 
Colonel Hilton theothpr. Th?y embark* 
^ay 13. ed at N^ntalket in twenty-three tranfports 
furnifhed with whaleboats,uaderConvoy of 
the Deptford man of war, Capt. Stuckley, 
and the province galley, Capt. Slouiback. 
The chief command was given to Colontl 
March, who had behaved well in feveial 

fcouts 
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fcouts and rencounters with the Indians, 1707. 
but had never been tried in fuch fcrvice as "^^^^^ 
this. They arrived before Port Poyal in 
a few days, gnd after burning fome houfes, 
killing fome cattle round the fort, and 
making fome ineffectual attempts to bom<.- 
bard it, a jealoufy and difagrcement among PenhaUow 
the officers, and a mifapprehenfion of the ^' '^*' 
ftateof the fort and garrifon, caufed the junee&y 
sntny to break up and reimbark in a dif<« 
orderly manner. Some of the officers 
went to Bofton for orders, fome of the 
tran(}>orts put in at Cafco i a iloop with 
Captain Chefley's company of fixty men June 13. 
arrived at Portfmouth : Chefley fufFered 
his men to difperfe, but ordered them to 
letum at the beat of the drum : Being call- 
ed to account for this condud he pleaded 
that *' general orders were given at Port 
^* Royal for every man to make the beft 
•* of his way home/' The governor, 
highly chagrined and very angry, fent 
orders from Bpfton that if any more veffels 
ifaould arrive, the men (hould not be permit-, 
ted to come on fhore ** on pain of death.*' 
After a while he ordered Chefley 's comr 
pany to becoUeded and reimbarked, offer- 
ing a pardon to thofe who might vclyntari,- 
Jy return, the reft to be feverely punifhed. 
By the latter end of July they went on board ,

•"-^^■^ the place of a6lion. At the landing, ad 
ambufcade of Indians from among the 
fedgc on the top of a fea-wall, greatly an- 
noyed the troops. Major Wdton and 
Captain Chefley , being then on fhore with 
the New-Hanip{hire companies » pufhed 
their men up the beach^ flanked the ene^ 
my, and after an obftinate ilruggle put 
them to flight. The command was now 
given to Wainwright, and the aAiy put 
under the direftion of three fupervifofV i 
but no means could infpire that unions 
firmnefs and (kill which were neceflary* 
By the laft of Auguft the whole affair was 
at an end, and the army returned ficklf » 
fatigued, diQieartened, and afhamed; but 
with no greater lofs than fixteoi killis# 
and as many wounded.

fton, being a new plantation, was much "^^ ' 
cxpofed, and was this fummer weakened 
by the defertion of eight men. The re- 
maining inhabitants complained to the 
government, who ordered the captains of 
Exeter and Hampton to take them op as 
deferters, and obhge them to returo to th« 
defence ot their fettlements^ or do duty at 
the tort during the governor's pleafure. 
They were afterward bound over to the 
feflions for contempt of orders. The ftate 
of the country at this time was truly dif- 
trdTed t a large quot^ of their beft men 
were abroad, the reft harraffed by the ene* 
my at home, obliged to continual duty in 
garrifons and in fcouts^ and fubjefl to fe- 
vered ifcjpline forneglefts- They earned 
their bread at the continual hazard of their 
JivcSt never daring to ftir abroad unarmed ; 
they could till no lands but what were 
within call of the garrifoned houfes, into 
which their families were crowded j their 
huibandry^ lumber- trade and fifhery weie 
declining, their taxes increafmg^ their 
apprehenfions both from the force of the 
enemy and the failure of the Fort Royal ex- 
pedition were exceedingly d ifmal , and tliere 
was no profpedofanendtothewar,in which 

ithey were now advanced to the fifth fum- 
mer 
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1 707. mcr. Yet under all thcle diftreflcs and 
"— ^'^^ difcouragemente , they refolutely kept their 

ground and maintained their garrifons, not 
one of which was cut off during the whole 
of this war, within the limits of New- 
Hamplhire. 
feyt^. ,j. In September one man was killed at 
Exeter, and two days after Henry Elkios 
tt Kingfton. But the fevereft blow on the 
frontiers happened at Oyfter river, a place 
which fuffered more than all the reft, 
A party <)f French Mohawks painted red, 
attacked with an hideous yell a company 
who were in the woods, fome hewing tim- 
ber and others. driving a team, under the 
direftion of Captain Chefley who was juft 
returned the feconcj time from Port RoyaJ., 
At the firft fire they killed kvcn and morfB 
tally wounded another. Chefley, with 
the few who were left, fired on the enemy 
with great vigour, and for fome tiriiechedtr 
cd their ardour; but being overpowered, he 
at length fell. He was much lam«ited, 
being a brave officer. Three of the fcalps 
taken at this time were foon after recov- 
ered at Berwick. 

1708. The next year a large army from Can** 
*~v— ' ada was deftined againft the frontiers df 

New-England. Dudley received infor- 
mation of it in the ufual route from Al* 

bany, 
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bany, and immediately ordered guards in 1 708; 
the moft cxpofed places of both thefc pro- ^—^^^ 
vinces. 1 A troop under Captain Robert 
Coffin patroled from Kingfton to Coche- 
cho, and fcouts were kept out continually. 
Spy-boats were alfo kept out at fea be- 
tween Pafcataqua and Winter harbours. 
Four hundred Maffachufetts foldiers were 
pofted in this province. The towns were 
ordered to provide ammunition, and aill 
things were in as geod a ftate of prepara- 
tion as could be expefted. At length the 
ilorm fell on Haverhill ; but the enemy's Auguiti^, 
force having been diminifhed by various 
accidents, they proceeded no farther, and 
every part of New-Hampftiire was quiet. 
Hilton made another winter march to Pig- penhaiiow 
%iu:ket with one hundred and feventy men, ^^"^• 
but made no difcovery. 

The next fpring William Moody, Sam- 1 709. 
Uel Stephens, and two fons of Jeremy "^J^^f^ 
Oilman were taken at Pickpocket-mill in 
Exeter, andfoon after Bartholomew Stc- I«««3<» 
venfon was killed at Oyfter river. Colo- 
nel Hilton and Captain Davis performed 
their ufual tour of duty in fcouting, and 
the people this fummer kept clofe in 
garrifon, on a report that two hundred In- 
dians had marched againft them from 
Montreal, But the principal objeft now 

in 
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1709. in view was a defire of wiping oflFthc dii* 
'^^ ' grace of a former year, by an attempt, not 
on Port Royal, but on Canada itfclf. For 
this purpofe folicitations had been made 
in England by Francis Nicholfon, Efq. 
who had been lieutenant-governor of Vir- 
ginia, and Capt, Samuel Vetch a trader 
to Nova-Scotia, who was well acquainted 
with the French fettlements there, and* 
made a full reprcfcntation of the ftatc ©f 
things in America to the Britifli mirdftiy. 
An expeditionbeingdetermined upon, they 
came over, early in the fpring, with the 
queen's command to the governors of the 
leveral provinces, to raife men for the fcr- 
vice. Vetch was appointed a colonel^ and 
Nicholfon by nomination of the governor 
of New- York, and confent of the omm 
governments, was made commander in 
chief. The people of New-Hamp(hire 
were fo much exhaufted, and their nwli 
had been fo ill paid before, that it was 
with great difficulty, and not without the 
diflblution of one affembly and the cdHng 
of another, that they could raife money 
to levy one hundred men and procure two 
tranfports for conveying them. After the 
utmoft exertions had been made by the fc- 
veral governments, and Nicholfon with 
part of the troops had marched to Wood

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creek, and the reft with the tranfports 1709. 
had lain at Nantaflket three months wait- ^^^'"^ 
ing for a fleet, news arrived that the ar- 
mament pronufed from England wa^ di- 
verted to another quarter. Upon which 
tfaecommander of the frigates on the Bof- 
ton ftation refufed to convoy the troops » 
thftwkole army was diibanded, and the 
expence the colonies had been at was fruit-* 
kfa;>t' A congrefs of governors and dele- 
gales from the alTemblies met ia ths fall 
at Rhode-Ifland, 'who recommeadcd the 
iending of agents . to afSft.Colonel Ni« 
dMdfon !m reprefenting the ilate of the 
cdudtry^ and folicritingan expedition ^ainft 
Canada the next fpring.

This worthy officer being concerned in the 
J^'"* niafting bufinefs^ and having feveralJarge 
trees felled, about fourteen miles: fltKn 
home, weQt out with a party. to ped tbo 
bark that the. wood might not be ihjuHK} 
by worms • Whil A engagod in this bufine(s 
. . they were ambufhed by a party of Indiant^- 
who at the firft fire killed Hilton with ti|ro 
more* and took two ; the reft being terri- 
fied, and their guns being wet, made no 
oppofition, but efcaped. The next day 
one hundred men marched in purfuit^ but 
dikovered only the mangled bodies of the 
dead. The enemy in their barbarous tri- 
umph had ftruck their hatchets into the 
colonel's brains, and left a lance in his 
heart. He was a gentleman •* of ^ood 
*• temper, courage and condud, refpeded

Flulhed with this fuccefs.they infolent- 
ly appeared in the open roajd at Eifeter , and 
took four children who were at their play. 
They alfo tookjohri Wjf dgwood, and killed 
JohnMagoonnearhisbrother'sbarn,aplac6 
which for three days he had vifitedi with a 
melancholy apprehension, ariiing £rom a

^-^'■^ pofe of gathering clams. On an Illand 
where the party was eneamped, ieveral 
Indians decoyed by thdr fmoke, and.mif^ 
taking them for fome of their owa tribe, 
came among them,3nd were made prifo^ 
ncrs . One of them was a fachem of Nor*. 
ridgwog, a<5tive, bold and fallen ; ivhen 
he found himfelf in the hands of enei* 
mies he- would anfwer none of their queft- 
ionSv and laughed with fcom at their 
threatening; him with death . His wifa » b&- 
ing aft cy6 witncfs of tli* executioh of the 
threatening, was fdititilriidated as to mdke 
the difcoveries whkh the captors had 
in vain defired of the fachem ; in confe- 
quence of which, three were takdn at the 
place of which Ihe informed, and twofnorb 
at Saco river, where alfo five were killed. 
This fuccefs, inconfiderable as it may 1^ 
pear, kept up the fpirits of the people, and 
added to the lofs of the enemy who were 
daily diminilhing by iicknefs and famine.

jL^ vagcs 6ft the frontiers in fmall parties. 
Thomas Downs, John Church, and three 
more were killed at Cochecho ; and on a 
- fabbath day feveral of the people there fell 
into anambufh as they virtfre returning from 
public worfliip.

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iiiit and Humphiy Fofs was taken ; but, 1711. 
ly the determiiied bravery of Lieutenant "--v-^ 
ffeard, he was recovered out ot the hands 
of the enemy. Walton with two compa- 
flies marched to the ponds about the fifh- 
iog feafpn ; but the Indians had withdrawn , penhai^qr 
and nothing was to be fecn but their de- ^' ^' 
ferted wigwams. 

After the fedudion of Port Royal Nic- 
holfon went to England to foUcit an ex- 
^dition againft Canada. The tory minify 
try of X^een Anne^ to the furprize of all 
the whigs in England and America, fell 
in with the propofal ; a.nd on tfee eighth 
of June Nicholfon came to Bofton with 
.orders for the northern colonies to get 
Xttdy their quotas of men and provifion 
;tt the arrival of the fleet and army from 
Europe ; which happened within fixteen 
days ; and whilft the feveral governors ^ 

Aivcre holding a confultation on the fubjedt 
of their orders. A compliance with them 
in fo (hort a time was impoffible ; yet eve- 
jry thing that could be done was done ; 
the nature of the fervice confpiring with 
the wilhes of the people, made the gov- 
ernments exert themfelves to the utmoft. 
Ncw-Hampfhire raifed one hundred men, 
which was more than they could well 
fpare ; one half of the militia being con- 
A a tinually 
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171 1, tinually employed in guarding the frcm-. 
^-^-' tiers. They alfo voted them fubfiftence 
for one hundred and twenty-iix days, be- 
fides providing for them on fhore before 
their embarkation . Two tranfports were 
taken up at eight fhillings per month per 
ton ; and artillery ftores were ifTued from 
the fort. The colony forces formed two 
regiments under the command of Vetch 
and Walton. The army which came from 
England were feven veteran regiments of 
the Duke of Marlborough*s army, aftid a 
battalion of marines, under the command 
of Brig;adier- General Hill, which, joined 
with the New-England troops made a bo- 
dy of about fix thoufandfive hundred men, 
provided with a fine train of artillery. 
The fleet confifted of fifteen fliips of warV 
from eighty to thirty-fix guns, with forty 
TcntaWow tranfports and fix ftorefhips under thecom- 
Ruteh. vol. mand of^Admiral Walker. A force fully 
"" P- '90. equal to the redudtion of Quebec. 

The fleet failed from Bofton on the 
thirtieth of July ; and a fafl: was ordered 
by Dudley to be kept on the laft Thurf- 
coun. Rcc. ^^y of that, and each fucceeding month, 
till the enterprise ftiould be finiflied. This 
was an imitation of the condudlof thelong 
parliament during the civil wars in thef 
laft century. But the fanguine hopes of 

fuccefs 
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fifccefs which had been entertained by the 1 71 1 . 
nation and the colonies were all blafted in ""—^-^ 
one fatal night. For, the fleet having ad- ^^ 

vanced ten leagues into the river St. Law- 
rence, in the night of the twenty third of 
Auguft, the weather being thick and dark, 
€ight tranfports were wrecked on Egg- 
Ifland near the north ftiore, anji one thou- 
iand people periilied ; among whom there 
was but one man who belonged to New- 
England. The next day the fleet put back, 
andwere eight days beating down the riv- 
er againfl: an eafterly wind which would 
in two days have carried them to Quebec. 
After rendezvoufing at Spanifli river in 
the ifland of Cape Breton, and holding a 
fruitlefs confultation about annoying the 
French at Placentia, the expedition was 
broken up : the fleet returned to England, 
and the New-England troops to their 
homes . Loud complaints and heavy charges 
were made on this occafion ; the ignorance 
of the pilots ; the obftinacy of the admi- 
ral; the detention of the fleet at Bofl:on; 
its late arrival there j the want of feafon- 
able orders ; and ,the fecret intentions of ^^»^^»^ 
the miniftry, were all fubicds of bitter al- letter »>• 
tercation : but the mifcarnage was never 
regularly inquired into, and the voyage 
ivas finally fettled by the blowing up of oaob,^,

* — '■^ 9nd four hundred feamen, at Spithead. 

The failure of this expedition encou- 
raged the Indians to harrafs the frontiers 
as foon as the feafon would permit. In 
April one Cunningham was killed at Elx.- 
^ter ; Enfign Tuttlc at Dover, and Jcre^ 
my Crommetat Oyfter river; on one of the 
upper branches of this ibream the enemy 
bumed a, faw-mill with a large quantity 
of boards. A fcouting party who went 
up the river Merrimack had the gdod for- 
tune to furprize and kill eight Indians and 
recover a confiderable quantity of plunder^ 
without the lofs of a rhan. The frontiers 
were well guarded ; one half of the mili- 
tia did duty at the garrifons and Were 
ready to march at a minute*s warning ; a' 
icovt of forty men kept ranging on the 
heads of the towns, and the like care was 
taken by fea, fpy-boats being employed 
in coafting from Cape Neddock to the 
Great feoar's-head. Notwithftanding thii 
vigilance, fmall parties of the enemy were 
frequently feen. Stephen Oilman and 
Ebenezer Stevens were wounded at Kin^ 
fton, the foi*mef was taken and put to 
j»i» 3. death. In July an ambufli was difcxiver-i' 
ed at Dover, but the enemy efcaped ; and 
whilfta party was gone in purfuit of them, 

two 
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two children of John Waldron were tak- 171a* 
to, and for want of time to fcalp them, *— v-* * 
their heads were cut off. There being no 
man at that time in Heard's garrifon, a ^ 

l¥oman named Efther Jones mounted 
guard and vJ^ith a commanding voice call- 
ted fo loudly and relolutely as made tht 
enemy think there was help at hand» and 
prevented farther mifchief. 

In autumn the news of the peatc of 
Utrecht arrived in America ; and on th« 
ajthof Odiobcr the fufpenfion of arms 
was proclaimed at Portfinouth. The 
Indians being irifortned of this event 
came in with a flag of truce to Captain 
Moody at Cafco, and defired a treaty ; 
v^'hich the governor, with the council of 171 j» 
feach province, held at Porfmouth, where ' — ^^-^ 
Ihe chiefs and deputies of the feveral belli*. "' 
gerdht tribes, by a formal writing under 
hand and feal, acknowledged their perfidy, 
promiled fidelity ,renewfed their allegiance^ 
Submitted to the laws, and begged the ^^"^^^f^ 
queen's pardon for their former iiiifcar- 
riages. The frequent repetition of fuch 
engagements and as frequent violations of 
them, had by this time much abated the 
fenfe of obligation on the one part, and of 
confidence on the other. But it being for 
the intereft of both parties to be at peace^ 
the event was peculiarly welcome. To

*' '^ ^ dians, and to prevent all occaficms of com- 
plaint, private traffic with them was fbr- 
** bidden and it was in contemplation to ef- 

tablilh truck-houfes at the public expcnce; 
5^714. ^^e J^cxt fummera (hip was fitted out by 
^-^-r--» both provinces, and fent to Quebec, wtere 
an exchange of prifono's was efFed:ed. 

During the whole of this long war, Ufher 
behaved as a faithful fervant of the crown; 
frequently coming into the province by 
Dudley's direction, and fometimes refid- 
ing in it ieveral months, inquiring into 
the ftate of the frontiers and garrifons, vif- 
iting them in perfon, confulting with the 
officers of militia about the proper meth- 
ods of defence and protection, and of- 
fering his fervice on all occafions : Yet 
bis auftere and ungracious manners, and 
the intereft he haxi in Allen's claim, eflfec- 
tually prevented him from acquiring that 
popularity which he feems to have deferr- 
ed ^ He was felicitous to fupport the dig^ 
nity of his commiffion ; but could never 
prevail with the affembly to fettle a falarjr : 
upon him. The council generally paii 'j 
his travelling expences . by a draught ott : 
the treafury, which never, amounted to 
more than five pounds for each joumejr* .; 
uutil he came from Bofton tp proclaim ;

him ten pounds, which ferved as a pit* 

cedent for two or three other grants. He 

often complained, and fometimes in harfti 

and reproachful terms of their negledl ; 

znd once told them that his ** Negro fer-^ ^<««* ^^ 

** vants were much better accommodated 

** in his houfe than the queen's governor 

** was in the queens fort.** 

Dudley had the good fortune to be more 
popular. Befide his attention 10 the gene-* 
ral intereft of the province and bis care 
for its defence, he had the particular mer- 
it of favouring the views of thofe who 
were moft -ftrongly oppofed to Allen's 
claim ; and they made him amends by 
promoting in the affembly addrefles to 
the queen, defending his charader, when 
it wfe attacked and praying tor his contin- 
uance in office when petitions were pre-f 
fented for his removal. One of thefe ad^^ 
drefTes was in one thoufand feven hundred 
and fix, and another in one thoufand (trtn 
hundred and feven, in both of which they re*- 
prefent him as a * 'prudent, careful and faith- 
ful governor,** and fay they **areperfe6lly 
•* fatisfied with his difpofal of the people, and 
** their arms and the public money,*' Addret- 
ies to the crown were very frequent during 
this female reign. Scarcely a year pafled 

• without 
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1714. without one or two; they either congrafu^ 
^^^'"^ lated her majefty on her vidtories in Europe, 
d§ petitioned for arms and mihtary fi^ores 
for their defence, or for (hips and troops to 
go againft Canada, or rcprefented their 
own poverty or Dudley's merits, or tljankcd 
her majefty for her care and protection, 
and for interpofing in the affair of Allen's 
fuit and not fuffcring it to be dedded 
Rec. * againft them. A good harmony fuhfifted 
between the governor and people, and be- 
tween the two branches of the legiflaturc, 
during the whole of this adminiftration. 
171 c On the acceflion of King George a 

v-^^ change was expcifted in the government, 
and the aflembly did what they could to 
prevent it, by petitioning the king for Dud- 
ley's continuance, ^ut it being now a 
time of peace, and a number of valuable 
officers who had fcrved with refnitatfon in 
the late wars being out of employment 5 intc- 
yeft was made for their obtaining places of 
profit under the crown. Colonel Elifeus 
Purges who had ferved under Genera! Stan- 
hope was, by hk recommendation, com- 
miffioned governor of Maflachufetts and I 
Kew-Hamplhire ; and by the fame inter- ^ 
ceft George Vaughan , %(q. then 10 LondoDj 
\Bvas made lieutenant governor of the latter 
province ; he arrived and pubiifKed his 
comraiffion on the thirteenth of OAober.

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Uflier had fome fcruples about the valid- ^7^5* 
ity of it, as he had formerly had of Par- ■— ^—^ 
tridge's, and wrote on the fubjed to the

ACCORDING to your magefties reference upon the 
petition of Robert Mafon, Edward Godfrey, and 
others, hereunto annexed, bearing date ^t Whitehall the 
feventeenth of November i66q, wee have heard the 
claims and complaints of the peticoners, and alfo fum- 
moned by procefs publicquely executed at the Exchange 
on the2ifl day of January laft againft all perfons iniereft- 
-ed in that bufinefs, but none appeared but Capt. Jno.

Godfrey has lived there for five and twenty years, hav- 
ing undergone and difcharged the office ot governor «f 
the province of Mayne with much reputacon of intigritjr 
and iuftice, endeavouring the regulacon and govemmcat 
of thofe partes where he lives according to the knpwa 
and fettled lawes of this kingdome $ That notwithftaiMi- 
ing, the faid Edward Godfrey has not only been turned 
out of his faid place of governor, butt has been nttcrly 
outed and difpoJTefled of his lands and eftate in that 
country, which the inhabitants of the Maflachuijptts hive 
forpbly feized and ftill doe detayne the fame from him i 
That it appears as well by teftimony of witnefles as by a 
coppy of the letters pattents that they were not to vlA any

which is called the bound houfe^ and is knowne by that 
name to this day, and with this divifion and affignipent 
or lott of land the inhabitants and pattentees of the ivA 
corporacon of the Maffachufetts refted content for tbe 
fpace of fixteen years together, until about the year 1652 
they did enlarge and ftretch their line about threefcore 
miles beyond their known and fettled bounds aforefaid ; 
and have thereby not only invaded and incroached upon 
the plantacons and inheritances of the petitioners and 
other your majeffies fubjeds, but by menaces and armed 
forces compelled them to fubmitt to their ufurped tad 
arbitrary government which they have declared to be in* 
dependent of this your majefties crowne of England, aa^ 
not fubordinate thereunto. 

It appears further by the witndTes that the colloiqrtff 
Maflachufetts has for thefe many years paft endeavMiJ 
to model! and contrive themfelves into a free ftate air 
commonwealth without any relacon to the crowne d | 
England, afliiming on themlelves the name and ftih of a " 
commonwealth, ifiuing of writs in their owne name, ia* 
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fttfing of Oftthes to be true unto themfdves contriiy to 
chat of allegiance, coyning of money with their owne 
Aampe and fignatures, exercifingan arbitrary power over 
the dlates and perfons of all fuch as fubmit not unto 
their government allowing thetn noe appeales to £n^nd« 
And iome havebeen foe bold as pubiiquely to amrme, 
that if his majeftie fliould fend them a governor, that the 
ieirenall townes and churches throughout the whole coun- 
try under their government did refolve to oppofe him, 
md others have faid that before they of New-England 
would or fhould fubmitt to any appeale to England they 
would fell that country or plantacon to the kingof Spaine.* 
That by reifon of the premifes the faid Rob. Mafon and Ed^ 
wan) Godfrey have been damnified in their plantacons and 
cftates to the value of five thoufand pounds, according to 
the judgment and eflimacon of feverall witneffes examin- 
ed in that behalfe. But by what pretence of right or au- 
thority the MafTachufetts have taken uppon them to pro- 
ceede anda£l in fuch manner doth not appeare to us. 

All which we mofl humbly reprefent to your majeflie 
in duty and obedience to your commands, not prefuming 
to offer any opinion in a bufinefs of foe high importance, 
wherein the publique intereft and government of your 
majefHe appears foe much intermixt and concerned with 
the private intereft of the peticoners.

The humUe petition of Robert Mafon, proprietor of the 

province of New-Hampfhire, in New-England, 

Sheweth. 

THAT your majefty's royal grandfather king James, 
of evcrbleiled memory, did by his highnefs letters 
Bftents under the great feale of England, bearing date at 
Wtftminfter the third day of November, in the eighteenth 
yeare of his reigne, give, grant and confirm unto feveral 
f)f the principal nobility and gentry of this kingdome by

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the name of the council of New-England, their fuccefloQ 
and affignes forever, all the land in America lying betweet 
the degrees of 40 and 48 north latitude, by the name of 
New-England, to be held in fee, with many royal priinr 
leges and immunities, only paying to his majefty, his han 
and fucceflbrs, one fift part of all the care of gold and 
filver that fhould at any time be found upon faid lands, n 
by the faid letters patents doth at large appeare. 

That John Mafon, efq. your petitioner's grandfather, 
by virtue of feveral grants from the faid councell of Ne«F* 
England, under theire common feale, bearing date die. 
9th of March 1621, the loth of Auguft 1622, the yrfi of 
November 1629, and the 5i2d of April 1635, was inflated 
in fee in a great tradl of land in New-England bv tk 
name of New-HampHiire, l>eing upon the fea-coaft bo* 
tween the rivers of Naumkeeic and Pafcataway, and nmo- 
ing up into the land weftward thrcefcorc miles, with al 
the iHands lying within five leagues diflance of any part 
thereof, and alfo the fouth halfe of the Ifles of Shoab} 
and alfo the faid John Mafon together with SirFerdinao- 
do Gorges, knt. was enfeoffed by the aforefaid councdi" 
of New-England in other lands by the name of Lacooialif 
their deed bearing date the 27th day of November, 162^ 
thefaidlandslyeingand bordering upon the great lakes and 
rivers of the Iroquois and other nations adjoining. M 
which faid lands to be held as fully, freely, in as laige^ 
^mple and beneficial manner and forme to all intents m 
purpofes whatfoever as the faid councell of Ncw-Em- 
land by virtue of his majelly's faid letters patents mip 
or ought to hold and enjoye the fame, as by the faid fe«« 
eral grants appearea. 

Whereupon your petitioner's faid grandfather did s,* 
pend upwards of twenty two thoufahd pounds in twt 
porting people, building houfes, forts, and magauM 
furnifhing them with great floreof armes of all fort^iil! 
artillery great and (mall, for defence and prote^ODofH 
fervants and tenants, with all other neceffiiry commoit 
ties and materialls for eftablifhing a fettled plantation 

That in the year 1628, in the fourth year of thcrc^^, 
of your majefty's royal father, fome perfons did fumsti' 
oully and unknown to the Jaid (ouncelly gt% the feak of • 
faid councell affixed to a grant of certainc lands, wlifl^ 
of the greateft part were folemnly paft unto )'Our [* 
tioner's grandfather and others long before^ and fooneii 
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jHd the feme perfons by their fubtU pradfifes get a confir- 
rnation of the faid grant under the great feale of England^ 
as a corporation by the name of THE CORPORA-j. 
TION OF THE MASSACHUSETTS BAY IN 
NEW-ENGLAND, your majejlfs royal father being un^ 
witting thereof, and having thus ^//r^tt^/obteyned a grant 
and confirmation, they compelled the rightful! inhabitants 
16 defelt their plantations, and by many outragious ac- 
tions they became pofTefl'^ of that part of the country^ 
declareing themfelves to be a free people, frameing to 
themfelves new lawes, with new methods in religion ab- 
Iblutely contrary to the lawes and cuftomes of this your 
mqefty's realme of England, punifhingdiverfe that would 
aot approve thereof, fome by whipping, others by burn- 
ing their houfes, and fome by banifhing, and the like. 

At lad the cothplaints of the opprefTed fubjeds reach- 
ing the eares of your royal father, his magcfty caufed the 
whole matter to be examined before his moft honoura- 
Uc privy councell and all being fully proved, his majefty 
did coftimand the councell of New- England to give an 
account by what authority, or by whofe procurement 
tbofe people of the MaflTachufetts Bay were fent over, his 
majefty concieving the faid councell to be guilty thereof. 
. But the faid councell of New*England made it plainley 
to appear to his majefty that they were ignorant of thcJ 
whole matter and that they had noe (hare in the evils 
committed and wholly difclaimed the fame, and the faid 
councell finding they had not fufficient means to give re- 
drefs and reSify what was bro't to ruine, they humbly re- 
ferred to his majefty to doe therein as he pleafed and there-( 
upon the faid councell of New-England refolved to re-» 
fign, and did aftually refigne the great charter of New- 
England into his majefty's royal handes, feeing there was 
an abfolute neceftity for his majefty to take the manage- 
ment of that country to Ijimfelf, it being become a bufi- 
ncfs of high confequence and only to be remedied by his 
fovereign power, all which appears by the declaration of 
the councell of New-England dated the 25th of April, 
1635, together with the a6t of furrender of the great 
charter of New-England dated the 7th day of June the 
>time year. 

- That immediately thereupon, his majefty in trinity 
terme 1635, caufed a quo warranto to be brought up by 
Sir John Banks his majefty's then attorney general againft 

the 
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the governor, deputy governor and every of tbe idSHim^ 
of rhe laid corporation of MaflachufctU in Nev-Eng^aii 
kvemlly, according to their names mentioned in tbcUA 
patents'of incorporation^ being twenty fix perfons, vboe^ 
of two bdng dead, of the remayning twenty four period^ 
there did fourteen at feveral times appesne at the iontft 
bench bar and there difdaimed the charter, tbe remrian^ 
tenn perfons were outlawed, and ther eup o n jadg;mcnt giv^ 
en for the king, that the liberties and franchifes aftlKUi 
corporation of Mai&chufetts Bay fliouM be taecA into tbi 
king's handes and tbe body of the governor So be taken in^ 
to cuftody for ufurping the faid iibertiesi all which wpptmi 
by the roles in the crown office, of cnftos breinum for thB 
king's bench of the proceedings in the feveial term* tma 
thcyearc 163510 1637. 

That thereupon his faid royall magcAy on the 3d day 
of May 1 637, did order in counceli that the attorney fsA 
be required to call for the faid patent and prefent tbetotn 
to the board, and his majelly by bis declaration of die 
123d of July 1637, in the 13th yeareof hisreighrdecfafri 
his royal pleafure for eftabliihing a general! govemmai&iff 
his territory of New-Enghnd for the preventiotr o£ dK 
evils that otherwife might enfue for de£iuItchareof,dMl0* 
by declaring Sr Ferdinando Gorges to be gDVcmor gal^ 
rail of the whole country and requiring all perfons to gifl 
thcire obediance accordingly. 

That the warrs and troubles immediately enfudof iB 
Scotland and prefently after here in Engtand did hiraf 
h»s faid majefty from fettling that country or profecuting 
the right which he intended his fubjeAs, however thepn* 
ccedings of his majefty caufed fome reftraint to the ftf^ 
ther violences and oppreiTions of the faid MaflachdcCN^ 
and they conteyned themfelves for a time within thdr 
pretended bounds but noe fooner was that king of bkaU

fioner and other proprietors whofe titles are by your itth 
jefty's learned councell allowed as flrong as the bw ea 
make them. 

That all waies have been tryed and methods ufed to 
obteyn juftice from the Boftoners, but all have proved in- 
efFedluall, that your petitioner's lofles have been ibe 
many and great, and his fufferings foe continued 
that he cannot any lon^r fupport the burthen of 
them. And when your majefty will but confidef how 
fmall the refpe£l has been wherewith thofe people hate 
treated your majefty fince your happy reftaurition, srol 
what daily breaches are by them made upon your majtf* 
ty's z&s of navigation, which tumes fo greatly to thcd^ 
ttiment of this kingdome in general!, thefe lofles and fuf- 
ferings of a particular fubjed cannot much be queftioncd^ 
foe that vour petitioner humbly hopes that yotur mzjAf 
will think it high time to flretch forth your royall hand 
of juftice to aflift vour petitioner, that bee may bare ik 
auiet poflelTion of his province^ and reparation madebim 
for the lofles fufteyned, in fuch ways and methods as the 
importance of the cafe requires, and your majeily inyoor 
royall wifdome (hall thinke moft fitt.

jeftys grant to them exprefsly requiring (as wc arc in- 
formed) fcven at the kaft to ligne to make any valida£l ; 
and indeed Mn Mafon's own often unwearied renewal of 
his grants in 1621, fixteen hundred twenty two, fixteert 
hundred twenty nine and 1635^ (as he (mh) tacitly con- 
feffeth the fame invalidity, in the former puting htm to 
charge for the latter^ till at [aft he fell into fuch a trade 
of obtaining grants I hat his lafl ^nd moil contldcrable was 
fix years after the grant of our charter from his majdiy, 
and but three days before the faid council's dcchratiori uf 
their abfolute refo!ution ro refign, and but a few days 
before their adtual fur render, as he aflerts ; w hich of what 
Value and confideration it is from the faid counciTs cir- 
cumftanced under a necefTuy of relignation of their great 
charter^ procured rather by the clamour of fuch ill af- 
fe^cdperfons as the prefent complaint than by any true 
accompt of diJTenlement or ill management here, is not 
difficult to judge* Hence it appears, firft, how litUe tea- 
(on Mr. Mafon hath to brand us with fraud or furrep[i- 
tioufnefs in obtaining our charter j which hath moll fhew 
of fraud and furreptitious procufation* a fufficient num- 
ber of thofe honble perfons fubfcribing ours and fewer his 
pretended antid:;ted grants, is eafie to determine. In 
which aflertion is to be obferved the high reficclton call 
upon the members of his late majeHy and miniflers ot 
Qate, groundlefsly rendring the council's feal, yea the great 
fcal ot Englandj expofed to fratid and deceitful clandef- 
tinc pra^ices ; yea upon his prefent majefty, irnfinuating 
himfelfc better acquainted with matters of ftate then he 
who allows and confirmes our grant as au then tick by his 
gracious letter of fixteen hundred ftxty two, which inlol- 
erabjc boldnefs how unbecoming (not to fay more} in a 
fubjetft, it is not eafie for us to fay. To all which we 
may add St Fcrdinando Gorges application to the author- 
ity here to interpofe in his affair, which he, bcmg one of 
tlu great council would have been far from acknowledg- 
ing, had Mr* Mafon *s allegations been founded upon 
iruih.

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the authorifey here eftabliftied. Laftly, That the exercife 
bf jurifdifiioQ in thofc eaftern parts hath been and fs hit 
inaje%^$ honour, the pbop!e*s great behcfit^ and our 
cliarge without ptoiSt, which had it not been, the ruine of 
thofe parts would have unavoidably cnfued in the want 
of all government, and their feizure by the French, who 
ever waited a fit opportunity for the fame. They have 
part of them for thirty five years and others twenty yeares 
(fomc fmall interruption intervening producing theflrong* 
cr inclinatioo and refolutioh in them to be coiiftanl to hit 
majefties authority here) lived under the government of 
the Maflachufetts a quiet, well ordered and thriving peo- 
ple.

Hampfliire and provide for its profperity and good gov- 
ernment and the fettlement of the eftates and poflefGoos 
of our good fubjeds there. And thaty^r the avoiding (oq 
fuits or contentions in matters oftitle^ and the determining 
any demands which might be made by our wel beloved 
fubjeiSl Robert Mafon, Efq. as propietor under us of that 
province by vertu of a grant derived from our royal 
grandfather King James under the great feal of England :* 
Wee have fo cempofed all matters with him that for the 
time paftuntill the 24th day of June i679,he(hallnot ciaim 
or demand any rent, dues, or arrears whatfoever : And 
for the future he, his heirs or aifigns (hall receive only 
fix pence iri the pound yearly of every tenant by way « 
quit rent, according to the true and juft yearly valu of 
what is improved by any of the inhabitants ; as is more 
fully exprefTed in our commifEon under our great feal| 
bearing date the 18th day of September in the 31ft yetf 
of our raign. And whereas the faid Robert Mafon hdi 
humbly fignified to us that he is preparing to tranfpoct 
himfelf, for the taking care c/his affairs and intereui| 
the faid province, and forthe givinga fecure and leg^ con- 
firmation of the eftates of fuch perfons as are now in pot 
feffion but without any right or legal title to the fame.

The glory of God, tbe enlai^ing hU 
majefty*s dominions, and (preading the gofpel among 
the heathen : And in order thereunto either found thi 
lands we now poflefs vacuum domiciUum^ or purchafed 
them of the heathen the native proprietors of the finne^ 
or at lead by their allowance, approbacon or confenti 
have fate downe in the peaceable pofTefiion oi the fame 
for the fpace of above fifty years ; hoping that as wee had 
attended the ends, foe wee Should have mared in the prU 
viiedges of thofe royal letters patents above mencooedi 
and thereupon did the more patientty beare and cheaie- 
fully graple with thofe innumerable evils and difficulties 
that muft neceffarily accompany the fettlers of new plan- 
tacons, efpecially in fuch climates as thefe, befides the ca- 
lamities of the late Indian warr to the lofs of manf ol 
our lives, and the great impoverifhment of the furvivors. 
Wee were alfa further incouraged from your majeAj's 
princely care in takeing us by your late commiffion un- 
der your majefty's immediate goverment, and appointing 
fome among ourfelves to govern us according to tbpfe , 
methods there prefcribed, being particulerly bound to 
difcountenance vice and promote virti^e.and all good 
liueing, and to keep i^s in a due obedience to your majet 
ty's authority and continuance of our juft lib^tyes zfA 
propcrtyes, together with liberty of conscience in matters 
of worfhipp, and all in order to our liu^ing ia all godli- 
nefs and honefty, fearing God and honouring the kifl& 
which wee profefs to he our d^fire to doe* 

But contrariwife partly by the unreafonablc demanc^ 
of our pretended proprietor Robert Mafon, efq. and part- 
ly from fundry other reafons that are either eStSt& or 
concomitants thereof wee are in a farr worfe conditioa 
than any other your majefty's plantacons, and reduced to 
fuch confufions and extremities that neceflitate our hum- 
ble application to your majefty, upon whofe clemeaef* 
and juftice only under God we depend for our relcife. 

Your popre dinreiTed and opprefled petitioners doe 
therefore mod humbly fupplicate your moft gracious ma- 
jedy that you will vouchfafe to give leave unto one of 
ourfelves, Mr. Nathaniel Weare, whom wee have bft 
for that end to fpread before your facred majefty and * 
your moft honourable privy councell our deploreabie efc i 
tatCi the beholding of which we doubt not will movt ' 

compaifion 
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bompaifibn towards us, and your majefty's propenfitytd 
juftice will incline to theufing fuch meanes as to your 
Wifdome ihall fcem beft that the opprcffed may .b« relie.v;- 
^ wronged ones righted^ and we your majefty's almoft 
undone fubjedh now pix)ftrate at your feet, may upon the 
tafteing of your equity and goodnefs, be raifedahd furth^ 
erengagdd in ail humility and thankfulnefs ais in dutf 
bound evermore heartily tb pray^ &c.

I D. i68|, I the deponent was prefent at the houfe 
o^Mf. John Hincks in company with tlie hon Edw. 
Craniield, efq. governor of this province, where I heard 
the faid governor fend for Mr. Wm Vaughan^ and when 
the faid Vaughan came the governor enquir^ of him 
what affidavits thofe were he had that day defired to be 
taken. The faid Vaughan anfwered, thofe that con- 
cerned his caufe againft Mr. Mafon. The goverao: 
a(ked him who they were, he anfwered, if he mig^it have 
fummons he would bring them before his honour to be 
fwom ; and then the governor brake out into a paffioa 
and told him, the faid Vaughan, that he was a mutinous 
fellow, and afked him what he went lately to BoftonfoTi 
the faid Vaughan anfwered he went about his bufineis. 
Then the governor faid he went to carry a mutinous pe- 
tition to be fent to England by Weare, and afked hiill 
what yefiel Weare went in ; Mr. Vaughan anfwered that 
hp left Weare in Bofton. Then the governor faid, that 
by the next (hips after Weare was got to England and 
had prefented his petition, he fhould have.an account of 
the perfons names that fubfcribed it returned to him, and 
that it would be the befl: hawl he ever had, for it would 
be worth ;^. loo a man. The governor further faid that 
the faid Vaughan was a mutinous fellow, and required of 
him bonds to the good behaviour ; Mr. Vaughan anfwer* 
ed he knew none of the king's laws he had broken, but 
if he could be informed of his crime he was ready to ^fe 
bonds. And that in the whole difcourfe Mr. Vaughia 
demeaned himfelf with a great deal of nioderation and 
fubmiffion. Notwithdanding which the governor coo* 
manded a mittimus to be writ andfigned the fame wiik 
his own hand, whereupon the faid Vaughan was fbrdi* 
with committed to prifon.

THESE ferves to give covtrt to the inclofed v^hich 
were unhappily miilaid, and fo brought to Portf- 
mouth inftcd of beinge carried by you to London though 
on the other hand you carried many papers for Londoa 
which oughte to have been at Ponfmouth. There were 
feverall papers in thebondle which were very impertinente 
ynto yoorbufinefs, and the tranfportinge of them very 
prejudlciall to fom here, your efpecyall care aboute 
them is expet^ed, yet may be fafely returned with you 
if not tranfmitted by you before you returnc. Wee are 
now a doeinge aboute getinge evidenfes fworne, which 
yoti (halt have a further account by the firile, tho* re- 
ttrded much by havinge no copies of them as we expect- 
ed, Sinfe your departure much ado have been 'made^ 
miny execucyons extended, viz. upon Mrs. Cuttj Dan-^

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Pickeringess Booth, &c. I wcat to prifbn but was 
deemed with money, fevcndl dores ware brokai open hj 
Mathews the marftiali^s deputy, chdles alfo and tntna 
and carried out of the houfe till redeemed with nioncr. 
John Partridge and Wm Gotten ^re in priion and liate 
been fundry daies. No pay (as fifti, iheep» horfcs, kc.) 
would be taken for thar executyons, fo there boiiyd 
ware levied upon and there they lye. Our menifter f^ 
refufiage tg admeneAer the facrament to the gouernor 
is bound over to the quarter felfions to fit tomoroi the 
ifshew wee know not but fix months imprilbnmem 
thretned.

5th. Qjuarter feffions are come, and there Capt* Bare- 
footc, Mr. Fry^eTj Coffin, Greene, Roby, Edgcrly, wcm 
juftice*, Raines was attorny. It was brought in «i 
plea of the crowne. Mr. Moody pleaded hi$ not bdoga 
ordained, havingc no maintenance according to flatiitt 
and therefore not obliged to that worke which the nanite 
required. Bejides thefe ftatutes were not made for theft 
plafes, the knowne end of there removal hither bein|c 
that they might enjoye liberty in thefe forrin plantatyones 
which thefe eould not have by vertew of the i^atutes at

Pctyon was by him made to the 
courte, and afterwards to the governpr> tbat he mi^Tic 
ftep up at nightc to his famely and fertje matters ihere^ 
and that he mightenot gcc into the fliimai plafe the 
common priiTon. The court could not, (lie governor 
woiild not of firflej tho' in fine ^ve leave to i he niar- 
ftiall to droaphim at Capt. Stileman's where he iscotrhntd 
to his chamberstho* not without leave to goe downe/laires 
or into the backfide, and this was done 6th inlianre, Ac 
tiigbt I havinge moved for tJie takmge of evedcnfes, 
which was in words owned^ wenie to tlie fecrcfary for 
fummones, intendinge to begin Vkirb Lift Haul! and 
Thos. Wiggones, hce refufed to give Jummones but 
firfte {1 fuppofe) mufle infor me fomebody ^ 1 wjts fent 
for by the marfhall, huffed and heSored flrangely, thret- 
Iicdp &c< in fine, muftegive bonds to the good behaviour; 
i refuied, thereupon he made and figned my mttyv)os to 
theprifon, though by the way, 1 knowenot howj was al- 
fodroped at and confined to Mr, Moody's chamber, 
where we have bin this two nightes very chareful together, 

Poore Wad low who was left to the governor's mercy 
IS com oute upon fecurity for forty pounds mony, and 
your Gove for a like fomc, only Wm Partridge is to doc 
itiiiworke^ buildingc and fenfing, &c. The adye»n& 
goe on and are turned of hand apafe, itvihi at a dappy 
after the ould manner, Roby though a juftis is dill of 
the jury. Anewtncke is on foote> feverall of us that 
ware executed upon and paid our mony the firfle fuie, 
are fued againefor illegal witholding pofle^ion, iho* the 
tnarjhall (who was by executyon required to give pof- 
feflion never came to demand it ;) the iflbe of which wee 
know notj matters being yet depend inge. 

9th, Theprifoncrs Vaughan and Mr. Moody ware 
fetched out of prifon to plede there caflifs at the court e- 
Mrs. Cutt, Darnell^ John Partridge and myfclf and #ir. 
Moody ware fued and all cafte, but the lafte w^ho had 
fomcthinge parttculerly to faye, and foe he cafie Mr. 
Mafon, though wee thought wee alj fa id enoufe to cafte 
tiioi) viz. that hee had an executyon for the land i}^^i\ for 
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and when he levied his citecutyon mighte have taken the 
land alfo, with many other things {enofe of wee chought) 
to have turned the cafe againft him before anny ind^- 
ent judges and jurors, but thus we are tretted. 

But above all our meneder lyes in prifon, and a fam- 
min of the word of god cominge upon us. No pub- 
lic worfhip, no preachinge of the word, what ignoranfe 
profanes and mifery muft needesenfue ! By the premifes 
you fee what need there is you (hould be vigoros and 
ipeedy* as you maye aboute your bufines to doe what 
may be to the preventinge of uter ruin. 

My imprifonment is a prefente ftop to the getinge 
what evtdenfes is needful, and it's like we (hall not make 
anny further attempt here, but with what conveniente ex- 
pedityon will be don what is needful and necei&ry. Mr. 
Martin was fued at the courte in two adyones, one by 
Mr. Mafon for fines & forfeitures colle£l<^d and received 
by him as treafurer from feventy nine to eighty two, 
and another a%on by the governor for fines, &c. from 
April eighty two. He is cade in both adyones to the valew 
or about feventy pounds, although hepleded that what hee 
nceived was difpofed by order of the authority which madt 
him treafurer, and had as good comitionfrom his mageftieas 
that was in being,neither did it legally appear that eitherMr. 
Maflbn or the governor have anny righte to fines and for- 
fetures, the kinge appointinge all publicke mony to be 
difpofed or improved for the fupporte of the government; 
however it is but afke and have, there demands in any 
cafe have the force of an executyon. 
' loth. The fabath is come but no prechinge at the 
Banke, nor anny allowed to com to us ; we had none 
but the fameley with us, the pore peple wantinge for 
lake of bred. Motyones have bin made that Mr. Moo- 
dy may goe up and prech on the Lord's daye, tho' bee 
com downe to the prifTon at night, or that naibor minift- 
ers might be permitted to com and prech, or that the 
peple might com downe to the priffon and here as many 
as iDuId, but nothing will doe j an unparraleled exam* 
pie amongft chriftians to have a menefter putt oute and 
no other way found to fupply his plafe by one menes or 
other. Mr. Frier was feverely thretned for refufeinge to 
fubfcribe Mr. Moody's comitment, but hath obtsmied 
fairely a difmityon from all publike offices. Juflice Ed- 
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^erly alfo cailhered, and bound over to the quarter fef>- 
fiones. It is faid that juftis Greene is much afflided for 
what hee has done, but Roby not. Peter CofEn caa 
fearfe (how his hed in anny company.* 

14th. Nufe came from the fourte at Cafco that there 
was greate danger of the Indyanes rifinge, which hath 
occatyoned more iinfe and hope it may vanifh. 

15th. Gqod Mrs Martin was buried, being not able 
to live above x)ne' faboth after the (hutting up the dores 
of the fanduary • Somebody hath faid the imprifoninge 
of the minifter is noone of his worke, hee did but con-> 
Aitute the courte, they did it themfelves, tho' alfo hath 
laid hee would havedon it himfelfe if they- had not. 

17th. Another fad faboth. 

1 8th. Came Mr. Mafon, Barefoote and fecretary, witk 
Thurton, who fwore agin(l mee a falfe oath, of which 
have inciofed a copia. Thurton faid he was fent for on 
purpofe to flive in his teftimony againft mee ; they wentc 
away, and foon after came the inciofed mittimos dire^ 
ed to Mr. Raines hoo is (herefF and mar(hall in Mr* 
Sheerlock's roome that have bin out of favor of late, 
though now it is faid in favor but not in plafe againe^ 
Mr. Eftwicke is alfo put oute of all ofHs« Noote, that 
when I wente to him for takeingc oathes, hee (aid all 
oathes (hould be taken before the governor and counfdl^ 
but now could fend to juftifes to doe it« We had for 
fome nightes our key taken away from the chamber dore 
about 8 or 9 at nighte but have finfe left off that trader 
Sowell of Exeter is ded.

I am under loi^ 
prifonment aboute Thur ton's bufnefs^ being fidzed bj 
the marfhdll and comited wheti in priflbn before for not 
giveing bond for the good behavior, tho* nothinge charg* 
ed upon me any more than before, which yoii well know. 
i know nothing but they ititend to keep nriee here emt 
jefsly ; it's faide I mufte paye one hundred pounds fix 
iirikeinge one of the king's officers and mufte have mf 
name returned into the exchequer and mufte lye ih prit 
fon till the mony be paid and I am difcharged from the 
exchequer. The defigne you may efely fee is to 



mee, and how vaine my pies will be you maye efely guefle. 
Tho' I have manny thinges to faie, viz. that Thurtod 
was ether lio officer or at lefte not knowrie to be fo, how* 
ever riOt fworne, nor did I ftrike him in the hyewaye as 
hee fwearesi nor is there anny proofe but his owne finril 
teftimony, which how far it availes in fuch a cafe wooU 
be confidered ; it s alfo worthy of inquire whether ever 
that law was intended for us, here beinge no cuftomt#- 
be gathered, no exchequer to be apply^ to^ and there- 
fore 
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fore how thefe methods can be obfervetf is not intellega* 
ble. You may efely imagen how things Will be if I am 
fbrfed to complye with there humors. Pray confult, 
confider and fee if fomethinge may not be done to putt 
a flop to fuch arbetrary pro(eeding&) a triall on the plafe 
by indifferente unconlemed judges and jurors if at lefte 
there can anny fuch bee found hoo will not be forfed in- 
to what fome will have done , but I fhali not n^ed to in- 
ftruA you ; there you have better counfell then I can 
give you, and of your fedelyty tq inquire and remitte by 
the firfte what is needful on this account I doubte not. 

I have given you but a tafte, wee that fee it know 
more then can poflibly bee underilood by thofe that only 
here ; in a viordy fuch is the haith of then he/it and raUgg 
tbmt thire is m Uvingefor us bnge in this condityon. Butt 
wee hope God will bee feene in the mounte. 

I (hotild have inferted what fell oute after the defolv- 
inge of the rebel lyous aflembly, there was difcourfe of 
conftables, and infted of the freemen's chufinge as form* 
erly they tooke a fhorte and cheper courfe, and at the 
quarter feffions condables were chofen and to begin with 
Mr. Speker, he has the honner to be conflable for Portf* 
moth. Capt. Gcrri(h, Lt. Nutter and John Woodman 
for I%>ver, Smith the cooper for Hampton, John Foul- 
fliam at Exeter. Whether Mr. Speker (ball ferve or fine is 
not yet determined. And now \ am fpekinge of the 
general ai&mhiy, mufte hinte what was formerly 
Forgotten, vz. that they convened on the Mondaye 
and the choice of the fpeker (there ould one) in word^ 
hily approved and he complemented alamode. Then a 
bill was fent them downe (of which if I can get it being 
now in priflbn (hall inclofe a copia) which they talked a 
littel of and then brake up for the nighte and went up 
to the Banke tp lodge (the tide ferving very well to goe 
and com), the report of which hily difgufted, and the 
next morning the anfwer to the bill vehemently urged, 
which was in fine a negative. Hereupon in a great raidge 
telling them they had bin up to confult with Moody an 
utter enemy to church and coman welth with much of 
iik€ nature, hee difolved them, which was don on the 
Tuefday, after which he came up to the Banke and gave 
Older for a facramcnt on the next Lord's daye as you 
K k have 
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have herd and fince the aflembly men pricked for confU- 
bles. 

By the pretnifes you will fee bow the govcroor is malr 
inge good his word bi:e came for rmny and many hee ufiUgiU^ 
and if hee get it you know hoo mud loqfe it, and how. 
miferable mufte ourcondityon quickly be if there benq 
remedy quickly provided. Hee contrives and cutts out 
worke and finds evill inftrewments to make it up, and 
thefe fom among ourfelves. Thus we areclqven by our 
own limbes.

The taike 19, that his houfe 
niurtc be court-houfe and prifon booth, and ftandioge 
fo nere the governor it is judged futable for booth thofe 
ends, that he may have the (horter journey to courte and 
the prifoners may bee alwaies under his eye.

Mr. Mafon's title, until thecaufe were brought bciore 
'our majefty in council, Mr. Walter Barefoote who was 
ft deputy governor, hath fmce the arrival of your ma- 
fty's commands permitted executions to be extendedj 
nd perfons thereupon imprifoncd in caufes concerning 
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the faid Mafons title, with exceflive and unreafonable 
cods and damages. 

And laftly, whereas your majefty hath upon complaint 
made againft the irregular proceedings done and fuffered, 
been gracioufly pleafed to permit Mr. William Vaughan, 
one of the principal inhabitants and merchants in this 
province, to take 4ns appeale to your majefty in councill 
for relief, againft feverall oppreflive judgments, one where- 
of rcferrs to the title of his lands within this province hold- 
en in the fame form with the reft of his majefty's good 
iubjeds here, wee do with all humble gratitude acknow- 
ledge your majefty*s juftice and favour herein and for that 
the purfuancc and iffue of the faid appeale will therefore 
neceffahly afte£t the whole province and be introdudlory 
to the determination of all Mr. Mafon's challenge,we have 
judged it our duty in moft humble manner to proftrate 
ouifelves at your Majefty's feete, and have therefore bc- 
trufted and fully empowered Mr. Nathaniel Wcarc one 
of the inhabitants of this your majefty's province our a- 
gent to lay before your majefty and moft honorable privy 
council the common cafe and condition of your majcfty's 
poore and diftrefted fubjefts in this province, who is fully 
inftrufted humbly to reprefent the fame, and the arbitra- 
ry and fevere oppreffions wee have laboured under, from 
which wee are well aflbred of reliefe by your majefty's 
moft juft and gracious determination, and to make an 
humble and entire fubmiffion of ourfelves unlo your ma- 
jefty's pleafure, moft humbly befeeching that wee may 
henceforward have our perfeft and immediate dependence 
upon your majefty and the crown of England as well in 
the tennurc of our lands as in the aft^airs of government, 
which gracious influence of your majefty is only able to 
revive and reftore this province to its former "flourifli- 
ing eftate and growth, whereby we may at length be 
made ferv'iceable to your moft facred majefty and the 
crowne which wee are devoted to ferve, refolving therein 
to be exem4>]ary to all other your majefty's fubjeds in the 
territory of New-England, and for which wee ihali ever 
pray^ &c.

Gentlemen, 

ACCORDiNGE to your command and order to rocj 
bearinge date the 2d inftant, I have to the utmoft 
of my power obferved every particular. Upon our arri^ 
val there on Friday night they were all very courteous to 
us, and in the morninge my orders were read which was 
very kindly received by them, and the reafons why they 
deferted the places where they ufually abode among the 
Englifh was, 

I That four Indians came from fort Albany to the 
fort at Pennicooke and informed them that all the Mo- 
hawkes did declare they would kill all Indians from Un- 
cas at mount Hope to the eaftward as far as Pegypfcut* 

2. The reafon of Natombamat, fagamore of Sac©, de- 
parted his place was, becaufe the fame news was brought 
there as himfelf declared upon reading my orders at Pen- 
nicooke. 

3. Natombamat, fagamore of Saco, is goite to carry 
the Indians downe to the fame place where they were be- 
fore departed from us, on Sunday morninge, and defired 
Capt. Hooke to meet him at Saco, five days after. 

4. Both fegamores of Pennicook, viz. Wannilanfet 
and Mefandowit, the latter of which is come downe, did 
then declare they had no intention of war, neithei^ indeed 
are they in any pofture for war, beinge about 24 men 
befides fquaws and papofes. 

5. Afking the reafon why they did not come among 
the Englifti as formerly, they anfwered they thought if 
the Mohawkes came and fought them and they ftiould 
fly for fuccour to th« Englifh, that then the Mohawkes 
ivoold kill all the Englifli for harboring them.

That fo Idng as the aforefaid Indians (hall continue in 
friend(hip with the Engli(h, they (hall be protefted againft 
the Mohawks, or any others, and may freely and peace- 
ably fet doMvne by the Engli(h near any their plantations.

guard, they intending to endeavour to betray you on a 
j)retention of trade.

That while we were thus defending ourfelves and fam- 
ilies, againft the common enemy of the repofeof all your 
majefty's Britifti fubjetSb in the plantations abroad as well 
as in Europe, we were purfued by the challenge of Mr.
